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GOVERNOR'S    MESSAGE. 


(hnJkmen  of  the  Senate^ 

and  House  of  Represen  tdtives : 

Yoar  assemblage  at  this  time,  at  the  seat  of  government,  occurs 
nnder  circumstances  which  calls  for  our  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments to  Him,  who  controls  the  destinies  of  mankind,  for  the  nu- 
meroos  blessings  we  have  received,  and  still  continue  to  receive, 
It  his  hands*  During  the  past  season  our  citizens  have  gener- 
aDy  been  blessed  with  their  usual  health;  with  liberal  crops,  and 
aB  the  comforts  of  life  calculated  to  render  them  happy.  In  our 
civil  and  political  relations  we  have  peace  without  and  tranquili- 
ty within  our  borders.  Intellectual  improvement  and  moral  cul- 
ture still  continue  rapidly  to  advance  under  our  wise  and  en- 
lightened system  of  education.  We  are,  as  a  people,  increasing 
in  population  and  wealth  in  a  ratio  that  has  no  parallel  in  the  his- 
tory of  any  of  our  sister  States,  and  but  few  examples  in  the  his- 
ta^  of  the  human  family. 

The  numerous  blessings  we  have  been  permitted  to  enjoy,  and 
our  prosperous  condition  as  a  people,  place  us  under  renewed 
obligations  to  the  Giver  of  all  good.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these 
Uessings  will  not  be  showered  upon  us  in  vain,  but  that  they 
will  be  received  with  grateful  hearts  and  applied  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  general  good. 

Coming  as  you  do  from  every  section  of  the  State,  and  having 
recently  mingled  with  your  constituents  and  learned  their  wants 
and  wishes  m  relation  to  all  local  matters,  you  ^ill  be  able  to 
ftdfil  the  great  objects  of  your  trust,  and  meet  the  just  expecta- 
tions of  your  constituents,  in  reference  to  all  subjects  of  this  kind 
without  any  suggestions  from  me.  In  obedience  to  the  obliga- 
tions imposed  upon  me,  by  the  Constitution,  I  will  proceed  to  call 
your  attention  to  several  subjects  of  general  interest,  and  lay  be- 
fore you  the  condition  of  our  public  institutions. 

Our  common  school  system  has  taken  a  strong,  and,  I  trust,  a 
permanent  hold  on  the  public  mind.  Its  advantages  and  bles- 
sings are  beginning  to  be  duly  appreciated  by  all  our  citizens. 
Opposition  to  it  has,  in  a  great  measure,  ceased.    Time  has  given 
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to  it  form  and  permanency,  and  its  existence,  as  a  part  of  the 
settled  policy  of  the  State,  we  confidently  believe,  will  continue 
so  long  as  our  republican  institutions  are  cherished  and  upheld 
by  a  free  people* 

It  is  not,  however,  all  we  should  desire  it  to  be.  We  should 
aim  to  improve  our  common  schools,  and  cive  to  them  the  capa- 
city of  imparting  a  more  enlarged  and  liberal  education;  we 
should  seek  to  elevate  the  grade  of  public  instruction  so  as  to  be 
in  unison  with  the  progressive  spirit  which  is  now  animating  the 
civilized  world.  The  education  of  the  rising  youth  of  our  coun- 
.trv  thus  qualifying  them  for  self-government  and  the  maintenance 
of  free  institutions,  is  an  object  which  commends  itself  to  the 
fostering  cs^re  of  every  American  statesman  and  patriot. 

I  would  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  the 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  with  the  view  of  re- 
moddling  our  judicial  system,  so  as  to  enable  it  to  meet  the  wants 
and  exigencies  of  the  people.  I  am  fully  aware  that  too  frequent 
changes  of  the  fundamental  law  of  the  State  might  tend  to  un- 
settle the  great  principles  on  which  the  Constitution  itself  is 
founded.  But  if  it  can  be  shown  that  any  portion  of  that  instru- 
ment is  entirely  unsuited  to  our  present  condition,  and  the  wants 
of  tlie  people,  we,  should  not  h^esitaie  to  seek  a  remedy.  The 
framers  of  the  Constitution  contemplated  future  amendments,  and 
have  provided  in  the  instrument  itself  the  mode  and  manner  in 
which  it  may  be  altered  or  amended.  The  fifth  section  of  the 
seventh  article  provides,  that  whenever  two  thirds  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  think  it  necessary  to  amend  or  change  the 
Constitution,  they  shall  recommend  to  the  electors,  at  the  next 
election  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  vote  for  or 
against  a  Convention;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of 
the  citizens  of  the  State,  voting  for  Representatives,  have  voted 
for  a  Convention,  the  General  Assembly  shall,  at  their  next  ses- 
sion, call  a  Convention  to  consist  of  as  many  members  as  there 
be  in  the  General  Assembly,  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  at 
the  same  place^  and  by  the  same  electors  that  choose  the  General 
Assembly;  who  shall  meet  within  three  months  after  the  said 
election,  for  the  purpose  of  revising,  amending  or  changing  the 
Constitution.  It  is  further  provided  in  the  same  section  that  no 
alteration  of  the  Constitution  shall  ever  take  place  so  as  to  in- 
troduce slavery  or  involuntary  servitude  into  this  State. 

It  will  be  seen,  then,  that  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  con- 
templated the  necessity,  at  some  future  period,  of  changing  or 
amending  its  provisions.  It  was  not  expected  by  the  patriotic 
citizens  who  composed  the  Convention  that  adopted  the  Consti- 
tution, that  it  would  continue  to  answer,  in  all  respects,  the 
changing  condition  of  the  country. 
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Our  veneration  for  the  organic  law  of  the  State,  or  our  re- 
spect for  those  who  framed  it,  should  not  be  carried  so  far  as  to 
tolerate  palpable  and  acknowledged  evils.  We  should,  there- 
fore, inquire  whether  there  are  any  defects  in  the  Constitution, 
as  adapted  to  our  present  condition,  and,  if  so,  whether  they 
are  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  justify  the  call  of  a  Convention, 
with  the  view  of  their  removal.  The  only  defect  in  the  Con- 
stitution, as  applicable  to  our  present  condition,  which^  in  my 
jadgment,  would  justify  a  call  of  a  Convention  to  alter  or  amend 
it,  consists  in  the  defective  organization  of  our  judicial  system, 
and  the  total  inability  of  the  Supreme  Court,  under  the  existing 
fonn  of  the  Constitution,  to  transact  the  mass  of  business  brought 
before  it.  The  constitution  limits  the  number  of  judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  to  four,  and  requires  two  to  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business,  and  directs  that  the  supreme  court  shall  be  held 
once  a  year  in  each  county  in  this  state.  It  is  invested  with 
original  and  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  in  conunon  law  and 
chancery,  in  sucn  cases  as  shall  be  directed  by  law.  The  stat- 
ute has  mven  to  this  tribunal  an  extensive  origmal  and  appellate 
jurisdiction:  the  consequence  is,  it  has  become  so  loaded  down 
with  business  as  to  render  it  impossible  for  the  judges,  with  all 
their  known  industry  and  talents,  to  dispose  of  it  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  themselves,  or  with  a  due  regard  to  the  legal 
rights  of  parties.  They  are  forced  to  continue  causes  after  they 
have  been  prepared  by  the  parties  for  trial,  for  the  want  of  time 
to  hear  them;  thus  throwing  on  one  or  the  other  party  a  heavy 
liU  of  costs,  which  might  be  entirely  avoided  under  a  judicial 
system  differently  organized.  It  would  not  be  difficult  to  dem- 
onstrate, in  reference  to  our  Supreme  Court,  that  it  is  the  most 
expensive  judicial  system  in  tlie  United  States.  The  amount  of 
costs  that  are  annually  thrown  upon  litigants,  by  reason  of  the 
continuance  of  their  causes,  for  the  want  of  time  to  try  them, 
would,  in  the  aggregate,  far  exceed  the  amoUnt  paid  in  any 
state  in  this  Union  to  maintain  its  entire  judicial  system.  It  is 
not  only  an  expensive  system  and  burdensome  to  the  people, 
but,  in  its  practical  bearings,  produces,  in  most  cases,  a  delay, 
and,  in  many,  almost  a  denial  of  the  administration  of  justice. 
The  system,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  was 
adequate  to  the  wants  of  the  people;  but  our  condition,  as  a  civil 
community,  is  very  different  now  from  what  it  was  then.  At 
that  time  there  were  but  nine  counties  in  the  state,  with  a  popu- 
lation falling  short  of  sixty  thousand.  We  had  but  little  wealth, 
a  very  limited  commerce,  and  no  manufactures.  The  usual 
sources  of  litigation  were  few,  and  the  business  of  our  courts 
conse(|uently  limited.  Our  condition,  in  almost  every  point  of 
view,  IS  now  entirely  changed.    We  have,  at  this  time,  seventy 
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nine  counties  in  the  state,  in  eabh  of  which  the  Supreme  Court 
is  required,  under  the  constitution,  to  hold  a  session  once  a  year; 
containing  a  population  falling  but*  little,  if  any,  short  of  two 
millions.  The  trade,  commerce  and  manufactures,  together  with 
the  wealth  and  business  of  the  state,  have  increased  in  a  ratio 
still  greater  than  our  population.  The  truth  is,  our  condition  is 
entirely  changed,  and  we  have  outgrown  our  judicial  system. 
The  public  interest,  therefore,  demands,  that  it  should  be  so 
modified  as  to  meet  the  wants  of  our  changed  condition.  Be- 
lieving this  cannot  be  done,  without  an  amendment  of  the  con- 
stitution, 1  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption,  by  the 
General  Assembly,  of  the  first  measure  necessary  to  the  call  of 
a  convention  to  amend  the  constitution  in  the  particulars  above 
alluded  to.  No  evil  can  result  from  this.  The  only  action 
which  you  can  take  in  the  matter  is,  to  submit  the  question  of 
convention,  or  no  convention,  to  the  electors  of  the  state.  The 
question  is  safe  in  their  hands,  and  they  will  no  doubt  dispose  of 
it  in  the  way  best  calculated  to  secure  the  blessings  of  a  good 
government,  and  promote  the  interest  of  the  public. 

No  subject  has  elicited  more  discussion,  or  excited  a  deeper 
interest  in  the  public  mind,  in  this  State,  than  the  question  of  the 
currency.  It  is  not  strange  that  such  has  been  the  case.  The 
vast  amount  of  worthless  and  depreciated  paper  thrown  upon 
the  laboring  and  business  classes  of  the  community  by  our  own 
and  the  banks  of  surrounding  States,  was  well  calculated  to  ex- 
cite discussion  among  the  people,  and  a  critical  examination  into 
the  defects  and  imperfections  of  that  system  of  banking  which 
had  entailed  oi^  them  so  many  evils.  The  result  of  this  discus- 
sion and  examination  has  been  the  uneauivocal  condemnation,  by 
the  people,  of  our  old  system  of  banking*  Its  insecurity,  and 
its  capability  of  being  converted  into  an  instrument  to  defraud 
the  people,  has  been  demonstrated  too  clearly  to  admit,  at  this 
time,  of^  controversy.  The  difficult  question  which  we  are  now 
called  upon  to  dispose  of  is,  what  system  shall  we  adopt  m  its 
place?  Shall  we  displace  the  old  by  a  new  and  reformed  sys- 
tem of  banking;  and,  if  so,  what  shall  be  its  details?  On  these 
questions  there  is,  as  might  naturally  be  expected,  a  great  varie- 
ty of  opinions  among  our  citizens.  I  believe,  however,  that  a 
large  majority  of  the  people  are  in  favor  of  adopting  a  reformed 
system  of  banking,  and  giving  it  a  fair  trial.  If  I  am  correct  in 
this  opinion,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  representatives  of  the 
people  to  legislate  on  this  subject,  in  such  a  way  as  to  satisfy  the 

?ublic  mind,  and,  if  possible,  put  this  agitating  question  to  rest* 
'he  people  are  satisfied  with  discussion,  and  demand  efficient 
action  in  the  settlement  of  this  question.  I  have  heretofore,  on 
several  occasions,  given  my  views  to  the  General  Assembly  on 
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the  subject  of  banks  ohd  the  cmrency.  Should  th^y  be  deemed 
of  any  iippottance,  they  may  be  found  in  my  former  ^onjmuni- 
eatkms  to  the  Legislature.  I  do  not  feel  myself  called  upon,  at 
this  lime,  to  go  into  detail  on  this  subject.  I  could  do  but  little 
more  than  repeat  optnions  heretofore  frequently  expressed,  and, 
^  I  believe,  well  understood  by  the  public.  I  will,  however, 
take  this  occasion  to  say  that  I  believe  a  well  guarded  and  well 
restricted  system  of  local  banks,  judiciously  £stfibutcd  in  the 
State,  with  a  fixed  amount  of  capital,  adequate  to  the  business 
wants  of  the  country,  is  the  best  and  most  practical  system  of 
banking  that  can,  at  this  time,  be  adopted  in  this  State.  In  es- 
tablishing this  or  any  other  system,  the  first  creat  object  to  be 
secured  is,  the  safety  of  the  note  holders.  When  that  end  is  ac- 
complished, public  opmion  will  be  fully  satisfied.  The  best 
means  to  secure  this  primary  object  should  be  freely  investi- 
gated, and  whatever  restrictions,  limitations,  or  liabilities,  are 
found  to  be  necessary  to  secure  it,  should  be  unhesitatingly 
adopted.  No  system  of  banking  should  be  tolerated  which  does 
not  fully  secure  this  object.  All  restrictions  and  liabilities  not 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  attainment  of  this  object  should  be 
omitted,  as  being  calculated  to  render  the  system  impracticable. 
if  we  would  approach  this  subject  in  the  proper  spirit,  and  divest 
it  of  all  party  considerations,  and  look  alone  to  the  wishes  of  our 
constituents  and  the  good  of  the  public,  I  believe  it  might  be  set- 
tled in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  nine  tenths  of  the  people.  The 
whole  subject  is  one  of  exciting  interest  to  the  public,  and  I  sub- 
mit it  to  yout  careftil  consideration. 

The  seven  per  cent,  loan  of  one  and  a  half  million  of  dollars, 
authorized  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  last  session, 
for  the  payment  of  the  domestic  debt  of  the  State,  was  obtain- 
ed in  New  York,  on  te^s  making  it  par  in  Ohio.  Six  hundred 
thousand  dollars  on  the  thirteenth  of  May  last,  and  nhie  hundred 
thousand  dollars  on  the  fourteenth  of  September. 

The  debt  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  tnousand  dollars,  due  to 
the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus,  was  settled  by  payment  in 
stock,  at  the  current  rates  and  prices  of  sales  in  tKe  city  of  New 
York,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  agreeably  to  Uie  terms  of  the 
contract  existing  between  the  former  fund  commissioners  an4 
that  institution.  By  a  modification  of  the  contract  with  the 
Bank  of  ChilKcothe,  the  payment  of  two  hundred  and  eighty 
one  thousand  dollars,  due  that  institution,  was  postponed  untu 
the  first  day  of  November,  at  which  date  ^e  debt  was  paid,  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  in  carfh 

The  debt  of  fifteen  thousand  One  hundred  and  sixty  three  dol- 
lars, due  the  Bank  of  Wooster,  was  paid  in  stock,  at  the  current 
rates  and  prices  of  sales,  in  New  York  city,  on  the  fifteenth  day 
of  August. 
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The  ieven  per  ceatum  loan  has  been  mostly  disbursed  in  the 
payment  of  the  domestic  creditors,  and  it  is  probable  there  will 
be  a  deficiency  of  more  than  one  hundred  tnoupand  dollars,  to 
complete  the  redemption  of  outstanding  checks. 

During  the  past  summer,  I  authorized  the  Acting  Fund  Comr 
missioner  to  receive,  from  the  public  authorities  at  Washington 
City,  the  dividend  arising  from  the  sales  of  the  public  lands,  due 
this  State,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  six  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  sixty  five  dollars,  which  has  been  received.

The  navigation  of  the  Ohio  Canal  has  been  sustained  through- 
out the  season,  without  any  serious  interruption.    The  fall  in 
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the  price  of  wheat,  soon  after  hardest,  induced  farmers  to  witli- 
hold  it  from  market*  Consequently,  the  business  of  transporting 
produce,  lias  been  much  less  than  Was  anticipated,  and  the  rev- 
enue from  tolls  seriously,  but  temporarily,  affected. 

The  Walhondmg  Canal  has  remained  in  good  condition;  but^ 
frpm  its  limited  extent,  not  much  revenue  can  be  anticipated 
from  it,  until  one  or  more  of  it^  extensions  are  completed. 
^  The  Hockinff  Canal  is  now  completed  to  Athens,  a  distance  of 
fifty  six  miles  mjm  its  junction  with  the  Ohio  Canal.  Facilities 
are  now  afforded  for  the  tran^ortation  of  the  Salt  and  Coal  of 
this  valley,  which  promises,  hi  a  few  years,  to  afford  a  considera* 
We  revenue. 

The  Muskingum  Improvement  has  been  kept  in  general  good 
condition  during  the  season.  The  revenue  from  tolls  and  water 
rents  has  considerably  increased,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  this  work  will,  in  due  time,  be  profitable. 

The  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  has  been,  during  the  season,  in 
good  navigable  condition.  The  Reservoir,  Which  supplies  the 
upper  pottion  of  the  canal  with  wat^r,  has  answered,  fully,  the 
oDJect  of  its  construction.  There  has  been  no  breaches,  or  oth- 
er accidents,  worthy  of  notice,  to  interrupt  navigation,  since  the 
opening  of  the  canal,  in  the  month  of  May,  last.  The  amount  of 
tolls  received  on  this  -work,  since  the  opening  of  navigation,  is 
less  than  was  anticipated;  but  it  is  believed  tliat  next  season  a 
largely  increased  amount  of  business  wiH  be  done  on  this  canal, 
which  will  continue  to  augment,  yearly,  with  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  country* 

I  addressed  a  note,  sometime  since,  to  the  member  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  having  charge  of  the  Miami  Canal  and 
Extension,  the  Warren  County  Canal,  and  National  Road,  but 
have  received  no  reply,  owing,  as  I  understand,  to  the  indispo- 
sition of  the  gentleman  having  charge  of  those  works.  1  ata, 
therefore,  unable  to  cive  you  anv  satisfaictory  information  in  re- 
lation to  their  condition  during  the  past  season. 

The  completion  of  the  Miami  Extension  Canal,  (a  distance  of 
thirty  five  miles,)  has  been  let  at  three  hundred  and  twenty  two 
thousand  dollars,  payable  in  domestic  six  per  cent,  bonds,  which 
is  forty  five  thousand  dollars  less  than  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
work. 

If  we  have  not  realized,  in  all  cases,  as  large  an  amount  of 
revenue  from  our  public  works  as  we  anticipated,  we  have  been 
compensated  by  an  increase  in  population  and  wealth,  and  the 
additional  value  they  have  imparted  to  real  estate;  and  by  thfe 
enhanced  price  of  our  various  staple  commodities.  The  large 
amount  ot  our  State  debt,  however,  which  is  now  over  seven- 
teen millions,  the  great  scarcity  of  money,  and  the  heavy  burdens 
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our  citizens  are  compelled  to  bear,  in  order  to  preserve  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  State,  admonish  us  not  to  extend  or  enlarge 
oar  system  of  internal  improvement;  and  to  introduce  a  rigid 
system  of  economy  hi  every  department  of  the  State  Govem- 
roenu  Amidst  all  the  difficulties  of  the  times,  we  have  promptly 
met  oar  public  engagements,  and  preserved  unsullied  tne  credit 
of  the  State.  Alter  having  overcome  all  the  difficulties  we  have 
had  to  encounter  within  the  last  few  years,  growing  out  of  the 
extraordinary  pressure  of  the  titnds,  now  that  a  new  era  of  pros- 
perity has  commenced,  no  doubt  can  be  entertained  but  that  in 
tbtare  we  wfll  be  equally  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  all  our  pub- 
lic engagements.  It  is  due,  however,  to  the  tax  paying  commu- 
nity, that  the  public  debt  should  not  be  increased,  and  that  their 
burdens  should  be  diminished  as  far  as  practicable. 

The  number  of  convicts  in  the  Penitentiary  on  the  last  day  of 
November,  1 84^,  was  four  hundred  ftnd  sixtv  one.  The  number 
received  during  the  past  year  is  one  hunared  and  thirty  two. 
There  has  lefl  during  the  last  named  period,  one  hundred  and 
forty  seven,  including  those  whose  terms  of  service  expired — 
those  who  have  been  pardoned — twelve  who  died  from  disease — 
two  who  committed  suicide — one  who  was  murdered^three  who 
escaped,  and  four  who  were  discharged  by  writ  of  error  from 
the  Supreme  Court,  On  the  thirtieth  of  November,  1841,  there 
was  in  the  Penitentiary  four  hundred  and  eighty  persons.  On 
the  30th  of  November,  1843,  the  number  was  four  hundred  and 
sixty  one,  showing  a  decrease  of  nineteen*  On  the  30th  of  No- 
vember, 1843,  the  number  was  four  hundred  and  forty  six,  show- 
ing a  decrease,  within  the  last  yeiltr,  of  fifteen,  and  an  aggregate 
decrease  within  the  last  two  years  of  thirty  four.  From  these 
fects  it  would  appear  that  crime  is  decreasmg  within  the  State, 
instead  of  increasing,  as  might  reasonably  be  expected  within 
an  increase  of  population,  fn  examining  mto  the  various  causes 
which  have  seduced  the  unfortunate  convicts  from  the  path  of 
virtue  to  that  of  crime,  it  is  found  that  the  use  of  ardent  spirits 
has  had  an  active  agency,  and  contributed  largely  to  swell  the 
number  of  the  inmates  of  the  Penitentiary.  TTie  powerful  moral 
influence  which  has  been  brought  to  bear  on  the  public  mind, 
within  the  last  two  years,  ajgainst  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  has, 
no  doubt,  had  a  material  influence  in  preserving  the  morals  of 
our  citizens.  It  would  not,  probably,  be  going  too  far  to  say, 
that  the  diminution  of  crime  as  exhibited  by  the  above  facts,  has 
been  mainly  brought  about  by  this  means.  If  this  conclusion  be 
correct,  those  who  have  been  instrumental  in  producing  this  re- 
form, have  increased  inducements  to  persevere  in  a  cause  con- 
secrated by  religion  and  enjoined  by  patriotism. 
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One  hundred  and  sixty  five  of  the  convicts  are  employed  in 
the  manufacture  of  hardware;  sixty  five  are  engaged  m  the 
cooper  shop;  twenty  eight  in  the  business  of  boot  and  shoe  ma- 
king; thirty  in  the  tailor  shop;  about  five  in  the  manufacture  of 
brooms;  twenty  have  been,  until  recently,  engaged  in  making 
cabinet  work;  foyty  five  have  been  employed  under  the  direction 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  the  remain- 
der (many  of  whom  are  not  able  bodied  men)  have  been  engaged 
in  various  matters  in  and  about  the  prison.  For  the  purpose  of 
employing  a  portion  of  the  hands  in  a  manner  less  exceptionable 
to  the  mechanical  interest  of  the  State,  the  Warden,  with  the 
approbation  of  the  Directors,  has  agreed  to  an  arrangement  by 
which  the  cabmet  making  business  is  no  longer  carried  on  in  the 
prison-  To  effect  the  same  object,  it  has  been  determined  not  to 
renew  the  boot  and  shoe  contract,  so  that  in  a  short  time  the 
causes  of  complsunt  against  the  prison  for  its  interference  with 
mechanical  labor  will  be  very  much  diminished* 

There  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  in  the  prison 
during  the  last  year.  The  hospital  has  contained  from  twenty 
five  to  one  hundred  and  ninety  three  per  day;  the  average  num- 
ber per  day,  being  about  thirty  three.  The  whole  number  of 
days  labor  which  has  been  lost  during  this  year  from  sickness,  is 
between  eight  and  nine  thousand,  which  is  about  three  thousand 
days  more  than  was  lost  last  year  from  the  same  cause.  There 
has,  however,  been  but  few  deaths;  only  twelve  by  disease;  two 
by  suicide,  and  one  by  murder. 

The  aggregate  earnings  of  the  institution  will  be  about  thirty 
ei^ht  thousand  six  hundred  dollars.  The  whole  expenditures 
will,  amount  to  about  twenty  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  j 
leaving  a  balance  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  of  upwards  of 
sixteen  thousand  dollars.  These  sums  may  be  slightly  varied,  but 
they  are  believed  to  be  sufficiently  accurate  to  give  you  a  correct 

fneral  knowledge  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  institution, 
will  be  seen  that,  notwithstanding,  the  reduced  number  of  men 
in  the  ptison  for  the  last  year,  and  the  number  unemployed  in 
the  forepart  of  it,  and  the  unusual  amount  of  disease  that  pre- 
vailed, the  net  profits  of  the  institution  falls  but  little  short  of 
former  years. 

Among  the  various  institutions  which  the  philanthrophy  of  the 
State  has  erected,  none  are  entitled  to  more  favor  than  the  Lu- 
natic Asylum.  The  loss  of  reason  is  a  misfortune  to  which  all 
are  subject.  No  strength  or  vigor  of  mind  is  exempt  from  this 
calamity.  To  restore  this  unfortunate  class  of  our  citizens  to 
their  reason,  or  mitigate  their  misfortunes,  are  objects  which 
will  commend  themselves  to  the  generous  sympathies  of  all. 
Whatever  we  may  give  for  such  noble  purposes  and  humane 
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objects,  "we  will  receive  in  return  an  ample  reward  in  the  recol- 
lection of  having  contributed  to  meliorate  the  condition  of  a  class 
of  our  citizens,  who,  above  all  others,  are  entitled  to  public  sym- 
pathy. 

The  number  of  patients  who  have  been  inmates  of  this  insti- 
tution, since  November  15,  1842,  is  two  hundred  and  seven — 
males,  one  hundred  and  five;  females,  ene  hutidred  and  two* 
The  number  of  patients  remaining  in  the  asylum  at  the  end  of 
last  vear,  was  one  hundred  and  forty  two — males,  seventy  five; 
females,  sixty  seven.  During  the  past  year,  sixty  five  patients 
have  been  admitted — males,  thirty  two;  females,  thirty  three; 
all  citizens  of  this  state.  The  number  discharged,  in  the  past 
year,  was  fifty  nine — jnales,  thirty ;  females,  twenty  nine.  Of 
these,  thirty  eight  were  discharged,  recovered;  seven,  improved; 
ten,  stationary;  and  four  by  death.  All  the  recent  cases  dis- 
diarged,  were  restored.  Uninterrupted  good  health  has  pre- 
vailed in  the  institution  during  the  year.  This  institution  has 
now  been  in  operation  five  years.  During  thi?  period,  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy  three  insane  persons  have  been  under  its  care; 
and  two  hundred  and  three  have  been  discharged,  recovered; 
which  is  a  fraction  less  than  forty  three  per  cent.  The  institu- 
tion is  still  pressed  with  applications  for  admission  from  our  own 
citizens,  far  beyond  the  means  of  accommodation. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  an  act  was  passed 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  asylum,  bv  the  erection  of  two  addi- 
tional buildings,  one  for  each  sex.  The  act  appropriates  the  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  in  money,  and  twenty  five  thousand 
dollars  in  convict  labor.  Five  thousand  dollars  of  this  money 
was  appropriated  for  the  commencement  of  operations  last  year. 
The  convicts  of  the  penitentiary  were,  accordingly,  set  to  work 
early  last  spring,  at  makinc  the  necessary  brick,  and  preparing 
materials,  &c.  The  foundation  of  the  west  building,  intended 
for  males,  was  commenced  the  first  week  of  September  last,  and 
the  walls  are  now  as  high  as  the  basement.  It  is  two  hundred 
and  eighteen  feet  long,  and  will  accommodate  about  one  hun- 
dred patients.  The  necessary  contracts  for  lumber  have  been 
made,  and  it  is  principally  delivered  and  ready  for  use.  The 
convicts  have  now  about  one  million  of  brick  ready  for  next 
spring.  I  would,  therefore^  earnestly  recommend  that  the  ne- 
cessarv  appropriations  of  money  and  cpnvict  labor  be  continued 
until  the  buildmgs  are  fully  completed  for  each  sex. 

The  Asylum  for  the  education  of  tlie  Blind,  is  fully  organized 
and  in  a  prosperous  condition.  There  are  now  fifty  eight  pupils 
in  this  institution  who  are  receiving  the  advantages  of  education 
and  moral  instruction.  The  inmates  are  instructed  in  all  the 
branches  usually  taught  seeing  children  in  our  high  schools,  in- 
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eluding  most  of  the  moral  and  natural  sciences.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  male  pupils  are  taught  four  m^chanidal  branches,  in 
which  they  make  sood  proficiency,  preparing  themselves,  as  we 
trust,  to  depend  hereafter  on  their  own  industry.  They  will 
thutf  relieve  the  confununity  from  their  support,  and  themselves 
from  the  real  and  greatest  misfortune,  of  bhndness. 

In  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  there  are  now  eighty  six  pu- 
pils, a  greater  number  than  at  any  former  period.  Tne  educa- 
tion of  the  deaf  and  dumb  was  one  of  the  first  benevolent 
enterprises  in  which  the  State  of  Ohio  engaged.  From  the  want 
of  experience  and  the  necessary  means,  and  with  an  indefinite 
idea  of  the  extent  of  the  accommodations  required,  (a  knowledge 
which  experience  only  can  fiirnish,)  the  buildings  erected  are 
not  so  spacious  as  they  should  have  been.  They  are,  conse- 
quently, at  the  present  time,  very  much  crowded;  and  there 
now  exists  a  pressing  necessity  that  they  should  be  so  enlarged 
OS  to  be  adequate  to  the  growing  wants  of  the  country.  An  act 
providing  for  the  education  of  an  increased  number  of  pupils, 
and  prolonging  the  time  of  their  continuance  at  the  Asylum, 
passed  the  Senate  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
with  little  or  no.  opposition,  but,  through  the  hurry  of  the  ad- 
journment, was  not  called  up  for  its  third  reading  and  final  pass- 
age in  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  consequently  did  not 
become  a  law.  It  is  highly  important  for  the  interest  of  the 
Asylum  that  a  law,  embracing  the  above  objects,  should  be  pass- 
ed at  the  present  session.  This  institution  never  has  been  more 
successfully  employed  in  accomplishing  the  high  objects  for 
which  it  was  instituted,  and  never  more  worthy  of  public  esteem 
and  confidence  than  at  the  present  time. 

You  will  receive,  in  due  time,  detailed  reports  from  those 
having  charge  of  our  various  public  institutions,  which  will  gjive 

rou  all  the  information  in  relation  thereto  that  you  may  desire, 
have  no  doubt  you  will  find  their  several  conditions  highly 
creditable  to  those  who  have  been  intrusted  with  their  super- 
vision and  management,  and  that  the  great  objects  of  their 
foundation  have  been  eminently  realized. ' 

Complaints  by  our  military  officers  have  been  frequently  made 
of  numerous  defects  in  our  militia  system.  T  do  not  profess  to 
be  sufficiently  informed  on  military  subjects  to  make  any  valua- 
ble suggestions  to  you  in  relation  to  the  improvement  of  the  ex- 
istmg  militia  laws.  It  is  expected  you  will  receive,  during  the 
present  session,  from  officers  whose  knowledge  of  military  mat- 
ters will  entitle  their  suggestions  to  a  favorable  consideration, 
memorials  pointing  out  the  defects  in  the  present  system  an^ 
suggesting  such  amendments  as  the  public  interest  demands. 
The  people  of  this  country,  from  their  constant  use  of  firearms 
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and  'weU  known  patriotism,  are  capable  of  being  converted,  at 
any  time,  into   soldiers  for  the  national  defence.    What  we, 
theTefore^  most  ^vant  is  an  efficient  corps  of  officers,  "well  in- 
strncted  in  the  various  branches  of  the  military  art,  who  would, 
at  ail  tiroes,  be  ready  and  ca])able  of  taking  the  command  of  the 
nulitia  when  called  into  service.    It  would  seem  to  me,  there- 
fore, we  ^ould  legislate  to  secure  this  object  as  far  as  practicable. 
Tins,  with  proper  encouragenient  to  volunteer  cdmfpanies,  would 
render  our  mditia  all  we  can  expect  it  to  be  in  time  of  peace. 
The  subject  is  one  of  ^eat  intereitt  to  the  country,  and  I  sdicit 
fiu' it  your  careful  consideration. 

There  is,  at  this  time,  in  the  State  Arsenal,  two  thousand  six 
faondred  and  eighty  muskets,  fourteen  hundred  rifles  and  four 
Imndred  set  of  cavalry  arms,  all  of  which  are  in  good  order. 
There  has  been  received  this  year  as  our  quota  of  arms  from  the 
United  States,  fourteen  hundred  muskets,  and  the  like  number 
of  rifles. 

Hiere  has,  also,  been  received  two  bra^s  six  pounders,  with 
carriages  and  equipments  complete,  as  an  advancement  on  the 
anns  due  next  year.  The  State  Arsenal  is  very  much  out  of  re- 
pair and  the  public  arms  greatly  exposed  to  the  weather.  There 
B  no  place  provided  to  put  a  cannon  or  gun-carriage  so  as  to 
protect  them  from  the  weather.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend 
an  appropriation  sufficient  to  repair  the  Arsenal  and  to  build  a 
soitaUe  gun  and  carriage  house. 

In  discharging  the  various  and  responsible  duties  which  will 
devolve  upon  you  as  the  Representatives  of  the  people,  it  is  my 
most  sincere  wish  that  harmony  may  pervade  your  delibera- 
tions, and  that  thev  may  result  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the 
State  and  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  the  people.

The  receiver,  in  charge  of  this  institution,  is  of  the  opinion  that  he 
has,  in  his  hands,  available  assets  sufficient  to  pay  the  circulation  and 
deposits,  in  full.  Time  will  be  required  to  realize  the  amount  due  the 
State. 

The  amount  received  from  the  Ohio  Penitentiary,  during  the  year, 
is  nineteen  thousand  dollars.  Of  this  amount,  thirteen  thousand  dol- 
lars has  been  paid,  by  the  present  Warden,  for  the  year  IB^^,  and 
six  thousand  dollars  by  his  predecessor,  Mr.  Stadden,  whit^k  should, 
in  justice,  go  to  the  credit  of  the  year  1 842.  The  amount  paid  for  the 
conviction  and  transportation  of  convicts,  during  the  year  1848,  has 
been  eleven  thousand  {iye  hundred  and  seventy  three  dollars  and  fifty 
nine  cents,  being  two  thousand  and  sixty  nine  dollars  and  twenty  five 
cents  less  than  the  amount  paid  for  the  same  purpose  in  the  preceding 
year. 

I  again  suggest  to  you  that,  by  direct  legislative  enactment,  it  be 
mkde  the  duty  of  the  Clerks  and  Sheriffs  to  issue  execution,  and  col- 
lect the  costs  of  conviction,  in  all  cases  where  it  is  practicable  to  do 
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so;  that  the  Clerks  be  required  to  report  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  next,  the  amount  of  all  such  costs 
collected  since  the  ^rst  day  of  January,  1833,  and  the  disposition 
made  of  them ;  and  that  such  reports  shall  be  continued  annually 
thereauer,  and  the  amounts  collected  paid  into  the  State  Treasury, 
OD  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  the  ensuing  November.  There  are  num- 
erous cases,  undoubtedly,  where  these  costs  could  be  collected,  and 
the  public  burden  thereby  relieved.  But,  whilst  the  State  pays 
without  question,  the  officers  take  no  further  care.  The  Sheriff  waits 
for  the  Clerk,  and  he  for  the  Prbsecuting  Attorney,  whilst  that  offi- 
cer either  does  not  consider  it  within  the  line  of  his  duty,  or,  amidst 
the  pressure  of  other  business,  suffers  it  to  pass,  as  a  matter  of  little 
moment. 

The  act  of  the  last  session,  regulating  the  fees  of  officers,  in  Ham* 
ilton  county,  is  so  construed,  in  relation  to  the  fees  of  the  Treasurer, 
as  to  work  injustice  to  the  State,  making  its  Treasury  tributary  to 
that  of  the  county.  By  that  construction,  as  I  understand  it,  the 
whole  fees  for  collections  on  the  duplicate,  according  to  the  existing 
law,  will  be  charged  to  the  Slate,  and  credited  to  the  county,  the 
Treasurer  receiving  a  salary  from  the  county  treasury.  The  amount 
thus  charged  to  the  State,  will  considerably  exceed  the  rateable  pro- 
portion of  the  salary,  which,  it  is  admitted,  the  State  should  pay. 
This  was,  undoubtedly,  an  oversight  in  the  law,  and  it  should  be  rem- 
edied as  early  as  practicable.  The  salary  should  be  paid  by  the  State 
and  county,  in  rateable  proportions,  according  to  the  services  render- 
ed to  each  by  the  county  treasurer,  under  the  existing  laws.  The 
remedy  should  be  applied  before  the  annual  settlement,  in  February 
next. 

The  settlement  with  the  Treasurer  of  Lucas  county,  for  the  years 
1841  and  1842,  is  still  open,  and  stands  in  the  same  condition  as  stated 
in  my  last  Report,  (page  13.)  But  a  small  amount,  comparatively 
speaking,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  in  depreciated  funds. 
The  balance,  for  both  years,  is  on  deposit,  in  the  State  Treasury, 
though  not  in  a  form  to  be  used  by  the  State,  or  appropriated  to  the 
funds  to  which  it  belongs.  After  the  permanent  location  of  the  coun- 
ty seat,  and  the  organization  of  the  courts,  I  directed  the  county  au- 
ditor to  forward  me  copies  of  the  bonds  of  the  treasurer.  In  enclos- 
ing them,  that  officer  informed  me,  that  the  Commissioners  had 
directed  the  employment  of  counsel,  and  defence  of  the  suits.  I  at 
once  presented  all  the  facts  to  able  counsel  in  the  city,  and  requested 
an  opinion  as  to  the  power  of  recovery.  That  opinion  expressed 
such  strong  doubts,  that,  when  I  added  to  them  the  consideration  of 
the  smallness  of  the  sum  withheld — scarcely  sufficient  to  pay  the  fees 
of  counsel,  should  I  succeed — and  the  fact  that,  in  a  similar  case,  in 
the  spring,  the  decision  had  been  against  me,  1  did  not  deem  it  advisa- 
ble to  commence  the  suiu.  Still,  the  settlements  cannot  be  made 
under  the  existing  laws,  nor  without  direct  authority  from  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  do  so.     I  earnestly  desire  that  you  will  direct  what 
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course  shall  be  taken  in  the  premifies.  WhateTor  it  may  be,  it  shall 
be  promptly  adopted. 

I  have  succeeded  in  settling,  during  the  year,  the  claims  of  the 
State  against  the  Lancaster  Ohio  Bank,  and  the  Farmers'  and  Me- 
chanics' Bank  ofSteubenvilley  for  taxes  on  dividends,  from  1832  to 
1S36.  There  has  been  received,  from  the  former,  the  sum  of  nine 
hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  seventy  three  cents,  and  from  the 
Utter,  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  three  dollars  and  seven- 
ty two  cents,  which  has  been  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  State  Com* 
mon  School  fund. 

In  order  to  aid  in  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  public  debt,  I 
have  transferred,  during  the  year,  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars 
(jom  the  general  revenue  to  the  Canal  Fund,  and  shall,  probably,  be 
called  upon  to  make  a  further  advance.  This  sum  was  not  required 
faj  the  wants  of  the  revenue,  and  was  lying  in  the  Treasury,  unused, 
aad  unlikely  to  be  needed.  Its  application  to  the  interest  fund,  was 
bot  fnlfiUing  the  purposes  for  which  other  taxation  is  levied;  and, 
feeling  that  the  exigency  of  the  State  demanded  it,  I  took  upon  myself 
the  responsibility  of  giving  to  it  that  appropriation.  The  transfer  is 
in  the  usual  temporary  form,  and  the  Canal  fund  can  be^at  any  time, 
called  upon  to  replace  it,  if  you  so  direct.  As  such  a  proceeding 
would  only  be  paying  one  taxation  by  another,  I  respectfully  suggest 
to  you  that  the  transfer  be  made  permanent.  The  general  revenue 
does  not  require  the  amount  now,  nor  will  it  do  so,  during  the  coming 
year. 

The  last  Legislature,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  restored  the  State 
Common  School  fund  to  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  but  made  no 
provisions  for  raising  the  means  to  meet  the  expenditure.  Public 
officers  are  required  to  execute  the  laws^aa  they  come  to  their  hands; 
bot  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  of  them  that  they  shall  dis* 
burse  an  amount  of  money  greater  than  is  given  to  them.  Deeply 
devoted  as  I  am,  in  common  with  yourselves,  to  the  difitision  of  intel- 
ligence, and  the  spread  of  education,!  am  not  prepared  to  recommend 
a  reduction  of  the  fund.  It  is  my  duty,  however,  to  say  to  you,  that 
the  resources  of  the  fund  are  not,  at  present,  equal  to  the  appropria- 
tion. The  taxes  on  bank  dividends  will  be  still  further  reduced,  by 
the  expiration  of  charters,  the  present  winter;  and,  if  the  fund  bio 
maintained  in  the  present  state,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  tax 
be  increased  from  one  half  to  one  mill  on  the  dollar,  or  that  some  oth- 
er resource,  of  equal  value,  be  provided. 

Several  suits  and  settlements  are  yet  pending,  for  defalcations,  in 
•chool  section  sixteen,  all  of  which,  I  trust,  will  be  closed  up  within 
the  present  year.  There  seems  to  be  no  end  to  the  plunder  upon  this 
fund.  Almost  every  fiual  certificate-  brings  to  light  some  payment 
thai  has  not  before  been  accounted  for.  The  amounts  now  are  small, 
and,  with  two  exceptions,  will,  probably,  be  settled  without  suit. 
The  multiplicity  of  these  delinquencies  has,  in  no  wise,  wearied  me; 
but!  confess,  that  I  have  felt  my  energies  relaxed  by  the  facility 
with  which,  after  long  and  tedieas  litigation,  aid. the  recoTery  of 
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judgments,  ^hrelief  biUs^^  haye  been  gotten  up,  and  so  often  succeeded 
in  the  General  Assembly.  The  case  of  one  of  our  largest  defalca- 
tions was,  last  winter,  presented,  and  finally  referred  to  the  commis- 
sioners of  the,  county;  and  I  have  since  been  advised,  that  the  peti- 
tions were  prepared,  and  circulated  by  the  advice,  and  upon  the 
invitation  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly  representing  counties 
in  entirely  a  different  section  of  the  State.  This  fund  has  been  most 
sadly  and  signally  mismanaged,  from  the  beginning.  The  lands 
have  been  squandered,  and  the  fund  has  been  plundered,  until  it  is 
DOW  merely  nominal  in  its  character.  If  sympathy  for  defaulters  is 
to  sticceed  the  wrong  they  have  done,  it  is  useless  for  a  single  ofiicer 
to  stand  in  the  breach;  and,  however  much  I  may  regret  the  result. 
I  shall  early  consider  it  my  duty  to  myself,  to  retire  from  so  unequal 
a  contest 

From  the  operation  of  circumstances,  entirely  without  the  control 
of  the  county  auditors,  no  advertisement  was  published,  and  bo  sal* 
of  delinquent  lands  wilt  be  hold  in  the  counties  of  Sandusky  and  Mor- 
gan. In  order  to  reach  the  delinquenees,  a  special  act  will  be  nece»- 
sary,  authorizing  the  county  auditors  to  carry  the  amounts  forward 
to  the  duplicate  of  the  succeeding  year. 

From  causes  which  I  considered  would  materially  aifect  its  valid- 
ity, no  sale  of  forfeited  lands  was  advertised,  or  will  be  held,  in  the 
county  of  Wood.  The  facts  are  of  a  local  character,  and  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Finance  committee  at  any  moment.  They  can  be  rem- 
edied by  a  special  act,  directing  the  necessary  corrections,  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  reforfeiture  and  sale. 

In  the  act  of  last  winter,  extending  the  time  for  the  payment  of 
taxes,  and  changing  the  day  of  delinquent  sales,  no  corresponding 
change  was  made  in  the  time  of  publishing  the  delinquent  lists.  This 
is  now  required  to  be  done  four  weeks  prior  to  the  second  Monday  of 
December,  whilst  the  sale  does  not  take  place  until  the  second  Mon- 
day in  January.  In  remedying  this  defect,  I  would  suggest  a  further 
provision,  requiring  the  auditor  to  take  from  the  books  of  the  treas- 
urer an  abstract  of  the  tracts  or  lots  upon  which  the  taxes  have  been 
paid,  prior  to  the  time  of  publication,  and  strike  all  such  from  the  list 
before  advertising  the  sale.  Such  is  now  held  by  many  to  be  the  con- 
struction of  the  law;  but  the  practice  is  not  uniform,  nor,  indeed,  that 
of  striking  off,  general  in  its  character.  To  remove  all  doubt,  it  would 
seem  to  me  advisable  to  provide  for  this  course  by  law.  It  wouU 
greatly  curtail  the  lists,  and,  consequently  abridge  the  expense. 

I  consider  it  my  duty  to  again  call  your  attention  to  that  class  of 
revenue  laws  which  provides  for  the  sale  of  lands  for  taxes,  and  the 
making  of  deeds  for  the  same.  A  bill,  which  was  the  product  of 
great  labor,  and  the  application  to  the  subject  of  distinguished  legal 
ability,  was  introduced  into  the  Senate  during  the  last  session.  The 
amendment  which  it  underwent,  in  that  body,  materially  impaired  its 
ability  to  effect  the  desired  reform;  yet  it  finally  passed,  but  was  lost 
by  a  tie  vote  in  the  House.  The  strongest  objection  which  was  urged 
against  this  measure,  was  that  it  was  too  perfect — too  strong  in  itself;

fcr,  after  all  the  opportunities  for  redemption  had  been  forieited,  it 
provided  a  title  so  clear  and  perfect  as  to  close  up,  at  once,  even  the 
avenaes  to  litigation,  unless  error  or  fraud  had  been  committed.  How- 
ever much  the  rerenues  of  the  current  year  will  be  made  to  feel  the 
(tilure  of  that  measure,  and  deeply  as  1  may  regret  thecircumsta nee,  it 
it  not  my  privilege,  nor  have  I  any  inclination.)  to  murmur  at  the  action 
of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government.  The  representative  is  re- 
sponsible to  his  constituents  for  his  acts,  and  to  a  higher  than  man  for 
the  niotives  by  which  those  acts  are  prompted.  I  indulge,  however,  as  I 
am  free  to  express,  a  hope,  that  the  comminglmg  of  the  representa- 
tive and  constituent  bodies  has  served  to  convince  the  former  that  the 
argument,  used  to  defeat  this  measure,  has  not  found  favor  with  the 
latter;  and  that  the  sympathy  which  arrested  it,  if  not  misjudged, 
was,  at  least,  misapplied . 

To  my  own  mind,  this  question  involves  the  whole  principle — as  well 
the  power  as  the  expediency — of  taxation.  Has  the  State  the  power 
of  taxation?  If  so,  does  it  follow  that,  in  the  exercise  of  that  power, 
she  has  the  right,  in  case  the  owner  of  the  soil  neglects  or  refuses  to 
pay  that  tax,  to  subject  the  soil  itself  to  sale  for  the  payment?  These 
interrogatories  must  be  answered  in  the  affirmative.  The  power  is 
fall — the  right  has  never  been  controverted.  How,  then,  shall  this 
right  be  enforced?  Shall  it  be  done  in  substance,  in  good  faith,  and 
to  the  end  that  the  burdens  of  taxation  shall  be  equally  borne?  Or 
riiaU  laws  for  that  purpose  be  mere  cobwebs— ^evidencing  either  the 
bad  fisiith  of  the  State,  or  the  fear  of  enforcing  a  clear  and  perfect 
right,  because  it  touches  the  source  of  political  power?  It  is  admit- 
ted by  every  one,  that  the  present  laws,  regulating  tax  sales,  are  im- 
perfect,  nay,  even  useless;  why,  then,  not  amend  them,  so  that  the 
power  asserted  by  the  State  may  be  made  perfect  to  accomplish  its 
ends?  The  answer  is,  because  such  a  proceeding  would  work  hard- 
ship and  injury  to  those  who  now  suffer  their  taxes  to  go  unpaid,  and 
then,  by  the  decisions  of  the  legal  tribunals,  defraud  the  purchaser  at 
tax  sale  of  the  amount  he  has  paid  for  them.  If  this  reason  is  sufficient 
to  operate  upon  the  minds  of  legislators,  in  favor  of  the  present  sys- 
tem, it  will  constitute  a  much  better  and  stronger  one  for  the  repeal 
of  all  laws  of  a  coercive  character.  Why  should  one  man  have  his 
horse,  or  his  cow,  or  his  household  goods,  sold,  uncanditianallyi  for  the 
payment  of  his  taxes,  whilst  his  neighbor,  who  holds  landed  estate 
only,  and,  perhaps,  a  nonresident  of  the  county  or  the  State,  may  neg- 
lect his  tribute  to  the  support  of  the  government,  laugh  at  the  imbe- 
cility of  laws  which  nommaily  subject  his  lands  to  tax  or  sale,  mock 
at  the  fear  which  startles  at  their  amendment,  and  revel  in  the  irauds 
upon  his  fellow  men  which  they  invite  and  encourage?  Nay,  the  in- 
quiring may  go  further,  and,  with  equal  force,  demand,  it  it  be  a  pe- 
culiar hardship  to  seize  upon  the  lands  of  the  citizen  who  obstinately 
refuses  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  government  by  which  he  is 
protected  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  property  and  his  life,  why  should 
the  same  hardship  be  enacted  in  order  to  compel  him  to  fulfil  his  con- 
tracts with  hia  fellow  men? 
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There  is,  or  ought  to  be,  to  the  mind  of  erery  mao,  something  re- 
pulsive in  the  idea  of  a  great  and  powerful  State,  whose  honor,  integ- 
rity and  good  faith  constitute  the  brightest  jewels  of  her  citizens,  an- 
naally  offering,  at  public  sale,  large  masses  of  deUnquent  lands,  in 
the  name,  and  under  the  semblance  of  law,  when  the  law-making,  and 
the  taw-administering  powers,  both  know  that  the  laws  themselves 
cannot  be  enforced — that  the  whole  system  is  a  mockery  and  a  farce; 
and  the  delinquent  knows,  ihat  which  the  purchaser  upon  State  faith 
as  often  experiences,  that  the  whole  is  justly  entitled  to  the  name  of  a 
stupendous  fraud,  benefitting  only  the  delinquent  who  has  enlisted 
the  false  sympathy  upon  which  it  is  based,  and  the  officers  and  attor- 
neys of  the  courts,  whose  fees  and  emoluments  would  bo  curtailed  by 
its  change. 

If  the  severe  depression  in  the  monetary  affairs  of  the  country,  is  a 
good  creative  cause  of  sympathy  in  favor  of  the  tax-payers  of  the 
State,  there  are  other  parties  equally  entitled  to  it  as  the  delinquent, 
and  who  can  add  to  it  the  stern  requirements  of  justice.  There  lire 
Che  cheerful  and  willing  contributors  to  the  public  revenues,  who  scorn 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  laws — the  hardy  and 
industrious  cultivators  of  small  farms,  who  prize  their  homes  equally 
with  the  protection  which  the  State  affords  to  the  enjoyment  of  them, 
and  who  are  compelled  to  toil,  not  only  for  the  portion  which  the  rev- 
enue is  equitably  entitled  to  claim  of  them,  but  also  that  which  it  ex- 
acts, nay,  oppresses  them  with,  by  reason  of  the  unequal  manner  in 
which  such  burdens  are  at  present  imposed.  These,  the  punctual 
tax-payers  of  the  State,  are  not  only  entitled  to  a  portion  of  sympa^ 
thy,  but  they  have  a  right  to  demand — and  they  do  demand — that 
their  already  grievous  burdens  shall  not  be  enhanced  by  the  delin- 
quencies of  other  of  their  fellow  citizens.  Upon  this  point,  I  repeat 
my  remark  of  last  year,  and  invite  to  an  investigation  and  test  of  its 
truth,  that  those,  who  are  denominated  the  poorer  class,  but,  in  other 
and  more  just  phrase,  the  small  landholders  and  industrious  farmers, 
are  the  best  and  most  punctual  tax-payers;  the  delinquencies,  and,  par- 
ticularly the  forfeited  lands,  are,  with  but  comparatively  few  excep- 
tions, the  property  of  large  landholders,  litigants  and  speculators. 
To  these  may  be  added,  the  tax  titles  which  are  purchased  under  the 
present  laws,  and  which,  when  found  invalid,  or  indelensible,  are 
abandoned. 

The  effects  of  the  present  system  may  be  easily  traced  upon  the 
face  of  your  revenue  books.  From  year  to  year,  since  the  present 
system  has  been  proven  inefficient,  (he  lists  of  delinquent  lands,  and 
the  amount  of  levied  but  uncollected  revenue,  has  been  increasing, 
antil  last  year  it  amounted  to  nearly  one  ninth  of  the  whole  levy.  Is 
this  to  be  attributed  solely  to  the  scarcity  of  money,  and  the  hardness 
of  the  times?  Not  so.  The  year  184^  finds  very  nearly  its  parallel 
in  either  of  the  years  1835  or  4  836,  when  money  was  most  abundant, 
and  the  country  was  in  what  was  termed  the  bright  day  of  its  pros- 
perity. The  true  cause  is,  that  the  laws  have  been  discovered  to  be 
inoperative,  or,  at  least  mefficient;  and  there  is  always  a  class  in  every 
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commuQity,  who  will  make  no  effort  to  fulfil  legal  enactments  when 
ihey  can  be  evaded.  The  whole  matter  is  summed  up  in  a  single 
senience:  The  present  la\»s  are  totally  inefficient.  If  revenue  is  to 
be  collected,  and  that  in  good  faith  to  all  who  share  its  burdens,  they 
oig'bt  to  be  revised,  and  made  to  be  what  they  seem;  if  not,  they, 
with  all  others  that  levy  taxes  on  the  people,  should,  in  strict  justice^ 
b^  repealed. 

I  again  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  a  revision 
of  the  laws  for  the  valuation  of  property,  as  a  basis  of  taxation.  I 
would  repeat  the  recommendation  contained  in  my  last  annual  report,  of 
adopting  a  system  of  cash  valuation,  not  only  of  real  estate,  but  of  all 
other  property.  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  add  any  thing  to  the  argu- 
ments which  I  had  then  the  honor  to  present  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly. The  present  laws,  it  is  admitted  on  every  hand,  are  excessively 
uiequal  in  the  disposition  of  public  burdens.  The  real  wealth  of  the 
State  does  not  pay  its  adequate  proportion  of  taxation,  and  an  undue 
excess  is  thereby  thrown  upon  its  labor.  This  assertion  may  seem  to 
be  a  strong  one,'  but  the  more  it  is  investigated  the  clearer  will  its 
truth  appear.  The  amount  of  capital  held  and  invested  in  the  State, 
nay  be  safely  said  to  be  an  hundred  fold  greater  than  the  portion 
which  is  annually  relumed  and  falls  under  th^  taxing  power.  A  large 
proportion  of  this  is  so  used  as  to  be  far  more  productive  than  the 
cultivation  of  the  soil.  Other  portions  of  it  invested  in  the  luxuries 
of  life,  may  be  said  to  be  unproductive,  and  should  not  be  reached; 
and  the  proposition  made  during  the  lasl  session  to  lay  the  hand  of 
taxation  upon  it,  fell  beneath  the  ridicule  with  which  it  was  assailed. 
Efen  this  has  not  changed  my  own  opinions  upon  the  subject;  I  do 
not  think  the  true  policy  is  to  attempt  to  reach  this  class  of  property 
specially,  yet  in  a  revision  of  the  system  it  should  not  escape.  One 
mtn,  perhaps,  from  the  stern  requirements  of  poverty,  deprives  him- 
self of  the  luxuries  of  life,  and  appropriates  his  hard  earnings  to  the 
purchase  of  a  small  tract  of  land,  upon  which  he  rears  his  cabin,  and 
barely  furnishes  it  sufficiently  for  the  reception  of  his  little  family; 
before  the  forest  has  fallen  under  his  axe,  or  his  acres  been  made 
ready  for  cultivation,  the  assessor  has  ranked  him  amongst  the  tax- 
payers, and  the  knock  of  the  tax-gatherer  is  heard  at  the  door  of  his 
homble  abode.  Another  more  fortunate,  in  worldly  goods,  erects  his 
mansion  and  furnishes  it  at  a  cost  sufficient  to  purchase  whole  sections 
of  land,  and  yet  he  pays  no  tax  upon  it.  The  right  is  perfect  in  every 
man  to  enjoy  his  own  in  such  manner  as  pleases  him  best,  so  he  in- 
fringe not  upon  the  rights  of  others.  It  is  not  necessary  that  this 
should  be  restrained;  but  at  the  same  time  it  would  appear  to  be  at 
variance  with  sound  policy  and  good  government  to  lay  the  burdens 
of  the  State  upon  the  labor  of  the  hardy  and  industrious,  and  at  the 
same  time  grant  immunity  to  the  possessions  and  enjoyments  of  the 
more  fortunate  and  wealthy.  The  wealth  of  the  State,  however  in- 
vested or  used,  should  pay  the  taxes  of  the  State,  in  full  and  equitable 
proportions.  It  has  the  ability  to  do  so,  and  owes  the  greater  obliga- 
tion for  the  protection  which  the  government  extends  to  it. 
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Tour  present  statutes  provide  for  taxing  capital  invested   io 
cbandizing,  or  loaned  at  interest.    Glance  your  eye  at  the  ta 
statement  accompanying  this  document,  and  note  the  amount  retl 
in  this  column  from  the  several  counties  of  the  State.     It  amou^ 
the  sum  of  $7,120,998.    What  member  of  the  General  Assembly     * 
single  out  his  county,  and  say  that  the  return  from  it  even  app 
mates  the  truth.     The  fault  is  partly  in  the  law  itself,  and  part 
the  officers,  who  choose  to  construe  it,  in  accordance  with  the 
eral  system  of  valuing  landed  property.     The  law  itself  is  contini 
evaded.     Wealth  not  only  brings  power,  but  cunning  and  shrew^ 
to  its  possessor.      A  man  may  not  have  his  money  at  interest  oc 
first  day  of  March,  else  he  must  pay  tax;  but  under  the  construe 
of  the  officers  he  may  take  his  interest  in  advance,or,  he  may  emi 
it  in  the  obligation  he  takes,  and  then  he  has  no  <<money  atinten 
which  is  the  expression  of  the  law.     He  may  buy  judgments,  rnoi 
ges,  notes,  o)r  other  obligations,  at  fifty  cents  upon  the  dollar,  and 
he  has  no  "money  at  interest."     He  may  deal  in  depreciated  pa 
speculate  in  stocks,  hold  bonds  of  town  or  other  corporations,  and 
he  has  no  "money  at  interest.'*    These  are  mere  evasions  of  the  I 
under  a  strict  construction  of  its  provisions;  butthey  aresonumeri 
as  well  as  multifarious  in  their  character,  that  they  cannot  be  reac 
or  punished.    The  only  true  n\ethod  of  equalizing  the  public  burd< 
and  laying  the  hand  of  taxation  where  in  justice  and  equity  it  sh(\ 
rest,  is  to  adopt  the  principal  of  a  general  cash  valuation;  thereby 
quiring  every  man  to  contribute  according  to  the  amount  in  which 
is  protected,  and  the  ability  it  confers  upon  him  to  meet  the  requii 
ments  of  the  State.     Other  states,  as  towns  and  cities  have  sprung  i; 
and  wealth  increased  within  their  borders,  have  found  themselv 
compelled  to  resort  to  this  system,  as  well  with  reference  to  their  re 
enues,  as  in  justice  to  their  tax  paying  people. 

An  argument  which  is  magnified  into  a  most  formidable  objection 
this  proposition  is,  that  it  would  increase  the  burdens  of  taxatic 
upon  the  landed  estate.     If  there  be  increase  upon  one  interest,  thei 
must  necessarily  be  reduction  upon  another.     If  the  landed  interet 
will  be  more  oppressed,  the  personal  one  will  be  correspondingly  n 
lieved;  and  yet,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  argument  is  ever  th- 
most  strenuously  urged,  as  well  in  the  halls  of  legislation  as  out  o 
them,  by  those  who  are  not  cultivators  nor  owners  of  the  soil.     Thf 
objection,  however,  is  not  well  taken.     The  acres  of  land,  subject  tc 
taxation,  as  returned  last  year,  were  a  little  rising  twenty  millions^ 
and  they  are  valued  on  an  average  for  taxable  purposes,  without  theic 
improvements,  at  a  fraction  less  than  $3  GO  per  acre.     In  that  form 
they  pay  nearly  two  thirds  of  the  whole  taxation.     Suppose  the  valu- 
ation to  be  increased,  under  the  cash  system,  to  an  average  of  $10  00 
per  acre,  and  they  give  an  aggregate  slightly  above  two  hundred 
millions  of  dollars.     What  reasonable  man,  who  reflects  upon,  or  has 
investigated  the  subject,  will  put  this  down  at  even  one  third  of  the  ac- 
tual wealth  of  the  State.     It  is  true  the  valuation  of  the  landed  es- 
tate would  be  largely  increased,  but,  at  the  same  time  other  objects, 
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DOW  exempt  from  taxation,  would  come  in  to  swell  the  aggregate 
amount,  and  thereby  reduce  the  relative  proportion  which  that  inter- 
est now  bears  to  the  whole.  If  the  landed  estate  now  bears  the  pro- 
portion in  valuation  of  nearly  two  thirds  to  the  present  aggregate  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty  millions,  and  it  should  be  found  under  the 
cash  valuation  to  bear  that  of  one  third  or  even  one  half  to  an  aggre- 
gate of  six  hundred  millions,  it  is  hard  to  see  how  the  burden  of  taxa- 
tion would  be  increased  by  the  change.  /  Experience  too— the  experi- 
ence of  other  states  is  against  the  argument.  New  York  has  adopted 
the  cash  valuation,  and  her  landed  estate  pays  a  less  proportion  of  the 
tax  of  the  state,  taking  into  consideration  its  actual  value,  than  that  of 
the  Stale  of  Ohio.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Pennsylvania,  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  all  the  New  England  states.  The  more  I  have  investi* 
gated,  the  more  firmly  have  I  become  convinced,  that  this  is  the  only 
true  policy*^the  only  just  and  equitable  system  of  taxation ;  and  I 
trust  you  may  find  it,  upon  investigation,  the  true  interest  of  those 
whom  you  represent,  to  adopt  it.  As  a  subject  intimately  connected 
with,  and  highly  important  to,  the  finances  of  the  State,  it  is  earnestly 
commended  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

With  the  view  pre^sented  to  you,  in  this  document  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  State,  and  coming  as  you  do  immediately  from  the 
body  of  the  people,  no  injunctions  of  mine  to  economy  in  the  appropri- 
ation of  public  moneys  or  the  imposition  of  public  burdens  are  required* 
The  people  ofour  State  are  heavily  oppressed  by  taxation;  yet  it  does 
not  seem  to  enter  into  the  reflection  of  men,  that  this  is  not  attributa- 
ble solely  to  the  State,  nor  does  it  arise  in  any  part  from  what  may  be 
ternoed  the  civil  administration  of  the  state  government.  In  this  de- 
partment, it  is  true,  a  rigid  economy  should  be  practiced;  but  all  re- 
trenchments and  reforms,  which  are  applied  solely  to  this  branch  of 
the  public  service,  will  fall  very  far  short  of  the  evil,  and  prove  vastly 
inadequate  to  its  remedy.  The  true  source  of  this  burden  lies  in  the 
continued  increase  of  our  public  debt,  the  interest  upon  which  is 
equal  to,  if  it  does  not  exceed  one  million  of  dollars  per  annum. 
From  the  hitherto  unfinished,  and  consequently  unproductive  charac- 
ter of  our  public  works,  something  rising  six  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars of  this  sum  has  been  required  to  be  raised  by  direct  taxation. 
Take  away  this  item,  and  the  taxation  for  state  and  school  purposes 
is  bat  two  mills  upon  the  dollar,  creating  an  aggregate  of  but  two 
hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  But  all  the  taxa- 
tion of  the  State,  when  added  together,  does  not  equal,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, one  third  of  the  public  burdens.  It  is  the  county,  the  township, 
the  poor,  the  road,  and  other  taxes,  that  go  to  increase  these  burdens, 
and  render  them  oppressive.  The  counties  have  followed  the  exam- 
ple of  the  State.  Their  authorities,  acting  under  special  enactments, 
have  incurred  debts,  embarked  in  expensive  works  of  internal  im 
provement,  erected  costly  public  buildings,  and  taxation  of  the  people 
follows  as  a  necessary  consequence. 

An  examination  of  the  statements  before  given,  will  show  you  that 
the  expenditures  of  the  past  year  in  the  civil  admmistration  of  the 
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State,  have  fallen  below  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  You  may 
look  in  vain  over  the  states  of  the  Union,  for  an  instance  of  even  half 
our  population^  our  territory,  our  interests,  our  business  character 
and  relations,  our  trade  or  our  commerce,  being  governed  with  the 
same  expenditure.  Our  executive,  legislative  and  judicial  tribunals, 
our  militia  and  school  systems,  and  our  asylums  and  other  public  io- 
stitutions,  are  all  classed  in  this  amount.  I  am  aware  ihat  reform  or 
reduction  even  in  these  is  deemed  essential,  and  as  constituting  the 
remedy  for  the  grievous  burdens  of  our  people.  Against  that,  either 
to  the  people  or  their  representatives,  I  have  no  protestations  to  offer; 
no  arguments  as  to  its  policy  or  results.  The  largest  item  in  this  list 
is  that  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government.  However  ardu- 
ous we  of  the  public  departments  feel  our  constantly  increasing  duties 
to  be,  we  are,  I  trust,  sufficiently  patriotic  not  to  murmur  at  any  re- 
forms that  may  be  applied  to  us,  if,  like  charity,  they  'begin  at  home.^

It  will  be  observed,  that  the  largest  amount  of  this  increase,  for  re- 
pairs, is  upon  the  Miaiini,apd  Miami  Extonsioh  Canals.  Of  this, 
about  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  a  debt  which  existed  on  the  Miami 
ExteDsion,  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  was  not  paid  antil 
the  last  pummer,  for  want  of  f^nds;  and  a  debt  existed  on  the  same 
work,  on  the  15th  November,  1843,  of  about  ten  thousand  dollars. 
But,  even  making  due  allowance  for  the  debt  of  last  year,  the  expen- 
ditures, for  repairs,  upon  these  lines  of  work,  are  disproportionabljr 
large*  It  is  extremely  painfql  to  me,  to  find  my  own  opinions  con- 
flicting, not  only  with  the  opinions,  but  the  acts  of  other  officers  in  a 
co-ordinate  branch  of  the  state  government;  yet,  I  canndt  shut  mj 
eyes  to  facts,  nor  my  ears  to  the  reports  of  othef  men,  neither  divest 
my  mind  of  the  impression  created  by  the  iigures  denoting  these  ex- 
penditures, thfit  (her/9  are  too  many  officers,  and  retainers,  too  much 
of  a  spirit  of  favoritism,  apd  a  want  of  strict  and  rigid  economy,  and 
accountability  on  these  two  public  works.  If  we  would  increase  ottr 
revenues, and  maintain  our  credit  and  our. faith,  without  overtasking 
our  people,  we  must  put  down  the  iron  hand  upon  this  plass  of  expen* 
ditures.  All  must  feel,  and  reduce  to  practice,,  the  most  strict  and 
rigid  economy.  There  must  be  no  sinecures;  no  placeman;  no  fa- 
vorites, traversing  the  works,  and  hunting  up  jobs,  to  be  procured  up- 
on such  terms  as  engineers,  through  ignorance  or  considerations  of 
profit  or  advantage  to  themselves,  may  be  induced  to  grant.  It  is 
here  that  retrenchment  and  ref6^m  fnay  be  made  of  some  value  and 
effect;  here  that  legislation,  divested  of  alt  extraneous  consideraiioas* 
and  directed  only  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  State,  and  the 
amelioration  of  public  burdens,  may  work  out  beneficial  results. 

I  am  not  icnorant  of  the  effect  which  these  remarks  wilt  produce  to 
myself;  the  denunciation  which  they  will  call  forth.  These  must  take 
their  course*  Considerations  of  duty  alone  prompt  roe  to  their  utter- 
ance, and  from  my  duty,  when  I  know  it,  I  will  not  shrink.  I  am 
aware,  too,  that  th^y  ai'e  mere  generalities,  that  they  want  tangibili* 
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ij,  Tbw  is  not  my  fault.  Had  I  po«se8d€Nt  the  power  of  4ayeMtfa- 
tioQ,  or  any  check  upon  abuses,  they  should,  had  I  found  the  eomihu- 
iHcatiofis  of  others  established,  hare  assurtied  a  more  pei^fect  (brm.  l'  do 
uot  intend,  by  them,  to  i:mpeach  the  intetn'tty  of  the  Acthig  Commis- 
sioner upon  the^  works,  or  the^  Resident  JEkigineer  upon  the  southern 
division  of  the  Miami  C^nal.  For  the  latter,  I  freely  bear  the  testis 
monyof  my  personal  knowledge,  t^at  ho  has  labored,  with  commenda- 
ble zeal,  within  his  own ' sphere,  to  retrench  his  expenditures,  and 
manage  his  work  with  economy.  The  former,  as  a  man  and  an  offi- 
osr,  justly  sustains  an  untarnished  character  for  honesty  and  integ- 
rity; yet,  his  want  of  experience  in  thepubHc  service,  and-  his  im- 
plicit reliance  tipon  those  who  have  been,' for  years,  literally,  leeches 
upon  the  public  works,  have  imposed  upon  his  ohbrge  at  least  the 
semblaoee  of  things  that  have  excited  the  public  mind,  and  which  the 
fioancial  officers  of  the  State  may  not  pass  by  in  silenoe.  Pennsylva- 
nia, with  all  her  resources,  is  beggared  h)  her  character,  her  credit 
and  her  faith;  whilst  the  hordeof  placemen,  who  have  literally  crowd- 
ed ber  pobHc  works,  have  amassed  princely  fortunes,  in  what  they 
have  been  pleased  to  denominate  her  service.  It  requires  a  nerve  of 
iron  in  a  public  officer  to  lay  hands  upon  such  men;  a  cheek  that  will 
not  blanch  at  their  threats,  either  of  a  personal  or  politicat  character; 
and  an  ear  that  is  deaf  to  the  bowlings  of  the  storm  thf^y  may  create. 
This  principle  applies  as  well  to  all  the  public  works,  as  to  the  one 
vbose  expenditures  have  called  forth  these  remarks.  Upon  all,  the 
Acting  Commissioners  should  consider  that  they  are  the  agents  owing 
responsibility  to  the  State;  that  their  constant  vigilance  is  an  indis- 
pensable requisite  to  an  honest  and  an  economical  management  of  their 
works;  that,  in  this  age^  no  one  confers  a  favor  on  the  Commissioner, 
or  the  State,  by  an^enting  to  remain  in  the  pablic  service;  and  that 
no  man,  however  high  his  character,  should  be  intrusted  with  the 
avenues  to  the  treasury,  by  any  means  that  traverse  the  guards  and 
restrictions,  that  assign  to  each  officer  his  duties  and  h'\i  place,  and 
establish  a  check  upon  his  conduct. 

The  decrease  of  the  revenues  upon  the  public  works,  although  a 
matter  of  regret,  does  net  impair  the  ability  of  the  Fund  Commission- 
ers to  meet  the  interest  upon  the  public  debt;  nor,  when  correctly 
viewed,  does  it  cast  even  a  shadow  of  |>loom  upon  the  future.  For 
the  payment  of  the  interest^  the  tax  levied  upon  the  duplicate  will 
amply  sapply  the  deficiency^  and  make  good  the  total  amount  required 
for  that  purpose.  That  levy  was  five  mills  upon  the  dollar,  and  v^ill 
not  require  to  be  increased  the  ensuing  year. 

The  deficiency  itself,  it  will  be  seen,  is  wholly  upon  the  Ohio  canal, 
the  oldest  of  the  public  works  The  Miami,  notwithstanding  the 
strong  competition  of  the  turnpike  roads,  has  increased  its  revenue; 
so,  also,  with  the  Miami  Extension.  Th^  Wabash  and  Erie  has  not 
met  the  anticipations  of  the  Commissioner  in  charge  of  it,  yet  it  has 
yielded  a  very  handsome  revenue,  and  gives  ^ood  promise  for  the  fu- 
ture. The  Muskingum  Improvement,  and  the  Hocking  canal,  con- 
stitttting  the  balance  of  our  new  works^  have  also  added  something  to 
tbe  tolls  of  last  year.    Thus,  the  new  works  have  all  increased  their 
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revoDuett  whilst  ihe  deficiMicy  is  fbimd  apon  the  joM  and  lOQg  estab* 
lished  improvement.  ,       , 

The.  causes  that  have,  produced  this  result,  are*  to  some  extent, 
rofttter  of  speculation*  •  At  the  last  session  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Worics,  a  reduction  of  26  per  cent,  was  made  ip  the  tolls^  on  produce 
going  Qorth,andon  me rchandi^.  passing  in  the  sume  direction,  for 
w^a^are  termed  shorkdistaooes.  UjcM  htaiving  before  roe  the  returns 
of  the  collectors  for  the  year,  I  am  unable  to  deteriniBe  what  efieot 
this  measure  has  had  upon  the  revenues^  its  pQlicf,  I  presume,  was 
based  upon. the  heavy  shipments  of  produce  duriiig  the  last  two  ye^rs, 
from  points  sput,h  of  Newark,  on  the  Ohio  CasaU  to  New  Y;9rk,.by  the 
way  of  New  Orleans.  Upon  the  heavy  article  of  pork,  we  can  scarce- 
ly hope,  by  any  advantages  we  can  hold  out  upon  the  canals,  to  conft- 
pete  with  the  southern  means  of  transportation.  Upon^ptber  articles, 
it  will  require  a  Ifirger  increase  in  the  trade  than  h^  apparently . 
been  made,  to  justify  so  heavy  a  reduction,  and  yet  keep  up  the  reve- 
nues of  the  work.  These  returns  will  all  be  presented  to  you  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  with  such  ezphinations  ami  euggestions  as 
will  be  more  valuable  than  any  that  I  can  offer,  because  based  upon 
more  intimate  knowledge  and  e;[perience  than  I  possess*  .    , 

One  of  the  causes,  and  perhaps  the  most  important  one,  which  has 
contributed  to  this  reduction  of  the  revenues  oo  the  Ohio  Canal,  is  the 
fall  which  suddenly  took  place,  during  the  summer,  in  the  prices  of 
produce,  and  the  consequentdisinclination  of  the  holders  to  sell.  This- 
disposition  to  hold  may  have  been  somewhat  encouraged  by  the  great 
difficulty,  from  the  character  of  the  weather,  during  the  fall,  and  the 
condition  of  the  roads,  in  getting  it  to  market*  More  particularly 
does  this  reason  of  the  fall  o<  prices  apply  to  the  article  of  wheat*  U(> 
to  the  middle  of  July,  this  staple  comnu>dity  commaqded  a  good  price, 
and  went  forward  to  market  with  great  activity.  The  effect  of  this 
was  felt  in  the  tolls  ob  the  canals,  which,  during  the  months  of  June 
and  July,  increased  from  five  to  six  thousand  dollars  per  week,  over 
those  of  corresponding  periods  in  the  preceding  year.  Since  the 
month  of  July,  the  price  has  declioed,  and  very  little,  comparatively 
speaking,  has  gone  forward.^  Prior  to  that  time,  the  great  .demand 
for  the  article  was  for  the  Canadian  market.  By  the  retaliatory  sys- 
tem of  duties  established  by  the  British  Government,  called  forth  by 
the  increase  of  our  own  tariff  laws,  this  market  has,  since  the  12th  of 
July  last,  been  effectually  closed^  The  class  of  men,  and  of  funds, 
that,  tvvelve  months  ago,  sought  the  products  of  our  soil,  are  no  longer 
to  be  seep  among  us,  and  the  farmers  of  the  west  are  thvs  the  first  tQ 
experience,  as  well  in  the  reduction  of  the  prices  of  their  products,  as 
the  revenues  of  their  public  works,  which  must  be  supplied  by  taxa* 
tion,  the  injurious  effects  of  this  policy  of  the  Greneral  Governments 
T^is  is  not  .mere  idle  theory.  Unfortunately  for  as,  our  books,  and 
the  void  in  our  revenues,  furnish  its  too  full  and  perfect  confirmation. 
The  following  comparative  statement  of  tplls  on  the  Ohio  Canals  from 
the  1st  day  of  August  to  the  15th  of  November,  in  each  of  the  years 
1842  and  1843,  (during  which  .time  the  importations  of  merchandise 
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in  the  yosr  1S43,  mHit  haTo  been  increased  rather  than  diminished^) 
demoDStrates  the  truth  of  this  statement^  and  sheds  a  flood  of  Hght 
apon  the  caoses  of  this  deficiency  in  the  revenue.

V  the  cause  here  alluded  to  be  an  opcTratiug  one  against  the  rev- 
eottssof  the  public  works,- its  remedy  is,  of  dourse,  beyond  the  power ' 
of  the. State  authorities;  yet  it  iiB  importani  that  the  facts  should  be 
given  to  the  people,  upon  whomthe  burdens  must  fall.  It  is  true,  in 
one  sease  of  the  term,  tbat  the  deficit  is  merely  temporrary  in  its  char- 
ifiter.  The  produce  is  in  the  country,  and  must  go  forward,  even  at 
reduced  prices.  The  loss  may  thus  be  made  g<^  to  the  revenues, 
but  it  merely^ changes  its  form,  and  rests  upon  the  producer.  But 
the  question  goes  beyond  this,  and  presents  the  inquiry,  how,  in  the 
fbtare,  this  closing  of  a  most  important  market  is  to  effect  revenues, 
which,  in  a  great  and  constantly  advancing  agricultural  community, 
like  oars,  should  increase,  rather  than  (jlinMiiish?  Why  shall  we  grow 
if  we  cannot  sell?  ^nd  of  what  avail  are  our  public  works,  either  to 
the  State  or  its  people,  if  they  do  not  constitute  avenues  to  the  mar- 
kets of  the  world,  and  accumulate  revenues  by  the  transportation  of 
oar  surplus  products? 

Taking  our  public  works  in  the  aggregate,!  consider  the  prediction 
perfectly. safe,  that  they  will,  during  the  coming  ypar,  under  all  these 
disadvantages,  cive  us  an  increase  upon  the  revenues  of  1842.  The 
Hocking  canal  has  not  yet  been  fairly  tested.  The  fourteen  miles  on 
the  southern  end,  which  extends  ir^to  the  coal  and  salt  regions,  were 
QOt  completed  until  late  in  the  month  of  August.  The  whole  line  is 
BOW  completed,  and  the  revenues  of  the  work,  during  next  year,  will 
be  materially  increased. 

The  Wabosh  and  Erie  Canal  did  not  get  into  full  and  successful 
operation  until  about  the  first  of  July.  1  am  advised  that  the  greater 
proportion  of  the  tolls  this  year  have  been  collected  upon  importa* 
tioDs^  the  amount  of  exportations,  owing,  probably,  in  part,  to  the 
causes  that  have  operated  against  the  Ohio  Canal,  having  been  very 
light. 

The  Miami  Extension  Canal,  north  of  Piqua,  and  the  Sidney  Feed- 
er, like  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  were  not  ready  for  operation  un- 
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til  late  in  the  season.  But  little  ia  to  be  expected  from  that  work^-ao- 
til  the  thirty  four  mil^n,  now  under  coatract^  shall  be  compleled^ 
The  increase  upon  the  Extension,  during  tbe  last  year,  however,  is  n 
favorable  indication  of  the  future/  During  the  month  of  November, 
the  water  was  let  in  as  far  north  as  St.  Marys. 

The  Cincinnati  and  Whitewater  Canal,  in  which  the  State  is  a 
heavy  stockholder,  was  completed,  and  ready  for  navigation  on  tbe 
28th  day  of  last  month.  I  have  not  looked,  with  any  degree  of  care, 
into  the  prospects  of  this  work,  but  the  gentlemen  who  compose  ita 
directory  are  very  sanguine  that  it  will  be  a  profitable  investment. 
The  eompany,  I  presume,  is  cumbered  with  a  heavy  debt  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  wdrk.  If  so,  it  will  present  a  case  similar  to  the  turn- 
pikes, in  which  limits  should  at  once  be  set  to  the  State  liabilities,  and 
the  Staters  proportion  of  revenues^  which  are  irrevocably  pledged  to 
the  paytnentof  the  money  borrowed  for  the  in vostment,  be  secured 
and  appropriated  to  that  purpose.  The  original  act,  for  the  construe* 
tion  of  the  Maumee  and  Western  Reserve  Road,  provided  that  the 
tolls  accruing  on  the  road  should  be  applied  to  theconstructidn  ac- 
counts The  road  is  now  completed,  and,  it  is  beHeved,  folly  paid  for, 
with  the  exception  of  a  bridge  at  Lower  Sandusky,  the  erection  of 
which  the  Fund  Commissioners  do  not  oonsider  as  embraced  in  the 
original  act.  By  the  existing  law,  the  tolls  are  required  to  be  paid 
inta  the  State  Treasury;  and  there  has  been  received,  from  that 
source,  since  the  first  day  of  April,  $2,844  68.  This  amount  will, 
doubtless,  bo  coasiderably  increased  during  the  presoDt  year. 

TUBNPIKBS. 

The  dividends  upon  the  stock  of  the  State,  in  Turnpike  aqd  Canal 
Companies,  have  increased  largely  during  the  year.

This  revenue  can  be  still  further  increased;  but,  in  order  to  ac- 
complish lb  IS  purpose,  there  must  be  exercised  a  constant  vigilance 
over  the  State  interest  in  these  works.  During  the  last  year,  I  have 
visited,  in  person,  the  officers  of  very  nearly  all  of  themj  and  investi- 
gated their  books  and  accounts.  In  a  large  majority  of  instances,  I 
found  the  means  of  the  e«mpanies  carefully  husbanded,  and  econom- 
ically expended.     Though  surrounded  by  embarrassments,  and  not 
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QDfreqaeDtly  mystified,  by  the  seemingly  confUcting  prorisiona  of 
the  laws,  I  have  yet  fouDd  id  these  ofBcers,  with  a  few  exceptions,  a 
disposition  to  accord  to  the  State  all  her  rights,  and  to  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  coinpanies  with  prudence  and  economy.  On  the  part  of 
others,  there  is  an  avowed  determination  to  disregard  the  amendator]^ 
act  of  1841,  and  appropriate  the  Staters  proportion  of  tolls,  even  be- 
yond the  balance  of  unpaid  subscription,  to  the  payment  of  debts  con* 
trected  in  the  construction  of  the  w^rks.  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to 
require  the  fulfilment  of  that  law,  in  all  cases;  and,  where  other 
means  have  failed,  I  have  resorted  to  legal  proceedings.  Such  are 
now  pending  to  correct  consent  decrees,  by  which  the  revenues  have 
been  thus  diverted,  in  the  Great  Miami,  aud  the  Hamilton,  Spring* 
field  and  Carthage  companies;  and,  at  the  ^rst  term  of  the  court,  such 
will  be  instituted  against  the  Dayton  and  Covington  Company.  In  the 
Milford  and  Chillicothe  Company,  the  revenues  are  still  locked  up  by 
iojunciions  of  the  creditors. 

The  act  befoie  referred  to,  i'equires  a  further  amendment,  in  order 
to  make  it  efiective.  It  now  denounces  the  penalty  for  non fulfilment 
of  its  provisions,  against  the  companies  in  their  corporate  capacities; 
whereas  it  should  impose  it  upon  the  officers  themselves — as  well  the 
president  and  secretary,  for  not  reporting,  as  the  directors  for  re- 
iasiog  to  declare  dividends.  This  is  not  a  slight  and  trivial  matter. 
In  numbers  of  cases,  the  directors  of  these  companies  have  reckless- 
ly plunged  them  in  debt,  far  beyond  the  amount  of  subscriptions  to 
the  stock.  If  these  debts,  illegally  contracted,  are  to  be  paid  from  the 
rcTenues,  the  state  will  be  required  thereby,  nay  coerced,  to  go  be- 
yond her  original  subscription,  whilst  the  whole  people  must  be  taxed 
to  raise  the  interest  annually  required  to  be  paid  upon  the  whole  in- 
Testmeot,  the  profits  of  which  are  thus  cut  off. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  settlements 
have  been  made  with,  and  the  subjoined  amounts  paid  to  turnpike 
companies,  in  domestic  bonds*  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March 
13, 1843,  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  domestic  creditors  of  the 
State:

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  again  enabled  to  report  to  yop, 
that  no  defalcations  have  accrued  in  the  collections  of  the  revenue 
during  the  year.  Much  of  this  punctuality  is  undoubtedly  owing  to 
the  faithfulness  and  integrity  of  the  officers  to  whom  this  important 
duty  IS  intrusted;  whilst  the  power  of  the  law,  so  prompt  in  itaac.* 
tion  and  s6  efficient  in  its  means,  is  an  excellent  and  important  check, 
if  integrity  should  be  departed  from.  The  system  of  weekly  reports 
and  payments,  is  still  liable  to  the  objection  of  increased  expenses, 
which  I  presented  in  my  last  report;  and  as  our  works  are  extended, 
this  burden  grows  proportionably  greater.  Yet  I  am  not  prepared 
to  say  that  the  punctuality  in  the  receipt  of  funds,  and  the  safety 
which  is  enhanced  by  preventing  large  sums  from  accumulating  m 
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the  bands  of  officers,  does  not  counterbaliuice  the  olijectjoD.  Th€> 
fioaDcial  results  are  before,  you.  As  a  measure  of  ezpedieticy,  I  am 
]es9  disposed  than  Last  year  to  reconuneod  its  repeal. 

The  securities  of  Liouis  P.  Duckjey,  late  coliector  at  Akroo,  upoa 
whom  nearly,  if  not  quite  the  whole  of  that  defalcation  Call»  availed 
themselves  of  the  act  of  last  session,  permitting  the  payment  by  ia- 
stalmentSy  and  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  was  paid  into  the 
treasury  during  the  month  of  June  last.  The  balance  is  well  ^ecured» 
and  will  be  paid. 

In  the  case  of  Wilson  Baker»  late  collector  at  Circleville,  no  oaoney 
has  been  collected.  A  judgment  stafids  against  the  securities;  but 
time  has  been  extended,  upon  promises  of  payments  in  state  bonds, 
(which  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  receive,)  which  have  not  as  yet 
been  complied  with.  I  shall  lose  no  time  in  pressing  this  matter  to  a 
dose. 

In  the  case  of  John  S.  Johnson,  formerly  collector  at  Massillon,  I 
have  before  advised  the  General  Assembly,  that  a  judgment  ^as  ob- 
tained against  him  and  his  securities,  fpr  rising  ten  thousand  dollars* 
As  DO  property  was  found  by  the  officers,  and  as  I  had  reason  to  be* 
heve  that  it  had  been  disposed  of,  in  order  to  pivoid  the  payment  of 
this  defalcation,  I  directed  a  proceeding  in  chaqcery,  which  has  ho6a 
conducted  with  great  energy  and  perseverance.  At  the  last  term  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  Stark  county,  the  bills  were  both  dis- 
roisaed,  and  our  proceedings  are  at  an  end.  My  power  is  thus  ex 
hausted ;  and  I  see  no  hope  at  present  of  realizing  anything  from  this 
heavy  defalcation  in  the  public  funds.  The  circumstances  attending 
this  &«se,  give  to  it  a  strongly  marked  character  of  dishonesty;  and 
whilst  such  events  are  guarded  against  as  far  as  human  policy  can 
go,  in  the  summary  process  provided  for  in  the  existing  laws,  their 
occurrence,  vvhen  they  pass  such  provisions,  should  be  followed  by 
exemplary  punishment.  Had  a  tithe  of  the  sum,  ia  either  of  these 
cises,  been  purloined  from  the  public  treasury,  it  would  have  been 
crime,  and  the  law  would  have  visited  its  penalties  upon  the  offender. 
Is  it  less  a  crime,  when  the  public  funds  are  defrauded,  in  the  betrayal 
of  a  high  and  important  trust,  than  when  the  doors  of  the  treasury 
ate  forced  and  its  contents  appropriated  to  individual  use} 

It  has  ever  seemed  to  me,  that  this  distinction  is  fictitious  and  un- 
wise; for,  if  it  exercijse  any  influence  at  all,  it  tends  to  the  encourage* 
ment,  rather  than  the  suppression  of  crime. 

SUBFLUS  ReYBNUS. 

The  Fund  Commissioners  of  the  counties  of  Belmont,  Carroll,  Cler- 
mont, Coshocton,  Columbiana,  Crawford,  Cuyahoga,  Delaware, 
Holmes,  Lorain,  Muskingum,  Preble,  t^^rry,  Shelby,  Summit  and 
Trumbull,  have  notified  me  of  their  acceptance,  under  the  act  of  \aat 
winter,  of  its  provisions  for  the  payment  of  surplus  revenue,  held  by 
them,  in  annual  instalments  often  pen  cent.  The  couqties  of  Frank- 
liOf  ^lootgomery,  and  several  others^  are  receiving  the  boads,  when- 
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ever  presented,  in  payment  of  loans,  and  will  pay  then^  into  the  treas- 
ury; and,  under  the  provisions  of  that  act,  the  Fund  Commissioners 
of  all  the  counties  are  prohibited  from  reloaning,  but  are  directed  to 
pay  into  the  State  Treasury  all  moneys  paid  to  them  by  the  debtors 
of  the  fund,  as  well  as  those  which  thoy  may  collect  on  account  of 
the  principal.  These  payments  will  probably  amount,  th%  present 
year,  to  fifty  or  sixty  thousand  dollars.  As  the  State  is  required  to 
pay  interest  on  the  fund  in  the  Treasury,  until  1850,  the  Fund  Com- 
missioners of  the  State  will,  no  doubt,  consider  it  the  correct  policy 
to  apply  the  fund,  as  received,  to  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  issued 
and  based  upon  it.  When  these  shall  be  abisorbed,  it  will  become  ne- 
oessary  to  provide  for  it  an  investment  that  will  yield  an  equivalent 
to  the  interest  paid  upon  it  by  the  State. 

Railroads. 

The  Little  Miami,  the  Mansfield  and  Sandusky  City,  and  the  Mad 
River  and  Lake  Erie  Railroads,  have  all  availed  themselves  of  the 
act  of  the  last'  session.  The  loan  of  credit  advanced  by  the  State, 
and  the  interest  due,  have,  in  each  case,  been  put  into  stock,  and  cer- 
tificates are  now  on  file,  in  this  department,  for  the  following  amounts 
of  stock,  held  by  the  State,  in  each  of  these  works:

The  Mad  River  and  Lake  Erie  Company  are  progressing  with 
their  work.  Twenty  one  additional  miles  have  been  put  under  con- 
tract during  the  last  year.  Of  the  progreas  of  the  others,  I  have  no 
information.  The  Ohio  Railroad,  and  the  road  from  Painesville  to 
Fairport,  have  been  placed  by  the  Governor  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  acting  con^missioner  of  the  Canal  Fund,  the  Treasurer  of 
State,  and  myself,  have  labored  to  bring  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments upon  the  public  works,  in  the  payment  of  the  domestic  debt, 
within  the  last  fiscal  year.  That  payment  having  been  made  in  two 
instalments,  and  involving  a  multiplicity  of  accounts,  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  accomplish  this  purpose.  A  considerable  amount  of  the 
balance  checks  had  not,  at  that  time,  been  presented  at  the  Treasury. 

You  will  learn  with  regret,  as  I  am  pained  to  inform  you,  that  the 
loan  of  one  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars,  authorized  by  the  last  Gea- 
eral  Assembly,  has  been  found  insufiictent  to  pay  the  domestic  debt,' 
and  complete  the  works  then  under  contract.  At  the  time  that  bill 
was  pending  in  the  Greneral  Assembly,  I  called,  in  person,  upon  the 
Mveral  acting  Gommissioners  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  fot'  a 
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Hatemeot  of  4he  amounts  due,  and  an  estimate  of  the  amounts  that 
would  be  required  to  complete  the  several  works  under  their  charge* 
The  aggregate  of  that  statement  was  a  little  rising  thirteen  hundred 
thousand  dollars.  Mr.  Ransom  gave  a  statement  upon  his  works, 
from  which  the  payments  have  varied  but  a  very  small  amount — prob- 
ably less  than  one  thousand  dollars.  Mr.  Dickinson  estimated  the 
Wabash  and  Brie  Canal  at  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
Maoniee  Road  at  fifteen  thousand.  Mr.  Spencer  then,  as  at  all  sub- 
sequent calls,  plaeed  the  Miami  Extension  at  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  Subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  bill,  and  before  the  Com- 
missioners had  left  for  New  York,  Mr.  Dickinson  increased  his  estir 
mate  oa  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  to  five  hundred  and  fifty  thous- 
and dollars;  and  still,  subsequently  to  that, and  after  the  loan  had  been 
■egotiat6d,  he  further  increased  it  to  six  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
besides  five  thousand  dollars  for  his  unrestricted  check.  Upon  bring- 
ing up  the  disbursements  to  such  a  point  that  results  could  be  safely 
ascertained,  it  was  found,  that  whilst  Mr.  Ransom's  estimates  are  not 
paid  in  full,  the  payments  on  the  Wabadh  and  Erie  have  exceeded 
even  Mr.  Dickinson's  last  estimate  from  twenty  five  to  thirty  thousand 
dollars;  and  those  on  the  road,  from  thirteen  to  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars. Also,  that  the  payments  on  the  Miami  Extension  have  exceed- 
ed the  estimates  of  Mr.  Spencer  rising  seventy  thousand  dollars^  ex- 
dust  ve  of  seven  thousand  dollars  to  his  unrestricted  check.  It  would 
be  well  if  the  matter  stopped  here,  and  these  payments,  however  ex- 
cessive, embraced  the  whole  debt.  But  it  does  not.  Checks  are  still 
outstanding,  and  more  are  due  to  contractors.  From  the  best  infor- 
mation we  can  get,  there  was  yet  uncovered,  by  the  late  loan,  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year,  about  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  debt  on 
the  works.  The  Legislature,  undoubtedly,  intended  to  provide  for 
the  whole  debt  of  the  State;  and  the  Fund  Commissioners  have  la- 
bored assiduously  to  carry  out  that  purpose.  The  one  has  been 
thwarted  in  iu  object,  whilst  the  others,  resting  upon  what  they  con- 
sidered the  most  authentic  information,  have  been  betrayed  into  state- 
ments which,  unfortunately,  are  not  substantiated  by  the  facts. 

Unlearned,  as  I  am,  in  the  checks  and  balances  that  have  been  es- 
taUisbed,  and  the  manner  of  keeping  accounts  on  the  public  works,  I 
am  notable  to  throw  any  light  upon  these  discrepancies  which  cast 
a  temporary  gloom  upon  the  finances,  and  mu&t,  far  beyond  their  ac- 
tual importance,  affect  tlie  credit  of  the  State.  If  this  is  but  another 
of  the  many  errors  of  judgment  of  which,  in  the  construction  of  our 
public  works,  we  have  had  so  much  reason  to  complain;  if  the  debt 
was  actually  under  estimated,  it  casts  many  and  strong  doubts  upon 
the  system  itself,  and  the  watchfulness,  as  well  as  competency,  of  the 
officers  who  have  it  in  charge.  If  correctness  of  detail,  in  the  keep- 
ing of  accounts,  had  been  olMerved,  these  officers  should  have  known, 
to  a  fraction,  what  amount  of  checks  had  been  issued,  and  what  had 
been  paid,  and  have  been  able  to  estimate,  nearer  than  one  hundred 
thonsand  dollars,  what  amount  would  remain  due  on  the  oompletion 
of  existing  coDlracts.    But  speoulations  upon,  or  repining  at,  re* 
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6uUs  are  alike  vain.  The  evil  is  upon  us.  The  clebi  ezista,  and  its 
payment  is  a  duty  from  which  we  may  not  shrink.  Investigation  in- 
to the  transactions  of  public  officers  is  not  only  the  right,  but,  under 
these  circumstances,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly.  Still, 
the  labor  has  been  performed,  the  checks  are  nfK>stly  in  the  hands  ol' 
innocent  persons,  and  their  payment  cannot  honestly  be  refused. 

1  do  not  desire,  or  design,  in  these  remarks,  to  cast,  even  in  the 
form  of  insinuation,  any  imputation  upon  the  moral  or  official  honesty 
and  integrity  of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  public  works.  I  have  no 
evidence  of  a  substantia]  character  upon  which  to  base  such,  and  1  am 
glad  that  I  have  not.  It  is  true,  that  reports  and  rumors  have  been 
continually  afloat,  but  upon  these  no  officer  should  be  condemned 
without  a  hearing.  That  there  has  been,  however,  an  inordinate  and 
almost  profligate  expenditure  of  public  money  upon  the  Wabash  and 
Erie,  and  the  Miami  Extension  Canals,  no  one  who  looks  at  the  coast 
of  the  works  can  doubt.  Acting,  under  the  requirements  of  law,  as 
one  of  the  Fund  Commissioners,  I  joined^  from  Aill  convictioos  of  its 
propriety,  in  refusing  to  pay  the  checks  on  certain  portions  of  the 
first  of  these  works,  and  upon  the  Maumee  road,  and  in  putting  a  stop 
to  their  further  progress.  The  first  ot  these  was  a  dam  on  the  Mait« 
mee  river,  which  had  been  let  at  a  high  price,  as  we  were  advised, 
without  competition,  and  which  Messrs.  Ransom  and  Spencer  decided 
to  be, at  the  present  time,  an  unnecessary  addition  to  the  work. 
Next  was  the  continuation  of  the  Maumee  side  cut,  (which  has  already 
cost  a  vast  amount  of  money,)  across  the  east  branch  of  the  river,  and 
the  Island,  to  what  is  termed  '^deep  water,^'  on  the  Perrysburg  side. 
This  improvement  is  said  to  be  made  under  an  order  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works;  still,  for  one,  I  could  not  find  for  it  the  authority  of 
law.  On  the  road,  the  law  to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  town 
of  Perrysburg,  to  the  town  of  Lower  Sandusky,  was  construed  to  in* 
elude  the  building  of  an  expensive  bridge  across  the  Sandusky  river, 
in  the  town  of  Lower  Sandusky.  A  considerable  number  of  checks 
were  paid  on  this  contract  before  its  actual  condition  was  known; 
»ioce  then,  the  payments  have  been  suspended,  and  the  issue  of  checks 
stopped,  until  your  action  in  the  premises. 

The  act  of  last  session,  making  appropriations  for  the  payment  of 
this  d«bt,  provided  the  interest  should  be  computed  and  allowed  upon 
the  checks  from  the  date  the  contracts  were  '^completed  and  accepted.^' 
These  computations  of  interest  were  made  from  statements  furnished 
by  the  Acting  Commissioners,  of  the  time  when  each  contract  was 
thus  coihpleted  and  accepted,  in  the  meaning  of  the  law.  Upon  one 
of  the  works,  the  '^Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,^'  the  return  of  the  books 
of  the  engineers  shows  a  discrepancy  between  them  and  the  state- 
ments of  the  commissioner,  upon  a  number  of  large  contracts,  of  from 
ten  to  fourteen  months,  against  the  State,  and  in  some  others,  of  short* 
er  amounts  of  time,  in  favor  of  the  State.  On  one  of  these  contracts, 
upon  which  the  Acting  Commissioner  drew  a  large  amount  of  funds, 
the  engineer,  Mr.  Medbery,  states  that  the  letting  was  but  little,  if 
any,  prior  to  the  date  of  its  acceptance,  as  given  upon  the  ConnBis- 
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sioner^s  returD.  By  the^e  statements,  a  considerate  amotmt  of  la- 
te rest  was  paid,  for  which  the  Stale  was  not  legally  liable.  That  so 
paid  on  the  checks  presented  by,  and  j)ayments  made  to,  the  Commis- 
sioner himself,  exceeds  three  hundred  dollars.  The  explanation  of 
this  discrepancy  is,  that  the  contracts  were  so  nearly  finished  at  the 
original  dates,  as  to  require  but  a  smalt  amount  of  labor  to  prepare 
them  for  acc^plaiice;  and  that  the  latitude  was  given  as  an  act  of  jus- 
lice  to  the  contractors,  who  had  long  waited  for  their  money,  and  been 
put,  in  many  cases,  to  great  inconvenience  and  distress.  The  motive 
was  a  good  one,  but  the  act  ife  doubly  unfortunate.  First,  it  was  a  de- 
parture frona  the  letter  of  the  law;  and,  secondly,  the  contractors 
reap^  from  it  very  little  benefit;  that  went,  in  the  main,  to  those 
who  had  speculated  in  the  purchase  of  the  checks  before  the  loan  was 
obtained, or  the  payment  commenced;  and,  amoog  these,  were  num- 
bers 0/  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  Stale,  upon  the  worlcs  them- 
aelves. 

These  things  are  not  stated  in  any  spirit  of  personal  unkindnesSv 
Deeply  compromised,  as  I  feel  myself  to  be,  by  official  statements, 
made  upon  the  authority  of  others,  I  am  not  disposed  to  cast  back  un- 
merited censure,  nor  evade  responsibility,  by  placing  an  undue  pro: 
portion  of  it  upon  other  officers  of  the  government.  VViih  others,  I 
was  startled  at  the  amount  of  this  debt.  When  provision  was  made  for 
its  payment.  Still  more  have  I  been  astonished  to  find  even  those 
means  insufficient  for  that  purpose.  It  must  have  limits  fqi  to  it. 
There  must  be  economy  and  prudence,  not  only  in  the  making,  but 
the  administration  of  laws.  You  are  entitled  to  all  the  facts  within 
the  knowledge  of  the  public  officers.  These!  have  endeavored  to 
give  to  you,  from  considerations  of  duty  alone.

The  foreign  debt  embraces  the  whole  amount  of  stock  sold,  and 
also,  that  used  to  fulfil  the  contracts  of  the  state  with  the  Franklin 
Bank  of  Columbus,  and  the  Banks  of  Wooster  and  Chillicothe.  Th« 
domestic  debt  is  in  much  better  credit  than  it  was  twelve  months 
since,  notwithstanding  the  additions  which  have  been  made  to  it.  It 
is  sought  now  with  eagerness,  as  a  means  of  mvestment,  and  is 
gradually  approximating,  in  price,  its  actual  value.  Nothing  is  re- 
quired in  relation  to  it,  but  to  leave  its  basis  unimpaired.  The  laws, 
as  they  now  exist,  will  gradually  absorb  it;  and,  in  so  doing,  continu- 
ally maintain  its  price.  After  the  present  year,  the  interest  fund  will 
be  amply  sufficient,  without  using  the  school  funds,  which  may  be 
regularly  appropriated  to  sinking  the  faith  and  credit-bonds.  The 
lands  are  gradually  absorbing  those  which  are  based  upon  them;  and 
DO  legislation  is  required,  except  to  guard,  in  the  sale  of  the  lands^ 
against  the  use  of  the  funds  by  public  officers,  in  the  purchase  of  the 
bonds  at  less  than  their  par  value,  in  order  to  make  payment  with 
them  into  the  State  Treasury.  Having  been  notified  of  one  instance 
of  the  kind  during  the  year,  I  required  the  officer,  in  his  settlement, 
to  pay  the  bonds  to  the  state,  upon  the  same  terms  as  he  procured 
them. 

In  relation  to  the  debt  in  the  aggregate,  now  that  our  works  are 
completed,  sound  policy  requires  that  here  it  should  be  stayed.  The 
preservation  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state  require  this;  and  if 
it  be  possible  to  add  to  this  obligation,  the  burdens  which  it  has  im- 
posed upon  our  people  more  imperiously  demand  it.  The  re-cstab- 
lishment  of  our  credit,  as  manifested  in  the  rapid  rise  of  our  stocks, 
is  calculated  to  excite  to  new  expenditures.  The  facilities  for  obtain- 
ing money  are  ever  the  stimulants  to  extravagance.  Individuals  have 
found  such  the  road  to  ruin;  and  if  we  cannot  stoop  to  learn  of  such 
humble  examples,  more  than  one  of  our  sister  states  now  stand  out  as 
beacon  lights  to  warn  us  of  the  dangers  that  threaten  us.  That  which^ 
more  than  any  one  thing,  has  inspired  public  confidence  and  restored 
the  credit  of  our  state,  is  the  guaranty  of  existing  laws,  and  the 
pledge  of  those  who  have  been  commissioned  to  administer  them,  that 
in  the  completion  of  existing  works  we  have  reached  the  limits  of 
our  debt    Our  ability  to  sustain  what  we  now  have  is  not  doubted; 
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it  is  the  increase  which  will  again  prostrate  our  credit,  for  the  reason 
that,  whilst  it  will  add  to  our  obligations,  it  will,  at  the  same  time, 
violate  our  faith.  It  is  useless  to  multiply  words  upon  this  theme. 
Prudence,  discretion,  sound  financial  policy,  are  no  longer  arguments 
that  enter  into  the  consideration  of  this  subject.  It  is  now  the  stern 
command  of  duty — duly  to  the  state,  its  honor  and  its  faith,  which  are 
yet  uniarnished;  and  duty  to  its  people,  who  have  thus  far  borne  its 
bordens  without  repining,  and  whose  honesty  and  integrity  have 
spurned  the  very  idea  of  repudiation.  To  the  requirements  of  that 
duty,  thus  imposed  by  the  state,  and  the  people  you  represent,  I  am 
coDvinced  you  will  not  turn  a  deaf  ear.  Be  firm  in  this,  and  the 
character  of  our  great  state  will  be  maintained;  whilst  the  accumu- 
lating revenues  upon  our  works  will  gradually  relieve  our  people  of 
the  taxation  that  now  rests  upon  them.  Depart  from  it,  and  the  ei^d 
is  at  hand.  It  is  written  in  few  words — a  state  dishonoked,  and  a  con- 
stituency 9IS6BACBD.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTORS. 


To  the  Gfsneral  Assembly  of  tfie  State  of  Ohio: 

The  Directors  of  the  Ohio  Lunatic  Asylum,  respectfully 
submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  following  Annual  Report: 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution,  herewith 
presented,  details  every  thing  of  interes,t  in  relation  to  this 
chanty,  which  has  transpired  during  the  past  year.  The  high 
character  of  the  Institution  had  been  sustained;  and  the  amount 
of  good  it  has  accomplished  is  fully  equal  to  that  achieved  in  any 
preceding  year.  It  has  continued. constantly  to  demonstrate  its 
Qtility,  and  to  consolidate  still  more  its  <^laims  to  the  confidence 
and  support  of  the  public.  Its  good  effects  have  been  felt  in, 
every  part  of  the  State*  It  is  incorporated  witb  her  settled 
policy.  Its  value  is  universally  understood  and  properly  esti- 
mated. No  one  would  now  think  of  dispensing  with  it*.  What- 
ever differences  of  opinion  may  have  existed,  among  our  people 
or  their  public  servants,  upon  other  subjects,  the  pride,  the  zeal 
and  affections  of  all,  h;U||L  uniformly,  pointed,  as  it  were,  with 
a  steady  polarity,  to  all  those  noble  charities  by  which  the  State 
has  alleviated  -the  sorrows  of  the  afflicted  and  honored  herself. 
In  regard  to  them,  there  has  been  no  diversity  of  sentiment. 

The  suffering  which  this  Institution  has  removed,  and  will  here- 
after remove  from  the  most  pitiable  and  afflicted  class  of  the 
racegf  man,js  unappreciable. 

The  last  annual  report  of  the  Board  brought  down  the  history 
of  the  Institution  to  the  end  of  the  last  year.  The  number  and 
pressure  of  the  applications  for  admission,  which  had  been 
necessarily  rejected  for  want  of  room,  was  mentioned,  and  an 
earnest  appeal  was  made  to  the  Legislature  upon  the  subject  of 
enlarging  the  Asylum  buildings,  with  a  view  to  the  reception  of 
additional  patients. 
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That  appeal  was  responded  to,  with  the  promptitude  and  en- 
lightened liberality  which  has  always  characterised  the  action  of 
the  Legislature  upon  such  subjects.  Authority  was  given  to 
commence  the  structures  recommended,  and  the  necessary  ajh 
propriation  was  made  for  the  first  year's  expenditures.  The  Board 
took  immediate  steps  to  commence  building  operations.  The 
Superintendent  was  directed  to  visit  all  the  eastern  institutions 
of  the  like  kind,  with  a  view  to  the  introduction,  here^  of  all  the 
improvements  found  to  have  been  introduced  elsewhere,  with 
which  the  Board  were  unacquainted.  The  result  well  com- 
pensated for  the  expenditure  of  time  and  money  thus  incurred. 

The  basement  story  of  the  west  wing  is  finished.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  this  entire  wing  and  the  basement  of  the  east  wing 
will  be  completed  by  the  close  of  the  ensuing  year,  and  that  the 
residue  of  the  east  wing  will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  fol- 
lowing year.  Each  wing  will  be  capable  of  accommodating 
one  hundred  additional  patients.  The  whole  number  that  cfen 
be  accommodated,  when  both  wings  are  finished,  will  be  about 
three  hundred  and  forty  five.  This  provision  will  probably  be 
equal  to  the  wants  of  this  class  of  our  population  for  some 
years.  The  cost  of  the  buildings  will  be  kept  within  the  limit 
prescribed  by  the  Legislature. 

Every  day's  experience  shows,  in  a  still  clearer  light,  the 
necessity  of  this  addition  to  the  present  buildings.  To  discuss 
the  subject  further  would  be  but  to  repeat  the  views  of  the 
Board,  as  expressed  in  their  last  annual  report. 

The  Board  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
body,  again,  to  the  necessity  of  some  further  provision  in  regard 
to  persons  acquitted  in  prosecutions  for  homicide,  upon  the 
ground  of  insarlity.  They  have  nothing  to  add,  however,  to 
their  remarks  on  that  subject  in  their  last  annual  report,  to  which 
they  respectfiilly  refer. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  shows  all  the  particulars  of 
the  contracts  for  materials  and  labor,  with  reference  to  the  con- 
templated buildings,  and  likewise  of  the  expenditures  under  the 
appropriation,  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  for  those 
objects. 
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It  will  be  observed  by  that  report,  that  an  appropriation  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  present  year,  will  be  necessary. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  the  current  expenses  of  the  Institu^ 
tion,  during  the  last  year,  have  fallen  short  of  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  in  a  sum  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  per  month. 
An  appropriation  of  seven  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the 
miexpended  balance  of  the  last  appropriation,  will  be  sufficient 
to  sustain  the  Institution  during  the  coming  year. 

The  board  take  pleasure  in  bearing  renewed  testimony  to  the 
indefatigable  zeal  and  devotion  of  the  Superintendent,  and  to 
the  zealous  and  cordial  co-operation  of  al).  connected  with  him, 
in  the  dischai^e  of  their  respective  duties.  Their  conduct  has 
left  the  Board  and  the  public  nothing  to  desire. 

It  is  believed  that,  in  usefulness,  in  success,  and  in  the  manage- 
ment of  all  its  departments,  the  Ohio  Lunatic  Asylum  is  not 
surpassed  by  any  institution  of  the  like  kind  in  the  Union. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  ike  Honorable  Directors 

•of  the  Ohio  Lunatic  Asylum* 

Gkn^lemen — In  the  Providence  of  God  we  are  permitted  to 
present  the  board  of  Directors,  and  the  Honorable  General  As- 
aemMy  of  Ohio,  with  a  fifth  annual  report  of  this  institution,  and 
make  a  further  record  of  our  gratitude  for  their  confidence  and 
support  in  the  discharge  of  the  various  responsible  duties  which 
belong  to  this  place. 

Some  oniformity  of  character  and  repetition  In  the  statistical 
detail,  is  unavoidable  in  the  reperts  which  regularly  emanate 
from  the  sime  institution;  but  this  is  matter  of  little  regret  when 
^e  consider  that  documents  of  this  kind  must  frequently  change 
hands,  in  different  years,  and  a  liberal  and  intelligent  public  will 
at  aH  times  be  desirous  of  a  full  knowledge,  concerning  the  man- 
agement and  condition  of  any  of  their  great  charities,  to  which 
they  may  wish  to  refer. 

With  the  charge  of  constructing  additional  buildings,  super- 
added to  other  cares,  we  have  passed  through  a  laborious  year, 
and  respectfully  solicit  a  reasonable  allowance,  should  the  pres- 
ent undertaking  come  short  of  former  efforts. 

On  no  former  i>ccasion  have  we  had  greater  cause  for  grati- 
tude in  the  performance  of  this  duty.  With  an  increased  num- 
ber of  patients,  exhibiting  insanity  in  all  its  forms,  we  have  been 
favored  with  an  entire  exemption  from  sickness  throughout  the 
year.  Every  department  in  the  institution  has  advanced  in 
peace  and  security.  Our  labors  have  been  blessed  with  the 
usual  amount  of  success;  and  we  have  the  consolation  to  feel 
that  the  bounty  of  a  wise  and  benevolent  Legislature  has  been 
iaithfully  and  usefully  applied. 

Our  exemption  from  physical  suffering  in  the  past  eighteen 
months  has  been  extraordinary,  and  is  no  doubt  in  a  great  de- 
gree attributable  to  our  excellent  arrangements  for  warming  and 
ventilating  the  buildings  in  every  part;  the  wholesome  prac- 
tice of  starting  fires  cany  in  the  season  and  at  all  times  in  chilly 
and  damp  weather;  thorough  cleanliness  and  regular  whitewash- 
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ing  in  all  the  apartments;  the  completion  of  the  drainage  in  all 
directions  upon  the  premises;  constant  vigilance  in  regard  to  the 
detection  and  immediate  removal  of  all  noxious  and  unpleasant 
matters;  together  vfith  a  careful  and  systematic  attention  to 
the  diet,  clothing  and  person  of  every  patient  undet  charge. 

With  an  average  number  of  147  inmates  under  treatment^ 
there  was  a  full  period  of  twelve  months  without  a  single 
death  among  the  patients  in  the  Asylum;  and  in  the  daily 
management  of  sucn  a  number  of  misguided  and  violent  maniacs^ 
it  is  a  source  of  unspeakable  gratification  that  no  one  has  sufl'er- 
ed  from  extremes  of  heat  or  cold;  nor  has  any  severe  accident 
or  injury  occurred  to  a  single  patient,  or  to  any  person  assisting- 
in  the  work  and  attending  to  the'diflerent  classes  in  the  buildings* 

It  is  now  five  years  since  this  great  enterpri3e  of  humanity 
was  opened  to  the  unfortunate  and  afflicted  in  the  State.  Du- 
ring this  period  four  hundred  and  seventy-  three  insane  persons 
have  been  committed  to  the  care  of  the  institution.  They  have 
partaken  of  its  remedial  treatment,  and  all  have  been  favored 
with  every  comfort  that  we  could  besto\^,  or  they  could  appre- 
ciate, xvx)  hundred  and  three  have  recovered  the  right  use  of 
their  reason  and  .returned  to  their  friends;  eighteen. "were  dis- 
charged improved  in  various  degrees  of  mental. and  physical 
healm,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  remainder  have  oeen  re- 
claimed from  wretchedness  ^nd  suffering,  from  filth  and  naked- 
ness, from  violence  which  caused  apprehension  and  danger,  and 
from  anguish  and  melancholy,  that  could  only  be  exhibited  in  si- 
lence  and  tears.  All  of  which  demands  our  utmost  gratitude  to 
God,  the  giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  and  should  en- 
courage us  to  continued  and  more  vigorous  exertions  in  a  cause 
so  cheering  to  the  christian  heart — so  wx)rthy  of  the  enlightened 
age  in  which  we  live^  and  the  support  of  which  reflects  sucb 
lasting  honor  and  glory  upon  the  people  of  this  great  State;  who, 
in  their  liberality  to  the  unfortunate,  have  exalted  themselves  in 
the  estimation  of  States  and  nations. 

The  success  that  has  attended  the  institution*  both  in  respect 
to  the  number  who  have  been  restored,  and  the  comfort  and  se- 
curity of  those  who  unhappily  compose  the  incurable  classes^ 
has  caused  the  most  constant  solicitude  with  the  friends  of  the 
afflicted,  in  every  part  of  the  State,  to  secure  a  participation  id 
the  same  privileges  for  all  who  are  suffering  from  this  dreadfql 
disease. 

The  Asylum  has  consequently  been  crowded  with  patients 
almost  from  the  first  period  of  its  existence,  and  we  have  constant- 
ly been  pressed  with  applications  for  admission  far  beyond  our 
means  of  accommodation* 
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These  facts  have  been  freely  communicated  in  previous  re* 
ports  to  the  board  of  Directors,  along  with  statistical  data  ex- 
hibiting the  number  and  wants  of  this  distressed  class  of  our 
fellow  citizens,  in  the  stronger  light.  And  last  year  they  were 
accompanied  by  an  Cii^ent  and  eloquent  appeal  from  your  hon- 
orable board  to  the  General  Assembly,  which  wad  followed  by 
numerous  petitions  declaring  the  desire  of  the  people  in  different 
sections  of  the  State. 

The  Le^slature  of  Ohio,  ever  prompt  in  the  cause  of  humani- 
ty, immediately  gave  a  favorable  reply,  notwithstanding  the  em- 
barrassed condition  of  the  public  finances;  and  an  act  providing 
for  the  erection  of  two  additional  buildings,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  incurables  of  both  sexes,  was  passed  with  great  unanim- 
ity. This  act  appropriates  the  sum  of  $20,000  in  cash  and 
$'25fiOO  in  convict  labor,  fiw  the  completion  of  both  buildings, 
and  authorizes  the  whole  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction 
of  the  Superintendent  and  board  of  Directors.  Five  thousand 
dollars  of  the  above  sum  was  votfed  for  the  commencement  of 
operations  last  year. 

The  new  buildings  were  understood  to  be  principally  intended 
for  the  incurable  classes  of  both  sexes.  It  was  desirable  that 
they  should  be  sufficiently  extensive  to  enable  the  institution  to 
meet  all  the  wants  of  community  for  a  number  of  years  to  come; 
and  they  were  to  be  erected  entirely  by  the  convicts  of  the 
Ohio  Penitentiary,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  with  a  due  regard  to 
economy. 

Accordingly,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  Directors, 
the  strongest  desire  was  expressed  that  every  effort  should  con- 
stantly be  made  to  have  the  work  completed  within  the  estimate 
submitted  to  the  Legislature,  and  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 
And  the  Superintendent  received  the  following  directions: 

1.  That  the  elevation  and  ground  plans,  prepared  by  N.  B. 
Kelly,  Esq*,  and  heretofore  submitted  to  the  Legislature  by  the 
Superintendent^  are  approved  by  the  board  and  adopted. 

2.  That  the  Superintendent  be  directed  to  employ  N.  B. 
Kellt,  Esq.,  the  architect  of  the  present  Asylum  buildings,  to 
assist  him  in  preparing  plans,  bills,  and  otherwise,  as  may  be 
necessary,  and  that  he  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day, 
for  the  time  he  may  be  employed. 

3.  That  a  sufficient  quantity  of  wood  be  purchased,  standing, 
and  a  proper  number  of  convicts  be  employed,  to  cut  and  pre- 
pare it  for  burning  brick. 

4.  That  proposals  be  forthwith  received  for  making  the  ne- 
cessary quantity  of  brick,  to  be  paid  for  in  convict  labor. 

5.  That  the  buildings  be  finished,  throughout,  with  country 
lumber,  and  that  proposals  be  received  for  furnishing  the  same. 
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6.  That  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  procure  a}I  the  oth- 
er materials,  in  due  season,  and  on  the  best  terms  practicable. 

7.  That  all  the  rough  and  cut  stone  that  may  be  found  to  an- 
swer for  the  buildings^  be  taken  from  the  State  House  yard, 
agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  General  Assembly;  also,  the 
tools  and  implements  that  can  be  used. 

8.  That  the  Superintendent  have  so  much  of  the  structure  of 
both  buildings  erected,  during  the  present  year,  as  he  muy  find 
practicable,  not  exceeding  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Di- 
rectors. 

And,  it  being  made  known  to  the  Board,  that  several  large 
hospitals,  for  the  cure  and  treatment  of  insane  persons  have 
been  erected  in  the  eastern  states,  since  the  completion, of  the 
present  Asylum  buildings,  it  was  further  ordered — 

That  the  Superintendent  visit,  as  early  as  practicable,  the 

Krincipal  Lunatic  Hospitals  of  the  other  states,  with  the  view  of 
naming  all  the  improvements  which  have  been  introduced  into 
those  Institutions,  m* order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  in  the 
Ohio  Lunatic  Asylum*

THE   ADDITIONAL  BFILDINGS. 

The  new  buildings  will  be  calculated  to  accommodate  about 
one  hundred  patients  of  each  sex.  They  are  to  be  built  of  brick, 
with  cut  limestone  basements  and  cornices,  similar  in  workman- 
ship and  architectural  appearance  to  the  present  edifice.  Each 
building  will  be  218  feet  long,  by  40  feet  in  main  width,  which  is 
increased  344  inches,  for  the  distance  of  44  feet,  aldng  the  front; 
and  34  inches,  for  38  feet,  along  the  rear,  by  suitable  projections 
in  the  outer  wall.  All  their  parlitioh  walls  will  be  of  brick,  from 
the  basements  to  the  garrets,  and  the  main  corridors,  and  pa- 
tients' rooms,  of  the  same  size  with  those  in  the  old  structure. 
The  window  sashes  will  be  made  of  cast  iron,  a«  at  present  ar- 
ranged. The  roofs  to  be  covered  with  tin-,  and  the  interior 
finished,  in  a  substantial  nianner,  with  black  walnut  lumber j  but 
much  plainer  and  cheaper  than  the  wings  in  the  old  building. 

They  will  connect  with  the  east'and  west  ends  of  the  wings 
in  the  present  edifice,  and  run  directly  back  towards  the  north, 
so  as  to  unite  with  them,  ^nd  form  right  angles. 

In  front,  they  advance  1 1  feet  7  inches  before  the  wings  of  the 
old  edifice,  to  which  they  unite,  by  spacious  Italian  verandahs 
or  porticos,  donstructed  of  square  limestone  piers.  Each  ver- 
andah will  be  37  feet  square  in  the  clear,  and  so  united  to  the 
galleries  in  the  (jliflferent  stories  of  each  new  building,  and  the 
wings  of  the  old  edifice,  as  to  be  readily  aqcessible  to  the  patients 
of  the  separate  classes  at  alt  times. 

At  their  northern  termination,  the  new  buildings  unite  with 
the  rear  of  the  present  lodges  for  viofent  patients,  by  means  of  an 
iron  gate,  six  feet  wide.  The  whole  structure  of  the  Asylum 
forming  a  secure  and  extensive  hollow  court. 

From  the  verandahs,  the  wide  corridors  proceed,  between  the 
patients'  rooms  in  the  different  stories,  in  the  same  manner  as 
those  in  the  wings  of  the  old  part,  until  they  approach  the  ex- 
treme rear  of  the  building.  Here  the  long  gallery  is  crossed  at 
right  angles,  by  a  passage  eight  feet  wide.  A  strong  partition 
wall  succeeds;  and,  beyond  it,  are  five  rooms  in  each  story, 
which  stand  across  the  end  of  the  building,  and  look  into  a  third 
hall,  in  a  reverse  position,  to  all  the  other  apartments.  These 
rooms  will  be  madfe  extra  strong,  but  ^very  way  comfortable. 
They  will  be  specially  constructed  to  receive  the  noisy  and  vio- 
lent of  each  class  of  patients,  in  the  diflferent  stories  of  the  build- 
ings, and,  when  liecessary,  keep  them  separate  from  those  who 
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are  disposed  to  be  orderly  *and  peaceable  at  all  times.  In  the 
front  of  each  of  these  strong  rooms,  in  addition  to  the  door,  there 
will  be  a  window,  defended  with  a  strong  cast  iron  s^h,  which 
may,  or  may  not,  be  glazed;  or, in  front  of  which,  a  qlose,  wire, 
or  Venetian  shutter  can  be  made  to  slide,  as  the  circumstances 
of  particular  patients  may  seem  to  require.  The  outer  windows 
of  these  rooms  will  also  be  provided  with  cast  sash,  made  very 
strong.  They  will  be  of  the  ordinary  width,  but  only  16 
inches  high  in  the  first,  32  in  the  second,  and  48  in  the  third  story, 
and  all  placed  near  the  ceilings,  so  as  to  open  at  the  north  end 
of  the  house,  that  every  unpleasant  sound  from  such  patients 
may  pass  out  in  the  rear  of  all  the  buildings  connected  with  the 
Institution;  and,  still  further,  to  prevent  the  noisy  class  from  dis- 
turbing others  upon  the  same  floor,  the  partition  wall  separating 
their  apartments  from  the  common  hall,  will  be  built  hollow,  from 
top  to  bottom.  All  these  rooms  will  be  properly  ventilated,  and, 
like  the  other  apartments  and  galleries  of  the  building,  effectually 
warmed  with  heated  air,  by  means  of  Worcester  furnaces,  placed 
in  the  tMsemenU 

Every  class  of  insane  persons  will,  probably,  at  all  times,  con- 
tain two  or  three  that  will  be  occasionally  excited;  and,  either 
quarrelsome  or  unpleasant  in  the  day  time,  or  so  restless  and 
noisy  as  to  disturb  others  at  night.  The  arrangement  above 
mentioned  will  furnish  each  story  of  the  Asylum  with  convenient 
and  comfortable  lodges  for4)eriodicals  and  other  patients,  that 
may  be  excitable  or  filthy  in  their  habits',  without  the  necessity 
of  removing  them  to  a  separate  building. 

The  verandahs,  wo  feel  quite  satisfied,  will  attract  very  gen- 
eral admiration.  They  are  to  be  used  by  the  patients  as  places 
for  exercbe  and  recreation;  and,  while  they  contribute  much  to 
the  appearance  of  the  Institution,  will  be  found  to  add  greatly  to 
the  comfort  and  happiness  of  its  inmates;  and,  being  ingeniously 
finished,  in  each  story,  with  fixed  cast  iron  and  moveable  wooden 
sashes,  between  the  severj^l  piers,  their  use  will  not  be  suspended 
during  winter.  They  are  proposed  as  substitutes  for  the  old- 
fashioned  courtyards,  with  high  brick  walls,  or  board  fences, 
which  were  formerly  used  for  these  purposes  in  most  public  in- 
stitutions, and  to  which  there  were  so  many  objections,  on 
account  of  their  unfavorable  influence  upon  the  health  and  feel- 
ings of  the  patients. 

The  stairways  leading  down  to  the  basements,  and  out  to  the 
great  central  yard,  are  located,  at  the  point  of  junction,  to  the 
wings  of  the  old  building.  They  will  be  circular,  and  very  strong 
and  wide,  so  as  to  be  every  way  appropriate  and  convenient. 
These  are  in  addition  to  the  ample  stairways  of  the  present  cen- 
tre building;  and,  beside  their  ordinary  use,  they  are  intended  to 
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secure  a  double  way  of  escape  for  all  the  patients^  should  the 
Asylum  ever  be  so  unfortunate  as  to  take  fire. 

The  kitchens  and  bakerooms  will  be  in  the  basements;  also, 
some  lodging  rooms  for  cooks,  and.  other  necessary  assistants, 
together  with  dining-rooms  for  attendants.  And  under  the  apart* 
ments  for  noisy  patients,  already  described,  there  will  be  five 
rooms  in  each  basement,  corresponding  in  dimensions  with  those 
above,  to  be  built  as  strong  and  secure  as  massive  limestone. and 
mortar  can  make  them.  These  rooms  are  intended  for  furious 
maniacs,  of  extraordinary  strength  and  malevolent  dispositions; 
or,  if  the  Legislature  think  proper,  for  the  special  reception  and 
detention  of  dangerous  homicides,  where  they  can  be  safely  and 
faithfully  examined,  by  those  who  are  familiar  with'mental  dis- 
orders, when  the  courts  have  doubt  in  regard  to  the  fact  of*  in- 
sanity. .  * 

The  great  interest  which  is  at  this  time  felt  upon  the  subject 
of  homicidal  insanity^  by  the  legal  and  medical  professions,  as 
well  as  the  public  at  large,  and  the  evident  necessity  of  having 
some  plan  by  which  the  important  question  of  mental  soundness 
and  -oioral  responsibility,  in  criminal  cases,  may  be  safely  and 
certainly  decided,  have  induced  us  to  prepare  the  strong  apart- 
ments aforementioned;  and  we  respectfully  propose  t^is  method 
for  the  consideration  of  the  public  authorities  in  our  State. 

Unquestionably,  the  premeditating,  cold-blooded  murderer,  de- 
serves to  forfeit  his  miserable  life  upon  the  gallows;  but  the 
Erostration,  impairment,  or  loss  of  heaven-born  reason  in  a  fellow 
eing,  as  certainly  removes  moral  accountability,  and  excuses 
crime.  The  only  difficulty,  for  either  the  jurist  or  the  physician, 
is  to  be  able,  to  determine  the  fact  of  mental  derangement  with 
clearness  and  satisfaction;  and  this,  with  becoming  respect,  we 
think  can  be  decided  with  the  greatest  certainty,  in  an  institution 
devoted  to  the  subject,  whei*e  the  officers  have  all  the  advantages 
of  experience,  and  the  best  means  of  acquiring  information. 

In  a  former  report,  the  attention  of  the  ?oard  of  Directors  was 
called  to  some  consideration  of  the  personal  and  social  rights  of 
the  insane,  their  legal  responsibility,  and  the  efficient  protection 
of  community.  These  are,  certainly,  questions  of  ^reatlnoment, 
in  connection  with  discreet  and  firm  principles  of  jurispru* 
dence,  in  a  Christian  land;  and  we  most  earnestl>  and  respect* 
fully  solicit  the  attention  of  the  board  to  the  propriety  and  ne- 
cessity of  again  recommending  some  specific  alterations  in*  the 
criminal  code,  in  relation  to  the  cases  of  homicides,  declared  to 
be  insane.  It  is  understood  that,  as  the  law  now  stands,  if  they 
are  acquitted  upon  the  ground-of  insanity,  they  are  released  from 
confinement,  which  is  incoiTect  and  unsafe.  The  Lunatic  Asy- 
lum is,  undoubtedly,  the  only  proper  place  for  a  person  of  this 
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kind,  declared  to  be  of  unsound  mind.  And,  where  this  defence 
is  successfully  upheld,  the  statute  should,  most  positively,  require 
the  courts  to  commit  the  unfortunate  maniac  to  the  proper  asy- 
lum, without  further  process. 

Sudi,  io  general  terms,  is  some  account  of  the  new  buildings 
for  incurable  patients,  ordered  to  be  erected  in  connection  with 
this  institution,  and  unexpectedly  submitted  to  our  direction 
and  chaise.  The  work  thus  far  lias  advanced  as  expeditiously 
as  could  be  expected,  in  a  very  unfavorable  season.  All  the 
lumber  has  been  provided  upon  good  terms,  and  more  than  a  mill- 
ion of  brick  have  been  made  by  the  convicts  for  our  use.  They 
have  also  cut  a  large  amount  of  stone  and  prepared  other  mate* 
terials  for  building,  and  a  number  of  them  are  now  actively  en- 
gaged in  setting  stone' and  laying  brick  at  the  west  building,, 
which  will  be  raised  fo  the  top  of  the  basement  before  the  close 
of  the  season.  As  far  as  they  have  proceeded  their  work  ap- 
pears to  be  done  in  a  substantial  manner,  indeed  it  is  remarkably 
well  done,  considering  that  nearly  every  mason  had  to  be  taught 
the  first  use  of  the  trowel,  and  the  superstructure  bids  fair  to  meet 
oar  expectations.  It  will  contain  all  the  conveniences  and  im- 
provements which  we  could  find  in  the  best  regulated  institu- 
tions of  the  United  States. 

Without  loosing  sight  of  security,  we  have  endeavored  to  build 
a  suitable  house  for  the  unhappy,  where  they  may  find  a  peace- 
ful home  at  a  comparatively  small  expense' to  the  State;  and 
where  a  proper  moral  influence  can  be  substituted  for  physical 
restraint,  so  as  to  allow  these  hopeless  children  of  sadness  and 
misfortune,  to  enjoy  all  the  freedom  of  domestic  life,  with  com- 
fort and  shelter,  while  it  shall  please  a  merciful  God  to  permit 
their  spirits  to  continue  in  tabernacles  of  clay. 

As  regards  the  buildings  that  have  given  us  so  much  anxiety 
and  concern,  we  submit  our  views  and  plans  with  some  hesita- 
tion and  distrust,  for  we  feel  our  own  fallibility  and.  the  great 
importance  of  the  subject. ,  We  are  also  fully  aware  that  the 
proper  treatment  of  insane  persons  is  a  progressive  theme  in 
the  christian  world,  and  that  it  is  but  a  short  period  since  the 
whole  economy  of  State  hospitals,  for  this  purpose,  began  to  at- 
tract proper  attention.  But  we  trust  the  board  and  the  public 
will  be  ready  to  believe  that  we  have. honestly  devoted  our  time 
and  experience  to  the  performance  of  this  duty,  with  all  the 
enei^  a  state  of  impaired  health  would  permit. 

When  we  look  over  the  wreck  of  mind  in  ibis  great  house- 
hold, and  think  that  many,  now  dead  to  all  around  them,  were 
once  the  pride  of  their  friends  and  bid  fair  to  become  creditable 
and  useful  members  of  society,  we  are  led  to  wonder  why  we 
are  so  onthankiul  for  the  enjoyment  of  ^asop,  and  the  many 
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blessings  and  privilegeg  which  belong  to  us  ag  oitizons  in  this 
exalted  and  happy  land.  And  whilst  our  heart  is  filled  with 
praise  for  the  amount  of  good  which  has  already  been  accom- 
plished, we  affectionately  commend  the  whole  matter  to  the 
earnest  consideration  of  the  board  and. the  Honorable  Legisla- 
ture of  our  Stqite,  trusting  they  will  oeem  it  wise  and  consistent 
to  continue  the  necessary  appropriations  of  money  and  convict 
labor,  until  the  contemplated  buildings  for  both  sexes  of  incura- 
bles are  fully  completed;  that  the  wings  in  the  present  edifice 
may  be  entirely  devoted  to  the  recent  and  curable  cases* 

W^  conclude  the  subject  by  submitting  the  opinion  of  an  arch- 
itect in  respect  to  the  appropriation  which  will  be  needed  to 
complete  the  west  building  for  male  patients,  and  put  up  the 
basement  of  the  east  Qne  which  is  designed  for  females.  His 
letter  also,  contains  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  labor  per- 
formed by  the  convicts;  the  present  value  of  the  stone  taken 
from  the  State  House  yard;  and  an  exhibition  of  the  expendi- 
tures on  account  of  the  buildings  during  the  past  year,  which 
we  have  found  to  agree  with  our  accounts  and  vouchers  after 
they  had  been  audited  and  approved  by  the  board  of  Directors.

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STATISTICS, 

We  continue  our  tabular  statistics,  with  practical  remarks  as 
heretofore,  believing  it  to  be  the  best  method  of  exhibiting  in  a 
clear  light  the  various  useful  and  interesting  facts  which  present 
themselves  in  the  history  and  practice  of  an  extensive  public  in- 
stitution. They  are  obtained  from  the  daily  records  of  the  Asy- 
lum, kept  in  books  specially  arranged  and  appropriated  to  the 
purpose. 

The  number  of  patients  who  hdve  been  inmates  of  the  insti- 
tution since  the  15th  of  November,  1842,  is  207 — ^males  105,  fe- 
males 102,  all  citizens  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

The  number^f  patients  remaining  in  the  Asylum  at  the  close 
of  last  year  was  142 — 75  males  and  67  females. 

During  the  past  year  65  patients  have  been  admitted,  viz: 
32  males  and  33  females. 

The  number  discharged  in  the  past  year  was  59,  viz:  30  males 
and  29  females.    Of  these  38  were  discharged  recovered,  7  im- 

f)roved,  10  stationary  and  4  by  death.  Two  others  are  conva- 
escent  and  have  a  strong  desire  to  return  to  their  friends,  but 
we  think  it  most  prudent  for  them  to  remain  a  few  weeks  longer. 
As  a  general  remark,  it  is  much  the  best  plan  for  convalescents 
to  remain  until  their  bodiljr  health  is  nrmly  established,  and 
full  proof  is  exhibited  of  their  entire  exemption  from  mental  dis- 
ease. .The  few  instances  in  which  recoveries  seem  to  have  been 
promoted,  by  a  return  of  the  patient  to  the  endearmeiits  of  home 
and  friends,  are  but  extremely  rare  and  uncertain  exceptions  to 
a  safe  and  substantial  general  rule. 

By  reference  to  our  summary  remarks  it  will  be  seen  that,  of 
the  recent  cases  discharged  during  the  past  year,  100  per  cent 
recovered.  It  is  verv  seldom  that  every  circumstance  unites  to 
favor  a  result  of  this  kind.

Table,  No.  1,  shows  the  number  of  patients  admitted  and  dis- 
charged at  the  diflferent  periods  since  the  commencement  of  the 
Institution. 

In  the  reception  of  patients,  we  have  at  all  times  endeavored 
to  attend  to  the  numerous  applications  on  file,  with  every  degree 
of  impartiality  that  so  comprehensive  and  difficult  a  task  would 
permit,  giving  to  each  and  every  county  in  the  State  its  proper 
proportion,  according  to  the  amount  of  its  population,  whenever 
It  was  practicable,  always  taking  into  consideration  the  number 
in  charge  of  the  Institution  from  such  county,  as  required  by  the 
statute. 

A  less  number  of  deaths  have  occurred  than  in  any  former 
year;  but  more  patients  have  been  discharged,  by  order  of  the 
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Directors,  as  harmless  tuid  incurable,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  statute,  dated  March  13,  1843.  If  necessary, 
they  can  return,  after  the  completion  of  the  new  buildings  for 
incuraUe  patients. 

One  of  the  most  gratifying  circumstances  in  connection  with 
the  affairs  of  the  Institution  is,  the  attachment  and  gratitude  of 
those  who  are  discharged  by  recovery,  and  the  willingness  they 
generally  profess  to  return  to  our  care,  should  a  relapse  or 
second  attack  of  their  disease  ever  render  it  necessary.  Three 
years  ago,  we  received  a  highly  respectable  mechanic,  from  the 
northern  section  of  the  State,  in  e  very  derailged  Rud  excitable 
conditiiHi.  He  continued  bad  for  a  number  of  weeks  before 
there  was  any  prospect  of  improvement  At  length  the  excite- 
ment began  to  abate,  and  we  were  encouraged  to  persevere  in 
the  treatment.  One  day,  after  a  short  walk,  he  addressed  us  as 
foUows:  ^DoctOTy  ytm  nave  some  first  rate  timber  out  in  the  shop. 
Suppose  you  let  me  go  out  to  u)ork^  and  Pll  make  the  Asylum  a 
Jirst  rate  sleigh.'^^  We  had  to  take  a  very  good  look  at  him  be- 
fore we  could  be  fiilly  satfefied  that  it  would  do,  for  he  was  still 
fiur  from  bein^  sound  in  his  upper  story,  but  concluded  it  was 
best  to  let  him  try.  He  immediately  set  to  work  m  earnest, 
and  continued  at  it  dailv,  until  he  completed  a  most  beautiful 
and  substantial  article,  for .  he  wds  a  splendid  workman.  But 
what  is  better  than  all,  by  the  time  the  sleigh  was  done,  he  was 
restored  to  his  right  mind  and  ready  to  go  home,  which  he  did 
forthwith,  in  the  most  satisfied  and  happ^  manner,  telling  his 
family  and  friends  that,  if  ever  he  was  agam  taken  insane,  to  be 
sore  and  take  him  back  to  the  Asylum. 

A  short  time  since,  his  disease  suddenly  returned,  in  the  most 
alarming  manner;  and  he  was  brought  to  our  door,  in  a  large 
wagon,  so  ^^iolent  and  furious,  that  it  required  the  assistance  of 
tiuree  men  to  prevent  him  from  jumping  out  and  running  away. 
It  was  very  difficult  for  us  to  give  him  a  place,  on  account  of  the 
crowded  state  of  the  house;  but,  fortunately,  his  county  was 
fairly  entitled  to  the  clakn,  and  we  contrived  to  take  him  in. 
But  it  was  some  time  before  we  could  succeed  in  getting  him 
und^r  any  self-control,  or  prevail  upon  him  to  keep  on  his 
clothing.  He  was  all  for  sio^ng,  laughing,  slappitig  nis  hands 
together,  shouting  and  jabbering  for  dajrs  and  nights  together. 
By  degrees,  however,  his  violence  subsided,  and  ne  put  on  his 
clothes  and  began  to  improve.  And  now,  at  the  very  moment 
our  pen  is  hastily  recording  these  facts,  he  is  again  out  in  the 
wortshop,  at  another  sleigh,  which  he  will  undoubtedly  finish, 
and  then  go  home,  a  seoond  time,  as  cheerful  as  ever.

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Table  No.  5  records  the  applications  we  have  been  compelled 
to  refuse,  for  want  of  room.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  suf- 
ficient number  in  each  year  to  Supply  an  institution  of  respect- 
able size 

In  previous  reports  we  have  shown,  from  undoubted  statistics, 
that  there  are,  at  least,  between  three  and  four  hundred  in- 
sane persons,  in  the  present  population  of  Ohio,  who  need  the 
protection  and  care  oi  a  public  nospital,  of  this  description. — 
And  we  exceedingly  rejoice  that  it  is  now  a  settled  policy  with 
this  people  to  make  abundant  provision  for  the  reception  of  ev- 
ery afflicted  citizen,  whether  male  or  female,  rich  or  poor,  cura- 
ble or  incurable.  Public  safety,  equity,  and  economy,  alike 
require  that  this  should  be  so.  Fearful  as  is  the  disease  of  in- 
sanity, the  experience  of  this  and  other  institutions  in  the  Uni- 
ted States,  have  clearly  shown  that,  with  seasonable  aid,  it  is  by 
no  means  an  incurable  disease.  That,  under  proper  medical 
and  moral  treatment,  a  large  proportion  do  perfectly  recover. 
That  even  the  chronic  condition  is  not  always  to  be  regarded 
as  a  hopeless  one,  seeing  that  the  mind  and  its  diseases  are  alike 
mysterious,  and  a  faithful  trial  is  often  necessary,  in  order  to 
determine  who  will  and  who  will  not  recover.  And  of  those 
who  are  absolutely  incurable,  a  vast  number  can  always  be 
greatly  improved  and  made  comfortable  and  useful.  In  our 
judgment,  it  is  entirely  wrong  to  consider  a  certain  class  of  in- 
curables as  harmless,  and  proper  to  be  discharged  from  the  institu- 
tion, because  it  does  not  seem  to  be  ^^dangerous  to  the  peace  and 
safety  of  the  community  that  they  should  go  at  large."  This 
cannot,  certainly,  be  known,  either  in  or  out  of  the  Asylum; 
neither  can  a  bond  afford  any  proper  security  to  the  public;  for 
the  peaceable  and  inoffensive  are  easily  excited,  and  it  is  possi- 
ble for  the  most  imbecile  lunatic  to  take  life,  or  fire  a  city. 

It  is,  also,  certain  that  they  must  all  receive  attention,  and 
have  a  living  somewhere  in  the  land;  and  the  majority  of  them 
at  the  public  expense.  We,  therefore,  unhesitatingly  conclude, 
that  the  only  safe  and  correct  course,  either  for  the  insane 
themselves,  or  for  their  friends  and  society,  is  to  provide  ample 
accommodations  for  them  all  together,  where  there  will  be  the 
best  opportunity  for  every  one  to  experience  comfort  and  relief, 
and  where  their  habits  and  dispositions  can  be  thoroughly  stu- 
died and  perfectly  understood.

Table  No.  6  exhibits  the  average  number  of  patients  in  the 
Aiylom  in  the  different  months  and  years  of  its  existence. 

In  a  territory  of  such  extent  and  population  as  the  State  of 
Ohio,  it  requires  no  small  degree  of  vigilance  and  exertion  to 
keep  a  house  of  this  magnitude  regularly  filled,  at  all  times  and 
seasons  of  the  vear,  notwithstanding  the  number  of  applications 
for  admission  that  may  be  on  file.  The  mails  are  uncertain,  and 
people  write  but  seldom  in  remote  situations,  and  it  frequently 
occurs,  that  the  institution  is  reserving  a  place  for  some  patient 
in  a  distant  part  of  the  State,  during  several  weeks,  before  it  can 
be  ascertained  that  the  friends  have  declined  sending  him,  either 
because  he  has  recovered,  or  died,  or  they  have  been  encouraged 
to  hope  that  there  were  indications  of  amendment,  &c.,  &c. 
Then,  again,  delays  will  succeed  disappointments,  particularly 
m  cases  of  some  duration,  and  the  place  may  continue  vacant 
because  people  are  not  ready.  Add  to  this  the  importunity  that 
is  constantly  experienced  in  regard  to  urgent  applications,  and 
the  interest  that  is  frequently  manifested  for  particular  individu- 
als; and  above  all,  the  very  mysterious  and  uncertain  character 
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of  the  disease  with  which  we  have  to  do,  as  exhibited  in  the  sud- 
denness of  some  recoveries,  and  the  protracted  nature  of  others, 
and  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  systematic  regulation  and  man- 
agement of  a  lunatic  hospital,  in  regard  to  the  receiving  and  dis- 
charging of  patients  alone,  is  a  subject  of  considerable  uncer- 
tainty and  difficulty. 

These  matters  are  not  mentioned  to  make  a  display  of  our 
troubles,  or  with  a  view  to  complaint,  because  we  know  them  to 
be  incident  to  the  station,  and  thin^  that  should  be  expected; 
but  they  are  referred  to  in  the  desire  of  apology,  and  with  the 
hope  of  explanation  to  any  who  may  have  felt  disappointed  or 
nemected. 

in  tables  seven,  ei^ht  and  nine,  we  have  a  variety  of  interest- 
ms  statistics  in  relation  to  the  subjects  of  mental  derangement. 

Idiotism  and  imbecility  are  noticed  in  early  life,  but  insanity 
is  rarely  seen  before  the  a^e  of  puberty.  M.  Esquirol  has  re- 
corded two  cases  commencing  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  years,  one 
of  them  caused  by  fright  during  the  siege  of  Paris,  the  other 
succeeded  an  attack  of  fever.  Dr.  Haslem  has  also  mentioned 
one  or  two  instances  of  the  disease  in  children,  and  perhaps  one 
or  two  other  writers  have  spoken  of  cases,  but  exceptions  to  the 
general  remark  very  seldom  occur. 

According  to  the  calculation  of  M.  Georget,  from  the  admis- 
sions of  over  4000  persons  into  different  hospitals  in  England 
and  France,  lunacy  is  most  frequent  between  the  ages  of  thirty 
and  forty.  In  this  country  all  the  institutions  agree,  that  the  lar- 
gest number  are  attacked  between  twenty  and  thirty. 

Dr.  Prtchard  is  of  opinion  that  the  susceptibility  to  madness 
takes  place  earlier  in  females,  than  in  males.  This  remark  is 
not  sustained  by  our  statistics.

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Table,  No.  10,  is  respectfully  continued  in  this  report,  with  a 
view  of  exhibiting,  clearly  to  the  public  mind,  both  the  economi- 
cal and  salutary  advantages  of  the  institution,  so  that  every  citizen 
may  understand  its  importance  and  usefulness  at  a  single  glance^ 
and  thereby  have  an  opportunity  of  becoming  fully  satisfied  with 
the  action  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  making  the  necessary  ap- 
propriations to  procure  the  means  of  restoration  and  support,  for 
this  suffering  class  in  community. 

As  shown  in  the  table,  the  regular  price  for  boarding,  and  medi- 
cal attendance  in  the  Asylum,  is  three  dollars  per  week.  This 
includes  all  expenses,  except  for  clothing.  We  have  estimated 
the  cost  of  supporting  old  cases,  before  admission,  at  hut  tvoo  dol- 
lars per  weekj  which,  if  medical  bills,  clothing  and  proper  attend- 
ance, be  taken  into  the  account,  is,  certainly,  not  extravagant; 
but  it  makes  no  allowance  for  the  loss  of  time,  on  the  part  of 
anxious  friends,  nor  the  extravagance  and  waste  of  the  deranged; 
these  are  circumstances  which  it  is  impossible  to  estimate,  and 
they  are,  necessarily,  overlooked  in  all  calculations  of  this  sort. 
Losses  in  this  way  are  much  more  extensive  than  would  be  -sup- 
posed. There  have  been  several  insane  persons  under  our 
charge  who  have  fired  buildings;  and  we  know  of  one  individual 
who  lost  $500,  in  trading  his  property,  while  in  a  state  of  de- 
rangement, and,  of  another,  who  squandered  $2,000,  between 
the  date  of  his  application,  and  the  time  of  his  admission  to  the 
Asylum. 

After  the  completion  of  the  new  buildings,  the  annjual  expen- 
ditures for  the  support  of  paupers  will  be  less,  in  proportion  to 
the  number  under  charge.

Table  number  eleven  is  given  to  illustrate  the  importance  of 
early  treatment,  in  diseases  of  the  mind. 

By  common  consent,  American  Institutions  now  agree  that 
all  cases  of  less  than  one  year's  duration  shall  be  called  recent j 
and  all  others  old. 

Two  hundred  and  fourteen  are  recorded  as  recent  cases.  Of 
this  number,  one  hundred  and  sixty  nine  have  been,  or  will  be, 
restored,  which  is  within  a  fraction  of  seventy  nine  per  cent. 

Of  seventy  eight  cases,  from  one  to  two  year's  duration,  twen- 
ty five  have  been  restored,  which  is  thirty  two  per  cent. 

Of  ninety  five  cases,  between  two  and  five  year's  duration, 
twelve  have  been  cured,  which  is  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent. 
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And,  of  forty  five  cases  admitted,  from  five  to  ten  year's  dura- 
tion, but  four  have  been  discharged,  well,  which  is  only  eight 
and  eighty  eight  hundredths  per  cent.

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From  table  No.  14  we  derive  some  interesting  information  in 
relation  to  the  proportionate  recoveries  in  different  cases  arising 
firom  various  causes. 

First: — Of  the  intemperate  class.  Here  the  inequality  in  the 
different  sexes  is  very  striking,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  observe  that 
there  have  been  but  two  females  insane  from  this  deplorable 
cause  in  the  whole  thirty  five .  cases  recorded  since  the  opening 
of  the  institution.  Cases  of  Delirium  Tremens  are  never  sent 
here,  and  we  make  no  calculations  in  our  tables  in  regard  to 
them.  In  insanity  from  intemperance  the  recent  caseB  general- 
ly recover,  when  age  and  other  circumstances  are  not  unfavor- 
able. Those  of  a  chronic  character  very  seldom  get  well;  there 
being  too  much  waste  of  the  constitution  and  impairment  of  the 
great  powers  of  life.  It  will  be  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  hu- 
manity to  perceive  that  the  number  of  admissions  from  this  un- 
happy cause  are  clearly  diminishing.  Only  f6ur  were  received 
in  the  last  year. 

Second: — The  disparity  of  cases  in  the  different  sexes,  from 
domestic  afflictions  and  troubles,  is  also  worthy  of  remark.  Of 
54  cases  admitted  to  our  care,  and  suffering  from  mental  diseases, 
from  causes  of  this  nature,  44  were  females  and  but  10  males. 

Third: — 111  health.  It  is  admitted  by  every  one  conversant 
with  the  subject  that  this  greatly  favors  the  predisposition  to 
mental  derangement,  and  al  tne  causes  which  are  known  to  ex- 
cite the  disease  operate  with  more  certainty  when  the  health  and 
stren^h  are  impaired.  The  proportion  of  recoveries  in  this 
class  18  neariy  equal  in  the  different  sexes.  A  still  larger  num- 
ber mij^ht  properly  be  set  down  under  this  head,  including  a  por- 
tion ot  those  recorded  in  the  next  class. 

Fourth: — ^Religious  causes.  The  number  of  cases  supposed  to 
be  owing  to  religious  influence  has  been  something  Ipss  in  the 
past  year.  In  relation  to  this  subject  we  think  it  proper  to  re- 
mark, that  the  cases  reported  under  this  head  should  be  received 
with  some  allowance,  for  great  care  is  necessary  in  order  to  dis- 
tinguish between  cause  and  effect  in  relation  to  the  influence  of 
religious  feelings  upon  the  developement  of  mental  disorders.  In 
this  respect  our  experience  in  this  institution  fully  sustains  the 
remark  of  Doctor  rrichard: 

"The  circumstance  that  the  mind  of  a  lunatic  is  occupied  du- 
ring the  period  of  his  disease  with  ideas  and  feelings  connected 
with  an  invisible  world,  is  no  proof  whatever  that  the  derange- 
ment of  his  understanding  was  produced,  in  the  first  instance, 
by  impressions  related  to  the  same  subject.  To  a  mind  already 
prepared  by  disease  to  indulge  fearful  and  gloomy  forebodings, 
the  unknown  future  opens  a  wide  field  which  the  imagination  is 
likely  to  select,  and  it  often  dwells  upon  the  evils  which  it  antici- 
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Sates  in  another  stage  of  existence,  when  the  original  cause  of 
erangement  has  been  some  misfortune  (or  vice)  of  the  present 
life,  or,  perhaps,  some  merely  physical  influence." 

There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  incorrect  views  of  the 
great  interests  of  eternity  may  occasion  such  anxieties  as  to 
really  give  rise  to  disorders  of  the  mind;  as  the  greatest  and  best 
gifts  in  life  may  be  perverted  and  abused  by  erring  man. 

Fifth: — From  mental  distress  in  consequence  of  disappointed 
ambition,  disappointed  afiection,  indulgence  of  temper,  &c.,  51 
cases  are  reported;  of  these  21  have  recovered,  which  is  over  41 
per  cent. 

Sixth: — Of  all  the  forms  of  insanity  the  epileptic  is  certainly 
the  most  hopeless  and  severe.  They  are  a  highly  excitable,  troub- 
lesome and  dangerous  class  of  mad  folks,  and  very  few  have 
been  known  to  recover,  either  in  this  or  any  other  institution 
within  our  knowledge.  In  some  hospitals  we  believe  they  are 
excluded  altogether,  on  account  of  their  impulsive  violence  and 
the  very  unpleasant  effects  of  their  paroxysms  upon  other  pa- 
tients. We  look  upon  the  epileptic  with  great  compassion. 
Many  of  them  exhioit  the  best  traits  of  human  nature  during 
their  lucid  intervals,  but  at  other  times  they  are  perfectly  uncon- 
trollable,  disregarding  alike  both  friends  and  foes,  and  we  know 
of  no  class  more  dangerous  to  go  at  large. 

Seventh: — In  regard  to  the  "secret  vice,"  the  prospect  is 
nearly  as  bad.  This  degrading  practice  is  quite  a  frequent  cause 
of  mental  imbecility  and  insanity,  and  very  few  recover  either 
their  bodily  health  or  serenity  of  mind.  Upon  this  subject  we 
have  reason  to  believe  our  annual  reports  have  been  serviceable 
to  community,  having  been  frequently  consulted  in  the  past  three 
or  four  years  by  those  who  appeared  to  be  entirely  ignorant  of 
the  injurious  effects  of  this  habit,  until  their  attention  was  ar- 
rested by  reading  our  remarks.  The  interest  of  parents  and  the 
guardians  of  youth  has  also  in  some  degree  been  awakened  to 
the  fearful  influence  of  this  secret  indulgence,  upon  both  phys- 
ic^^and  mental  health.

No.  15  is  an  interesting  and  very  satisfactory  summary  of  our 
statistics,  from  the  commencement  of  the  first  to  the  termination 
of  the  last  fiscal  year.  It  is  a  condensed  but  comprehensive  ex« 
hibition  of  the  Asylum  records,  and  like  a  compendium  of  the 
census  returns,  may  be  examined  in  reference  to  a  great  variety 
of  curious  and  important  facts.  If  this  and  other  statistical  ta- 
bles were  regularly  continued  for  a  series  of  years,  by  all  the  dif- 
ferent institutions  of  the  United  States^  they  would,  undoubted- 
ly, present  the  public  with  a  vast  amount  of  highly  interesting 
information.  '    ^ 

It  will  be  seen  that  473  patients  have  been  received  by  this 
institution  in  the  5  years  of  its  existence.  Out  of  this  number 
203  hAve  been  discharged  recovered,  1 8  more  or  less  improved 
in  mental  and  physicalhealth,  53  stationary  and  51  by  death. 

The  number  of  males  admitted  exceeds  that  of  females  in  the 
proportion  of  248  to  225,  which  we  believe  agrees  generally 
vfiiti  the  statistics  of  other  hospitals  in  this  country;  and  it  now 
appears  to  be  clear  that  the  evidence  is  abundantlv  conclusive  ta 
warrant  the  remark,  that  there  are  more  males  than  females  suf- 
fering from  insanity  in  the  United  States.  In  the  reports  of  ten 
institutions  which  we  have  examined  in  reference  to  this  ques- 
tion 12,648  patients  had  been  admitted.  Of  this  number  7,708 
were  males  and  4,940  females.  The  excess  of  males  rendered 
insane  from  the  vice  of  intemperance  will  of  itself  be  sufficient  to 
;  ccount  for  this  disparity. 
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la  r^;ard  to  recpvenes  in  tbis  Asylum  the  men  have  aho  ex- 
ceeded the  women  by  10.65  per  cait;  thai  of  the  former  being 
47.98  per  cent.,  the  latter  37.33. 

There  has  been  a  gradual  increase  of  recent  cases  in  tire  last 
three  yeara  which  is  rarorable  for  recoveries.  In  this  respect  the 
institution  received  some  assistance  from  a  section  in  the  statute 
of  last  winter;  but  as  the  provision  is  not  cal<^ulated  to  be  popu- 
lar, it  is  perhaps  well  that  it  ceases  with  the  •completion  of  the 
new  bufloiags. 

The  disparity  of  deaths  is  in  favor  of  the  females  by  2.76  per 
ceat.  The  per  eentage  of  deaths  with  males  being  13.09,  that 
of  females  9.33*  The  mean  mortality  iti  the  public  institutions 
of  the  United  States  is  about  10  per  cent.,  itf  the  British  hospitals 
it  is  between  21  and  ^,  and  in  the  French  a  little  over  32  per 
cent. 

With  as  the  average  number  of  patients  under  care  have  in- 
creased every  vear,  and  it  is*  truly  encouraginff  to  cast  the  eye 
upon  the  calcumtions  towards  the  bt>ttom  of  the  table,  and  ob- 
serve the  regutari^batemeni  in  the  per  cent,  of  deaths  in  the  suc- 
cessive years. 

The  respective  numbers  of  pay  and  pauper  patients  are  stated 
in  the  table  a8«they  appear  on  our  books  at  tne  Asylum,  but  it 
does  not  give  a  correct  account  of  those  who  have  continued  to 
support  themselves  in  the  institution.  There  have  been  several 
cfaAnges  in  thin  Respect  at  the  Treasury  department  which  we 
have  probably  omitted  to  notice*  The  proviso  at^ched  to  the 
8th  sectioa  of*  the.  act  for  th^  government  of  the  Asylum,  benev- 
olently relieves  the  condition  of  a' ceftain  cla^s  of  citizens,  as 
follows:  **That  if  it  shall  attmy  time  be  certified  by  the  proper 
authority,  (the  county  clerk,  under  seal)  that  the  estate  of  such 
lunatic,  of  insane  person  is  insufficient  for  his  <>t  her  support  in 
the  institution,,  after  deducting  from  such  estate  the  amount  ne- 
cessary for  the  maintenance  of  the  family  of  such  person,  sach 
person  shall  be  supported  m,  and  at  the  expense  of,  the  institu- 
tion.** 

TaUe  No.  17  takes  notice  of  the  per  cent,  of  recoveries  in  each 
variety  of  insanity  under  thecare  of  this  institution  since  its 
commencements  Of  the  whole  number  of  cases  of  mania  admit- 
ted, 164  have  been,  or  will  be  shortly,  cured,  which  is  48.23  per 

Of  84  eases  of  melancholy  admitted,  31  have  be^en  recovered, 
which  is  not  quite  37  per  cent* 

Of  the  cases  of  moni  insanity,  60  per  cent,  were  restored,  but 
the  success  has  been  very  moderate  in  acute  and  chronic 
dcmency,  otJy  32.14  per  cent,  having  returned  to  their  right 
mind. 
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Table  No.  18  exhibits  tbe  rate  of  tnortality  in  the  difierent  va- 
rieties of  mental  4iseases  ia  tbe  iostitutbii.  Iq  those  admitied 
in  a  state  of  mania,  it  has  been  10,  in  melancholy  8.33,  in  de- 
raency.  X7.85,  and  in. the  epileptic  variety  16.66  per  cent. 

Table  No.  20  is  appropriated  to  the  employment  of  the  pa- 
tient$.  It  was  prepared  with  great  care  by  myifaithfui  assistant, 
R.  J.  Patterson,  M.  D.,  and  exhibits  a  very  fair  esttimate  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  .several  classes  of  males  and  females  are 
more  or  less  engaged  throughout  the  year.  Of  all  the  naodes  by 
which  the  insane  can  be  interested  and  induced  to  restrain  them- 
selves, and  became  satisfied  With  their  seclusion  from  society, 
regular  employment  is  certainly  the  most  durable,  pleasant  and 
efficacious.  And  such  engagements  as  will  prove  most  agreea- 
ble to  the  patients,  and  afToM  considerable  bodily  action,  are 
generally  to  be  preferred,  for  moral,  as  well  as  physical  reasons. 
But  having  very  freely  alluded  to  the  importance  of  systematic 
labor,  both  as  it  respects  the  comfort  and  genersd  health  of  pa- 
tients, in  previous  reports  ^  we  have  little  to  add  upon  this  occa- 
sion, further,  than  to  repeat  our  testimony  in  its  favor,  and  bear 
record  to  the  untiring  zeal  and  fidelity  of  those  who  daily  asMSt 
in  carrying  out  the  great  designs  of  the  institution.. 

Under  the  care  of  our  devoted  matron,  (Mrs.  Elliott,)  with  the 
cheerful  aid  of  the  female  attendants  and  assistants,  the. table 
shows  that  as  many  as  54  female  patients  <ire  more  or  less  em- 
ployed. They  daily  labor  at  sewing,  knitti^^  assisting  the  at- 
tendants in  the  hulls  and  domestic  afiairs-  in  a  manner  that  is 
worthy  of  all  praise  and  admiration.  The  .tabl^  records  a  less 
number  of  males  as  being  employed,  not  because  the  efficient 
Steward  (Mr.  Fuller  ton)  and  the  active  attendants  are  l^s  dili- 
gent, or  the  patients  unwilling  to  work,  but^  because  it  is  more 
difficult  to  find  something  for  them  to  do,  particularly  for  those 
who  spend  much  of  their  time  in  the  buildings.  The  only  plan 
that  we  ha,ve  found  to  remedy  this,  is  to  make  frequent  changes 
of  those  who  go  out  to  work.  ]n  this  way  different  individuals 
are  continually  engaged  at  the  same  labor,  and  one  third  more 
males  might  safely  be  added  to  the  fooling,  in  their  part  of  the 
table,  without  the  least  injustice. 

The  excavation  for  the  foundation  of  the  new  building,  and  the 
carting  away  of  all  the  dirt,  afforded  tliem  a  fine  opportunity  to 
be  useful  and^ enjoy  themselves.^  It  was  quite  interesting  and 
amusing  to  see  from  fifteen  to  twenty  of  them  at  work  with 
shovels,  picks  and  mattocks,  and  two  teams,  all  busily  engaged. 
Some  were  a  little  skeptical  as  to  the  necessity  of  any  further 
house  room;  others  wanted  the  buildings  to  stand  in  a  different 
direction,  and  many  sage  remarks  were  freely  made  and  doubts 
exprejjsed  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  whole  establishment  in  the 
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first  place;  but  there  was  one  genfleman  who  undertook  to  en- 
lighten all  the  balance,  by  very  obligin^y  informing  them,  that 
the  Legislature  were  compelled  to  build  the  house  in  order  to 
get  the  State  admitted  into  the  Union.

The  concladitig  table  gives  a  condensed  view  of  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  institution  during  the  past  year,  as  taken  from  the 
accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Steward,  The  total  expense  of 
supporting  the  institution  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  oji  the  15th 
of  November,  1843,  is  $14,470  66,  which  is  §1,406  78  less  than 
the  previous  year,  with  more  patients  under  charge.  In  the 
year  1841,  our  expenditures  were  also  less  than  the  previous 
year,  by  $351  87.  They  likewise  diminished  in  1842  to  the 
amount  of  §'322  56^  and  now  to  §1,406  78,  all  of  which  is  highly 
gratifying  and  encouraging.  Judging  from  the  unexpended  bal- 
ance in  the  Asylum  treasury  and  the  sums  due  from  pay  patients, 
we  feel  happy  to  state  that  in  all  probability  we  shall  be  able  to 
get  through  the  coming  year  with  a  cash  appropriation  of  only 
§7,000,  which  is  considerably  less  than  the  amount  generously 
appropriated  by  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  for  the  sup- 
port of  this  institution  during  the  past  year. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The  religious  services  of  the  Asylum  have  been  continued  ac- 
cording to  our  established  custom,  on  the  evenings  of  the  week? 
and  upon  the  Lord's  day,  -with  the  same  benign  and  happy  ef- 
fects we  have  heretofore  recorded  in  our  reports;  and  the  expe- 
rience of  this  and  every  other  institution,  where  moral  and  reli- 
gious instruction  has  been  introduced,  warrants  its  propriety 
and  bears  testimony  to  its  advantages  and  beneficial  influence 
upon  the  insane  mind.  How  elevating  and  encouraging  to  the 
christian  heart,  to  observe  their  orderly  approach,  and  witness 
the  respectful  deportment  of  both  males  and  fenmles,  when  in- 
vited by  the  parental  solicitude  of  the  institution  ^'to  draw  near 
to  God.^'  And  how  comforting  the  reflection  that,  by  hearing 
His  sacred  word,  and  the  operation  of  His  blessed  spirit,  they 
may  be  placed,  as  it  were,  under  the  mildest  influence  of  heaven- 
ly light  and  the  purest  rays  of  holy  love. 

In  this  vale  of  tears  it  is  our  lot  to  encounter  afflictions,  •as  it 
was  the  doom  of  tlie  earth  to  bring  forth  thorns  and  thistles  for 
man,  and  as  light  and  heat  emanate  from  the  sun  as  their  centre, 
and  darkness  and  cold  increase  with  our  distance  from  him,  so, 
jost  in  proportion  as  we  approach  or  deviate  from  God,  may  we 
expect  to  receive  comfort  and  support,  or  an  increase  of  suffer-. 
ing  and  misery,  in  all  the  afflictions  and  trials  of  life. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  Directors,  in' the  month 
of  December  last,  tl^y  were  pleased  to  make  an  additional  ap- 
propriation of  $'100,  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  patient's 
Jibrary.  The  money  has  been  expended  according  to  the  best  of 
oar  judgment  in  the  purchase  of  one  hundred  and  eighteen  vol- 
umes of  biographical,  historical  and  miscellaneous  works,  which 
were  gratefully  received  and  have  contributed  much  to  the  en- 
joyment of  the  patients.  All  are  permitted  to  read  who  will 
engage  to  take  care  of  the  books  and  return  them  in  season  to 
the  library;  and,  considering  the  number  of  different  individuals 
who  are  almost  constantly  employed  in  reading,  and  the  careless 
treatment  w^hich  the  volumes  are  likely  to  receive  from  others 
in  the  halls,  it  is  surprising  to  see  how  well  the  books  are  pre- 
served. 

But  a  large  class  of  readers  are  most  interested  with  the  news- 
papers and  other  periodicals  of  the  day,  and  never  better  sat- 
isfied than  when  they  can  obtain  a  late  number  and  enjoy  it  by 
themselves.  This  is  particularly  the  case  when  it  happens  to 
come  from  a  press  in  thfeir  own  county,  or  with  which  they  had 
formed  some  previous  acquaintance;  and  this  at  once  reminds 
us  of  our  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  editors  of  the  periodical 
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press,  who  have  so  disinterestedly  contributed  to  the  happiness 
of  their  unfortunate  fellow  citizens  during  the  year,  and  many 
of  them  for  several  years.  They  have  lessened  the  sorrows  of 
the  afflicted  and  beguiled  so  many  of  their  wearisome  hours,  that 
we  want  words  to  express  the  full  sense  of  our  gratitude  aod 
the  great  weight  of  our  obligations. .  We  record  ^e  following 
favors  of  this  kind  with  great  delight: — Daily  Ohio  State  Journal;

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APPENDIX. 


In  the  Appendix,  we  present  some  account  of  a  few  leading  cases, 
which,  we  trust  will  be  interesting  to  the  public. 

NUMBER  I. 

The  first  is  that  of  a  highly  interesting  younff  lady,  the  pride  and 
hope  of  tended  parents,  who  unhappily  became  deranged  while  com- 
pleting her  education  at  a  female  seminary  of  good  reputation.  She 
possessed  an  amiable  disposition,  an  excellent  mind,  and  very  hand- 
some acquirements.  Her  insanity  occurred  during  a  cheering  and 
hopeful  revival  of  religion,  and  taking  the  form  of  melancholy  and 
despair,  was  truly  lamentable  and  distressing.  She  was  completely 
overwheln^ed  with  grief  and  anguish  of  spirit,  and  day  and  night  she^ 
bitter  tears,  from  an  awful  dread  that  she  had  grieved  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  lost  every  prospect  and  hope  of  happiness  and  Heaven. 

The  disease  proved  to  be  s&vere  and  protracted,  and,  r^fusifig  all 
consolation  from  kind  attendants  and  friends,  and  unable  to  Appre- 
ciate, or,  apparently,  comprehend  the  nature  of  the  hope  which  binds 
up  the  broken  hearted,  for  weeks  and  months  did  thir^  lovely  girl  yield 
herself  a  prey  to  unavailing  sorrow,  and  dreadful  forebodings  of  evil 
to  come.  At  length  it  pleased  a  merciful  God  to  bless  the  means  in 
our  hands.  The  bodily  affliction  began  to  yield,  and  the  black  cloud 
of  despair  gradually  rolled  back  and  gave  place  to  the  cheering  rays 
of  an  encouraging  hope. 

The  state  of  her  mind  and  feelings  throughout  this  long  period  of 
suffering,  is  so  well  described  by  her  own  pen,  in  the  following  tribute 
ofgratitude,wTitien  during  convalescence,  that  we  cannot  resist  the 
desire  of  its  insertion  in  this  place: 

<'Of  all  the  ills  which  flesh  and  spirit  are  heir  to,  during  their 
mysterious  union  in  this  world  of  probation,  mental  alienation  seems 
to  me  the  most  distressing.  Bodily  suffering  may  be  borne  with  the 
firmness  of  a  stoic,  when  the  mind  is  clear,  but  let  that  become  en- 
feebled, and  we  witness  the  weakness  of  a  child.  How  often,  in  the 
last  hours  of  life,  do  we  see  the  mind,  when  the  body  is  becoming 
hourly  more  and  more  debilitated,  shining  forth  most  brilliantly,  as  if 
triumphing  over  its  earthly  companion,  and  pluming  its  wings  and 
trying  its  strength  before  its  final  flight  into  the  world  of  spirits.  A 
sound  mind,  though  in  a  weak  body,  may  often  accomplish  wonders; 
'  but  what  can  the  strongest  corporeal  nature  do  without  a  well  regu- 
lated intellect  to  govern  its  movements. 
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**When  He  who  governs  not  only  the  vast  machinery  of  the  material 
world,  but  the  more  subtil  and  intricate  wheels  of  mental  action,  AeeS 
"best,  in  his  all  wise  providence,  to  allow  this  mysterious  structure  to 
become  deranged  in  one  of  his  creatures,  how  truly  deplorable  is 
their  sad  condition.  It  is  wretchedness,  indeed,  to  feel  that  we  have 
done  living  and  have  still  a  life  of  misery  to  be£^r.  To  seem  cut  off 
from  all  communion  with  friends.  To  think  there  is  happiness  in 
store  for  all  but  you,  a  wide  gulf  between  yourself  &nd  it,  forbidding 
you  ever  to  taste  its  pure  waters.  To  feel  that  the  sun  sheds  his 
golden  rays  abroad,  the  moon  her  paler  light,  the  stars  shine  in  their 
far  off  homes,  the  earth  clothed  her  surface  in  verdant  carpets,  and 
myriads  of  flowers  unfold  their  fragrant  leaves,  and  delightful  sounds 
are  borne  upon  every  breeze,  to  charm  the  ear  and  delight  every 
dweller  upon  earth  but  your  wretched  self,  is  misery  indeed.  And 
oh!  how  enrapturing  the  moment  when  the  rays  of  hope  first  daWn 
OD  such  a  soul — when  it  begins  to  feel  that  at  least  some  small  streams 
of  comfort  may  again  flow  from  that  fountain  which  is  so  large,  that 
myriads  of  happy  souls  will  eternally  quaff  its  unmeasured  draughts, 
and  yet  its  pure  waters  never  cease.  The  King  himself  supplying 
them  from  an  unfailing,  exhauatless  fountain. 

"As  the  traveler  over  the  arid  plains  of  the  desert  loves,  in  afler 
years,  to  cherish  the  memory  of  the  hour  when  first  he  descried  the 
verdant  oasis,  whose  greenness  and  brightness  'was  rendered  a  hun- 
dred fold  stronger  in  contrast  with  the  surrounding  gloom,  so  will  one 
who  has  been  afflicted  love  to  cherish  that  period,  when,  within  these 
walls,  I  first  began  to  hope  that  life  had  yet  some  bright  oasis  in 
store  for  me — that  it  was  not  to  be  one  interminable  Arabian  desert, 
where  the  lowliest  daisy  might  never  bloom. 

"And  how  great  the  gratitude  to  those  who  have  been  instrumental 
in  producing  this  glorious  change.  If  the  traveler  of  the  desert  loves 
to  cherish  the  memory  of  the  hour  when  first  he  saw  the  green  oasis, 
much  more  will  he  not  love  that  of  the  inestimable  guides  who  direct- 
ed him  to  tho  paths  which  led  him  to  it,  and  without  whose  assistance, 
he  might  have  perished  by  the  way." 

We  are  happy  to  add  that,  in  due  time,  she  perfectly  recovered  her 
health  and  spirits,  and  left  the  institution  with  a  heart  overflowing 
with  gratitude  to  all  around  her<  A  short  time  since,  we  received  the 
following  letter,  which  is  so  honorable  to  her  feelings  and  ^o  credit- 
able to  the  Institution,  that  we  feel  bound  to  give  it  an  insertion  at 
the  conclusion  of  her  case. 

*^EAK  Sie: — Sfeveral  months  have  elapsed  sin6e  I  left  the  Asylum 
and  your  fatherly  care,  but  time  and  distance,  hitherto,  have  had  no 
power  to  decrease  the  strength  of  the  attachment  that  I  feel  for  those 
who  were  friends  to  me  in  my  adversity,  and  ever  will,  I  trust,  be 
powerless.  Often,  in  imagination,  do  I  revisit  the  scenes  with  which 
you  are  codversant,  and  recall  to  mind  the  period  when  I  myself,  a 
wretched  outcast  from  happiness,  sought  relief  within  those  walls; 
and  oh!  what  a  blessed  relief  I  found.    It  was  not  until  I  was  per- 
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milted  to  retarn  to  the  embrace  of  parents,  brothers  and  sisters,  and 
to  receive  the  congratulations  of  friends  upon  my  restoration,  and 
mingle  again  in  life's  busy  scenes,  that  the  full  tide  of  joy  flowed 
through  my  soul.  Then  was  I  made  to  realize  niore  sensibly  than 
ever  befbre,  the  inestimable  value  of  the  blessings  which  accrued  to 
me  from  my  stay  at  the  Asylum.  To  me  it  is  a  consecrated  spot. 
Ever  will  I  cherish  the  memory  of  its  walls,  and  the  friends  found 
within  them;  and  earnestly  do  1  desire  that  many  a  desponding  pil- 
grim may  find  within  them  the  same  blessed  relief. 

^'Could  you,  dear  sir,  have  followed  me  to  the  paternal  mansion, 
and  witnessed  the  delight  which  was  enkindled  in  the  hearts  under  its 
roof— have  seen  the  little  sister,  as  she  followed  me  for  days  from 
room  to  ifoom,  detaining  me  with  a  firm  grasp,  seeming  to  fear  that 
I  might  vanish  out  of  her  sight,  it  would  have  been  some  small  rec- 
ompense for  the  anxiety  of  mind  which  you  must  have  felt,  as  for 
days,  weeks  and  months  you  beheld  me  enveloped  In  a  mental  night, 
unequalled  by  aught  save  the  night  of  the  grave,  seeming  obstinate- 
ly determined  to  refuse  to  admit  one  ray  In  upon  my  soul  from  the 
sun  of  hope  and  happiness.  But  well  I  know  that  you  look  to  a 
higher  source  of  reward*  May  "He  who  giveth  liberally,''  bestow 
upon  you  and  yours  as  much  of  happiness  in  this  life  as  he  sees  best, 
.and  finally  transfer  you  to  that  realm  where  unmingled  happiness  is 
the  inheritance  of  aU  that  dwell  therein." 

nmmsBL,  II. 

This  was  a  tall  young  German  of  slender  make,  fair  complectioo, 
and  very  modest  appearance.  He  was  the  son  of  a  widow  in  lowly 
circumstances,  who. needed  his  assistance  and  depended  upon  his  ex- 
ertions for  support  in  her  declining  years.  His  insanity  was  of  five 
months  duration  at  the  time  of  admission,  but  little  or  nothing  was 
known  of  the  history,  or  cause  of  his  attack,  except  that  it  occurred 
while  he  was  engaged  at  service  some  distance  from  home,  and  was 
unusually  violent  and  severe.  Being  considered  dangerous  to  go  at 
large,  he  was  taken  to  the  county  jail  for  safety,  and  when  first  seen 
by  the  medical  witnesses,  the  wildness  and  incoherence  of  his  mind 
precluded  the  possibility  of  their  forming  any  definite  opinion  of  his 
prevailing  train  of  thought. 

In  the  jail  he  was  troublesome  and  ungovernable,  so  that  it  became 
necessary  to  deprive  him  of  his  liberty  of  running  about,  by  securing 
him  with  leather  straps  close  to  his  bed,  which,  on  account  of  ihe 
geverity  of  the  weather,  was  placed  close  to  a  stove.    The  straw  in 
his  bed  aocidently  caught  fire  when  there  was  no  one  buy  to  render 
him  assistance,  and  his  extremities  were  burned  in  the  most  shocking 
manner.    He  arrived  at  the  Asylum  with  his  arms  confined  in    largo 
sacks,  to  protect  the  extensive  ulcerations,  and  prevent  the  constant 
application  of  his  fingers  to  the  raw  flesh.    Never  did  we  behold  a 
more  incoherent  and  miserable  man  j  or  undertake  to  provide  for  a. 
more  helpless  and  suffering  patient.    The  insanity  itself  was  sufll- 
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cieDtly  perplexing,  but  the  irritable  sores  to  wbich'it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  keep  any  useful,  or  soothing  applications,  rendered  bid 
case  exceedingly  difficult  and  unmanageable .  In  his  agony  and  dis- 
tress, every  article  of  covering  for  his  body  was  constantly  rejected, 
or  torn  off  and  tbrown  away,  for  clothing,  bedding,  dust  and  every 
surrounding  thing,  displeased  and  gave  him  pain.  Such  was  his  mis- 
erable condition,  that  there  seemed  but  one  way  in  which  he  could 
place  his  smarting  limbs  and  find  relief,  and  that  was,  by  an  humble 
squat  upon  the  floor,  with  his  hands  connected  behind  his  neck,  so  as 
to  suspend  the  arms.  For  weeks  thi^  was  his  chief  position  He  was 
placed  in  a  secure  room  that  was  well  attended  and  carefully 'warmed 
bbth  night  and  day.  His  diet  was  properly  regulated.  The  sores 
were  tenderly  dressed,  and  medicines  calculated  to  control  irritation 
and  invigorate  the  system,  were  faithfully  administered. 

Under  this  plan  of  treatment  his  health  and  strength  were  gradu- 
ally restored,  and,  by  degrees,  mind  appeared,  and  with  it,  recollectibn 
and  gratitude.  But  convalescence  was  very  slow  and  tedious,  requir- 
ing the  persevering  use  of  tonics,  «nd  carjeful  exercise.  His  muscles 
were  so  much  contracted  by  their  £xed  position,  that  it  was  a  loog 
time  before  he  could  command  their  perfect  use  to  stand  erect,  and 
freely  extend  his  limbs*  He  was  greatly  assisted  in  this  respect,  by 
an  industrious  disposition  which  inclined  him  to  seek  every  opportu- 
aity  of  laboring  in  the  open  &ir,and  he  finally  recovered  entirely,  and 
left  us  with  a  very  thankful  heart. 

ICUMBEBIII. 

This  was  a  pleasant  little  woman,  of  del^ipa^e  make,  and  rather  fee- 
ble  constitution.  The  wife  of  a  young  fkrmer^  in  this  State,  just  com- 
aiencing  life,  whose  slender  resources  were  quite  exhausted  m  provir 
ding  for,  and  taking  care  of  her,  during  her  sickness  and  insanity^ 
Her  derangement  was  caused  by  puerpeiral  convulsions,  and  at  the 
time  of  admission,  had  continued  between  five  and  ^ix  months,  without 
a  lucid  interval.  When  received,  she  was  noisy,  incoherent  and  care- 
less of  her  habits  and  personal  appearance^  and  very  much  emaciated 
tod  reduced  in  strength.  So  wretched  was  her  condition,  and  so  few 
the  remaining  traces  of  intelligence  in  her  poor  thin  little  face,  that 
ibr  a  long  period,  her  case  was  regarded  as  utterly  hopeless  and  lost. 
For  weeks  she  continued  talking,  and  muttering  to  beraelf,  in  the  most 
imbecile  and  childish  manner,  with  very  little  intermission,  either 
sight  or  day,  frequently  lying  down  upon  the  floor,  or  sitting  in  some 
retired  corner  of  the  building  for  hours  together.  Every  effort  in  our 
ppwer  was  made  for  her .  personal  comfort  and  relief,  by  a  properly 
regulated  diet,  and  such  medicines  as  were  suitable;  but  it  was  a  long 
period  before  there  was  any  visible  token  of  amendment,  or  encoura- 
ging circumstance  to  give  us  hope.  At  length  her  scattered  senses, 
aad  bewildered  mind,  seemed  to  be  less  confounded,  her  appetite  im*' 
proved,  and  she  began  to  inquire  a  little,  and  show  some  degree  of  in-o 
terest,  in  surrounding  objects;  and  then  to  request  employ  ipent,  which 
was  given  with  the  happiest  effect 
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But  still  her  mind  eontlnued  weak  aad  frequently  disposed, to  wan- 
der, and  there  seemed  to  be  the  greatest  difficulty  in  regard  to  her 
personal  identity.  She  for  several  weeks  believed  herself  to  be  a 
horse,  or  cat,  or  some  strange  animal*  One  day,  however,  she  sud- 
denly come  to  herself  in  a  manner  equally  simple  and  surprising. 
She  was  quie^y  engaged  with  hisr  needle,  and  after  looking  steadily 
for  some  time  at  her  hand,  she  all  at  once  exclaimed — ''well  now  do 
see^  if  there  aint  that  same  little  old  scar  behind  my  thumb,  and  now  I 
know  it^s  me,  sure  enough!^  From  this  time  forward,  every  trouble 
and  delusive  feeling  entirely  vanished  from  her  mind,  and  we  had  the 
unspeakable  pleasure  of  seeing  her  perfectly  restored,  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  reason  and  health.  A  well  behaved,  industrious  and  excel- 
lent woman,  fully  sensible  of  the  great  change  ejected  in  her  condi* 
tion,  and  very  greatful  for  our  services,  and  the  kind  treatment  she 
had  received  at  the  institution. 

NUMBER  rv. 

F,  K,  M  tod  S  were  inmates  of  the  institution  and  members  of  the 
same  class  in  the  lower  story  of  the  building.  The  first  a  Yankee,  the 
second  a  German,  the  third  an  Englishmahrand  the  fourth  a  Pennsyl- 
vanian ;  but  to  make  up  the  assortment,  it  happened  that  the  last  was  the 
son  of  a  Scotchman.  They  were  all  comfortably  situated  and  doing  well, 
especially  the  first  three,  who  were  considered  improving  and  gave 
daily  promise  of  favorable  results.  But  becoming  uneasy  and  dis- 
contented, they  began  to  consult  together  and  contrive  ways  of  escape 
from  the  building,  encouraged  by  thre  descendant  of  the  Scott  who 
had  lotag  been  a  troublesome  fellow  and  was  frequently  detected  in  at- 
tempts to  break  out.  At  length  a  plan  was  proposed  by  the  Yankee 
which  met  with  general  acceptance,  for  it  was  well  calculated  to  out- 
wit their  friends,  the  Doctor  and  his  attendants,  provided  they  could 
safely  elude  the  perpetual  curiosity  ahd  vigilance  of  u  very  stirring 
gentleman  in  the  same  class,  whom  they  were  afraid  to  trust,  well 
knowing  hisx^ndor  and  disposition  in  such  matters,  and  being  fuUy 
apprised  of  his  partiality  for  the  head  of  the  Institution,  with  whom  he 
had  made  a  very  satisfactory  contract  to  study  medicine  for  the  period 
of  twenty  one  years.  But  as  this  famous  student  was  very  fond  of 
preaching  and  could  easily  be  set  a  going  at  that,  it  was  proposed  that 
on^  or  two  of  the  band  should  keep  him  at  this  employment  whilst 
the  others  were  en^e^ed  in  carrying  out  their  plan.  HavLng  pro- 
cured the  rusty  blade  of  an  old  trowel,  that  some  one  had  carelessly 
left  within  reach,  they  commenced  daily  operations  upon  one  of  the 
front  windows,  and  at  last  succeeded  in  removing  fill  the  screws  and 
other  fastenings  by  which  it  was  secured,  untij  it  could  at  an^y  timd 
be  easily  removed;  carefully  disposing  of  all  dift  and  filling  up  the 
screw  holes  with  soft  bread  to  prevent  deteetibUk  All  things  being 
ready  for  action,  they  selected  an  evening  immediately  after  the  com- 
mencement of  our  religious  services  as  the  best  time  to  take  out  the 
window  and  give  them  all  an  opportunity  to  get  out,  thiilking  it  prob- 
able that  their  unsuspecting  attendant  would,  npon  that  occasion,  ac- 
company other  patients  and  be  a  short  time  out  of  the  way. 
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Accordingly  when  the  time  arrived  -and  the  last  stroke  of  the  ser- 
vice bell  had  fairly  died  away,  and  they  had  seen  their  attendant 
ItaTe  his  place,  they  began  by  mounting  the  student  upoa  a  chair  at 
the  opposite  end  of  the  hall  with  his  back  towards  the  unscrewed 
window,  and  giving^him  his  favorite  text,  the  iron  sash  was  quickly 
ienx)ved  while  the  preacher  was  in  full  swing,  and  each  in  succession 
commenced  their  hasty  escape.  But  ''the  best  laid  schemes  o^mioe 
and  men  gang  aft  aglee.^  It  so  happened  that  one  of  the  ladies  at- 
tached to  the  institution  was  returning  at  that  lAoment  from  church 
in  the  city ;  she  gave  the  alarm  to  an  attendant  in  sight,  but  only  in 
asaaon  to  secure  the  unlucky  Scott  just  as  he  was  reaching  the  ground 
in  jumping  from  the  window.  The  others  had  got  down  before  him 
and  taking  ro  their  heels  were  soon  out  of  sight  iit  th^  neighboring 
wood.  Every  hand  that  could  be  spared  from  duty,  immediately 
started  in  pursuit,  and  it  was  but  a  short  time  before  a  faithful  and 
active  attendant,  well  up  to  business  of  this  nature,  got  upon  their 
route  and  succeeded  in  taking  the  whole  of  them  together,  at  the  dis- 
tance of  twelve  miles  from  the  Asylum,  fie  brought  them  all  back  m 
a&rmer^s  wagon,  hired  for  the  purpose. 

They  were  kindly  received  and  returned  to  their  M  quarters, 
where  in  due  time  we  had  the  satisfaction  to  restore  the  GFerman  and 
tke  Englishman  Ailly  to  their  reason.  The  Yankee  afterwards  broke 
out  again  and  ran  ofiT,  but  he  was  so  nearly  well  that  he  arrived  at 
home  safe  and  in  the  possession  of  his  reason.  The  iburth  being  incu- 
rable is  still  in  Qur^care,  and  nearly  as  troublesome  as  ever.  The  stu- 
dent likewise  remains.  He  is  still  satisfied  with  his  contract  of  twenty 
one  years,,  afid  pleased  with  the  prospect  of  getting  through  his  stu- 
dies at  the  end.of  that  period;  after  which  he  thinks  it  not  unlikely  he 
will  take  a  full  course  on  divinity,  if  the  Doctor  h^is  no  objection. 

NUMBER  V. 

This  was  a  lady  of  thirty  five,  nrfld  and  amiable  in  her  natural  dis 
position  and  of  gentle  and  unassuming  manners— the  wife  of  a  valua- 
ble citizen  in  the  interior  of  the  State.  Her  disease  was  hereditary 
and  the  case  interesting,  as  showing  the  importance  of  steady  perse- 
verance in  some  of  the  forms  of  this  intractable  malady.  When  fif- 
teen or  sixteen  years  of  age,  she  was  melancholy  for  several  months, 
bat  recovered  entirely  by  the  use  of  suitable  means.  Ten  years 
thereafter  she  had  a  second  attack  shortly  after  attending  a  religious 
meeting  at  which  there  was  unusual  excitement;  but  was  a  second 
time  restored  by  judicious  medjcal  treatment  and  remained  in  good 
health  until  after  her  maniage,  which  was  soAiewbat  late  in  life. 
The  last  attack  wisis  of  puerperal  origin  and  much  more  severe.  She 
appeared  to  be  quite  well  for  several  days  after  her  confinement,  and 
then  very  suddenly  |)ecame  deranged  in  mind  and  returned  to  her  for- 
mer state  of  despondency — the  remedies  formerly  used  failing  en- 
tirely to  afford  relief.    When  brought  to  the  Asylum  the  disease  was 
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completely  established  and  her  condition  pitiaUe  and  distressing. 
Long  shall  we  remember  her  pale  form,  worn  down  by  sleepless 
nights  and  wretched  days;  as  she  would  continue  to  stand  for  hours 
in  a  painful  attitude,  wringing  her  slender  hands — her  sad  counte- 
nance streaming  all  the  time  with  tears;  while,  with  sobbing  effort, 
her  melancholy  voice  gave  utterance  to  the  single  monosyllable,  why! 
why  I  why! 

Many  weeks  elapsed  before  she  could  be  induced  to  change  from 
this  sad  condition,  or  notice  the  appliances  of  kindness  which  were 
multiplied  around  her,  pr  even  give  an  answer  to  the  most  tender  in- 
quiries for  her  health.  Every  prospect  seemed  discouragiikg  apd 
cheerless.  After  several  months  there  was  a  gradual  appearance  of 
some  improvement  in  her  strength,  and  with  a  child's  simplicity  she 
began  to  speak  of  heme!  repeating  the  word  again  and  again  for  a 
long  period,  without  further  developement  of  mind.  But  her  physical 
health  continued  to  improve,  and  after  a  time  she  would  occasionally 
pronounce  her  husband^s  name  and  then  his  place  of  residehce.  With 
much  persuasion  she  at  last  agreed  to  write  him  a  letter,  but  after  a 
great  effort  the  paper  was  returned  wet  with  tears  and  covered  with 
little  else  than  a  disconnected  repetition  of  the  same  simple  words, 
why — why — why,  and  home — home — home. 

About  the  same  period  we  endeavored  to  interest  her  in  the  domes- 
tic circle,  and  repeatedly  conducted  her  to  our  family  room^  hoping 
that  the  lively  prattle  and  innocent  amusements  of  the  children  would 
attract  her  attention  and  change  th^  glooipy  train  of  thought;  but 
tlie  experiment  was  without  success.  It  then  occurred  to  us  to  send 
her  monotonous  letter  to  hor  husband,  accompanied  with  the  proper 
explanation,  and  request  him  to  write  her  a  cheerfdl  encouraging  re- 
ply. She  Was  much  gratified  with  his  letter  and  it  appeared  to  have 
a  happy  effect  upon  her  mind.  Meanwhile  the  proper  medical  treat- 
ment was  perseveringly  continued  until  the  disease,  was  evidently 
subdued  and  her  bodily  health  and  strength  improved.  She  was  now 
prevailed  upon  to  do  some  light  work  occasionally  in  the  halls,  and  at 
length  to  assist  the  ladies  in  their  sewing  room  with  her  needle,  with 
which  she  was  very  handy.  After  some  further  tinie  she  agreed  to 
try  a  second  letter  to  her  husband,  which,  to  our  great  joy,  contained 
two  or  three  additional  ideas.  It  was  again  answered  by  her  affec- 
tionate husband  with  much  good  sense.  This  was  followed  by  a  third 
which  was  still  better,  and  our  hope  was  greatly  increased.  The 
fourth  and  fifth  letters  succeeded  with  uneqivocal  proofs  of  mind  and 
the  correspondence  was  looked  to  with  great  interest. 

Subsequently  the  improvement  was  gradual  but  unsteady,  being 
frequently  interrupted  by  periods  of  despondency  when  she  would 
throw  herself  upon  the  floor  and  give  way  to  feelings  of  despair.  She 
also  made  several  attempts  to  escape  under  an  apprehension  thst  she 
was  doomed  to  spend  her  life  in  the  Asylum,  but  eventually  our 
perseverance  was  rewarded  with  the  most  perfect  success,  and  she 
led  the  institution  with  her  kind  husband  in  fine  health  and  spirits, 
having  been  completely  restored,  at  the  close  of  the  second  year,  when 
every  appearance  seemed  to  lead  us  to  despair  at  the  end  of  the  first.

We  must  not  omit  a  passing  notice  of  an  incurabloi  but  occasionally 
useful,  and  on  many  accounts  amusing  and  interesting  patient,  styling 
himself  the  ''cattle  drover,  sportsman  and  financier  extraordinary  to 
the  institution  and  mankind  at  large.^'  He  also  claims  to  be  clerk  of 
the  new  buildings;  Superintendent  of  public  works  in  the  State;  Pro- 
prietor of  the  steamboat  Lehigh;  Mineral  and  Botanical  doctor,  6cc.» 
whose  mosaic  delusions  are  as  numerous  and  capricious  as  his  char-, 
act^r  and  qualifications  are  unique  and  surprising. .  He  is  a  stout,  ac- 
tive, well  built  man ,  witb  a  handsome,  sincere  countenance,  who  is 
sore  to  be  the  first  to  meet  you  on  entering  the  gallery,  and  endeavor 
to  slide  into  your  good  opinion  with  a  sly  wink,  a  coaxing  smile,  and 
gentle  voice.  Wishing  immediately  '<to  buy  sixteen  hundred  head  of 
fat  cattle,  four  years  old;^  or  ready  to  loan  any  amount  of  money  thai 
can  be  desired,  which  is  forthwith  produced,  in  large  packages  of 
bank  bills,  manufactured  by  himself,  and  made  payable  to  his  order^ 
at  every  corporation  in  ^he  Union,  from  Florida  to  Maine.  He  is 
never  supplied  with  a  less  sum  ''than  a  hundred  and  seventy  five  mil- 
lions, upon  the  best  specie  paying  banks.^  fiut  if  you  do  not  need 
money,  he  is  very  entertaining  with  a  description  of  his  extensive 
forming  and  pasture  lands — with  accounts  of  his  milling  and  steam- 
boat operations — his  droving  expeditions — horse  racing — blooded  cat- 
tle— and  roulette  of  his  own  invention;  or,  as  a  physician  he  is  always 
willing  and  ready  to  attend  to  the  most  difficult  cases;  will  exhibit  his 
lancet  of  wire  and  prescribe  infallible  cures  for  every  disease,  from 
a  sore  eye  to  the  gout,  or  consumption. 

Notwithstanding  his  singularity,  he  is  kind  and  attentive  to  those 
needing  assistance  around  him,  taking  great  interest  in  the  affairs  of 
the  house,  and  constantly  talking  about  the  expense  of  providing  for 
so  many  patients,  the  difficulty  of  keeping  them  in  order,  and  the 
necessity  of  employing  more  help,  &c.  He  aleo  excels  in  complinoen- 
tary  notices  of  the  ladies,  and  is  always  ready,  either  to  dance  a  jig, 
or  hold  the  candle,  sing  a  song,  or  preach  a  sermon,  and,  if  need  be, 
take  a  fight,  or  run  a  foot  race. 

This  is  but  a  hasty  sketch  of  the  most  active,  singular,  and  clever 
diaracter  in  the  care  of  the  institution.  One,  whose  unfortunate  dis- 
ease has  hitherto  resisted  every  remedial  effort  in  our  power,  and 
being  unsafe  to  go  at  larger  must,  in  all  likelihood,  find  a  permanent 
home  within  these  walls.  He  was  a  very  intelligent  and  respectable 
mechanic,  who,  previous  to  his  insanity,  was  strongly  exercised  in 
m  miod  upon  the  subject  of  religion,  which  is  thought  to  be  the  cause 
of  his  disea^.  His  general  character  was  peaceable,  but,  under  the 
excitement  of  insanity,  he  proved  to  be  malicious  and  quarrelsome, 
threatening  the  lives  of^  persons,  and  to  destroy  property,  and  burn  the 
buildioge  of  his  friends  and  neighbors. 
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At  this  time  he  is  cheerful  and  pleasanU  in  comfortable  bodily  health, 
still  fond  of  sport,  and  always  ready  for  a  joke.  Seeing  a  persoD  in 
the  hall  a  few  days  since,  with  a  black  eye  and  scratched  face,  he  very 
quaintly  asked  him  if  he  had  been  "attending  a  meeting  of  the  owl- 
creek  association.^ 

But  it  is  probable  he  will  be  most  admired  in  his  character  of  a  prac- 
tising physician,  in  which  he  claims  a  successful  experrience  of  twenty 
years.  His  medical  opinions  are  so  very  strong  and  clear,  and  his 
prescriptions  so  mild  and  efficacious,  especially  in  consumption,  that 
we  cannot  better  conclude  this  imperfect  account  of  his  case^  and,  at 
the  same  time,  subserve  the  great  interests  of  humanity,  and  our  mar- 
vellous profession,  than  by  giving  a  statement  of  his  practice,  in  this 
alarming  disease.  It  is  but  a  short  time  since,  he  was  regularly  con- 
sulted by  a  very  consequential  and  inquisitive  gentleman,  who  appear- 
ed anxious  to  be  recovered  from  a  consumption  of  unusual  sevetity. 
The  doctor  looked  wise,  as  doctors  will,  and  then  commenced  his 
directions,  as  follows:  "take  of  white  puccoon  root  and  ted  puccoon 
root  equal  quantities;  white  Solomon's  seal  and  red  Solomon's  seal, 
each  ten  grains,  and  of  sulphate  of  quinine  ten  grains;  make  them  all 
into  pills,  and  take  one  three  times  a  day,  for  a  year.  The  quinine 
will  operate  on  the  sweet  breads  of  your  stbnnach;  the  Bolomon  seals 
will  roar  up  the  kidneys,  and  the  puccoon  roots  will  knock  the  knots 
off  the  flaps  of  your  liver,  and  rout  out  the  consumption,  just  as  the 
leaves  are  coming  out  on  the  trees  in  the  spring  of  the  year."

Numerous  inquiries  having  been  made  for  our  legal  friend,  who 
appeared  in  the  appendix  to  a  former  report,  as  orator  upon  a  fourth 
of  July  occasion,  we  have  the  pleasure  to  state,  that  he  continues  in 
ffood  lK)dily  health,  and  appears  to  have  renewed  his  age — at  least  he 
fancies  that  the  shadow  in  his  dial  has  gone  backward,  and  he  is  very 
cheerful  in  the  enjoy^nent  of  green  and  tender  years.  Conformably 
to  this  notion,  the  past  season  has  been  spent  in  a  diligent  practice  of 
copyhand,  with  a  view  to  improvement  in  penmanship,  and,  as  he  says, 
to  retrieve  the  profession  from  the  opprobium  of  bad  writing.  He 
has  also  been  studiously  engaged  in  making  copies  of  the  foliowjng 
verses^  which  he  is  anxious  "to  rake  out  of  the  ashes  of  oblivion,"  and 
have  them  published  for  the  benefit  of  mankind.  According  to  his 
account,  they  9tre  the  production  of  a  late  President  ofjone  of  the  east- 
ern Colleges,  who  had  been  presented  with  a  portion  of  the  marvellous 
seed  by  an  elderly  lady,  but  was  superstitioasly  cautioned  against 
casting  it  into  the  ground.  If  such  be  the  fact,  it  is  more  than  proba* 
ble  the  verses  have  been  considerably  warped  in  passing  through  hid 
disordered  brain.  He  takes  a  deep  interest  in  their  sut)posed  value, 
and  being  supplied  with  his  own  stationery  and  little  writing  table, 
generally  produces  a  new  copy  every  two  or  three  days.    We  comply 
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with  his  request  for  their  publication,  in  order  to  show  by  what  simple 
means  an  extraordinary  maniac  may  be  harmlessly  entertained,  and 
gratified,  and  amused.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEE^. 


7^  the  Honorable  .General  Aasembty  of  the  Staifiof  Ohio; 

The  Tnistees  of  the  Ohio  Institution  for  did  Educfttion  of  th« 
Blind,  respectfully  present  their  Annual  Report* 

Another  year  of  the  existence  of  this  useful  and  benevolent 
isstitntion  has  elapsed,  and  has  been  filled  up  with  the  blessing 
of  a  kind  Providence,  and  the  advantage  and  happiness  of  thos6 
whose  welfare  is  designed*  Every  annual  review  of  its  condi* 
tion  places  before  our  mindff  the  dark,  melancholy,  helpless  con* 
dition  of  the  blind;  the  gradual  yet  thorough  change  in  their  cip- 
oomstance  and  feeling*  which  is  made  by  theii'  connection  with 
this  school;  and  the  present  enjo]niient  and  cheering  prospects 
of  future  life,  which  impress  on  their  sightless  countenances  the 
lineaments  of  contentment  and  pleasure.  We  doubt  not  that 
the  members  of  your  honorable  Dody  sympathize  with  us  in  this 
satisfaction;  especially  when  you  remember  that  all  this  is  the 
work  of  the  people  of  Ohio,  by  their  chosen  representatives* 

During  the  year  the  same  teachers  have  been  employed  as  in 
the  former  year,  with  the  exception  that  the  teacher  of  vocal 
roosic  resigned  his  situation  at  tne  close  of  the  last  term,  August 
1, 1843,  and  this  department  of  instruction  is  now  confided  to 
the  teacher  of  instrumental  music,  in  addition  to  his  former  du- 
ties, with  the  assistance  of  some  of  the  more  advanced  pupUs* 
By  this*  arrangement  there  will  be  made  a  saving  of  several  hund- 
red dollars  annually,  while  it  is  hoped  the  proficiency  of  the 
pupils  will  not  be  in  any  degree  diminished*  For  full  informa- 
tion  on  this  subject,  and  respecting  the  whole  system  ofinstruo* 
tion  and  management  of  the  school,  and  the  results  which  have 
been  obtained,  we  refer  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Frin* 
cipal,  Mr;  William  Chapin* 

By  his  report  to  us,  it  is  seen  that  there  has  been  a  smaller 
Bomber  of  new  pupils  admitted  than  in  some  former  years* 
This  is  an  occasion  of  regret,  as  there  oertainly  are  in  the  State 
a  great  number  of  blind  persons,  within  the  prescribed  ages,  who 
ought  to  partake  of  the  benefits  of  this  institution;  perhaps  there 
are  a  ^eater  number  of  proper  age  and  capacity  to  receive  in- 
stroetion  than  are  now  enjoying  its  advantages*  Whether  this 
is  to  be  ascribed  to  want  of  information  respecting  the  system  of 
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instruction  and  care,  or  even  of  the  existence  of  the  school;  or 
whether  it  is  owing  to  parental  indifference,  and  that  unwise 
but  not  unnatural  fondness  and  apprehension  which  are  so  com- 
mon in  such  cases;  the  evil  is  the  same  and  oucht  to  be  remedied 
as  far  as  practicaUe^  For  this  purpose  it  is  designed  to  send  a 
few  of  the  pupils,  under  the  care  of  the  Principal,  if  circum- 
stances win  permit,  to  differen]^  places  in  the  State  during  the 
next  vacation,  that,  by  the  exhibition  of  their  acquirements,  %:or- 
rect  information  may  be  more  widely  diffused  and  more  general 
interest  may  be  prc^uced.  Then  a  larger  number  it  is  hoped 
will  be  foimd  and  obtained  as  pupils. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  institution,  Mr.  Thomas 
Moodie,  herewith  submitted,  shows  the  state  of  its  pecuniary  in- 
terests. The  whole  amount  of  moneys  received  has  beem 
1^11,041  88  and  the  expenditures  have  amounted  to  $9,963  39, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $1,778  49  in  the  treasury,  appliabfe  to  the 
payments  of  the  <|uafter  ending  December  S  1st,  1843*  Of  the 
Wim  expended  $950  94  have  been  paid  on  debts  formerly  incur* 
i^d,  and  for  buildings,  furniture,  tools  and  stock  for  the  work* 
shop,  &:c.;  and  $8,313  45  for  the  ordinary  expenses  for  the  year 
ending  December  1st,  1843.  During  the  year  now  commenced 
there  will  be  some  reduction  of  expense,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  pupils,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  manase  all  its 
affairs  with  as  much  economy  as  may  be  consistent  with  useful- 
ness and  comfort.  It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  of 
$2,500  be  made  ^8  requisite  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  year.  This  will  be  sufficient,  it  is  believed,  if  no  unforeseea 
reason  for  an  mcreased  outlay  should  occur. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  into  the  last  General  Assembly^ 
and  it  is  believed  was  adopted  by  both  branches,  but,insome  way, 
did  not  receive  a  final  confirmation,  to  authorize  the  tmstees  to 
employ  suitable  professional  gentlemen  to  examine  thoroughly 
the  eyes  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  and  afford  relief  where 
it  is  practicable.  The  propriety  of  this  measure  was  presented 
by  the  voluntary  report  of  a  gentleman  of  much  skill  in  diseasee 
ef  the  eye,  who  made  a  partial  examination  of  a  number  of  easea 
and  was  of  the  opmion  that  several  were  curable*  We  wonUI 
i^ain  submit  this  subject  to  legislative  consideration,  as  worthy 
ef  serious  attention,  both  on  the  ground  of  humanity  and  econo- 
my. Without  spe^cial  authority  we  do  not  feel  ourselves  com* 
petent  to  act  in  this  case.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


TO  THB  TRU8TEB8. 


Gentlsmen:  In  cooformity  to  usual  custom  I  respectfiilly  re* 
port,  that  the  number  of  pupils  admitted  during  the  past  year,  is 
hodve;  discharged,  or  not  returned,  nine;  and  we  have  lost  one 
by  a  sudden  and  melancholy  casualty.  The  number  at  present 
in  the  institution,  is  ^Jty  eight.  Of  the  new  admissions,  an  un- 
Qsually  small  number,  six  only,  have  been  received  during  the. 
present  term. 

The  difficulty  of  prevailing  upon  parents  to  part  with  their 
Uind  children,  and  secure  the  benefits  which  tlie  State  has  so 
generously  provided  for  them,  has  been  adverted  to  before*  To 
overcome  this,  and  to  spread  before  the  community  the  charac- 
ter,and  advantage  of  the  institution  to  the  blind,  we  have  usually 
made  annual  tours  to  some  of  the  principal  towns  in  the  State, 
and  given  exhibitions  of  their  music  and  studies.  On  these  occa- 
sions blind  children  have  been  sought  out,  many  of  them  in  re- 
tired and  obscure  dwelling  places,  where  they  have  lived  almost 
onknown,  except  in  their  immediate  neighborhood.  Experience 
has  taught  us  that  a  good  number  pf  such  children  would  never 
reach  the  institution  without  some  active  effort  on  our  part;  and 
it  is  a  question  whether  the  complement  of  pupils  can  be  other- 
wise kept  up.  The  small  number  of  admissions  this  term  seems 
to  strengthen  the  view,  for  no  excursion  with  the  pupils  was 
omde  in  the  past  vacation. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  our  pupils  have  made  a  more  decided 
improvement  during  the  past  term  than  at  any  previous  period. 
In  the  general  ^ood  order  and  discipline  of  the  school,  in  their 
cheerful  and  faithful  zeal  in  the  several  exercises,  and  their  in- 
dustry in  the  mechanical  departments,  the  prospects  of  the  in- 
stitution were  never  before  so  promising,  and  to  the  teachers  so 
M  of  encouragement.  This  remark  is  not  made  in  a  spirit  of 
self  commendation;  we  are  too  well  aware  that  much  remains  to 
be  done.  But  it  is  satisfactory  to  know,  in  comparing  with  the 
past,  that  our  course  is  still  progressive. 

In  our  last  report  a  tabular  statement  of  all  the  exercises  was 
nven,  with  the  time  allotted  to  each,  and  to  recreation,  sleep, 
«c.  In  that  arrangement  it  was  seen  that  an  average  of  eight 
and  a  half  hours  a  aay  was  devoted  to  study  and  work  by  the 
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older  pupils,  and  six  and  a  half  hours  by  the  younger.  Since  the 
last  report,  and  at  this  time,  the  younger  scholars  who  do  not 
work  are  taught  seven  and  a  half  hours  a  day,  including  their  at- 
tendance on  reading.  These  averages  correspond  nearly  with, 
but  rather  exceed,  the  time  thus  employed  in  some  of  the  best  in- 
stitutions in  Europe  and  in  this  country. 

Experience,  thus  far,  has  taught  us  that  the  plan  is  a  good 
one,  and  that  short  lessons,  not  exceeding  one  hour  <each,  and 
frequent  recesses  for  exercise  and  recreation,  with  music  and 
labor  alternating,  all  tend  to  promote  a  cheerful  and  wholesome 
application  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  to  all  their  duties. 

No  material  change  has  been  made  in*the  subjects  of  study. 
These  may  be  summarily  stated  as  follows,  viz: — Spelling  and 
definitions,  with  the  roots  of  words;  reading  the  raised  letters; 
writing  and  printing  with  the  pin  type;  Geography  and  Statistics 
.with  the  globe  and  maps;  Grammar,  including  composition.  Elo- 
cution, and  a  critical  analysis  ofiangua^e;  Arithmetic,  Mental  and 
with  slates;  Algebra  (Harney's  and  Day's;)  Geometry  (Da vies' 
Legendre,  six  books;)  Natural  Philosophy  (Amot's  Elements  of 
Physics)  and  Astronomy.     These  are  taught  in  class. 

In  addition, daily  lectures  are  delivered  on  subjects  of  Natural 
and  Moral  Science  and  General  Literature,  such  as  are  not  em- 
braced in  books  for  the  blind.  Among  these  may  be  named.  An- 
imal and  Vegetable  Physiology,  Political  Economy,  Mental  and 
Moral  Philosophy,  Geology,  Bellesleltres,  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  &c.  There  are  also  daily  readings  to  the  pupils 
in  History,  Biography,  News  of  the  day,  &c.,  &c. 

The  greater  part  of  the  instruction  of  the  blind  is  necessarily 
by  familiar  oral  lessons,  in  which  the  forms  of  school  books  are 
not  generally  followed^  The  teacher  communicates  the  subject 
matter,  illustrates  it  by  plain  examples  and  examines  the  pupils 
thereon  by  questions  of  his  own.  If  a  teacher  be  faithful  and 
have  a  facility  of  communicating,  the  living  voice  may  thus 
greatly  interest  a  class  by  adapting  the  instruction  in  the  best 
manner  tb  the  various  tastes  and  capacities  of  the  scholars. 

I  take  pleasure  in  commending  the  faithfulness  and  ability  of 
Mr.  Penniman,as  Principal  Teacher,  whose  zeal  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  pupils  and  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  fronjt 
its  commencement,  entitle  him  to  continued  favor. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Churchman,  who  had  charge  of  the  vocal  music 
and  pianos,  and  some  other  branches,  resigned  his  situation  at 
the  close  of  the  term,  to  devote  his  talents  elsewhere  exclusively 
to  rastruction  in  the  literary  studies.  He  carries  with  him  the 
esteem  of  the  teachers  and  the  grateful  affection  of  the  pupils* 

The  entire  charge  of  the  music  has  been  committed  to  Mr.  6. 
Machold,  by  whose  untiring  exertions  an  excellent  Orchestra  of 
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twelve  performers  has  been  formed,  who  can  skillfully  ezeoute 
a  variety  of  pieces  including  some  very  difficult  Overtures. 

Mr.  Hauenstejn  continues  his  services  as  teacher  of  the  Me- 
chanic branches,  and  has  been  very  successful  in  that  depart- 
ment, as  the  results  will  show. 

Mrs.  Vandeman,  as  Matron  and  teacher  of  the  girl's  work, and 
Miss  Miller,  as  teacher,  have  performed  their  duties  with  great 
fidelity. 

The  pupils  are  Tequired  to  attend  church  once  on  the  Sabbath 
in  Columbus,  and  in  the  afternoon  a  bible  lesson  in  the- institution. 
In  the  evening  we  have  reading  or  some  other  appropriate  reli- 
gious exercise.  Family  worship  is  performed  Bvery  morning 
aDd  evening. 

Religious  truth  is  found  to  be  a  source  of  much  consolation  to 
the  blind.  It  has  dried  up  many  a  tear  £^nd  soothed  many  an 
aching  heart — it  reveals. a  vision  of  joy  and  peace  to  theii*  minds 
which  the  blessing  of  unclouded  sight  could  never  impart.  The 
scriptures  are  their  frequent  companions — their  solace  by  night 
and  by  day — and  they  need  not  the  light  of  the  sun  to  guide 
ihem  over  the  sacred  pages. 

The  treatment  of  the  pupils  is  always  kind.  Punish- 
ments are  usually  of  a  moral  kind,  and  consist  of  reprimand, 
public  or  private,  according  to  the  offence,  deprivation  of  privi- 
leges, temporary  suspension  from  the  studies,  and  in  more  seri- 
ous cases,  confinement.  Corporeal  punishment  is  rarely  or 
never  resorted  to.  Expulsion  is  used  only  in  extreme  cases,  but 
never  without  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Trustees.  When  an 
offeree  is  committed  the  wropgdoer  now  seldom  finds  counte- 
nance or  sympathy  from  his  fellow  pupils.  That  may  be  re- 
garded as  the  best  state  of  discipline  when  the  scholars,  as  in  a 
celebrated  school  for  orphans  in  Edinburgh,  labor  with  their 
teachers  for  the  preservation  of  order,  where  a  prize  is  given  by 
themselves  for  good  conduct,  "with  a  general  endeavor  to  sub- 
stitute the  influence  of  the  good  opinion  of  the  iixstructors  for 
artificial  stimulus  to  intellectual  exertion  and  good  conduct." 

In  dispensing  with  punishments  of  a  degrading  character,  we 
do  but  follow  the  exanaples  of  some  of  the  best  modern  institu- 
tions for   the  training  of  youth/     We  prefer  to  assimilate  our 

*Profe«or  Bache,  lata  Prefldent  of  Girard  College^  remarking  upon  the  regulations  of 
"Berriot^  HMpHal,**  at  Edinburgh,  which  require  that  «tthe  more  degrading  kinds  of  panisb- 
■ent  shall  ba  aa  seldom  as  possible  resorted  to,"  Justly  says:  • 

•*8ome  dlapoaitions  are  better  acted  upon  by  the  deprivation  of  Indulgencles,  by  confinement, 
tad  similar  penattiea  of  this  claM,  where  remonstrances  have  failed;  while  others  require  some, 
thing  more  immediate  in  its  action.  In  many  schools  In  England^  where  the  rod  was  once 
freely  used,  it  has  been  almost,  and  In  others,  entirely  laid  aside.  The  spirit  of  kindness  be- 
tween master  aad  pupil,  which  exists  in  many  of  the  continental  schools—the  confidence  that 
lenders  him,  as  it  were,  the  head  of  a  family  elrcle,  are  delightful  to  witne«,  and  Insures,  bet- 
ter than  stripes,  the  obedience  of  his  pupils.  I  believe  that  this  species  of  discipline,  which 
iisd«  the  impil  Instead  of  tfHm'n^  bira,  nay  be  considered  as  particularly  congenial  to  the 
Aaerlean  character.** — J2spar<  on  Edue^iUn  t%  Europe, 
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goverament,  as  near  as  possible,  to  thatof  a  well  ordered  family, 
combining  the  mildness  of  parental  affection  with  firmness  and 
impartiality  in  visiting  offences  in  every  case  with  a  penalty. 

The  langua^s  are  not  taught  here,  nor  is  it  contemplated  to 
teach  them.  We  find  sufficient  employment  for  all  the  time  of 
the  pupils  in  imparting  to  them  a  practical  knowledge  of  the 
English  words,  and  particularly  of  the  things  they  represent. 
Frequent  reference  to  the  Latin  roots  of  words,  their  affixes  and 
prefixes  as  arranged  in  Oswald^s  Etymological  Dictionary  and 
in  the  admirable  little  expositor  of  Albert  Picket,  sen.,  of  this 
State,  we  find  very  useful. 

By  the  accounts  annexed,  it  will  appear  that  the  receipts  from 
sales  of  the  workshop  and  the  value  of  goods  on  consignment  at 
several  stores,  and  on  hand,  amount  to  $1,303.  Expenses  of 
the  shop  for  stock  and  the  salary  of  the  mechanical  teacher, 
$1 ,337.  Receipts  from  sales  and  value  of  articles  manufacturi^d 
by  the  female  pupils,  $249.  Expenses  for  the  same,  $106;  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  profit  in  favor  of  the  manufacturing  departments 
over  expenses,  of  $119.  This  does  not  of  course  include  some 
expenses  for  simple  machinery,  tools,  and  other  permanent  fix- 
tures, not  exceeding  in  all  the  actual  credit. 

The  desideratum  may  therefore  be  considered  as  attained,  of 
giving  our  pupils  useful  trades  without  any  cost  to  the  State,  ex- 
cept the  implements  necessary  to  carry  them  on  and  the  use  of 
a  small  capital  to  await  the  returns  of  goods  deposited  on  sale. 

But  whether  the  workshops  are  a  source  of  profit,  or  a  small 
annual  expense  to  the  State,  would  be  the  least  important  light 
in  which  to  consider  them.  This  is  an  indispensable  branch  of 
instruction  to  the  blind;  and  if  it  mad^  even  no  pecuniary  return 
it  would  be  wise  to  continue  it.  The  object  of  the  institution  is  to 
provide  for  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  blind.  To  give  a 
young  man  a  trade  or  profession  by  which  he  may,  by  his  own 
skill  and  industry,  maintain  himself  hereafter,  is  in  the  most  prac- 
tical manner  securing  his  best  welfare. 

We  do  not  disparage  the  music  and  intellectual  insti-uction  in 
saying  that  the  mechanic  branches  must  forever  be  to  the  blind 
the  most  extensively  useful.  Truly,  an  intelligent  mechanic 
will  be  more  successful  in  general  than  an  ignorant  one,  and  will 
be  better  able  to  adapt  his  means  to  the  most  successful  results. 
But  while  we  labor  to  give  all  a  good,  «ound  education,  we 
cannot  be  unmindful  that  at  least  four  fifths  of  the  pupils  must 
hereafter  depend  upon  the  work  of  their  own  hands. 

The  gratifications  of  literary  taste  and  intellectual  attaiii- 
ments,  unaccompanied  bv  some  trade  or  profession,  or  other 
means  of  subsistence,  could  not  remove  the  misfortune  of  a  de- 
pendent and  helpless  existence,  thrown  upon  the  charities  of 
friends,  or  the  putlic. 
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Doubts  have  been  sometimef  expressed  whether  the  blilkd  will 
be  able  to  support  tbemsehres  ia  the  world  by  their  own  eter- 
tions.  For  the  most  part  we  believe  they  will;  sonde  undonbt'- 
edly  will  need'the  aid  of  friends^  but  all  will  be  able  to  do  some- 
thing. And  even  if  every  pupil  should  require  some  assistance^ 
Aallwe  'doubi  the  inestimable  value  of  their  trades  to  them,  ia 
every  view,  in  all  their  future  lives?  Compare  the  pupil  thus 
disohaiged,  a  skillfbl  and  intelligent  workmen  in  some  useful  em- 
ptoyment,  with  his  former  dependent  and  hopeless  condition, 
and  who  can  estimate,  by  a  pecuniary  calculation,  the  blessing 
to  him  and  his  connections  I  Admitirog,  then,  the  most  unfavor- 
able doubt,  there  would  stili  be  abund^t  cause  of  encourage- 
ment for  the  pupil  to  persevere  in  the  path  of  useful  and  honor- 
able industry, 

I  take  pleasure  in  repeating  the  sentiment  of  a  former  report,  to 
the  honor  of  our  pupils,  that  they  are  an  industrious  class — they 
desire  to  labor,  to  be  active  in  some  honorable  calling*  They  ask 
not  charity  as  such— they  in voke  a  nobler  sympathv — the  means 
of  rising  above  it.  Place  tools  in  their  hands  and  teach  them 
how  to  use  them,  and  you  at  once  elevate  their  condition  by  the 
most  substantial,  and,  to  them,  mostt  acceptaUe  aid.  And  all  this 
ii  secured  to  the  most  of  them  in  the  beneficent  policy  of  the 
State  which  led  to  the  ioundation  of  this  institution. 

These  views  do  not  render  the  less  important  the  amendment 
of  last  session,  permitting  the  employment,  at  moderate  wages, 
of  pupils  who  have  learned  a  business  here.  The  opportunity 
thus  offered  may  sometimes  be  made  available  by  indigent  pupifs 
who  have  not  mends  or  capital  to  start  them  hnmediately  m  du- 
aness  elsewhere. 

The  amendment  alluded  to,  also  authorizes  the  Trustees  to  ex- 
tend the  term  of  pupils,  in  certain  cases,  two  years  longer,  to 
finish  their  trades,  or  where  they  may  be  too  young  to  discharge. 
We  have  already  availed  ourselves  of  its  provisions  in  four  cases. 

Our  experience  is  yet  too  limited  to  present  many  individual 
results  of  the  success  of  pujHls  who  have  left  here;  but  several 
are  actually  engaged  in  making  brushes,  and  one  has  left  with  a 
competent  knowledge  of  mat  weaving.  Others  will  be  prepared 
to  follow  these  and  other  branches  at  the  close  of  this  term. 

Of  the  four  trades  followed  here,  fourteen  are  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  brushes,  five  at  baskets,  and  one  at  door  mat  and 
carpet  weaving,  in  all,  twenty  in  the  workshop.  All  the  females 
are  taught  some  branch  of  fancy  worsted  work,  knitting  or  plain 
sewing.  The  youngest  of  the  female  pupils  are  immediately 
taught  to  do  some  kind  of  work.  The  worsted  articles  are  justly 
admn^d  by  all  for  their  beauty  and  skill  of  their  workmanship, 
and  find  a  ready  sale  with  our  numerous  visitors. 
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In  spme  mstitutionf  the  blind  are  not  received  over  ej^teen 
years  of  age.  There  are  some  good  reasons  for  this  restriction 
which  may  be  thought  conclusive  elsewhere;  but  experience 
nere  has  satisfied  u^  that  such  persons,  in  most  cases,  may  be 
greatly  benefited,  especially  by  learning  a  trade.  And  in  neariy 
every  x^se  of  females,  received  over  that  age,  they  have  learned 
to  read  and  to  do  some  kind  of  profitable  work.  Nor  has  the  in- 
stitution suffered,  in  any  instance,  from  our  liberal  policy  which 
has  been  thus  far  productive  of  so  much  good. 

A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  last  Legislature  to  receive,  by 
the  State,  one  of  the  three  Chinese  blind  children  brought  to 
America,  by  Mrs.  GutzlafT.  This  unsolicited  act  was  received 
by  Mrs.  G.,  and  other  ijriends  of  the  children,  with  heartfelt  grat- 
itude and  praise  for  the  kindness  which  dictated  it;  and  not  the 
less  so  because  the  children  were  alread}^  provided  for  when  the 
oflfer  was  made  knowUit  One  is  placed  in  the  Pennsylvania  In- 
stitution, and  two  were  received  here  in  July  last,  to  be  sustain- 
ed without  expense  to  the  State*  < 

These  little  girls,  thbs  brought  among  us  from  a  remote  and 
singular  people,  are  intelligent,  healthy  and  very  cheerful.  They 
had  already  been  well  trained  by  their  benefactress,  by  whom 
they  were  rescued  from  want  and  misery  when  very  young  and 
taught  to  read  the  bj»eks  for  the^  blind.  To  use  her  own  lan- 
guage, "our  object  in  the  education  of  each  of  the  blind  children 
is  to  have  them,  if  we  may,prepared  as  future  teachers  in  China." 
They  are  very  promising,  and  we  trust  will  realize  the  hopes 
that  have  been  termed,  of  them. 

Since  the  last  report  an  organ,  of  sweet  tone  and  sufficient 
size,  has  been  procured  by  your  direction,  a  want  that  has  long 
been  felt,  in  order  to  prepare  those  of  our  pupils,  who  make  mu- 
sic their  business,  to  oecome  organists  in  churches.  Already 
several  of  the  pupils  have  made  creditable  improvement,  and 
have  now  the  prospect  of  finishing  this  necessary  part  of  their 
musical  instruction  in  our  own  institution.  In  all  the  branches  of 
music,  including  the  orchestra,  choir  and  pianos,  the  same  inter- 
est and  enjoyment  is  felt  and  a  corresponding  improvement  is 
apparent. 

A  beautiful  edition  of  the  entire  bible  for  the  blind  has  been  com- 
pleted at  the  Massachusetts  Institution,  in  connection  with  the 
American  Bible  Society.  The  presses  are- now  idle,  probably 
for  want  of  means  to  print  new  works.  Some  standard  works 
of  reference,  for  the  use  of  the  blind,  are  still  much  needed;  and 
in  no  branch  of  benevolence,  probably,  could  a  moderate  sum  be 
expended  more  profitably.  We  are  much  indebted  to  the  Bos- 
ton press,  for  books  now  in  use,  and  already  feel  the  incpnven- 
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ieiice  of  a  saspension  of  their  operations,  in  a  want  of  elemenjta- 
ry  books  for  our  new  pupils. 

The  whole  is  submitted,  with  a  grateful  reliance  upon  the 
Ruler  of  all  things,  for  a  continuance  of  his  watchful  care  over 
tbebappines  and  welfare  of  the  institution  in  all  its  interecrts^

It  is  particularly  desired 
that  pupils  commence  with  the  term,  and  they  will  return 
home  during  the  vacation.

December  20,  1848. 
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REPORT. 


Ohio  Canal  Fxtnd  Commissionbe's  Opfice, 
Columbus,  December  19,  1843. 

To  tlu  Honorahlej  the  Senate  of  Ohio: 

The  uodersigDed  has  received  the  folIowiDg  .resolution,  passed  on 
the  11th  instant: 

Btsolved,  That  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  the  Canal  Fund  be  re- 
quired to  inform  the  Senate,  at  the  earliest  period  practicable, 

First — Whether  the  present  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund 
have  made  any  investigation  of  the  books,  accounts  and  transactions 
of  the  former  members  of  the  Board  of  Canal  Fund  Commissioners, 
Boder  the  authority  of  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Gren- 
eral  Assembly,  clothing  them  wiih  full  and  plenary  powers  for  that 
purpose;  and  if  such  investigation  has  been  made,  to  report  to  the 
Senate  th9  result  of  the  same. 

Second — Whether  the  present  board  has  obtained  full  possession  of 
all  the  books,  papers,  journals,  records,  <Src.,  pertaining  to  the  Board 
of  Canal  Fund  Commissioners;  and  if  not,  the  reason  why  the  pres- 
ent board  has  not  obtained  the  same,  and  where  they  are  to  be 
fouod. 

Third — Whether  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  former  Canal  Fund 
Commissioners  will  balance,  and  if  not,  the  amount  of  difference  and 
the  cause  of  it,  if  known. 

Fourth — Whether  the  Canal  Fund  Commissioners  have  regularly 
made  report  to  the  office  of  Auditor  of  State  of  all  loans  negotiated, 
so  that  the  records  of  the  Auditor^s  office  furnish  an  infallible  check 
upon  the  transactions  of  the  fund  board  in  the  issue  of  Ohio  Stocks, 

Fifth — Whether  the  books  of  the  Canal  Fund  Commissioners  show 
the  amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  State,  and  the  amount  of  State 
boDds,  or  State  stocks  heretofore  issued,  and  the  amount  redeemed. 

Sixth — Whether  any  member  of  the  former  Board  of  Fund  Com- 
missioners has  recently  made  a  return  to  the  Auditor^s  office  of  a 
large  loan  negotiated  and  heretofore  omitted  to  be  reported,  with  a 
statement  of  who  that  ex-member  is,  under  what  circumstances  the 
report  has  been  recently  made,  and  how  the  said  loan  was  disbursed. 

Seventh — Whether  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Canal  Fund  Com- 
missioners has,  at  any  lime  heretofore,  either  direcirly  or  indirectly, 
dealt  or  speculated  in  Ohio  stocks,  on  his  private  and  individual  ac- 
count, or  on  the  account  of  any  bank  with  which  he  was  connected; 
and  if  so,  under  what  circumstances,  and  to  what  amount. 
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Answer  to  Ist  inquiry. — The  time  of  the  Canal  Fund  Commis- 
sioners has  been  so  fully  occupied  since  they  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  on  the  20th  of  March  last,  as  to  preclude  such 
an  investigation  of  the  accounts  and  transactions  of  the  former  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  as  the  law  contemplates.  Indeed,  the  history  of 
these  transactions,  embracing  the  loans  made  and  warrants  issued-* 
the  books,  contracts,  accounts  and  proceedings  of  the  board,  for  the 
last  nineteen  years — would  require  a  long  investigation  of  the  papers 
in  this  office,  and  in  those  institutions  with  which  the  business  of  the 
State  has  been  transacted  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and,  perhaps, 
some  of  the  banks  of  our  own  State.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  com- 
missioners to  enter  upon  this  investigation  at  the  earliest  period  prac- 
ticable. 

2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  present  Board  of  Canal  Fund  Com- 
missioners, Alfred  Kelley,  Esq.,  one  of  the  members  of  the  late  Board, 
was  present,  and  verbally  delivered  all  the  books  and  papers  then  in 
the  office.  I  have  no  knowledge  of  any  other  books  or  papers,  relat- 
ing to  the  Fund  Commissioners'  Office,  but  such  as  were  then  deliv- 
ered, excepting  the  books  kept  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  funds 
referred  to  below. 

In  the  early  part  of  February,  1842,  the  Fund  Commissioners  drew 
from  the  Treasurer  of  State,  and  deposited  in  the  Mechanics'  Savings 
Institution,  thirty  thousand  and  twelve  dollars.  The  object  in  making 
the  deposit,  as  stated,  was,  to  convert  the  currency  inio  eastern  ex- 
change, for  the  payment  of  temporary  loans  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
The  officers  of  the  Institution  claim  that,  of  the  sum  so  received,  three 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  five  dollars,  in  Granville  paper, 
and  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars,  in  Urbana  paper, 
constituted  a  special  deposit.  Soon  after  this  deposit  was  made,  a  con- 
troversy arose  between  the  Commissioners  and  the  officers  of  the  In- 
stitution, in  relation  to  the  Urbana  paper,  the  former  regarding  it,  at 
the  time,  as  a  general  deposit,  the  latter  as  a  special  deposit. 

I  submit  the  following  letters  from  Messrs.  Moodie  and  Chew,  in  re- 
lation (o  this  subject: 

Mechanics'  Savings  Institution, 
Columbus^  leth  December,  1843. 

£•  W.  Hubbard,  Esq.,  Acting  Commissioner: 

Dear  Sir — I  have  just  received  your  note  of  this  date.  There 
is  a  special  deposit  in  this  Institution,  marked,  and  belonging  to  *'The 
Ohio  Canal  Fund  Commissioners."  containing  five  thousand  one  hund- 
red and  thirty  dollars,  in  notes  of  the  Urbana  Banking  Company. 
This  deposit  was  made  by  the  Commissioners,  I  believe,  in  the  spring 
oflast  year — in  March,  I  think,  1842.  It  is  a  special  deposit,  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  Fund  Commissioners.

Dear  Sir — ^I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  this  date,  in  reference  to  the  sohject  matter  to  which 
it  relates,  I  can  only  state  the  following  facts: 

Early  in  February,  1842,  the  Treasurer  of  State  delivered  to 
Messrs.  Swayne  and  Lake,  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  -Fund,  (Mr. 
Kelley  being  then  in  New  York,)  on  account  of  the  Canal  Fund,  a 
package  of  money,  containing  thirty  thousand  and  twelve  dollars. 
Below  you  will  find  a  list  of  this  money.  It  was  looked  upon,  at  the 
time,  as  currency  of  doubtful  quality,  and  which  it  was  desirable  to 
dispose  of,  as  soon  as  convenient.  This  money  was,  by  them,  de- 
posited in  the  Mechanics'  Savings  Institution,  under  an  arrangement 
made  by  them  with  the  officers  of  that  company,  to  furnish  exchange 
on  the  east,  from  time  to  lime,  at  the  current  rates.  This  sum  was 
not  entered  by  the  Commissioners,  on  their  books,  at  the  time,  but 
was  so  entered  when  the  next  regular  draft  was  made  upon  the  Au- 
ditor of  State,  Up  to  this  period  of  the  transaction,  my  knowledge  of 
it  rested  upon  hearsay.  The  company  had  furnished  to  the  State  an 
amount  of  eastern  exchange  equal,  with  premium  added,  to  twenty 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty  seven  dollars.  1  was  then  sent  to 
look  for  the  remaining  nine  thousand  and  fifty  five  dollars.  This,  I 
was  told  by  the  company,  consisted  of  Urbana  and  Granville  paper, 
and  that  it  had  been  received  by  them  only  on  special  deposit.  Of  the 
former,  there  was  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars — ol 
the  latter,  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  five  dollars.  1 
reported  this  fact  to  the  Commissioners,  who  then  acquiesced  in  the 
fact  that  the  Granville  paper  was  so  received  by  the  company,  but 
that  they  had  no  such  recollection  as  to  the  Urbana  paper.  This 
question  remained  open  for  some  days,  until,  after  much  discussion, 
1  was  directed,  by  Messrs.  Lake  and  Swayne,  to  say,  that  the  Com- 
missioners acquiesced  in  the  belief  that  the  Urbana  paper  was  a  spe- 
cial deposit,  because  they  were  satisfied,  from  the  statement  of  Mr. 
Moodie,  the  Cashier  of  the  company,  that  it  was  so  received,  although 
they  did  not  recollect  that  Mr.  Hubbard  excepted  to  the  Urbana  pa- 
per, when  the  deposit  was  made.  I  was  then  directed  to  take  the  Ur- 
bana and  Granville  paper  into  my  hands,  and  to  make  an  arrange- 
ment, if  possible,  with  those  banks,  for  it.  I  could  do  nothing  with 
the  Urbana  paper.  I  was  directed,  again,  to  deposit  it  with  the  com- 
pany. It  remains  with  them,  as  I  am  told,  to  this  day.  I  exchanged 
a  portion  of  the  Granville  paper  with  that  bank,  for  a  sum  of  Chilli-

Mr.  Moodie  4edined  paying  his  check  oo  P.  Dow,  because  it  bad 
heea  paid  to  the  State,  after  maturity,  and  because  it  had  been  trans- 
ferred to  them  after  notice  to  the  Granville  Bank  that  he  had  their 
paper  on  band  to  meet  it.  I  then  deposited  this  check,  and  the  Gran- 
ville paper,  in  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus.  The  Chillicothe  pa- 
per was  paid  to  that  Institution,  towards  the  interest  due  on  their 
loan.  The  Philadelphia  check  went  into  the  Agency  account,  at  New 
York. 

I  can  think  of  no  other  fact,  of  interest,  connected  with  this  transac- 
lion.

3.  A  full  answer  to  this  branch  of  the  resolution  would,  necessari- 
ly, involve  the  examination  contemplated  in  the  answer  to  the  first. 
There  are  unbalanced  accounts  on  the  Ledger,  some  of  which,  the 
late  Clerk  informs  me,  cannot  be  closed  without  an  examination  of 
the  accounts  in  New  York,  or  further  information  from  the  agent  of 
the  State,  in  that  city. 

4.  Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  February  26,  1839,  the  Fund 
Commissioners  were  not  required  to  make  a  report  to  the  Auditor,  of 
the  loans,  debts,  and  liabilities  of  the  State.  A  statement  from  the 
Auditor^s  office,  makes  the  total  amount  now  reported,  sixteen  mil- 
lion, ninety  six  thousand,  two  dollars  and  sixty  one  cents,  by  which 
it  will  be  seen,  there  is  a  considerable  discrepancy,  when  compared 
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with  the  tmouDt  of  debt,  as  stated  in  the  fifth  answer.  This  discref- 
SDej  may  have  arisen,  in  a  great  measure,  from  the  difficulty  of  as- 
certaining the  liabilities  incurred  before  the  year  1839.  Some  errors 
in  the  reports  to  the  Auditor's  office,  may  have  originated  in  the  fre- 
quent temporary  loans,  and  hypothecation  of  stocks,  during  the  em- 
barrassed condition  of  the  finances  of  the  State.  I  am  not  prepared  to 
point  out  any  particular  loan  as  unreported,  at  the  present  time.

6.  On  the  eighth  or  ninth  of  the  present  month,  J.  S.  Lake,  Esq., 
formerly  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Canal  Fund  Commissioners,  in 
conversation  with  the  undtrsigned,  in  relation  to  the  issue  of  stock, 
referred  to  the  ledger  under  the  head  of  ^^stock,^  and  the  book  was 
taken  to  the  Auditor^s  office  to  compare  items  of  stock  issued,  with  the 
reports  made  by  the  Fund  Commissioners.  By  this  comparison,  it 
appeared  that  the  following  amounts  of  stock  had  not  been  reported, 
Tix:

Id  regard  to  the  disbursements  of  the  above  sums,  I  would  observe, 
tb&t  the  amount  of  stock  sold  between  the  tenth  of  April,  1840,  and 
the  third  of  February,  1841,  is  $1,709,600.  This  amount,  with 
other  sums  charged  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  during 
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that  period,  make  the  total  reoeipts  $8,270,801  89.  The  disbarse- 
ments  on  the  public  works,  payments  of  interest,  &c.,  amount  to  the 
same  sum.  To  spread  out  each  particular  transaction  in  that  year, 
would  exteno  this  answer  to  several  pages. 

7.  No  member  of  the  present  Board  of  Canal  Fund  Commissioners 
has,  to  my  knowledge,  ^*either  directly  or  indirectly,  dealt  or  specu- 
lated in  Ohio  stocks,  on  his  private  and  individual  account,  or  od  the 
account  of  any  bank  with  which  he  was  connected.^  Large  trans- 
actions in  stock  have,  heretofore,  been  made  by  banks  of  this  State, 
with  some  of  which  the  former  members  of  the  board  were  connected: 
but  how  far  such  members  were  individually  intererted,  if  at  all,  I  am 
not  informed. 

I  subjoin  the  following  statements,  submitted  by  one  of  the  advisory 
members  of  the  present  board: 

''Prior  to  the  payment  of  the  January  interest,  in  1643,  Mr.  Duram, 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  who  was  the  holder,  for  himself  and  others, 
of  stock,  upon  which  $10,000  of  interest  was  due,  doubting  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  interest,  offered  to  give  one  percent,  for  an  insuraoee 
upon  such  payment.  This  proposition  Mr.  Kelley,  then  Fund  Com- 
missioner, accepted.  Mr.  Duram  gave  Mr.  Kelley  his  check  ibr  one 
hundred  dollars,  which  he  took,  and  executed  to  Mr.  D.  a  bond,  gaar- 
anteeing  that  the  said  interest  should  be  paid. 

^'I  am  also  unofficially  advised  that  a  debt  due  one  of  the  Washing- 
ton City  banks,  by  Col.  Swayne,  one  of  the  former  board,  and  another 
gentleman  not  connected  with  the  financial  departments  of  the  State, 
was  paid  with  Ohio  domestic  bonds,  at  par,  which  bonds,  at  the  tinne 
they  were  purchased  or  applied,  were  selling  at  sixty  to  seventy  cents 
on  the  dollar.  The  amount  taken  by  the  bank  was  rising  $14,000, 
upon  which  the  interest  has  been  regularly  paid  to  their  order.^

To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  ike  SuUe  of  Ohio: 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  the  honor  to  respond  to  the  resolution 
of  the  Honorable  Senate,  bearing  date  the  13th  instant,  on  the  subject 
of  certain  purchases  of  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  present  General 
Assembly,  as  follows,  viz:  That  he  was,  for  some  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  said  resolution,  entirely  unapprised  of  its  requisitions  and 
character,  but  learning  from  public  rumor  that  such  a  resolution  had 
been  passed,  he  made  application  to  a  Senator  to  endeavor  to  have  a 
copy  furnished  by  the  Clerk,  in  an  official  form. 

Previous  to  the  receipt  of  said  official  copy,  the  Secretary  had  pre- 

Sired  an  answer  to  a  resolution  of  the  same  import,  passed  by  the 
onorable  the  House  of  Bepresentatives.  This  answer  he  was  de- 
sirous should  suffice  for  both  Houses.  It  related  to  the  same  subject, 
Jieiailed  the  same  facts,  and,  if  any  ulterior  measures  were  in  contem- 
plation, it  was  supposed  to  be  all  that  could,  under  any  circumstances, 
be  necessary,  and  was  so  framed  as  to  disclose  that  object. 

That  report  has  been  a  number  of  days  in  the  possession  of  the 
House,  and  the  Secretary  has  been  in  hourly  expectation  of  receiving 
a  printed  copy,  but  now  learns  that  it  will  not  be  ready  for  delivery 
before  tomorrow.  These  facts,  the  Secretary  had  flattered  himself 
were  generally  known;  but  discovering,  from  a  publication  of  the 
Senate  proceedings  of  yesterday,  that  a  resolution  has  been  submitted 
to  your  Honorable  body,  expressive  of  uneasiness  on  account  of  the 
response  not  having  been  received,  the  Secretary  seizes  the  first  op- 
portunity of  forwarding  a  written  copy  of  his  report,  made  on  the 
16th  instant  to  the  Honorable  House,  and  hopes  the  same  may  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Honorable  Senate.

OFFICE  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STATE, 

CoLUXBUi,  December  16, 1843. 

To  the  HmumMe  the  Home  of  Repreeentaiioes 

of  the  General  Aseemhl^  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

The  ^retary  of  State  has  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  a  resolution  of  your  honorable  body,  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

^'Reeolved^  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested  to  inform  this 
House  by  what  authority  letter  paper,  for  the  use  of  the  Ohio  Legis- 
lature, was  purchased,  within  the  present  year,  in  New  York,  and  all 
the  circumstances  connected  with  the  purchase  of  stationery  for  the 
present  General  Assembly,  and  the  relative  prices  paid  for  the  same 
as  compared  with  former  years." 

To  that  resolution,  the  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  answer,  that, 
by  law  it  is  made  ^Hhe  duty  of  the  Secretary,  Auditor  and  Treasurer 
of  State,  to  contract,  in  the  name  and  procure  for  the  use  of  the  State, 
a  sufficient  annual  supply  of  paper  for  the  public  printing;  and  also,  the 
necessary  supplies  of  paper,  and  all  other  articles  of  stationery,  for 
the  use  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly." 

In  regard  to  the  inquiry  contained  in  the  first  member  of  the  reso- 
lution, the  undersigned  begs  leave  to  state  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  State  Officers,  convened  for  the  purpose  of  inviting  proposals 
for  furnishing  supplies  of  paper  and  other  articles,  for  the  ensuing 
year,  it  was  stated  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  that  it  would  not  be  proper 
to  contract  for  paper  manufactured  in  Ohio,  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the 
feelings  of  members  on  that  subject,  and  that  they  would  not  be  satis- 
fied unless  an  article  finer  than  the  Ohio  manufacture  was  procured; 
that  if  that  was  not  done,  they  would  purchase  for  themselves,  from 
stationers  in  this  city,  at  a  high  price,  to  the  disadvantage  of  the 
State,  and  any  Ohio  paper  which  might  be  purchased  by  the  board, 
would  remain  on  hand  unused.  In  agreeing  to  adopt  the  course  thus 
suggested  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  the  undersigned  was  influenced  by 
the  fact  that,  in  several  instances,  the  Ohio  paper  had  already  been  re- 
jected, and  other  purchased  at  a  price  nearly  double  that  furnished  in 
the  usual  way;  and  still  further,  from  the  circumstanc-e  that  the  last 
General  Assembly  refused  to  accept  spermaceti  candles,  furnished  u> 
them  in  the  usual  way,  an  excellent  article  manufactured  in  Ohio,  and 
purchased  a  large  amount  of  a  distant  manufacture,  a  considerable 
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part  of  which  wa«  of  fioe  fancy  green  waX)  and  much  tnore  costly 
than  tbase  they  refused  to  accept,  which  purchase  was  paid  for  by  a 
specific  appropriation. 

It  was  under  these  circumstances  that  the  Board  of  State  Officers 
decided  to  purchase  one  hundred  reams  of  letter  paper,  and  such 
other  paper  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the 
present  General  Assembly,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  purchase 
was  made  accordingly. 

The  agent  employed  on  this  occasion,  was  T.  R.  Butler,  Esq ,  who 
,  performed  the  trust  without  any  other  reward  for  that  service  than 
the  payment  of  his  expenses,  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars* 
which  sum,  together  with  the  purchase  money  by  him  expended, 
amoanting  to  seven  hundred  andf  five  dollars  and  one  cent,  was  ad- 
TSDced  to  him  by  the  Treasurer,  on  the  bill  of  the  Auditor,  on  the 
requisition  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  out  of  the  stationery  fund  pre- 
Tious  to  his  departure  from  Columbus,  and  who  joined  with  the  un- 
dersigned in  constituting  him  the  agent  of  the  board  for  that  purchase. 

Respecting  such  other  articles  as  were  supposed  to  be  necessary 
for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  it  is  proper  to  state  that,  with 
the  exception  of  candles,  they  were  all  purchased  by  the  same  agent 
in  New  York,  end  paid  for  in  the  same  manner. 

In  treating  of  this  subject,  it  would  be  affectation  on  the  part  of  the 
Qodersigned  to  attempt  to  conceal  his  conviction  that,  in  regard  to  his 
agency  in  this  transaction,  there  has  appeared  a  strange  disposition 
to  give  to  it  an  unusual  degree  of  importance.  The  several  Legis- 
lative propositions  to  which  it  has  given  rise,  are  full  evidence  on  that 
point  But  that  the  ultimate  disposition  of  these  propositions  by  the 
honorable  bodies  to  which  they  have  been  submitted,  was  intended  to 
inflict  a  censure  upon  the  undersigned,  he  has  not  the  most  distant 
idea.  To  draw  such  an  inference  would  be  derogating  from  the  dig- 
nity of  the  Legislature.  The  whole  proceeding  can  be  fairly  ac- 
oouDted  for  in  that  disposition  which  ought  ever  to  obtain  among  the 
representatives  of  freemen,  to  indulge  inquiry  to  the  fullest  extent, 
efen  when  it  has  nothing  better  for  its  foundation  than  inuendo  alone. 

Although  nothing  has  been  officially  advanced  on  that  point,  yet  it 
is  evident  that  a  desire  somewhere  prevails  to  infuse  into  the  public 
mind  the  opinion,  that,  in  this  transaction,  the  undersigned  has,  in 
some  way  or  other,  been  guilty  of  a  disregard  of  Anierican  interests — 
a  want  of  becoming  zeal  for  the  advancement  of  American  manufac- 
tures. This  he  is  bound  to  consider  as  no  slight  reflection  upon  his 
public  life— a  misfortune,  however,  which  finds  its  consolation  in  the 
fact,  that  such  has  been  the  triumph  of  American  feeling  on  that  sub^ 
ject,  that  even  he  is  now  sought  to  be  represented  as  among  the  least 
zealous  advocates  of  the  "American  system/^ 

Bat  in  this  view  of  the  case,  what  do  the  facts  connected  with  the 
late  purchase  develope?  In  making  purchases  of  that  kind,  two  ob- 
jects are  paramount  to  all  others:  first,  the  procurement  of  such 
articles  as  shall  satisfy  the  taste  of  those  for  whose  use  they  are  de- 
signed; and,  second,  that  the  terms  shall  be  the  most  favorable  for  the 
State.    These  were  the  leading  motives  to  the  purchase.     But  al- 
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though  this  was  the  ease,  American  feelings  were  by  no  means  dis- 
carded; and  with  the  exception  of  sealing  wax,  wafers,  lead  peneile 
and  penknives,  every  article  purchased  was  of  American  mannfko- 
ture.  Whether  there  is  indeed  any  mannfacture  of  these  articles  in 
the  United  States,  is  unknown  to  the  undersigned;  but  he  does  know 
that  every  thing  of  the  sort  heretofore  furnished  for  the  use  of  the 
General  Assembly,  as  well  as  for  the  diflferent  public  offices,  bears 
foreign  marks,  even  to  the  crowns  of  Great  Britain  and  Holiand,  bx* 
cept  the  sealing  wax  now  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  State, 
which  is  marked  "Washington,  No.  1.'' 

From  the  apparent  interest  which  this  very  unimportant  tram« 
action  seems  to  have  excited,  those  who  may  not  hsve  been  observers 
of  the  minute  operations  of  the  State  government,  may  incline  to  the 
opinion  that  it  has  been  a  very  unprecedented  affiur,  calling  for  the 
pointed  reprehension  of  the  people.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  fact. 
The  same  thing  has,  of  a  truth,  happened  before.  In  1840,  the  then 
Secretary  of  State  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  State  Officers  to 
visit  the  eastern  cities  and  make  a  similar  contract,  and  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  was  paid  to  him  out  of  the  Slate  Treasury  for 
that  service. 

From  the  facts  already  detailed,  the  honorable  House  cannot  fail  lo 
perceive  that  the  measure  had  its  origin  in  a  disposition  tocousult  the 
wishes  and  convenience  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly — 
that  every  circumstance  connected  with  it  conspires  to  free  it  from  the 
most  distant  suspicion  of  any  thing  of  a  sinister  character.  Those 
who  have  any  knowledge  of  that  kind  of  service,  will  readily  per- 
ceive the  conveniences  of  having  on  hand,  at  one  place,  a  full  supply 
of  the  articles  necessary  to  meet  the  daily  and  often  hourly  demands 
of  the  officers  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  well  as  the  economy  of 
making  purchases  by  the  quantity,  over  that  of  purchasing  in  this 
city  by  retail,  or  granting  orders,  to  stationers  or  others,  in  favor  of 
clerke  and  other  officers  of  the  General  Assembly.  For  wantof  that 
full  supply,  both  these  methods  of  filling  the  demands  for  the  public 
service,  had,  in  several  instances  been  resorted  to;  but  ever  since  a 
clerk  in  the  employ  of  one  of  the  Houses  of  the  last  General  Assem* 
bly  converted  an  order  for  steel  pens  into  a  means  of  supplying 
himself  with  an  article  of  fine  jewelry,  the  undersigned  determined  to 
repudiate  that  mode  of  satisfying  such  demands. 

The  whole  amount  expended  by  the  agent  of  the  board,  in  his  ptir- 
chases,  amounted  to  seven  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  one  cent,  as 
before  stated;  and  the  saving  to  the  State,  by  that  operation,  inde- 
pendent  of  securing  much  better  articles,  when  compared  with  the 
prices  paid  by  the  immediate  predecessor  of  the  undersigned,  is  seven 
hundred  and  six  dollars  and  seventy  three  cents,  after  paying  agent's 
expenses  and  freight.  But  that  is  not  all — there  has  b«Bn  saved  in 
the  same  way,  by  the  purchase  of  candles  and  memorandum  books, 
in  this  city,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  four  dollars  and  forty 
four  cents,  making,  in  the  whole,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  sixty 
one  dollars  and  seventeen  cents. 
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Accompaoymg  this  report  is  a  tabular  statement  of  the  articles  pur- 
ehaied;  the  cost  of  the  saoie  cootraated  with  the  pricee  paid  by  the 
late  Secretary  for  the  like  articUs;  thaaUowaoce  made  io  New  York 
for  cash  payment;  the  compensation  of  the  agent;  and  the  cost  of 
transportation,  together  with  the  saving  to  the  State  by  the  operation. 

Id  conclusion,  the  undersigned  begs  leave  to  say,  that  in  this  re- 
sponse to  the  resolution  of  the  Honorable  House,  he  is  conscious  of 
having  embodied  several  matters  not  strictly  included  in  the  call,  but 
as  he  has  been  honored  with  a  resolution  of  the  same  kind  from  the 
BoDorable  Senate,  covering  much  more  ground,  and,  as  he  is  desirous 
of  making  one  report  answer  both  calls,  he  hopes  to  be  pardoned  for 
any  aoemine  unnecessary  detail.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECrORSu 


To  file  HonoraHe  ihe  General  Assembly  (f  Ohio: 

The  undersigned,  Directors  of  the  Ohio  Penitenliary,  in  this  their 
Annual  Report,  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  this  Institution  in  a 
bighly  prosperous  condition;  and  at  no  farmer  period,  since  our  ac* 
qoaintance  with  it,  has  the  discipline  and  rules  been  hk) re  strictly 
enforced,  or  the  officers  been  more  prompt  and  diligent  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  managed  with 
more  economy.  By  examining  the  report  of  the  Warden,  it  will  be 
9een  that  the  aggregate  earnings  of  this  year  will  fall  short  of  the  last; 
bat  this  will  not  appear  strange,  when  the  circumstances  producing  it 
ire  examined.  Some  of  them  are  as  follows; — The  unusual  amount 
)f  sickness  during  the  last  season,  which  amounted  to  the  loss  of  four 
hoasand  days  more  than  the  previous  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  refer- 
•ing  to  the  report  of  the  Physician,  (hereto  appended,)  and  the  reduced 
lumber  of  convicts,  which  averaged  26  per  day,  and  amounting  to 
t,138  days  less  than  last  year;  these,  in  connection  with  other  causes 
bat  might  be  mentioned,  brought  about  this  result. 
The  expenditures  of  the  present  year  are  a  little  larger  than  the 
1st.  This  might  appear  strange,  when  it  is  known  that  we  reduced 
lie  salaries  of  the  officers  In  this  Institution  last  spring,  about  $1,900; 
ut  the  reasons  may  be  found  in  the  following,  to  wit^  There  was  an 
Kcess  of  provisions  on  hand,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to  the  amount  of 
1,500;  old  claims  paid  during  the  year,  $1,300;  new  blankets  pur- 
lased,  $550;  and  extra  guard  for  Lunitic  Asylum,  $500 — in  all, 
tking  $3,850;  which  would  reduce  the  expenditures  considerably 
•low  previous  years.  The  visitors^  fund  is  considerably  less  this 
i&r  than  formerly ,  which  may  be  accounted  for  on  the  ground,  that 
was  unusually  bad  traveling  during  the  spring  and  fall,  and  in  the 
mnrwr  season  so  sickly,  that  many  were  deterred  from  visiting  the 
stitution. 

By  referring  to  the  Warden's  report,  it  will  be  seen  there  has  been 
id  into  the  Treasury,  in  cash,  during  the  year  ending  Nov.  30ih, 
;43,  $16,000;  an  amount  much  larger  than  usual.  The  contractors 
pear  to  be  doing  well,  and  are  all  anxious  to  increase  their  business, 
d  a  number  wanting  to  enter  into  new  contracts,  as  soon  as  there 
8  convicts  to  dispose  of. 

For  particulars  in  reference  to  earnings  and  expenditures,  labor 
rformed,  convicts,  and  their  situation,  as  well  as  all  information  in 
lation  to  this  Institution,  we  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  Warden 
id  Physician,  hereto  annexed. 
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Tbe  mechaniesy  hi  Tarious  portions  of  the  State,  hare  cemphuned 
kmdly  against  this  Institution,  for  manufacturing  articles  that  ooma 
'm  competition  with  their  labor.  Whether  this  complaint  is  real  or 
imaginary,  we  do  not  now  pretend  to  discuss;  but  wo  have  been,  and 
are  new,  anxiously  endeavoring  to  prevent  all  reasonable  objectiona 
on  this  ground.  We  have  abandoned  the  cabinetmaking  entirely,  and 
the  sheemaking  contract  expires  this  month,  and  will  not  be  renewed, 
two  very  objectionable  branches  of  business  f  and  we  are  endeavoring, 
as  far  as  lays  in  our  power,  to  encourage  the  manuftK^ture  of  tho^ 
articles  that  will  compete  with  foreign  labor. 

We  would  recommend  again  to  your  consideration ,  tbe  importance 
of  constructing  a  Railroad  from  the  prison  to  some  suitable  atone  quar- 
ry on  the  Scioto  river.  We  do  not  wish  to  say  any  thing,  in  addition 
to  what  has  been  said  in  previous  reports,  and  cheerfully  refer  you  to 
them  for  the  facts  in  reference  to  this  subject. 

We  would  remark,  that,  immediately  after  the  last  Legislature  pass- 
ed the  law  to  enlarge  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  a  difficulty  arose  between 
the  Directors  of  that  Institution,  and  the  Directors  and  Warden 
of  the  Penitentiary,  in  reference  to  the  proper  construction  of  said 
law,  relative  to  the  expenses  of  guarding  prisoners,  while  at  work  at 
fthe  Asylunu 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Asylum  contended  that  the  Peni- 
tentiary was  bound  to  pay  all  this  expense;  while,  on  the  other  haod, 
it  was  contended  that  no  part  of  it  was  to  be  paid  by  thifc  Institution. 
We  consider  ourselves  bound,  by  the  law,  to  cpntribute  convict  labor, 
and  nothing  else.  $46,000  was  appropriated  for  the  enlargement  of 
the  Asylum--20,000  in  cash,  and  $25,000  in  convict  labor.  If  the 
construction  contended  for  by  the  Directors  of  the  Asylum  be  correct, 
then  the  cash  appropriation  will  be  increased,  whatever  amount  may 
be  paid  in  cash  for  guarding  prisoners  while  engaged  in  this  work, 
because  whatever  is  paid  to  these  guards,  is  withheld  from  the  Treasu- 
ry. Thus,  instead  of  an  appropriation  of  $20,000  in  cash,  it  will,  in 
this  indirect  way,  be  swelled  to  at  least  $26,000.  We  cannot  believe 
the  Legislature  intended  to  make  this  indirect  appropriation.  It  has 
been,  and  may  be  said,  that  the  earnings  of  this  Institution  is  nothing 
but  convict  labor;  but  we  believe  the  revenue  of  the  Prison,  when 
miid  into  the  Treasury,  is  as  much  cash  as  that  collected  by  taxatioiK 
Before  dismissing  the  subject  of  disagreement  between  the  two  boards, 
we  would  say,  there  was  a  bill  passed  both  branches  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, at  its  last  session,  to  construct  a  Railroad  from  the  Prison,  to  a 
atone  quarry  up  the  Scioto  river,  «which  failed  to  become  a  law,  by 
both  Houses  adjourning  before  the  bill  was  signed  by  the  Speakers. 
In  said  bill  the  price  of  convict  labor  was  put  at  40  cents  per  day.  The 
Directors  of  the  Asylum  urged  this  as  an  expression  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  reference  to  convict  labor  on  said  building,  which  we  rather 
reluctantlv  agreed  to,  in  the  confident  expectation  that  your  honorable 
body  would  regulate  this  whole  matter  for  time  to  come.  In  the  prin- 
cipal part  of  the  work  done  on  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  when  first  built, 
this  Institution  charged  76  cents  pe_r  d^y  for  mecbtmics,  and  50 
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cents  for  common  laborers,  as  the  books  will  show.  This  will  show 
cause  for  a  great  diOTerenoe  in  the  earnings^or  revenue  of  this  Institu- 
tion. The  Directors  of  the  Asylum  paid  about  half  the  guard  hire  last 
year;  but  we  be1ie¥e  they  should  have  paid  it  all;  for  the  prisoners 
could  have  been  employed,  within  the  walls  of  the  Prison^  without  any 
additional  guards. 

We  take  the  liberty  of  recommending  to  the  favorable  eonsideratiofl 
of  the  Legislature  the  projpriety  of  altering  the  law  of  last  sessioo, 
enlarging  the  Lunatic  Asylum  buildings,  ao  as  to  keep  the  convicts 
within  the  walls  of  the  Prison,  and  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  their 
labor  to  the  accomplishment  of  that  work.  And,  in  making  ibis  rec- 
ommendation, we  would  say,  there  is  more  demand  for  prisoners  on 
contracts  than  we  are  able  to  supply;  indeed,  we  could  dispose  of  mora 
than  two' hundred  hands,  in  addition  to  those  now  employed,  very  ad- 
vantageously to  the  interests  of  the  Institution,  without  at  all  inter- 
fering with  mechanical  labor.  This  was  not  the  case  when  said  law 
passed.  Every  individual  acquainted  with  this  Institution,  or  who 
investigates  the  subject,  must  be  convinced  there  is  great  advantage 
in  having  the  prisoners  steadily  employed.  This  can  be  done  within 
the  Prison,  but  not  out  of  it;  for  there  is,  necessarily,  a  great  deal  of 
time  lost,  when  working  out,  by  bad  weather,  and  otherwise;  and  it  is 
nearly  an  entire  loss.  We  cannot  take  hands  from  a  contractor  and 
send  them  to  work,  out  of  the  Prison,  io  good  weather,  and,  in  bad, 
put  there  on  contract  again  in  the  shops;  or,  hands  set  apart  for  the 
purpose  of  working  out,  to  put  them  on  contracts  in  bad  weather,  and 
when  they  begin  to  work  to  advantage,  in  good  weather  send  them 
OQt  again;  this  the  contractors  would  not  agree  to;  therefore  it  is  evi- 
dent a  portion  of  the  hands  woald  bo  idle  a  part  of  the  season,  or  work 
to  a  great  disadvantage.  There  are  many  advantages  in  keeping  the 
convicts  within  the  Prison.  There  are  less  chances  for  escape,  which 
has  been  a  large  item  of  expense  the  past  year.  They  will  not  wear 
oai  as  many  clothes.  There  will  be  less  provisions  wasted;  discipline 
and  the  rules  can  be  better  enforced,  and  will  be  better  observed;  be- 
sides, the  prisoners  will  earn  more  for  tho  State,  which  will  be  plain 
from  the  following  calculation:  Tho  cost  of  guarding,  ulone,  on  the 
labor  expended  on  the  Asylum  last  season,  is  thirty  percent,  on  the 
money  earned;  while  the  work  dono  in  the  Prison,  only  cost  eleven 
and  a  half  per  cent,  on  an  average;  and,  when  the  costs  of  guarding 
and  escapes  are  considered,  this  Institution  only  realized  twenty  five 
cents  per  day  on  the  labor  done;  and,  when  we  take  into  the  account 
boarding  and  lost  time, it  will  reduce  their  wages  to  a  mere  song;  and 
we  are  not  only  convinced  that  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  the 
State  to  keep  the  convicts  employed  in  the  Prison,  but  that  it  would  be 
an  advantage  to  the  Asylum,  likewise.  They  have  to  pay  40  cents 
per  day  for  the  prisoners,  according  to  the  agreement  entered  into  last 
season,  and  a  part  of  the  guard  hire;  and,  when  the  lost  time  from 
bad  weather  and  other  causes,  are  considered,  cost  here,  and  other  in- 
cidental expenses,  it  will  raise  convict  almost  as  high  as  free  labor, 
especially  when  we  consider  that  convicts  cannot  be  put  to  work  as 
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early,  kept  as  late,  and  earn  aa  much,  as  free  laborers.  The  waj 
wood  is  now  cutting,  shows  a  differenee  of  nearly  100  per  cent,  io  fa- 
vor of  free  labor.  Thus  it  would  appear  evident,  we  think  ^  to  every 
reflecting  mind,  that  rt  would  be  better  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of 
their  labor  to  said  building,  and  keep  them  within  the  walls  of  the 
Prison.  By  so  doing,  we  think  you  would  make  a  saving  to  the  State, 
and  remove,  in  a  great  measure^  a  serious  cause  of  complaint  to  the 
mechanics  of  our  country. 

The  condition  of  the  fVison,  as  relates  to  health  and  disease,  is  fully 
set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Physician,  which  is  herewith  presented. 
By  a  reference  to  this  document,  it  will  be  seen  that  tliere  has  been  ao 
unusually  large  amount  of  sickness  in  the  Institution  during  the  past 
year,  in  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  epidemic  disease  among  the 
prisoners.  It  is  highly  gratifymg  to  learn,  however,  thai,  notwith- 
standing the  increased  amount  of  sickness,  the  number  of  deaths  nnioffg 
this  unfortdnate,  but  erring  class  of  our  fellow  mortals,  has  been  con- 
siderably less  than  an  average  of  the  past  history  of  the  Prison- 
There  have  been  eight  hundred  cases,  and  nearly  nine  thousand  days 
lost  by  sickness;  while  the  number  of  deaths,  from  disease,  has  been 
but  twelve — six  of  which  were  from  chronic  diseases  that  occurred  in 
debilitated  and  worn  out  constitutions,  a  pint  of  whom  came  to  the 
Prison  with  fatal  maladies  preying  upon  them. 

By  reference  to  our  report  of  last  year,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  aver- 
age per  cent,  of  deaths  in  the  Penitentiary,  since  the  New  Prison  has 
been  occupied,  up  to  that  time,  had  been  about  one  in  thirty  two;  this 
year  it  has  been  less  than  one  in  thirty  eight.  Considering  the  amount 
and  severity  of  sickness  the  past  year,  the  present  bill  of  mortality 
cannot  but  bo  looked  upon  as  highly  favorable.  Indeed,  at  home— at 
their  own  firesides — surrounded  by  the  smiles  and  endearments  of 
wives,  mothers  and  sisters — with  all  the  aid  that  medicinal  skill  could 
afford — with  the  same  amount  and  severity  of  disease,  we  could  not 
have  looked  for  a  more  favorable  issue.  This  is  attributable,  in  a 
great  measure,  to  the  careful  attention  in  the  haspital,and  the  skillful 
and  persevering  exertion  of  the  Physician.

No  de- 
ductions are  ever  made  for  lo&s  of  time,  except  on  account  of  sick- 
ness.

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  recommitted  ten  convicts, 
who  have  heretofore  been  discharged  from  this  Prison.  One  of  these 
is  now  here  for  the  third  time,  and  one  for  the  fourth. 

The  annexed  tables  will  show  the  number  of  convictions  in  the  dif- 
ferent counties,  within  the  past  year,  together  with  the  length  of  seo- 
tence,  crimes,  names,  age,  sex,  and  place  of  nativity  of  the  several 
convicts,  <Sz;c.,&c.;  also,  the  number  of  discharges  by  expiration  of 
sentence,  and  otherwise. 

I  will  take  this  occasion  to  explain  why  the  number  of  convicts  now 
in  the  Prison,  exceeds  the  number  specified  in  the  late  message  of 
Gov.  Shannon  to  the  Legislature. 

At  the  request  of  the  Governor,  I  made  out  out  a  statement,  on  the 
15th  of  November  last,  showing,  amongst  other  things,  the  number  of 
prisoners  in  the  Penitentiary  upon  that  day.  Between  that  day  and 
the  first  of  .December  following,  nineteen  convicts  were  received  into 
the  Prison.  This  fact  I  intended  to  communicate  to  ^he  Grovernor  be- 
fore  his  message  should  be  delivered,  but  having  received  the  impres- 
sion that  the  specific  number  of  convicts  would  not  be  given  in  the 
message,  I  omitted  to  do  so. 

In  the  annual  table,  showing  the  difference  between  the  number  of 
men  in  the  Prison  on  every  day  of  the  years  1842  and  1843,  it  will 
appear  that  there  has  been  an  average  of  at  least  26  men  less  per  day 
in  the  latter  than  in  the  former. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  profits  of  the  Institution,  for  the  present 
year,  are  not  equal,  as  to  amount,  with  those  of  some  previous  years. 
rhis  diminution  has  arisen,  principally,  from  causes  beyond  human 
control,  and  will  be  found  in  the  annexed  tables  of  the  Warden  and 
Physician. 

You  will  be  gratified,  however,  to  learn  that  the  business  carried  on 
by  the  different  contractors  within  the  prison,  has  greatly  revived 
within  the  last  year;  that  contractors  are  now  able,  in  a  great  i

ore,  to  meet  their  eiigagemeDt«,and  that  the  Warden  has  beea  enabled 
to  pay  all  demands  against  the  Institution,  besides  paying  a  large  sum 
into  tbe  Staie  Treasury. 

Besides  the  foregoing  evidences  of  prosperity,  I  beg  leave  to  men- 
ItoQ  another,  equally  conclusive.  Every  contractor  in  the  Prison  is 
DOW  anxious  to  obtain  more  hands;  and  you  will  be  pleased  to  learn 
that  most  of  the  increased  demand  for  labor,  is  for  the  purpose  of  car- 
rying on  business  which  does  not,  but  in  a  very  slight  degree,  come  in 
eompetitioQ  with  the  mechanics  of  the  State.

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PHYSICIAN^S    REPORT 

TO  THB  DIKlOTOBa 


Gentlembn— The  accompanyiog  tabular  statements  exhibit  the 
Condition  of  the  convicts  in  the  Ohio  PMoitenttarj,  so  far  as  relates  to 
health  and  disease,  during  the  past  year;  the  charaeter  of  the  diseases 
during  each  particular  month;  the  number  of  days  lost  by  sidcness; 
the  number  of  deaths;  and  the  relative  healthfulness  of  the  different 
ranges  of  cells  and  workshops. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  there  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sick- 
ness during  a  large  portion  of  the  past  year;  the  number  of  oases 
having  been  800,  and  the  number  of  days  lost  by  sickness  but  a  small 
fraction  less  than  9000,  an  amount  greatly  exceeding  that  of  any 
year  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  Notwithstanding  this  larf[^ 
amount  of  sickness,  however,  the  fatality  has  been  considerably  less 
than  an  average  of  former  years,  comparing  the  present  number  of 
convicts  with  those  of  past  years.  There  have  been  but  twelve  deaths 
from  disease  during  the  entire  year — six  of  which  were  chronic  cases, 
and  a  portion  of  the  remaining  six  were  debilitated  and  broken  down 
suUects. 

From  the  first  of  Dec.  last  to  the  latter  part  of  the  succeeding  June, 
Ihe  number  of  admissions  to  the  Hospital  was  not  unusually  large.  At 
the  latter  (toriod,  however,  the  Epidemic  Influenza  suddenly  made  its 
appearance  in  rather  a  severe  form,  and  did  not  leave  the  prison  till 
nearly  every  person  connected  with  it  had  suffered  from  an  attack. 
No  fatal  eases  occurred  from  it,  but  the  prostration  and  debility  fol- 
lowing it  were  such  as  to  render  its  subjects  susceptible  to  the  sub- 
sequent diseases  which  immediately  followed;  for  scarcely  had  this 
epidemic  passed  by  when  Diarrhea  and  Dysentery  prevailed  to  a 
great  extent,  followed  by  Bilious  Fevers,  complicated  with  Grastric 
and  Intestinal  disease;  and  in  many  cases  assuming  a  Congestive 
Type,  a  dangerous  form  of  fever  always,  and  particularly  so  when  it 
occurs  in  broken  down  constitutions. 

A  larger  amount  of  sickness  than  is  usual,  at  this  season  of  the 
year,  continues  up  to  the  present  time,  although  it  appears  to  be  grad- 
ually subsiding. 

The  subject  of  the  death  reported  from  Diseased  Kidney  had  labor- 
ed under  that  affection  for  some  time  prior  to  his  confinement  in  the 
prison.  He  was  an  inmate  of  the  Hospital  nearly  a  year  immediately 
preceding  his  death.  The  right  kidney  was  a  diseased  mass,  a  mere 
sadc  containing  three  or  four  pints  of  the  most  offensive  pus. 

The  prisoner  whose  death  is  reported  from  Chronic  Pneumonia, 
had  labored  under  that  affection  from  a  period  prior  to  my  oonnec* 
tion  wiUi  the  institution.    I  presuoie  be  came  to  the  prison  with  the 
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disease  upon  him.  He  spent  a  krge  portion  of  his  time  in  the  Hospi- 
tal for  more  than  a  year  immediately  preceding  his  death.  He  died 
ofConsamption.  flia  lungs  were  ibnnd  extensively  diseased,  tuber- 
calousand  ulcerated. 

The  subject  of  the  ease  reported  as  Consumption,  was  a  colored 
prisoner — in  intellect  but  little  above  an  idiot.  He  had  been  occa- 
sionally in  the  Hospital  for  a  year  or  more,  and  confined  to  it  entirely 
for  two  or  three  months  immediately  preceding  his  death.  Post  Mor- 
tem examination  exhibited  extensive  disease  of  the  lungs,  they  were 
tciberculous  and  very  much  ulceratedt  with  sinuses  extending  in  some 
cases  into  the  intercostal  spaces.  Upon  examining  the  head,  a  large 
depression  was  found  near  the  centre  of  the  left  parietal  bone,  cau:)^, 
doubtless,  by  a  fVacture  in  early  life.  This  was  sufficient  to  account, 
to  my  mind,  for  his  deficiency  of  intellect. 

The  death  reported  as  Dysentery,  occuriced  to  a  prisoner  whose 
oonstttutioo  had  been  shattered  by  previous  disease.  Ue  had  spent 
nnich  of  his  time  in  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year.  He  was  ad- 
mitted for  Dysentery  from  which  he  partially  recovered ;  new  symp- 
toms, however,  arose  In  the  progress  of  his  disease.  The  immediate 
cause  of  his  death  appeared  to  be  infiammation  of  the  lungs.  A  post 
mortem  examination  showed  the  right  lung  to  be  diseased,  extensive 
adhesions  between  the  pleura  pulmonalis  and  costalis,  and  ulceration 
of  the  mucas  coat  of  the  stomach  and  bowels. 

The  death  reported  from  Inflammation  of  the  Lungs  and  Diaphragm 
occurred  to  a  prisoner  whose  health  had  been  feeble  for  a  long  time. 
Ue  had  spent  seteral  months  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year.  The 
right  lung  and  the  diaphragm  were  found  to  be  very  much  diseased; 
toe  diaphiagra  Was  found  Mlherent  to  the  lung  above  and  the  liver  be- 
low; the  pleura  extensively  adherent. 

The  death  from  Inflammation  of  the  Brain,  occurred  to  a  convict 
who  had  sufiered  severely,  for  a  year  or  two  past,  from  rheumatism; 
having  been  an  invalid  for  four  or  five  months  previous  to  his  death. 
Metastasis  of  the  rheumatic  infiammation  to  the  meninges  of  the 
brain  put  an  end  to  his  earthly  suffering.  From  three  to  four  ounces 
of  seroas  fluid  were  found  in  the  left  ventricle  after  death. 

Of  the  three  deaths  reported  from  Congestive  Fever,  the  first  oc- 
curred to  a  feeble,  sickly  convict  who  had  been  previously  admitted 
for  Influenza,  Dysentery, &c  The  other  two  were  ordinarily  among 
the  most  vigorous  and  healthy. 

The  first  of  the  three  deaths  reported  from  Bilious  Fever,  occur- 
red to  a  prisoner  who,  while  convalescent  from  a  severe  attack  of  fe- 
ter.  leA  the  Hospital  without  permission ;  he  relapsed  and  died.  The 
seoood  occurred  to  a  prboner  whose  constitution  had  been  very  much 
shattered,  previous  to  his  imprisonment,  by  habitual  and  long  con- 
tinued intemperance.  His  case  assumed  an  unfavorable  appearance 
firom  the  first.  Infiammation  of  the  bowels  and  peritoneum  super- 
Tened  in  the  progress  ol  the  disease,  and  death  soon  followed.  The 
remaining  case  was  complicated  with  ffastric  and  intestinal  disease. 
In  this  case  a  post  mortem  examination  exhibited  inflammation  bf 
the  stomach  and  small  intestines.

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  Aiidilorof  State,  has  the  honor 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  resolution  of  inquiry,  under 
date  of  the  l9th  instant,  in  the  following  form: 

^^Resolvedy  That  the  Auditor  of  State  be  requested  to  report  to 
the  House  of  Representatives,  the  original  cost  of  construction 
of  every  public  work  in  this  State,  constructed  by  the  State  since 
the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty  five,  together  with  the  amount  expended 
annually  for  repairs;  the  annual  income  accruing  either  by  tolls, 
fines,  water  rents,  dividends,  or  otherwise,  and  the  names,  sala- 
ries, emoluments  and  perquisites,  if  any,  of  all  officers  and  agents 
employed  about  the  different  public  works  in  the  State,  in  all 
cases  stating  the  different  items  of  each  particular  work,  sepa- 
rately and  in  tabular  form,  as  far  as  convenience  will  admit;  and 
any  other  information  he  may  think  pertinent  to  the  subject  and 
calculated  to  facilitate  a  thorough  investigation  on  the  subject  of 
oar  public  works." 

And  in  answer  thereto  respectfully  submit^  the  following  re- 
port: 

Your  first  inquiry  is  as  to  the  cost  of  the  public  works  con- 
structed by  the  States.  I  regret  to  be  compelled  to  say  to  you, 
that,  although  this  important  item  should  be,  yet  it  is  not,  upon 
the  records  of  this  department.  Upon  a  former  occasion,  in  an- 
swer to  a  similar  interrogatory,  I  spent  much  time  and  labor  in  an 
investigation  of  my  own,  as  well  as  the  books  of  the  Canal  Fund 
Commissioners,  but  was  unable  to  arrive  at  any  certain  informa- 
tion  on  the  subject. 

Prior  to  the  first  day  of  April,  1840,  all  moneys  appropriated  to 
the  public  works  were  received  direct  from  their  sources,  by  the 
Fiind  Commissioners,  and  by  them  deposited  in  sundry  banks  of 
the  State,  to  be  disbursed  upon  the  several  improvements,  on  the 
checks  of  the  acting  commissioners.  Since  the  time  above  spe- 
cified all  such  funds  have  passed  through  the  State  Treasury,  and 
been  reported  in  my  annual  reports  to  the  General  Assembly. 
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This  information  can  be  acquired  only  from  the  Board  of  Pu 
lie  Works*  The  cost  of  the  Ohio  and  Miami  canals  have  be< 
stated  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Board,  upon  several  occasion 
I  am  adviped,  upon  inquiry,  that  the  cost  of  each  of  the  oth< 
works  can  now  be  made  up  in  that  department,  except  the  M 
ami  Extension  canal.  The  acting  commissioner  upon  this  woi 
has  not  been  able,  as  he  inibrmB  me,  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  tl 
work  between  Dayton  and  Piqua;  and  above  that  point  the  a 
counts  of  T.  6.  Bates^i  Esq.,  late  acting  commissioner,  for  tl 
latter  part  of  his  term  are  yet  in  an  unsettled  condition. 

Secondly:  The  amount  of  revenues  and  repairs  on  each  of  tl 
public  works,  from  1825  to  1843.  I  have  prepared  in  tabuli 
form,  which  is  annexed  to  this  report,  as  full  an  answer  to  tt 
interrogatory  as  can  be  furnished  from  my  books.  The  amouD 
of  receipts  are  all  accurate,  and  so  the  expenditures  from  the  1 
of  April,  1 840.  Prior  to  that  time,  in  this  item,  I  cannot  you( 
for  the  perfect  accuracy  of  the  statements,  though  they  cann 
vary  much  from  the  truth;  in  all  probability  they  are  stiict 
correct.  Under  the  old  system,  which  was  changed  by  the  a 
of  1840,  to  regulate  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  the  can 
fund,  the  revenues  accruing  from  tolls  were  drawn  from  tl 
Treasury  by  the  Fund  Commissioners,  and  .  deposited  in  tl 
banks.  Upon  these  banks  the  acting  commissioners  drew  th( 
checks  for  repairs;  and  it  is  only  from  tbeir  quarterly  settlemei 
with  the  Fund  Board  that  I  have  been  enabled  to  arrive  at  the 
expenditures  from  1832  to  1840. 

The  statement  as  it  stands  requires  several  explanations 
possess  you  of  all  the  facts.  Up  to,  and  embracing  a  considei 
ble  part  of  the  year  183?,  the  item  of  repairs  on  the  Ohio  cai 
was  embraced  in,  and  paid  from,  the  construction  account.  E 
ring  the  years  1838  and  1839,  and  perhaps  parts  of  those  of  18 
and  1840,  there  was  constructed  two  new  reservoirs,  upon  t 
Licking  and  Portage  summits,  which  were  paid  for  out^of  the  t 
fund,  whilst  they  are,  strictly  speaking,  chargeable  to  the  constni 
tion  of  the  work. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  1843,  there  was  due  upon  tl 
work  about  ^27,000.  a  large  proportion  of  which  has  since  be 
paid.  The  addition  of  this  sum  will  make  the  expenditures! 
repairs  in  that  year  |i  120,977  39. 

On  the  Miami  canal  there  was  a  debt  existed  from  1842,  whi 
was  paid  in  1843,  but  to  what  amount  I  am  not  able  to  sa 
The  amount  charged  for  1 843  was  thought  to  cover  the  outstae 
ing  debt,  on  the  15th  of  November,  on  that  work. 

On  the  Miami  Extension  the  payments  of  1843  were  mostly 
old  debts.  It  wag  supposed,  on  the  15th  of  November,  that  t 
outstanding  debt  on  this  work  was  equal  to,  if  it  did  not  excec 
$10,000.    No  portion  of  it  has  since  been  paid.

None  of  these  are  oflScially  known  to  my  department  save  the 
acting  commissioners,  the  collectors  of  canal  tolls,  and  inspec- 
tors.

All  other  officers  and  servants  upon  the  works  are  appointed 
the  Acting  Commissioners,  and  paid  from  their  several  conting 
funds. 

The  last  clause  of  your  resolution  embraces  a  wide  scope 
inquiry;  yet  it  is  one  upon  which  my  imperfect  knowledge  offs 
.  will  not  authorize  me.  to  enter.  .  In  my  annual  report,  I  took 
casion  to  allude  to  what  seemed  to  me  to  be  matters  of  grievai 
to  the  State,  as  abu9es  arising  ojiit  of  the  system  of  disbursemc 
on  the  works.  As  I  did  not  then,  so  now,  I  do  not  desire  to  ^ 
official  form  or  sanction  to  the  rumors  that  daily  reach  my  e; 
of  abuses  in  this  department  of  the  State.  Under  the  present 
ganization  they  do  not  come  within  my  province,  save  as  tl 
alSect  the  revenues  from  which  the  interest  on  the  public  deb 
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to  be  paid,  and  consequeDtly  affeot,  with  these,  the  taxes  of  the 
people.  Whatever  may  be  my  own  opinions  as  to  the  results  to 
which  investigation  vtroukl  lead,  they  would  not  aid  you  in  the 
inquiry,  nor  accomplish  any  other  purpose  than  subject  me  to 
additional  misconception  and  denunciation  for  pouching  the  sub- 
ject. 

Id  the  receipt  and  immediate  disbursement  of  the  revenues,  the 
present  laws  admirably  accomplish  the  purpose  for  v^hich  they 
were  designed.  The  checks  and  balances,  in  the  aggregate,  are 
soflScient.  But  the  system,  it  seems  to  me,  is  deficient  in  the 
detail.  The  Fund  Commissioners  place  funds  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Treasurer  of  Stale;  he  pays  the  same,  without  question,  upon 
the  checks  of  the  Acting  Commissioners,  to  the  ISuperintendents 
of  Repairs.  Those  checks  are  given  by  the  commissioners,  upon 
the  certificates  of  the  engineers,and  the  engineeis  base  those  cer- 
tificates upon  the  statements  and  vouchers  of  the  superintendents. 
Frequently  these  repaurs  are  estimated,  and  amounts  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  superintendents  to  disburse.  In  all  this,  there  is  no 
check  upon  the  superintendents  themselves.  The  paying  officers 
have  no  quarterly  settlements  before  them;  no  original  vouchers, 
upon  which  they  can  test  the  accounts  of  the  superintendents. 
These  are  all  reserved  for  final  settlements  of  the  Acting  Com- 
misiiooeTs  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works;  which  settlements 
are,  afterwards,  recorded  in  this  department.  The  whole  is  one 
vast  running  account,  and  presents  the  singular  anomaly,  of  one 
set  of  agents  to  provide  means;  a  second  to  pay  them  out,  upon 
absolute  checks;  and  a  third  to  appropriate  the  division,  and  set- 
tle the  disbursements.  Of  this  system  I  have  spoken,  in  several 
of  my  annual  reports,  and  upon  every  occasion  my  remarks  have 
been  construed  into  attacks  upon  other  public  officers.  I  make 
no  such  attacks;  but  I  have  said,  and  repeat  it,  that  the  expendi- 
tures, in  many  cases,  are  disproportionably  large,  and  that  the 
system  is  susceptible  of  fraud,  even  if  none  has  been  committed. 
What  is  its  most  effectual  remedy,  is  not  for  me  to  dictate;  I 
leave  it  to  your  better  judgment.

Ohio  Canal  Fond  Goioiissionsbs'  Ofick, 
Columbus,  December  29,  1843* 

To  Urn  General  Assembly  (tf  the  State  of  Ohio: 

In  pursuance  of  law,  the  Canal  Fund  Commissioners  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  report: 

Under  the  act  of  March  10, 1843,  the  new  board  met  in  the 
city  of  Columbus,  and  organized,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  on  the  20th  day  of  March. 

That  no  want  of  prompt  and  immediate  action,  on  the  part  of 
the  board,  should  operate  to  delay  the  payment  of  the  debt  due 
to  contractors  on  the  public  works,  two  members  proceeded 
immediately  to  the  city  of  New  York,  for  the  purpose  of  effect* 
ing  the  loan  authorized  by  the  act  of  March  13,  1843,  •'to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  the  domestic  creditors  of  the  State  of 
Ohio." 

At  the  time  of  their  arrival  in  the  city  of  New  York,  Ohio 
SIX  per  cent,  stocks,  redeemable  after  the  year  1860,  were  seW- 
ing  at  69i  to  70,  but  receded,  in  the  course  of  six  or  eight  days, 
to  66*.  While  the  six  per  cents  remained  at  these  prices,  it 
was  deariy  evident  that  seven  per  cent,  stock  could  not  be  sold 
at  par.  The  six  per  cents,  at  prices  stated  above,  offered  a  far 
greater,  inducement  to  the  real  purchaser  for  investment. 

Although  money  was  very  abundant,  there  was  a  want  of  con* 
fidence  in  the  securities  of  the  western  States.  Some  of  these 
States  were  already  delinquent,  and  persons  were  not  wanting 
to  volunteer  their  opinions  that  all  would,  sooner  or  later,  throw 
off  their  obli^tions  to  foreign  creditors.  It  was  not  a  matter 
of  surprise,  that  persons  who  were  unacauainted  with  the  re» 
sources  of  Ohio,  and  the  firm  resolution  ol  her  people  to  main* 
tam  the  credit  of  the  State,  should  feel  a  want  of  confidence  in 
our  securities.  The  States  borderinff  upon  the  east,  west  and 
northwest,  had  already  failed  to  pay  meir  interest,  and  the  con- 
clusion naturally  followed  that  Ohio  would  ultimately  be  driven 
to  the  adoption  of  the  same  course. 

The  question  was  often  asked — ^Oan  the  State  of  Ohio  oon- 
tmne  to  pay  her  interestr  **or,  even  the  July  interests    In 
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order  to  answer  these  inquiries  as  publicly  as  they  were  made 
and  circulate  the  evidences  of  our  ability  to  meet  our  engage 
ments,  as  widely  as  any  imputation  had  been  cast  upon  m 
credit  of  Ohio,  a  statement  of  our  financial  condition  was  drawl 
up,  embracing  a  brief  history  of  our  public  works,  the  cost  o 
eonstruction  and  repaurs,  the  amount  of  tolls  received,  the  ne 
proceeds  of  each  work,  and  such  other  facts  and  statistics  a 
were  deemed  necessary  to  place  the  whole  subject  properly  be 
fore  the  public. 

These  preliminary  measures  being  adopted,  a  notice  for  re 
eeiving  proposals  for  the  seven  per  cent,  loan  was  published  i 
several  of  tne  city  papers,  and  every  exertion  made  to  restor 
that  confidence  in  the  public  mind  which  the  faith  and  credit  c 
Ohio  so  justly  entitled  ner  to. 

There  will  be  found  appended  to  this  report  a  list  of  the  price 
9f  Ohio  six  per  cent,  stocks,  from  the  time  the  commissioaei 
arrived  in  New  York  to  the  13th  of  Mav,  the  date  of  the  sal 
of  {^600,000  of  the  seven  per  cents.  By  every  individual  a( 
quamted  with  the  price  of  our  stocks  in  the  e^istem  market,  th 
visit  to  New  York,  at  that  time,  was  regarded  only  as  a  con 
pliance  with  the  law  of  the  last  session,  without  the  most  distal 
idea  that  a  loan  could  be  effected.  The  grounds  for  this  opinio 
rested  on  no  slight  foundation.  Heavy  sacrifices  had  been  sul 
mitted  to  on  the  part  of  the  State,  prices  had  been  long  depresi 
ed,  foreign  capitalists  had  become  alarmed,  our  stocks  had  bee 
■old  at  public  auction  at  ruinous  prices,  and  the  current  sales  < 
Ohio  sixes  were,  at  that  time,  at  rates  which  enabled  the  pu 
chaser  to  realize  more  than  Bk  per  cent,  on  his  investment 
The  large  amounts  daily  ofi^ered  m  market,  furnished  ample  0| 
portunities  for  obtaining  any  desired  amount.  Even  the  firmei 
friends  of  Ohio,  who  doubled  neither  the  resources  of  the  Sta] 
nor  the  determination  of  our  Legislature  and  people  to  sustai 
our  credit,  could  give  but  little  encouragement,  that,  under  sue 
a  combination  of  circumstances,  there  was  a  prospect  of  sa 
cess. 

With  these  embarrassments  to  encounter,  every  effort  wi 
made  to  improve  the  prices  of  our  stocks,  and  to  restore  tb) 
degree  of  confidence  which  would  induce  permanent  holders  1 
mSke  large  investments.  One  great  disideratum  was,  to  lessei 
as  much  as  possible,  the  amount  of  floating  stock,  purchased  ac 
sold  for  speculation  only,  and  thereby  place  our  credit  on  a  bas 
that  could  not  be  shaken.  This,  however,  coujd  not  be  effectc 
at  once.  As  the  stock  rose  by  sales  to  permanent  holder 
other  amounts,  obtained  at  lower  prices,  were  crowded  upon  tt 
market.  Wherever  any  degree  of  insecurity  was  felt,  or  whei 
^  proceeds  of  the  stock  were  wanted  for  other  purposes,  tl 
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first  opportunity  that  presented  was  embraced  to  make  ialee  a| 
an  advance  upon  the  cost,  without  any  reference  to  its  real  or 
nominal  value.  In  many  instances,  an  advance  of  three  or  four 
per  cent,  was  too  strong  a  temptation  to  be  resisted,  and  the 
stock  was  nmde  to  perform  another  revolution  in  the  market* 

At  a  crisis  so  important  as  this,  when  the  credit  of  the  State 
was  straggling,  not  only  against  all  the  adverse  causes  aboive 
enumerated,  but  against  tife  influence  of  those  who  were  per* 
sonally  interested  in  continuing  the  depreciated  value  of  ow 
stocks,  and  of  reducing  them  still  lower,  it  may  tssA^r  be 
imagined  that  but  slight  hopes  of  success  could  be  entertained. 
It  was  not  only  apparent  to  all,  but  openly  declared  by  some, 
tKat,  in  case  the  seven  per  cent,  loan  was  not  taken,  the  domes- 
tic stock  which  must  be  issued  in  redemption  of  the  outstanding 
checks,  would  return  upon  the  New  York  market,  and  be  sold 
at  a  heavy  sacrifice  to  the  domestic  creditors.  Payment  hod 
already  been  so  long  delayed  that  severe  losses  had  resulted  to 
contractors  and  laborers. 

To  secure  the  co-operation  and  influence  of  such  persons  UB 
would  enable  us  to  accomplish  the  object  of  our  nussion,  the 
agent  of  the  State,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  was  authorized  to 
allow  and  pay  the  brokers  assisting  in  the  negotiation  of  the 
loan  a  commission  of  one  per  centum  thereon,  m  case  the  loan 
was  made. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified  in  the  notice  for  re- 
ceiving proposals,  there  was  but  a  single  proposition  made  for 
taking  the  loan;  and  no  subsequent  proposal  was  submitted  to 
the  Commissioners  except  by  the  same  parties,  on  the  14th  of 
September,  to  take  the  remaining  $900,000,  as  stipulated  in  the 
original  proposition.  The  proposition  of  the  parties  taking  the 
loan  was  in  the  following  words: 

Tit  the  Commissumers  of  the  Ohio  Canal  Fund: 

Ginti-emen: — For  the  loan  of  one  million  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  of  seven  per  cent,  stock  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  for 
which  you  invite  proposals,  we  make  the  following  ofier — each 
subscriber  hereto,  for  himself  and  those  whom  he  represents,  to 
the  amount  set  opposite  his  name,  viz: 

We  will  take  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  stock  at  par. 
We  will  give  our  paper  at  ninety  days  date  for  the  same,  either 
by  note  or  acceptance  of  your  drafts.  The  paper  to  bear  date 
from  the  13th  May,  1843,  and  the  stock  to  bear  interest  from 
the  same  date*  The  stock  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  J.  N. 
Perkins,  Cashier  of  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company, 
with  directions  from  you,  in  writing,  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
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parties  porchanng  ike  stook  on  the  ptyme^t  of  their  aecep^ 
ances  or  notes. 

The  aboTe  proposal  for  the  aaioiifit  of  six  hundred  thoiwand 
dollars  of  stock,  is  made  upon  the  condition  that  the  same  par- 
ties shall  have  the  option  to  take  the  remaining  nine  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  any  time,  until 
the  15th  day  of  September,  1843,  on  the  same  terms  as  to  price 
and  payment  as  the  above,  and  in  the  same  proportion  of  inter* 
est  in  the  nine,  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  stock.

Believing  this  proposition  to  be  equivalent  to  par  in  Ohio,  as 
contemplated  by  the  law,  and  that  the  credit  of  the  State  and 
the  interest  of  the  domestic  creditors  would  be  secured  by  its 
acceptance,  it  was  acceded  to  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners* 
The  acceptances  received  of  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  were 
discounted  to  realize  the  money  for  immediate  payment  to  the 
contractors.  We  have  deemed  it  proper  to  place  the  whole 
matter  before  you  in  its  precise  terms,  giving  you  the  condition 
of  the  market,  the  embarrassments  under  which  we  labored,  and 
the  result  of  our  efforts  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  liegisla* 
ture. 

The  beneficial  results  of  the  loan  were  imnf>ediately  felt 
throughout  the  State — confidence  was  again  restored — the  ruin- 
ous sacrifices  to  contractors  and  laborers  were  instantly  arrest- 
ed— the  canal  checks,  which  had  been  selling  at  40  to  50  per 
cent,  discount,  rose  at  once  nearly  to  par;  and  the  horde  of 
speculators  who  traveled  constantly  along  the  line  of  our  canals 
and  public  works,  ceased,  in  a  great  measure,  to  prey  upon  the 
hard  earnings  and  necessities  of  State  creditors.  From  that 
period  our  State  credit  has  continued  to  improve,  until  our 
stocks  commanded  a  premium  in  the  eastern  market. 
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FRANKUIf  BAUK  OE  COmMBTO. 

There  was^  at  the  time  we  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  our 
duties,  a  debt  due  this  institution,  on  a  contract  between  the 
bank  and  the  former  Fund  Commissioners,  of  $250,000,  with 
interest  from  the  first  day  of  November,  1842*  By  the  terms 
of  this  contract,  the  sum  was  ^to  be  paid  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1843,  either  in  money  or  in  six 
per  cent.  State  stock,  redeemable  after  1860,  at  the  current 
rates  and  prices  of  said  stocks  on  that  day  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  at  the  option  of  the  State." 

In  the  early  part  of  April,  while  two  of  the  commissioners 
were  in  the  city  of  New  York,  negotiating  the  seven  per  cent* 
loan,  a  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Espy  making  inquiries  as 
to  the  manner  in  which  the  claim  of  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Co- 
lumbus would  be  paid.  On  the  12th  of  April,  a  reply  of  con- 
sklerable  length  was  returned  to  Mr.  Espy,  in  which  it  was 
stated,  '^that  so  far  as  payment  is  concerned,  we  have  not  the 
means  in  this  city  to  meet  it;  whilst,  under  present  circum- 
stances, we  do  not  feel  authorized  to  issue  six  per  cent,  stocks 
at  the  heavy  sacrifice  that  must  follow,  unless  compelled  thereto 
by  the  agreement  of  our  predecessors." 

The  sales  of  stock  on  tlie  day  this  letter  was  written,  were 
674  to  68.  We  staled  to  Mr.  Espy  the  effect  which  the  issue  of 
a  large  amount  of  stocks,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  would  be 
likely  to  produce,  assuring  him,  at  the  same  time,  that  ^the  com^ 
missioners  had  no  desire  to  weaken  the  obligation  of  the  State 
to  the  institution  he  represented.  Having  previously  appro- 
priated money  for  the  Treasurer  of  State  to  pay  the  interest 
that  would  fell  due  on  the  first  day  of  May,  we  proposed 
to  extend  the  agreement  between  the  State  and  the  bank  to  the 
first  day  of  November,  1843.  On  this  point,  the  bank  was  in- 
exorable, and  held  the  State  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  bond,  and 
the  commissioners  were  under  the  necessity  of  issuing  the  stock, 
at  79i  cents  on  the  dollar,  amounting  in  the  abrogate  to  $316, 
000,  including  $44  24,  of  the  interest  on  said  amount.

On  an  account  between  this  institution  and  the  State  of  Ohio, 
there  was  a  balance  due  the  former,  on  the  15th  of  August  last, 
of  $13,647  14.  This  was  the  balance  of  an  account  of  long 
«tandinff,  no  part  of  which  was  contracted  during  the  present 
year.  It  was  closed  as  of  the  15th  day  of  August  by  an  issue 
of  six  per  cent,  stock,  at  90  per  cent.,  amounting  to  $  1 5,1 63  60. 
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BANK  or   CHILLICOTHB. 

Under  a  contract  similar  in  its  terms  to  that  with  the  Frank- 
lin Bank  of  Columbus,  the  State  was  indebted  to  the  Bank  of 
Chillicothe  in  the  sum  of  $281,000,  payable,  also,  on  the  first 
day  of  May,  1843,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  either  in  cash  or 
stock  at  the  current  rates  ana  prices  on  that  day  in  said  city,  at 
the  option  of  the  State. 

A  proposition  to  extend  the  time  of  payment  to  the  first  day 
of  November,  1843,  was  submitted  to  this  bank  by  the  Fund 
Commissioners,  and  acceded  to,  on  condition  that  $81,000  of  the 
amount  should  be  paid,  at  any  time  between  the  first  day  of 
May  and  the  first  day  of  November,  when  called  for  by  the  re- 
ceivers of  the  bank.  No  demand,  however,  was  made  upon  the 
commissioners  to  issue  stock  for  the  $81,000  above  specified, 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  November. 

If  the  Fund  Commissioners  had  not  succeeded  in  eflTecting 
this  arrangement  with  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe,  by  which  the 
time  of  payment  was  extended  to  the  first  day  of  November, 
the  stocK  required  to  liquidate  the  claim  of  the  bank,  at  the  cur- 
rent rates  and  prices  of  stocks  on  the  first  day  of  May,  would 

have  amounted  to $355,134  28 

Under  the  modified  a^eement,  if  paid  at  prices  as 

on  the  first  day  of  November,  95i 295,013  12 

Showing  a  difference  in  favor  of  the  State  of- $60,121  16 

As  the  period  for  the  payment  of  the  entire  sum  of  $281,000 
approached,  one  of  the  commissioners  proceeded  to  the  city  of 
New  York,  to  make  a  final  settlement  with  the  bank. 

Before  the  first  day  of  November,  it  was  believed  that  pay- 
imnt  could  not  be  made  in  stock  without  a  considerable  sacrifice 
on  the  part  of  the  State;  particularly  under  the  influence  which 
the  bank  could  brin^  to  bear  upon  market,  in  depressing  the 
prices  on  that  day.  It  was  not  in  the  power  of  the  State,  or  its 
agents,  to  prevent  the  sale  of  stocks  by  the  bank,  to  be  delivered 
immediately  after  the  expiration  of  the  contract.  Such  sales, 
aside  from  any  question  of  interest  fo  the  bank,  would  have 
proved  highly  injurious  to  the  credit  of  the  State.  Causes, 
wholly  disconnected  with  the  credit  of  Ohio,  had  brought  large 
amounts  of  our  stocks  upon  the  market  in  the  month  of  October* 
and  prices  had  fallen  as  low  as  93K  Some  little  improvement 
bad  taken  place,  yet,  on  the  27th  of  October,  the  highest  sales 
were  94* 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  was  deemed  for  the  interest  of 
the  State  to  pay  the  bank  of  Chillicothe,  in  cash,  by  a  temporary 
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loan,  which  was  obtained  of  tlie  Ohio  Life  and  Trust  Company, 
New  York,  and  to  sell  the  stock  to  reimburse  the  money.  This 
course  was  adopted,  and  while  it  proved  highly  satisfactory  to 
the  agent  of  the  bank,  has  resulted  beneficially  to  the  interest  of 
the  State.  It  is  impossible  to  state  what  the  price  of  Ohio  six 
per  cents  would  have  been,  on  the  first  day  of  November,  under 
the  circumstances  to  which  we  have  alluded;  but  from  the  re- 
turns of  sales  to  reimburse  the  loan,  we  are  justified  in  remark- 
ing that  the  State  has  saved  by  the  operation  not  less  than 
$30,000 

The  sales  to  reimburse  this  loan  were  made  at  prices  ranging 
from  96  to  994  The  present  condition  of  our  financial  afiairs 
will,  in  a  great  measure,  obviate  the  necessity  of  resorting  to 
temporary  loans;  and  the  policy  of  the  State  would  indicate  the 
propriety  of  closing,  entirely,  this  kind  of  indebtedness.  This 
may  be  effected  either  by  selling  a  portion  of  the  stock  hypothe- 
cated as  security,  or  from  some  other  source. 

The  temporary  loan  of  $281,000  of  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance 
and  Trust  Company,  New  York,  was  made  on  the  first  day  of 
November,  1843,  and  repaid  in  the  course  of  thirty  days. 

Of  the  temporary  loans  made  by  former  commissioners,  there 
are  still  remaining  unpaid  the  following  sums: 

To  R.  H.  Winslow $35,000 

To  J.  N.  Perkins 26,000 

The  following  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  sinking  fiind 
for  the  year  1843: 

The  fifteenth  section  of  the  act  of  March  10, 1843,  provides 
that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  shall  act  as  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  apply 
all  moneys  arising  to  the  credit  of  the  said  fund  to  the  purchase 
of,  or  investment  in,  the  public  debt  of  this  State,  and  to  no  other 
use  or  purpose  whatever.  As  it  was  clearly  the  interest  of  the 
State,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  while  the  stocks  were  below  par, 
to  purchase  such  an  amount  of  stock  as  the  fund  accruing  this 
year  would  bring  in  the  market.  Accordingly,  stock  to  the 
amount  of  $33,000  was  purchased  in  April  last,  at  a  cost  to  the 
Slate  of  $25,028  04. 

In  examining  the  sources  from  whence  the  revenue  is  to  be 
derived  to  meet  the  interest  on  the  State  debt,  we  must  look  at 
the  amount  of  our  exports,  as  well  as  the  merchandise  that  must 
pass  alonff  the  line  of  our  canals.  The  rapid  increase  of  west- 
em  population,  productions  and  business,  cannot  escape  the' 
notice  of  the  capitalist,  nor  pass  unheeded  by  our  own  citizens, 
who  are  daily  witnessing  the  extension  of  improvements  around 
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them.  Ali^eady  ore  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  York  direct* 
ing  their  attention  to  the  increasing  busiaess  of  the  weit,  and 
are  satisfied  that  the  products  of  the  western  States  and  Terri* 
tories,  which  must  be  landed  at  Buffalo  and  thence  pass  through 
the  Erie  Canal,  together  with  the  merchandise  from  New  York 
and  other  eastern  cities,  ^oin^  to  the  western  States  through  the 
same  channel  of  communication,  will  produce  an  amount  of  tolls 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  constructing  the 
canal,  aside  from  all  the  profits  arising  from  the  interchai^  of 
the  productions  and  merchandise  within  the  limits  of  their  own 
State.  Some  estimate  the  amount  of  tolls  from  western  busi- 
ness at  a  rate  greatly  exceeding  this. 

One  great  source  of  wealth  in  Ohio,  is  the  vast  amount  of 
wheat  annually  produced.  The  citizens  of  other  States,  and  in 
fact  many  of  our  own,  are  not  fully  aware  of  the  amount  of  this 
staple  product.  We  have  before  us  the  report  of  H.  L.  Ells* 
worth,  Esq.,  Commissioner  of  Patents,  submitted  to  Congress, 
February  1,  1843,  from  which  we  extract  the  following  estmiate 
of  the  wheat  crop  in  1842.  Mr.  Ellsworth's  facilities  for  ob> 
taining  correct  information  were  probably  greater  than  any  other 
ilidiviaual  in  the  United  States.

The  wheat  crop  of  Ohio  exceeds  that  of  New  York,  1 4,254^- 
967  bushels;  that  of  Pennsylvania,  14,500,424  bushels,  and  tluU 
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of  ;New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Vermont,  Connectioat,  Bbode 
Istandy  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  added  to- 
gether, 861,832  bushels*  To  illustrate  more  fully  the  agricvl- 
tural  resources  of  Ohio,  the  amount  of  sundry  other  productions 
of  our  State,  for  the  year  1842,  are  given  below  from  the  same 
doGument*

The  course  of  legislation  for  the  last  few  years,  in  regard  to 
the  public  debt,  has  been  such  as  to  lead  to  the  conclusion  that, 
with  the  completion  of  works  already  far  advanced  in  their  pro- 
gress, and  the  payment  of  the  domestic  creditors,  there  would, 
for  some  time  at  least,  be  a  limit  to  our  expenditures  for  public 
w6rks.  In  urging  upon  the  General  Assembly  the  necessity  of 
retrenching  our  expenditures  for  internal  improvements,  we  are 
not  unmindful  of  the  claims  that  exist  in  such  portions  of  the 
State  as  have  patiently  sustained  their  part  of  the  public  bur- 
dens, without  receiving  a  direct  or  proportionate  advantage  from 
the  construction  of  existing  works.  But  whether  we  can  pro- 
ceed farther,  at  the  present  time,  with  a  proper  regard  to  our 
own  interest,  or  in  justice  to  the  holders  ol  our  State  securities, 
is  a  matter  that  will  claim  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  Lai^e  as  our  resources  are,  and  enterprising  as 
oar  citizens  may  be,  there  is  a  limit  to  our  expenditures,  beyond 
which  we  cannot  safely  pass. 

Have  me  not  arrived  now  at  a  crisis  in  which  the  want  of 
deliberate  and  sound  discretion  may  plunge  us  into  irretrievable 
rain,  at  a  period  in  which  every  person  should  examine  our  con- 
dition as  a  State,  with  as  strict  a  regard  to  its  ultimate  welfare, 
as  he  would  investigate  a  measure  involving  his  individual  or 
kx^al  mterests?  We  are  aU  deeply  interested  in  preserving  the 
untarnished  honor  and  credit  of  our  State.  Where  is  the  citi- 
zen that  does  not  look  with  pride  upon  the  high  rank  that  Ohio 
sustains  in  the  American  Union?  Her  eight  hundred  miles  of 
canal,  in  addition  toother  public  works;  her  increasing  popula- 
te ^  her  vast  agricultural  resources;  her  rich  valleys  and  fertile 
fiekls,  combined  with  the  energy  an4  enterprising  character  of 
her  citizens. 
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The  revival  of  our  credit,  as  manifested  in  the  increasing  price 
of  our  stocks,  will  give  a  new  impulse  to  the  friends  of  such  im- 
provements as  have  been  authorized  by  law,  and  petitions  will 
undoubtedly  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  for  the  construction 
of  sundry  canals,  railroads  and  turnpikes.  Applications  have 
already  been  made  to  the  board  for  funds  to  construct  the  Mouot 
Vernon  and  Loudonville  Canals*  In  these  cases,  we  have  de- 
clined making  an  issue  of  stocks.  We  believed  the  policy  of  tte 
State,  in  her  legislation  on  the  subject  for  the  last  three  or  four 
years,  has  looked  only  to  the  completion  of  works  in  progress, 
and  the  payment  of  domestic  creditors,  without  entering  upon 
the  construction  of  new  improvements.  Hence  we  have  pre- 
ferred a  submission  of  these  matters  to  the  General  Assembly 
now  in  session.  The  wants  and  interests  of  the  State,  and  the 
claims  of  particular  sections,  can  be  more  appropriately  deter- 
mined and  settled  by  the  immediate  agents  of  the  people,  than 
by  a  board,  vrfiose  authority  to  act,  wimout  further  legislation,  is 
certainly  very  doubtful. 

In  entering  upon  the  construction  of  new  works,  the  question 
will  arise,  how  much  can  the  liabilities  of  the  State  be  increased 
without  producing  a  revulsion  in  the  price  of  our  stocks?  We 
confidently  believe  our  State  debt  cannot  safely  be  increased 
beyond  the  present  amount;  and  a  heavy  depreciation  would  not 
only  result  m  loss  to  the  State,  but  in  the  suspension  of  sock 
works  as  may  now  be  put  under  contract.  The  tax  already  re- 
quired to  be  assessed,  in  addition  to  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
public  works,  to  meet  the  payment  of  interest,  exceeds  six  hund- 
red thousand  dollars.  This  tax,  if  not  now  regarded  as  op- 
pressive, has  approached  the  maximum  amount  to  which  it  cati 
with  safety  be  extended. 

The  future  policy  of  the  State,  in  relation  to  internal  improve- 
ments, comes  appropriately  within  the  scope  of  duties  resting 
upon  the  immediate  agents  of  the  people  in  their  representative 
capacity,  and  we  submit  the  whole  subject  to  them,  -with  a  fall 
assurance  that  the  best  interest  of  the  State  will  be  secured  in 
the  wisdom  of  such  measures  as  they  shall  think  proper  to 
adopt. 

The  State  of  Ohio  has  now  been  engaged  about  nineteen 
years  in  works  of  internal  improvement,  with  an  average  ex- 
penditure of  nearly  a  million  of  dollars  annually.  Most  ofthese 
works  are  of  great  importance,  and  must,  in  view  of  the  in- 
creasing population  and  business  of  the  State,  become  very  pro- 
ductive. 

In  estimating  the  real  benefit  of  our  public  works,  it  would  be 
a  very  limited  view  of  their  importance  to  measure  their  value 
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only  by  the  amount  of  tolls,  received.  Tbey  have  opened  new 
channels  of  intercommunication  between  the  different  portions 
of  our  own  State,  developing  the  value,  and  bringing  into  use 
the  treasures  of  extensive  coal  formations — furnishing  new 
avenues  of  foreign  trade,  with  every  facility  for  the  various 
transactions  of  business,  in  almost  every  quarter  of  the  State. 
By  these  means  of  communication,  our  citizens  have  been  en- 
abled to  throw  their  produce  into  the  northern,  eastern  and 
southern  markets,  at  an  expense  so  greatly  diminished  as  to  in- 
crease its  value  at  home  from  twentjr  five  to  fifty  per  cent. 

With  the  completion  of  the  public  works,  n  different  aspect 
wiU  be  presented  in  our  financial  affairs.  Heavy  loans  wilt  no 
longer  oe  required,  and  works  rendered  unproductive  by  inter- 
ruptions in  the  conununication  between  the  important  points 
they  were  designed  to  connect,  will  then  yield  an  amount  near- 
ly or  quite  equal  to  the  interest  of  the  money  borrowed  for  their 
construction,  thereby  avoiding*  in  a  great  measure,  the  necessity 
of  resorting  to  the  general  revenue  for  the  payment  of  interest. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Miami  Extension  Canal,  which 
will  be  done  in  the  course  of  the  next  season,  there  will  be,  with- 
in the  limits  of  Ohio,  eight  hundred  and  two  miles  of  navigable 
canal,  (including  the  Muskingum  Improvement,)  owned  wholly 
by  the  State,  and  forming  two  entire  lines  of  communication  be- 
tween Lake  Erie  and  the  Ohio  river. 

No  State  in  the  Union  that  does  not  border  on  the  Atlantic 
coast,  will  jpossess  greater  facilities  for  communication  with  the 
oommercial  cities  than  Ohio.  Besides  the  great  leading  arteries 
of  trade  opened  by  the  Ohio  and  Miami  Canals,  we  have,  on  the 
west,  the  Wabash  and  Erie  and  Whitewater  Canals,  extending 
iato  Indiana,  and  on  the  ^ast,  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  Canal, 
passing  into  Pennsylvania,  and  forming  another  communication 
with  the  Ohio  river  below  Pittsburgh.  With  these  widely  ej- 
teaded  improvements,  can  we  not  look  forward  with  confidence  to 
the  period  when,  as  a  State,  we  shall  enjoy  the  fruits  of  so  many 
years'  labor  and  expenditure?  If,  on  the  one  hand,  the  net  pro- 
ceeds of  tolls  should  not,  for  some  years,  yield  a  revenue  equal 
to  the  annual  interest  on  the  State  debt,  we  should  also  be  r(  • 
minded,  on  the  other,  of  the  vast  increase  in  wealth  atid  populr- 
tion  resulting  from  the  construction  of  these  improvement?. 
They  have  turned  the  tide  of  emignition  to  Ohio.  New  cities 
and  villages  have  sprung  into  existence  along  the  line  of  our 
euials,  which  have  ^ven  new  life  and  vigor  to  the  business  open - 
tioiis  of  our  people  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  These  results  are 
stSl  exerting  a  happy  influence  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  State, 
and  wiU  hereafter  be  developed  to  a  great  extent,  particularly 
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in  those  sections  bordering  on  the  Wabash  and  £rie,  and  Mil 
canals.

To  the  Senate: 


GuNnjEifEN:  The  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  resolution  of  the  SOth  ultimo,  calling  for  '*the 
amount  paid  for  clerk  hire,  from  1833  to  1843,  Inclusive,  in  both 
branches  of  the  General  Assembly;  designating  the  names  of 
the  principal  clerks  each  year;  the  items  chai^^ed  and  the  sums 
total  by  them  received;  also,  the  sums  total  for  assistant  clerk- 
ing, in  each  year,  in  each  branch,  with  the  number  of  assistants 
employed  in  each  branch,  respectively,  as  near  as  the  same  can 
be  ascertained." 

Annexed  I  hand  you,  in  tabular  form,  an  answer  to  the  inqui- 
ries embraced  in  your  resolution,  wiih  the  exception  of  the  last. 
My  books  show  to  whom  money  was  paid,  but  it  is  not  an  ac- 
curate criterion  as  to  the  number  of  clerks  during  the  session. 
I  have  no  means  of  knowing  how  long  each  clerk  was  employed, 
nor  what  number  were  employed  in  the  service  at  any  one  time. 
As  an  answer  on  this  point  would  not,  for  this  reason,  be  accu- 
rate, I  have  not  undertaken  to  respond  to  that  branch  of  the  res- 
olution in  which  it  is  embraced.

Iq  oonformitj  with  the  provisioDs  of  the  law  atganizifig  the  Board 
-ef  Public  Works,  they  submit  their  Seventh  Aonual  Report. 

The  several  works  committed  to  the  superintendeDce  of  the  board, 
tre  placed  in  special  charge  of  the  Acting  ConHnissioners,,  as  foJ* 
iows: 

Ohio  Cana),  Walhonding  Canal,  Hocking  Canal,  and  Muskingum 
improvemeot,  to  Leander  Ransom. 

Wabash  and  Brie  Canal,  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Road,  and 
tbe  charge  and  disposition  of  the  Staters  interest  in  certain  railroads, 
to  Rhodolphus  Dickinson. 

Miami  Canal,  Warren  County  Canal,  Extension  of  Miami  Canal, 
tod  National  Read,  to  William  Spencer. 

Tbe  condition  and  progress  of  the^  several  works  will  be  noticed 
ill  tbe  following  order: 

GfflO  CANAL. 

This  work,  as  usual,  has  been  in  constant  and  good  repair  througfa- 
iwt  the  8ea80i>,  and  navigation  has  been  sustained  without  interrup- 
tien,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  days*  delay  in  the  month  of  June, 
OQ  a  portion  of  the  line  between  Akron  and  Cleveland,  which  was 
tery  considerably  damaged  by  a  succession  of  rapid  floods  in  the 
Cayi^ioga  river  and  its  tributaries.  So  rapid  was  the  descent  of  rain, 
that  the  culverts  intended  to  convey  the  small  streams  under  the  canal, 
were  foond  insufficient^  and,  as  a  connequence,  many  of  these  streams 
passed  across  and  swept  away  both  banks  of  the  canal.  The  Cuya- 
hoga river,  in  many  places,  found  free  access  over  and  through  the 
hanks  of  the  canal;  and,  for  a  short  time,  near  one  half  of  the  line 
bstween  the  above  places  was  inundated.  To  add  to  the  difficulty, 
large  quantities  of  the  sand  from  thehills  and  high  banks  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  Cleveland,  were  swept  into  the  canal,  by  which 
iu  bed  was  in  many  places  entirely  filled.  By  the  commendable 
vigilance  of  the  engineer  and  the  superintendents,  these  formidable 
ohBtructions  were  soon  removed  and  navigation  resumed.  To  repair 
these  breaches  ia  the  short  time  required,  and  to  restore  this  part  of 
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.the  line  to  ito  Tormer  condition,  has  added  contideraMy  to  the  ^ 
gate  expense  of  repairs. 

The  ordinary  repairs,  and  those  necessary  to  insure  at  ril  tin 
safe  and  regular  navigatioui  such  as  the  removing  of  bars  an 
posits  from  the  bed  of  the  canal|  increasing  the  height  and  wid 
banks,  and  protecting  exposed  points,  have  received  the  requisit 
tention. 

Of  the  works  usually  detnoninated  extraordmary  repairs,  the 
lowing  are.the  roost  important  that  have  been  performcKl  this  set 
Four  locks  have  been  rebuilt;  one  near  Port  Washingteii,  one  i 
six  miles  north  of  Rosooe,  One  near  Carroll,  and  one  at  Lock 
These  locks  have  been  rebuilt  in  accordance  with  the  recent  imp 
ments  adopted  in  laying  stone,  and  from  materials  believed  to  be 
manent  and  durable.  The  wood  superstructures  of  two  acque 
have  been  rebuilt  on  improved  plans;  one  across  Raccoon  Vq 
Licking,  near  Newark,  the  other  crossing  D«#^oreek,  eight  t 
north  of  Cfaillioothe.  The  culvert  for  passing  the  creek  near  8bi 
vllle,  has  been  rebuitt  in  a  substantial  manner.  The  face  ol 
abutments  of  the  Circleville  aqueduct,  connected  with  the 
having  become  very  much  dilapidated  from  the  disintegretioo  o 
stone  of  which  it  was  composed,  a  pernoineiit  cut  stone  fadng 
laid  in  Water  cement,  has  been  erected.  The  face  stone  of  the 
ments  of  the  dams  on  the  S<iioto  and  Walnut  Creek,  having  bs 
very  much  shattered  from  the  action  of  timber  during  high^iratef 
from  the  materials  being  of  a  perishable  quality,  a  facing  compot 
a  timber  crib  has  been  constructed  at  the  most  exposed  points. 

Several  of  the  locks  on  the  north  part  of  the  line  have  been 
much  strengthened  and  secured  by  the  introduction  of  large  quan 
of  water  cement  in  the  interstices,  and  by  the  construction  of  H 
cribs.  Several  wastegates  add  culverts  have  been  construct* 
facilitate  the  draining  of  the  water  from  the  canal,  in  places  v 
bars  and  deposits  rectuire  to  be  frequently  removed. 

At  the  soothern  termination  of  this  canal,  some  expense  has 
necessarily  incurred  the  past  season  in  removing  drift  from  the  1 
levels,  which  is  brought  down  and  deposited  at  every  conside 
rise  in  the  Ohio  and  Scioto  rivers,  and,  also,  in  removing  depos 
sand  and  mud  from  the  lodks  and  entrances  to  them,  and  the  cu 
necting  the  two  rivers.  Additional  protections  have  also  been 
10  the  west  side  of  the  channel  leading  to  the  Ohio,  and  to  a 
above,  which  are  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  Soioto.  At  ct 
stages  of  the  water  at  this  point,  either  at  the  approach  of  low  ' 
in  the  Ohio,  or  when  a  rise  to^es  place  in  the  Scioto  and  not  a  a 
ponding  one  in  the  Ohb,  very  considerable  difficulty  is  ex  perl 
m  passmg  boats  from  the  lower  lock,  around  through  the  cn\f\ 
landing  in  front  of  the  town  of  Ponsrobuth. 

The  improvemenu  now  being  made  by  the  Portsmouth  Dry 
and  Steamboat  Basin  Company,  will,  to  some  extent,  remedy  ihl 
ficulty;  and  when  their  plans  are  fully  carried  oiif,%lie  fad 
afforded  by  their  works  will,  to  a  rery  great  extent,  if  Mt  wi 
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remedy  eikting  eirits.  The  improvemeiits  already  made  by  thie 
compaDy,^  consist  to  ihe  construction  of  a  sidecut  about  one  half  mile 
IB  length,  branching  out  on  the  west  side  of  the  oanal^  above  the  third 
Jock,  which  is  twenty  eight  feet  above  low  water  in  the  Ohio,  and  ter- 
mmating  in  a  large  basin  on  the  bank  of  the  Ohio  river.  In  front  of 
tbis  basis,  and  oa  the  immediate  bank  of  tlie  river,  a  ^ntly  sloping 
grade,  well  secured  with  stone  protection  and  Mcldamized,  is  con* 
structed,  and  betweea  the  basin  and  grade  several  stone  and  brick 
warehouses  have  been  erected,  and  they  have  already  commenced 
doing  a  share  of  the  forwarding  and  mercantile  business.  Their  con- 
templated improvements  consist  of  a  steamboat  basin  and  dry  dock, 
with  two  locks  of  sufficient  size  to  introduce  the  larger  clads  ot  steam- 
boaU;  also,  the  extending  of  their  grade  for  additional  warehouse 
facilities,  and  the  construction  of  a  bridge  across  the  new  channel  of 
the  Scioto,  to  eoanect  Portsmouth  proper  and  the  company^s  Improve- 
ments. 

Preparations  are  in  progress,  by  the  board,  for  rebuilding,  during 
tbe  wiater  and  spring,  and  before  the  time  necessary  (or  opening  the 
oanal  for  navigation,  the  a^ueducU  at  Mill  Creek,  Tinkers^  Creek,  and 
It  the  Peninsula,  and  two  locks  at  Lockville,  besides  two  or  three  cul- 
verts. These  works  had  become  so  much  decayed  that  it  was  con- 
adered  unsafe  to  risk  them  another  year. 

There  has  been  paid,  on  this  canal,  for  the  year  ending  November

Showing  a  decrease  in  expenditure,  this  year,  of- f  14,319  74 

The  present  condition  of  this  work  ipduces  the  belief,  that  a  fur- 
ther decrease  in  expenditure  for  repairs  will  be  experienced  the 
oofliiag  year. 

The  amount  received  by  the  collectors  on  this  canal,  for  tolls,  fines 
Md  water  rents,  du ring  the  year  ending  Nov.  30, 1 843,  is  $322,764  82, 
»d  (64,687  40  less  than  was  received  the  preceding  year. 

This  result,  the  board  are  free  to  acknowledge,  was  not  anticipated 
at  the  commencement  of  the  season ;  yet,  after  deducting  every  ex-* 
P^se  attendant  upon  keeping  the  work  in  repair  and  collecting  the 
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tolls,  the  net  proceeds  will  pay  four  and  one  third  per  cent  on  theeos^ 
of  the  canal. 

The  main  lines  of  the  public  works  of  the  States  of  New  York  an* 
Pennsylvania  receive  a  large  share  of  thetr  revenue  from  the  pro- 
ducts of  other  States  passing  entrrely  through  them.  This  is  not  the 
case  with  the  Ohio  Canal  f  it  has  to  depend  almost  entirely  upon  the* 
resources  of  the  State;  and  the  increase  or  deerease  of  its  revenue 
results  from  the  condition  of  the  cr^s  and  the  fluctuation  of  prices. 

In  1837,  when  the  prices  of  produce  were  so  high,  the  board  added 
twenty  per  cent,  to  the  then  existing  rates  of  toll  on  the  public  worki. 
The  next  year  this  was  taken  off  of  mefchandise  passing  south  from 
Cleveland.  Last  winter,  the  prices  of  produce  had  become  so  much 
depressed,  the  board  reduced  the  tolls  on  wheat,  fk>ur,  pork,  lard  oil, 
corn  and  leaf  tobacco,  and  merchandise  passing  north,  to  former 
rates.  They  also  made  a  diicriminating  rate  on  flour,  wheat,  pork^ 
lard  oil,  corn  and  leaf  tobacco,  passing  over  200  miles,  as  an  induce- 
ment for  the  shipping  of  these  articles  the  northern  route. 

These  reductions  and  discriminations^  the  board  believed,  were 
necessary  for  many  reasons,  among  which  the  following  form  a  part: 

The  construction  of  M^Adamized  roads  connecting  with  the  Na- 
tional Road,  and  forming  a  continuous  route  through  the  ceatre  of  the 
State,  and  the  low  rates  of  tolls  which  the  Legislature  had  fixed  oa 
property  passing  on  them,  had  induced  the  transportation  of  large 
quantities  of  merchandise  from  Cincinnati  to  the  interior  of  the  State, 
and  the  shipping  of  produce  in  return. 

Large  quantities  of  merchandise  were  also  transported  from  the 
East,  by  the  National  Road,  to  the  interior,  and  in  return  the  bacoa 
and  unmanufactured  tobacco,  and  many  other  articles,  were  shipped 
by  return  wagons  from  the  counties  of  Fairfield,  Licking,  Perry,  Mu«- 
kingum,  and  many  other  points.  The  toll  on  the  road  being  so  ar* 
ranged  that  a  vehicle  carrying  five  tons  paid  no  more  toll  than  one 
carrying  Rve  pounds. 

Added  to  this  the  high  rates  of  toll  charged  on  produce  conveyed 
on  the  Canal,  compared  with  the  depressed  prices  of  many  articles  of 
produce,  together  with  the  scarcity  of  money,  and  want  of  other  busi- 
ness, induced  many  of  the  farmers  residing  in  the  counties  of  Wayne, 
Richland  and  Knox,  as  well  as  others  not  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  Canal,  to  transport  their  products  to  the  ports  on  the  Lake  by  their 
own  vehicles,  instead  of  bringing  them  to  the  diflTerent  ports  on  the 
Canal,  especially  as  they  receive  for  return  loading,  mercbanoiseand 
salt  for  the  neighboring  mefchants,  and  thereby  liquidate  debts  whicht 
during  a  season  of  "better  times,''  they  would  have  preferred  paying 
in  cash. 

The  competition  created  between  the  eastern  cities,  by  the  different 
lines  of  public  works  leading  to  them,  induced  ofiers  to  be  made  for 
the  transportation  of  flour,  pork  and  leaf  tobacco,  from  the  Muskin- 
gum valley,  and  the  counties,  bordering  thereon,  by  the  forwarders 
on  the  Pennsylvania  and  Baltimore  routes,  at  rates  below  what  those 
articles  could  be  taken  the  northern  route,  had  the  tolls  remained 
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withoBt  reductiiiD;  audi  even  «tthe  reduoed  rates,  apotticiQ  of  the 
fiour,  as  far  up  as  M^CoDnellsville,  has  been  shipped  the  past  season 
by  the  Peansjlvania  route.  These,  as  well  as  other  causes,  induced 
the  Board  to  the  belief  that  a  return  to  former  rates,  on  the  leading 
and  staple  articles  of  produce,  had  become  politic  and  necessary. 

Of  the  wheat  and  flour  shipped  north  this  year,  there  has  been  a 
falling  off  in  wheat,  compared  with  last  year,  of  498,129  bushels,  and 
an  increase  in  flour  of  84,668  barrels.  Allowing  five  bushels  of 
wheat  to  each  barrel  of  flour,  the  aggregate  decrease  in  wheat  is  only 
about  75,000  bushels;  whereas,  the  aggregate  decrease  in  pounds,  by 
which  the  tolls  are  charged,  amount  to  11,200,000.  And  while  the 
aggregateof  flour  and  wheat,  shipped  from  ports  north  of,  and  in* 
eluding,  Ro£KX>e,  has  very  considerably  increased  over  the  shipments 
of  last  year;  the  shipments  from  ports  south  of  JElosooe  have  decreased 
nearly  one  half*  This  has  resulted  from  the  partial  failure  of  the 
wheat  crop  for  the  last  two  years  in  that  portion  of  the  State  border* 
iog  on  the  Canal,  south  of,  and  including  a  part  of  ^Licking  county, 
while  the  crop  north  of  this  point  has  been  much  more  than  an  aver* 
age  one.  Unlike  former  years,  but  a  small  amount  of  this  yearns  crop 
of  wheat  has  gone  forward.  The  sudden  and  unexampled  depression 
in  prices,  imoMdiately  on  the  eve  of  the  harvest,  caused  in  part  by  the 
partial  closing  of  the  Canada  market,  induced  such  of  the  wheat  grow- 
ers as  were  in  a  condition  to  do  so,  to  withhold  further  sales.  Had  fair 
prices  continued,  so  as  to  have  induced  the  continuation  of  the  sales 
and  the  shipping  of  wheat  during  the  fall  months,  as  in  former  years,  it 
is  beleived  the  aggregate  tolls,  notwithstanding  the  reduction  in  rates, 
and  the  falling  ofi*  in  many  other  articles  of  produce,  would  have  ex- 
ceeded the  receipts  of  last  year. 

As  an  instance  of  the  great  diflerenoe  between  this  and  former 
years,  it  may  be  proper  to  state  that  at  a  single  milling  establishment, 
in  the  town  of  Zanesville,  they  manufactured  and  shipped,  after  har- 
vest in  1842, 12,000  barrels  of  flour,  while  this  year,  during  thesame 
period,  not  exceeding  3,000  barrels  were  manufactured  and  shipped. 
The  wheat,  however,  is  in  the  country  and  must  ffo  forward  another 
year,  and  the  apparent  loss  in  revenue  is  believed  to  be  only  tempo- 
rary. 

Muck  the  largest  amount  of  pork  transported  on  the  Ohio  Canal, 
is  produced  from  a  district  of  county  south  of  and  including  Columbus. 
It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  encourage,  as  far  as  practicable, 
the  shipping  of  this  pork,  as  well  as  other  products  similarly  situ* 
ated,  by  the  northern  route,  thereby  increasing,  to  a  considero^le  ex- 
tent, the  aggregateof  tolls;  yet  the  prices  of  freight  to  the  eastern 
cities  by  the  way  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  advantages  resulting  from 
an  early  shipment,  have  often  outweighed  every  inducement  thai 
could,  with  propriety,  be  oflTered  by  the  Board  in  favor  of  the  northern 
route. 

Such  has  been  the  case  the  past  year,  as  the  following  comparison 
of  shipments  will  show.

Pverious  to  the  manufacture  of  salt,  to  any  tery  great  extent,  m 
the  ralley  of  the  Bocktog,  nearly  the  whole  supply  u>r  the  counties 
bordering  on  the  Ohio  C^oal  was  derived  from  the  salt  maauftetones 
of  Syracuse.  In  1 839,  the  quantity  shipped  from  Ctereland  amounted 
to  109,916  barrels.  It  is  found,  by  examining  the  collectors  returns 
for  that  year,  that  only  35,000  barrels  of  the  above  amount  wers  left 
at  ports  north  of  and  itiokidinff  Bosooe,  while  about  75,000  were  left 
at  ports  south  of  Ro80oe;and  of  this  last  amount,  over  17,000  tmr-* 
rels  were  shipped  to  Portsmouth  for  the  southern  market* 

This  trade  has  graduitlly  declined  as  the  Ohio  salt  came  in  oompeti* 
tion,  md  this  year  the  whole  amount  shipped  iVom  Cfev^and  amount! 
to  only  44,310barrels,  of  which  34,500  were  loft  at  ports  north  of 
and  including  Roscoe,  while  less  than  10,000  have  been  shipped  to 
ports  south  of  that  place.  The  deficiency  for  consumption  is  nmde 
up  from  the  Muskingum  and  Hocking  works  and  from  Kanhawa. 

The  discriminating  tolls  on  salt,  which  have,  from  time  to  lime^ 
been  arranged  with  reference  to  afibrdrng,  to  some  extent,  protectioo 
to  the  mam^acturers  of  salt  in  this  State,  are  now  so  mat,  that  with 
the  foctlities  afiR)rded  the  manufscturersof  salt  in  the  Muskingum  and 
and  Hocking  valleys  by  the  use  of  coal,  and  the  construction  of  the 
Muskingum  Improvement  and  Hocking  Canal,  that  very  ItRle,  if  any, 
foreign  salt  can  be  transported  south  of  Rosooe,  at  any  rate  so  fong 
OS  tim  Ohio  salt  is  afforded  at  the  present  low  prices.  As  a  conse 
quence  the  large  amount  of  revenue  that  would  otherwise  be  derived 
from  the  intn^uction  of  New  York  salt,  Will  be  in  a  measare  losl^ 
whUe,  as  a  setoff*,  we  encourage  and  foster  its  manufacture  in  this 
StafCe 

For  a  series  of  years  a  line  of  packet  boats,  for  the  conveyanoe  of 
passengers,  had  been  in  successful  operation  on  this  Canal,  but,  from 
causes  best  known  to  the  proprietors,  said  to  be  the  want  of  sufficient 
patronage  from  the  public,  it  has  been  suspended,  and  no  packets 
have  been  running  on  this  CAnal  the  past  season.  While  this  has  op* 
erated  very  much  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  traveling  eomonmi^, 
tt  has  also,  to  some  extent,  operated  to  reduce  the  aggregate  of  toUs^ 
The  collectors^  returns  show  that  the  number  of  passengers  transport- 
ed on  the  Ohio  Canal,  for  the  past  ]rear,  is  12,777  less  than  the  pre^ 
cedhg  year.

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WALflONDING  CANAL. 

This  work  hat  been  in  good  reparr  throughout  he  season,  but  from 
tts  Kmited  extentt  and  its  not  terminating  at  any  important  point,  ver; 
little  basiness  has  been  done  upon  it. 

The  amount  received  by  the  collector,  fbr  the  year  etiding  Novem- 
ber 30,  1845,  is  $857  77. 

This  work  was  commenced  with  the  mtention  and  expectation  of 
extending  it  up  the  branches  of  the  Walhonding  river  to  important 

Bunts  in  the  counties  of  Knox  and  Richland;  and  on  the  10th  day  of 
arch,  1858,  a  law  was  passed  to  provide  fbr  the  extension  of  the 
Walhonding  Canal  up  the  Vernon  river  to  Mount  Vernon,  in  Knox 
county,  and  up  the  Mohican  to  Loudon vttle,  in  the  county  of  Rich- 
land. This  law,  among  other  things,  directs  "that  whenever  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  work  on  said  Canals 
may  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  with  economy,  and  without  mate* 
rial  detriment  to  the  public  works  in  the  vicinity  which  may  be  then 
in  progress,  d^ ,  &c.,  they  shall  certify  the  same,  together  with  an 
estimate  of  the  sums  which  can  be  advantageously  expended  on  the 
same,  whhin  the  year  next  ensuing,  and  so  on,  from  year  to  year,  du- 
ring tbeprogress  of  the  work,  to  the  Commi^tsioRers  of  the  Canal 
Pood  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  shalf,  from  time  to 
time,  on  receiving  such  certified  estimates  from  the  Board  of  Pubiia 
Works,  be  authorized  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  Slate,  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent.,  pejr  annum,  the  sums  so  certi- 
fied to  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work;  provided,  such 
loans  can  be  made  on  reasonable  ternos.^ 

On  the  6th  day  of  April,  1839,  the  Board  made  the  necessary  cer* 
tified  estimates  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  and  als» 
made  the  necessary  preparations  for  commencing  the  work,  by  a  per- 
manent location  of  the  same. 

A  few  days  previous  to  the  time  designated  for  advertising  for  the 
letting  of  the  work,  a  communication  was  received  from  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Canal  Fund,  then  in  New  York,  notifying  the  Board 
that  money  could  not  then  be  borrowed  at  six  per  cent,  to  carry  on  this 
work,  and  urging  that  the  work  for  a  time  be  suspended,  which  re- 
quest was  complied  with. 

As  there  had  net  been  a  time,  since  the  suspension  of  this  work, 
that  money  could  be  borrowed  at  six  per  cent.,  until  late  this  fall,  fur- 
ther action  was  not  had  by  the  Board,  Early  in  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber the  Board  were  notified  that  a  proposition  had  been  made  to  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  by  seventy  of  the  most  wealthy 
citizens  of  Knox  county,  to  purchase  the  six  per  cent,  domestic  bonds 
of  the  State  at  par,  sufficient  in  amount  to  complete  the  extension  of 
the  Walhonding  Canal  to  Mt.  Vernon,  provided  the  money  should  be 
expended  for  that  purpose;  and  on  the  17th  day  of  October  the  Board 
addressed  the  following  communication  to  the  Commissioners  of  tke 
Canal  Fond* 
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"Office  of  the  Boabd  of  Public  Woms, 
Co/umiu*,  October  17,  1843. 
To  the  Honor dbU  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund: 

G£ntl£M£N->Oq  the  6th  day  of  April,  1839,  the  Board  of  Pul 
Works,  preparatory  to  the  placing  of  the  Vernon  Canal  under  c 
tract,  made  the  certificates  required  by  law  to  be  presented  toi 
Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund,  in  which  they  estimated  thdt( 
hundred  thousand  dollars  could  be  advantageously  expended  the  fi 
year. 

About  the  time  the  work  was  to  have  been  placed  under  cootr 
they  were   notified  by  the  Canal  Fund   Commissioners  that  tnoi 
could  not  then  be  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and 
quested  that  the  letting  of  the  work  be  suspended  until  a  more  fav 
able  time. 

Understanding  that  money  can  now  be  obtained  agreeably  to 
provisions  of  the  law,  the  Board  are  ready  to  commence  the  Yen 
Canal|if  your  Board  can  and  will  provide  the  means.

and  for  bids  to  be  received  on  the  1st  day  of  December.

HOCKING  CANAL. 

The  lower^  seven  miles  of  this  work,  remaining  unfinished  at  the 
daie  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Board,  was  not  entirely  comple* 
ted  and  prepared  for  navigation  until  near  the  first  of  September. 

The  whole  line  is  now  finished,  and  the  facilities  thereby  afibrded 
for  transporting  th6  products  of  this  valley  to  market,  such  as  wheat, 
ftnir,  and  tobacco,  and  more  especially  salt  and  coal,  will,  it  is  be* 
lieTed,  in  a  few  years,  afford  a  very  considerable  revenue  from  the 
tolls  on  those  articles. 

By  referring  to  the  returns  of  receipts  and  ship- 
ments, it  will  be  seen  that  the  increase  in  the  ship- 
ments, for  the  year,  of  flour  is 6,802  barrels.

The  Hocking  Canal  commences  at  Carroll,  on  the  Ohio  Canal,  and 
extends  to  Athens,  in  Athens  county,  a  distance  of  66  miles.  The 
first  9  miles,  extending  to  Lancaster,  in  Fairfield  county,  was  origi- 
Dally  constructed  by  the  Lancaster  Lateral  Canal  Company,  and 
subsequently  purchased  of  the  company  by  the  State;  and  it  has  since 
been  very  much  changed  and  improved  by  the  removal  of  locks  at 
each  end  of  a  summit,  of  two  feet  lift  each,  and  the  reducing  the

mimmit,  and  tncreasing  the  wkkh,  so  as  to  (brm  one  contiduous  lev( 
from  Carroll  to  Lancaster.  Prom  Lancaster  the  canal  descends  i 
the  immedtate  valley  of  the  Hocktog,  where  it  continues  till  it  reael 
es  its  termination  at  Athens.  In  its  course  it  passes  through  Laoca 
ter,  Logan,  Nelsonville,  and  Chauncey,  all  points  of  very  consideri 
ble  importance,  and  a  few  other  places  of  more  recent  growth. 

This  canal  has  26  liA  locks,  with  an  aggregate  descent  of  20i.6'l( 
feet,  besides  5  guard  locks,  34  culverts,  8  feeder  and  stackwati 
dams,  and  an  aqueduct  with  a  wooden  trunk  of  80  feet  spa 
crossing  Monday  creek,  founded  on  abutments  of  out  stone,  simili 
ia  plan  to  the  aqueduct  at  Circievillet  on  the  Ohio  Canal.  The  toel 
and  culverts  have  been  constructed  in  a  simikir  manner  to  those  < 
the  Ohio  Canal.  The  dams,  with  one  exception,  are  constructed 
the  following  manner: 

A  foundation  is  first  formed  by  placing  trees  parallel  to  the  cha 
nel  of  the  stream,  in  layers  or  courses  extending  entirely  across  tl 
river.  These  trees  are  intermingled  with  rubble-stone,  and  rais 
to  a  point  corresponding  with  low  water  mark,  and  varying  in  thic 
ness,  depending  on  particular  locations,  from  4  to  8  feet.  On  tti 
foundation  a  crib  of  hewn  timber,  securely  tied  together  and  filt< 
with  stone,  is  raised  to  the  requisite  height  and  covered  with  4  in< 
plank.  The  upper  angle  is  graveled,  and  the  ends  are  secured  1 
stone  or  crib  abutments.  At  the  Falls  of  Hocking  the  dam  isloc 
ted  on  a  firm  and  level  rock  foundation.  On  this  is  erected  two  o 
stone  abutments*  Between  these  abutments  a  double  wall  of  timb 
S&  feet  thick  is  firmly  secured  to  the  rock  foundation.  This  titnb 
wall  IS  9  feet  high,  and  is  an  arc  of  200  feet,  and  40  feet  versed  sk 
with  thecrowa  upstream.  The  upper  angle  is  filled  with  grav^ 
and  the  whole  structure  is  one  of  great  permanenoe  and  durabilil 
The  first  of  the  slack  water  pools  commences  at  Rush  Creek, 
miles  below  Carroll,  and  extends  H  miles.  The  second  commem 
near  Greenes  Mills,  22  miles  from  Carroll,  and  extends  to  Uoeki 
Falls,  a  distance  of  5  miles.  The  third,  Sj  miles  above  Athens,  a 
extends  three  fourths  of  a  mile.  Thisoaoal  appears  to  be  well  bu 
and,  it  is  believed,  can  be  kept  in.  repair  at  a  less  expense  than 
usual  for  works  of  the  kind.

IIDSKINGUM  IMPROVEMENT. 

Navigation  on  this  work  has  been  sustained,  during  the  season,  with 
tio  serious  interruption* 

Prom  the  defect  in  the  original  plan  of  eonstructing  several  of  the 
dams,  considerable  expense  has  necessarily  been  incurred  the  past 
season  in  repairs.  The  improvements  made  to  these  works  is  of  a 
permanent  nature;  and  unless  unforeseen  contingencies  should  pre- 
vent, it  is  anticipated  that  the  expense  for  repairs  the  coming  season, 
trill  not  exceed  one  half  the  pastl 

The  repairs  to  the  dam  at  Simms  creek,  consist  in  raising  the  crib 
fcrming  the  tumble  of  the  dam,  about  120  feet  in  length,  and  3  feet  in 
height,  and  the  addition  of  considerable  quantities  of  brush,  stone  and 
gravel,  to  the  upper  slope.  The  side  of  the  lode  wall,  forming  one  of 
the  abutments  of  the  dam,  has  also  been  protected.  Other  repairs,  of 
a  Kght  nature,  have  been  'made,  and  the  whole  work  placed  in  good 
oebdition. 

The  repairs  to  the  works  at  Zanesville,  have  been  the  removing  of 
bam  at  the  tower  entrance  of  the  lock. 

At  Taylorsviile,  nothing  more  has  been  necessary  than  the  removal 
df  a  bar  of  gravel  from  the  channel  below  the  lock,  and  the  replacing 
of  tome  70  planks  on  the  lower  side  of  the  dam. 

At  Rokeby,  the  dam  being  too  short,  and  constructed  on  a  gravel 
foaadation,  the  repairs  have  necessarily  been  difficult  and  expensive. 
About  350  feet  in  length  of  the  crib  has  been  rebuilt,  on  a  more  per* 
inaoent  plan,  and  the  necessary  quantities  of  brush,  stone  and  gravel, 
pieced  above,  in  the  upper  angle.  Further  protections  have  been  made 
to  the  lock  wall  abutnrient:  and  the  cribs  at  the  other  abutment,  and  at 
tie  lower  end  of  the  lock,  have  been  repaired. 

At  McConnelsville,  the  front  of  the  dam  has  been  remoddled  on  a 
different  plan,  with  hewn  timber,  and  a  large  amount  of  gravel  placed 
6a  the  upper  slope. 

The  repairs  at  Windsor  consist  of  additions  to  a  small  guard  bank, 
and  sense  alight  protections  about  the  lock. 

At  Luke  Chute,  the  crib  abutment  had  settled  so  much,  that  an  ad- 
4Hk>aal  one  has  been  erected  above  it . 

The  dam  at  Beverly,  in  consequence  of  some  slight  settling,  had  to 
be  raised  about  three  feet,  for  120  feet  in  length,  and  one  foot  for  the 
remainder.  The  fender  cribs,  at  the  foot  of  the  lock,  have  also  been 
raised  an  additional  height  to  prevent  the  antictpatted  damages,  from 
too  great  a  pressure  en  the  lower  end  of  the  loA  walls,  by  the  thruM 
of  t£o  gates. 
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At  Lowelli  no  repairi  of  consequeoce  bave  been  required.  1 
embank meot  and  culvert,  preparatory  to  a  more  extended  uae  of 
yaluable  water  power  at  that  place,  are  nearly  completed. 

The  dam  at  DevolPs,  though  constructed  on  a  rock  foundation,  ^ 
considerably  damaged  by  the  cutting  out  of  the  rock  at  the  toe,  by 
action  of  the  water,  and  the  removing  of  a  portion  of  the  string  pie( 
plank  and  stone,  from  the  front  of  the  sloping  crib.  A  crib  apron 
been  constructed,  the  iStone  and  plank  replaced,  and  the  dam  is  i 
considered  safe. 

That  portion  of  the  dam  at  Marietta,  not  previously  repaired,  al 
190  feet  in  length,  has  been  reconstructed,  to  correspond  with 
^^  other  portions,  by  an  apron  and  crib  of  timber.     This  dam  is  now  < 

'^l^M  side  red  in  a  very  safe  condition. 

In  repairing  these  works,  the  alterations,  additions  and  impn 
ments,  have  been  made  with  especial  reference  to  the  results  of  e] 
riments  that  have  been  in  progress  since  the  completion  of  the  ds 
These  dams  were  originally  constructed  in  the  form  of  the  roofi 
log  cabin,  with  string  pieces  and  ties;  the  interior  filled  with  st 
and  the  slopes  covered  with  plank.  This  plan  has  succeeded  v 
well,  where  the  dams  were  located  on  a  rock  bottom,  and  where 
length  of  the  dam  was  sufficient.  But  where  the  dams  have  h 
located  on  a  gravel  foundation,  and  not  more  than  two  thirds  the 
quisite  length,  as  is  the  case  with  a  portion  of  the  dama  on  this 
provement,  much  difficulty  and  trouble  has  been  experienced,  at 
considerable  rise  in  the  rj,ver.  The  principle  difficulty  has  beei 
the  undermining  of  the  toe  of  the  dam,  end  consequent  settling, 
the  removal  of  the  plank  and  stone  from  the  lower  slope.  In  g 
where  any  considerable  repairr  have  become  necessary,  a  crib  of  b 
timber,  filled  with  stone,  has  been  constructed  at,  and  connected  « 
the  toe  of  the  dam,  and  raised  from  one  third  to  one  half  the  orig 
height  of  the  dam,  so  that  the  force  of  the  stream,  in  passing  ove 
much  retarded,  and  a  new  direction  given  to  it,  after  meeting  witb 
crib  apron.  This  plan  promises  very  favorable  results,  and  n 
benefit  has  already  been  experienced,  where  the  change  has  1 
adopted. 

Much  the  largest  portion  of  the  valuable  water  power  on  this 
provement,  is  yet  out  of  use.  This  is  owing,  in  a  great  degree,  tc 
fears  entertained  by  many,  of  the  ultimate  permanency  of  the  w 
and,  in  part,  to  the  depressed  condition  of  the  manufacturing  intei 
for  a  few  years  past.  Arrangements,  however,  are  now  in  progi 
whereby  its  use  will  be  considerably  augmented  the  coming  sea 
and,  as  the  prospects  for  the  safety  of  the  work  are  increased,  an 
business  is  assuming  a  more  favorable  aspect,  it  is  believed  the.w 
of  it  will,  in  due  time,  be  brought  into  use. 

The  causes  which  have  operated  to  so  seriously  afiect  the  toll 
the  Ohio  Canal,  have  had  their  influence,  to  a  certain  extent,  on 
Improvement  the  past  year.  The  aggregate  of  tolls  collected,  it 
be  seen,  however,  have  considerably  mcreased,  but  not  to  the  ex 
anticipated.

MIAMI  CANAL. 

On  this  work  there  has  been  uninterrupted  navigation  during  the 
past  season,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  days  in  the  month  of  Septem- 
D^r,  occasioned  by  a  breach  near  Cincinnati,  and,  also,  a  short  sus^ 
pinsion  in  the  month  of  October,  when  ii  was  found  necessary  to 
draw  off  the  water  from  a  portion  of  the  line  in  order  to  repair  the 
guard  gates  on  the  Miami  feeder,  near  Middletown.  There  has  been 
no  general  drawing  off  of  the  water  on  this  canal  since  the  summer  of 
1841;  since  that  time,  almost  uninterrupted  navigatiou  has  been 
maintained,  except  a  few  days,  at  different  times,  occasioned  by  breach- 
es, and  when  closed  by  ice  for  short  periods  during  the  winter  sea- 
son.  Owing  to  the  peculiar  features  of  the  country  through  which 
this  canal  is  located,  it  being,  in  many  p?aces,  immediately  at  the  base 
of  steep  hills  and  high  bluns,  interspersed  with  large  ravines,  which, 
in  times  of  heavy  rains,  discharge  large  bodies  of  water  into  the  ca- 
nal, the  hills  being  of  a  very  alluvial  nature,  consequently  forming 
large  and  extensive  bars,  that,  at  times,  in  a  great  measure,  obstruct 
the  navigation.  This  constitutes  a  very  heavy  item  in  the  repairs  on 
this  work.  During  the  last  summer,  those  bars  have  been  exten^ 
sively  removed  by  dredging  without  drawing  the  water  from  the  ca- 
nal. This  plan  has  been  ^und  to  cost  but  Tittle,  if  any  more,  than 
the  ordinary  ipode  of  removing  them  by  wheelbarrows,  while  at  the 
same  time  navigation  is  kept  uninterrupted. 

During  the  past  year,  the  repairs  have  been  heavier  than  those  of 
the  year  preceding,  owing  to  the  decayed  and  ruined  condition  of 
many  of  the  locks  and  wooden  structures  on  the  line.  Two  of  the 
locks  at  Lockland,  12  miles  Bortk  of  Cincinnati,  have  bean  considered 
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as  iintafe  for  two  w  thme  yeacs  past.  After  a  tborau^  aiarnHMi* 
tion,  la«t  spriog,  they  were  found  to  be  ia  such  a  coadiuoti  that  tlu»y 
were  liable  to  (all  down  from  the  siighteat  caaualty.  It  was  oooakl- 
ercd  the  most  prudent  coturae  to  prepare  the  necessary  ouiterials  for 
jpebuiidiog  them.  All  the  necessary  stone  are  now  on  the  ground 
aufficient  for  the  building  of  both  lockst  and  cut  ready  for  lining.  It 
wu,  also,  found  necessary  to  rebuild  three  aqueducts,  which  had 
shown  indications  of  falling  down  Au*  the  tastiwo  yeajrsi  they  having 
on  ^verai  occasions  given  way,  and  had  been  repaired  by  sustaining 
them  with  false  timbers  and  braces.  The  materials  for  iheas  aque* 
ducts  are  delivered  at  the  proper  places,  ready  for  raising  and  can  be 
put  up  and  completed  at  any  time,  in  a  fow  days.  There  has,  abo, 
been  stone  and  materials  prepared  for  four  or  five  new  tumbles;  the 
old  ones  were  originally  built  of  timber;  they  are  now  in  a  decayed 
state  and  liable  to  give  way  at  any  hour;  the  materials  bein^  prepared 
at  the  several  locations,  they  can  be  rebuilt  without  interfering  with 
the  navigation. 

Comparatively  little  more  expense  will  be  incurred  in  these  partie* 
ular  repairs.  Many  of  the  lock  gates  on  the  line  have  been  rebuilt; 
this  is  also  an  expensive  item.  Many  others  of  the  locks  are  in  a  di* 
lapidated  condition,  more  particularly  those  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 
There  are  located  at  this  point  ten  locks,  overcoming  an  ascent  from 
the  Ohio  river  to  the  upper  level,  in  the  city,  otone  hundred  and  ten/eeL 
One  of  these  locks  fell  down  in  the  summer  of  1842,  and  was  rebuilt; 
tbe  remaining  nine  are  in  an  unsafe  condition,  owing  to  many  of  the 
stone  having  become  much  decomposed.  The  stone  of  which  these 
locks  are  constructed,  are  of  such  a  character  that  they  are  easiljr 
operated  on  by  the  action  of  the  water  and  frost;  they  will,  in  all 
probability,  have  to  be  rebuilt  in  a  very  few  years,  and,  perhaps,  some 
of  them  very  soon,  as  they  are  liable  to  fall  down  at  any  time.  The 
Board  consider  the  rebuilding  of  these  locks  to  be  of  doubtful  policy, 
as  they  are  but  little,  if  any,  used  for  the  purposes  of  navigation. 
There  is,  it  is  true,  a  very  large  amount  of  water  power  at  this  point, 
which  is  now  extensively  used  for  hydraulic  purposes;  a  small  ex- 
penditure, however,  will  enable  the  lessees  of  the  water  power  to  use 
It  with  equal  advantage  as  though  the  locks  were  kept  in  repair .  The 
Board  ask  of  the  Legislature  to  be  instructed  in  relation  to  this  sub 
ject,  inasmuch  as  not  only  complaints,  but  charges  of  profligacy  and 
dishonesty,  have  been  made  from  a  certain  quarter  in  relation  to  the 
cost  of  repairs.  It  may  not  be  improper  to  remark,  that  a  considera- 
ble amount  of  tbe  cost  of  the  lock  rebuilt  at  thb  point,  in  1842,  is  in* 
eluded  in  the  expenses  of  the  present  year,  the  accounts  not  being  set* 
iled  at  the  close  of  tbe  then  fiscal  year.

The  Auditor  of  State,  in  his  annual  report  of  December  4,  1843, 
states  that  the  cost  of  repairs  on  this  work  and  on  the  Miami  Exten* 
sion  canal,  (which  includes  the  Extension  as  far  north  as  the  mouth 
of  Loramie^s  cseek)  to  be  $55,847  39,  and  that  the  cost  of  repairs  on 
these  works  amount  to  $35,524  08  more  than  that  of  the  preceding 
year.  How  the  Auditor  arrived  at  this  conclusion  is  difficult  to  deter- 
mioe.  It  can  scarcely  be  presumed  that  he  wUfully  misstated  the 
facts,  or  that  he  was  led  into  error  through  ignorance;  be  that  as  it 
may,  the  statements  are  palpably  incorrect.  The  cost  of  repairs  and 
superintendence  on  these  works,  as  before  shown  under  their  proper 
b^cls,  are —

This,  it  will  be  seen,  differs  widely  from  the  statement  of  the  Audi* 
tor.  Many  of  the  checks  issued  for  repairs  in  the  year  1842,  were 
oatstanding  and  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  were  subsequent* 
Ijpaid,  in  1843,  but  certainly  they  could  not,  in  justice,  be  charged 
to  the  expenses  of  1843. 

When  the  present  Acting  Commissioner  took  charge  of  this  work, 
io  April,  1842,  the  aqueducts  then  being  constructed  on  this  part  of 
the  Miami  Extension  were  under  the  charge  of  E.  G.  Barney,  the 
resident  engineer  on  the  northern  division  of  this  canal.  The  pay- 
ments made  on  these  works,  previous  to  that  time,  by  T.  G.  Bates, 
former  Commissioner,  and  the  payments  made  by  the  present  Com- 
missioner on  the  28th  of  June,  1842,  were  certified  by  Mr.  Barney — 
at  which  time  the  work  was  placed  under  the  charge  of  John  W, 
Erwin,  Esq.,  the  present  resident  engineer.  This  fact  of  the  first 
estimates  having  been  certified  by  the  engineer,  in  charge  of  the  new 
work,  north,  may  have  led  to  error. 

Mr.  Brough,  also,  states  ^nhathe  can  bear  the  testimony  of  his  own 
personal  knowledge  that  the  resident  engineer  on  the  southern  dtvisian 
of  the  Miami  canal,  bas  labored  with  commendable  zeal  within  his 
own  sphere  to  retrench  his  expenditures,  and  manage  his  work  with 
oomomy.''  This  is  all  very  true;  Mr.  Erwin  bas  done  his  duty 
£4-— Firn.  Doo. 
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promptly  and  faithfully,  but  the  Auditor  should,  also,  hare  known  t 
the  same  engineer  has  charge  of  the  entire  line  of  the  Miami  Cai 
the  Warren  County  Canal,  and  that  portion  of  the  Miami  Exteoa 
Canal  south  of  the  mouth  of  Loramies  creekt  the  very  works  that 
complains  of  as  being  so  imprudently  managed. 

It  is  further  stated  by  the  Auditor,  that  he  ''can not  shut  his  eyei 
facts,  nor  his  ears  to  Ike  reports  of  other  nun^  neither  divest  his  oi 
of  the  impression  created  by  the  figures  denc^ting  these  expenditui 
that  there  are  too  many  officers  and  retainers,  too  mtich  of  a  spiri 
favoritism,  and  a  want  of  strict  and  rigid  eponomy  aiui  accountabil 
on  these  two  public  works.^  On  these  works,  embracing  121  m 
of  canal,  in  addition  to  feeders,  dams,  &c.,  connected  therewiih,  th 
is  one  resident  engineer  and  four  superintendents  of  Repairs;  tin 
in  addition  to  the  collectors  of  tolls  form  the  sum  total  of  the  ^'sinecui 
placemen  and  favorites,^'  that  the  Auditor  states  are  upon  these  woi 
The  Board  are  of  opinion  that  although  they  may  be  *^inexperienc 
in  relation  to  the  proper  policy  to  be  adopted  in  making  repairs,  tl 
they  are  as  competent  to  judge  of  the  number  of  agents  that  are 
oessary,and  of  the  kind  and  description  of  repairs  that  will  prove 
most  lasting  and  durable  and  most  for  the  interest  of  the  Suite,  a 
man  who  is  not  only  inexperienced,  but  lacks  the  common  practi 
knowledge  of  the  manner  of  doing  work. 

MIAMI  EXTENSION  CANAL. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Board,  it  was  ant 
pated  that  so  much  of  this  canal  as  lies  north  of  Piqua,  comme 
ing  at  the  mouth  of  Loramie's  creek  and  extending  to  a  point 
miles  north  of  Sfr  Marys;  and,  also,  the  Sidney  Feeder,  comprisi 
in  all,  a  distance  of  about  sixty  miles,  would  be  completed  and  ret 
for  navigation  as  early  as  the  first  of  July  last.  Owing  to  unaToi 
ble  casualties,  this  anticipation  was  not  realized.  Navigation  i 
opened  on  the  Sidney  Feeder  in  the  month  of  September,  and  on 
main  line  not  until  the  month  of  November,  so  late  in  the  season  t! 
little  or  no  business  could  be  done.  The  water  was  let  into  the  S 
ney  Feeder  in  the  nwnth  of  June,  when  several  very  heavy  and 
tensive  breaches  occurred,  which  was  attended  with  much  delay  i 
a  heavy  expense  in  repairing* 

Subsequent  to  that  time,  other  heavy  breaches  coniinued  to  oc( 
at  short  intervals,  wl.ich  was  attended  with  like  delay  and  heavy 
pense  in  repairing.  It  is  yet  considered,  and  must,  from  the  pecul 
character  of  ihe  earth,  remain,  at  least  for  some  years,  a  dangen 
and  doubtful  work,  in  regard  to  breaches.  It  is  much  feared  tl 
heavy  breaches  may  occur  during  the  next  spring,  although  eve 
precaution  has  been  taken  to  guard  against  them.  This  feeder,  for  t 
most  part,  is  constructed  along  the  high  bluffs  of  the  Miami  River,  a 
the  sides  of  steep  hills;  these  bluffs  and  hill-sides,  are,  for  the  m 
part,  composed  of  Clay,  with  occasional  veins  of  fine  sand,  throu 
^  Which  water  will  pass  with  little  apparent  obstruction,  thereby  ca 
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ing  eitensivn  slides,  and,  in  some  lostaDces,  carrying  away  the  entire 
canal.  On  the  main  line,  many  of  the  sections  were  completed  in  the 
years  1840  and  1841,  some  of  them,  sections  that  are  much  exposed 
in  consequence  of  small  streams  and  ravines  discharging  their  flood 
waters  into  the  canal;  these  sections,  or  many  of  them,  had  become 
much  filled  up  in  consequence  of  the  washing  of  the  banks,  and  the 
deposits  formed  by  the  discharge  of  the  water  from  the  streams,  and 
ravines  above  named. 

The  expense  of  cleaning  out  and  repairing  these  sections  for  the 
reception  of  the  water,  was  much  greater  than  bad  been  anticipated. 
Some  breaches  also  accrued  while  filling  the  main  canal,  but  none  of 
a  very  serious  character.  This  portion  of  the  line  is  now  complete, 
with  the  exception  of  a  small  amount  of  work  to  be  performed  on 
the  east  embankment  of  the  Mercer  County  Reservoir,  which  will  be 
done  early  in  the  coming  spring,  perhaps  as  early  as  February  next* 

During  the  fall  of  1842  the  western  embankment  of  the  Mercer 
County  Keservoir  was  closed  up  so  as  to  prevent  entirely  the  waters 
of  the  Wabash  from  passing  out  at  that  point,  it  being  their  natural 
and  usual  channel,  causing  the  water  to  pass  off  at  the  east  end  of  ^ne 
Reservoir,  to  tht)  height  of  about  four  feet,  the  ground  being  somewhat 
lower  at  the  west  than  at  the  east  end,  and  having  to  pass  about  nine 
miles  before  passing  out  through  the  east  embankment. 

This  course  gave  great  dissatisfaction  to  the  citizens  of  Celina  and 
vicinity;  they  contending  that  the  Board  had  no  right  to  close  up  the 
embankment  until  the  timber  was  thoroughly  cleared  from  the  land 
that  would  be  flowed  with  water.  .Their  opposition  to  the  closing  up 
of  this  bank  is  understood  to  be  based  on  the  following  resolution  of 
the  General  Assembly,  passed  January  21,  1841:  *Hhat  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  enter  into  no  con- 
tract for  the  clearing  of  the  Mercer  County  Reservoir  until  the  meet- 
ing of  the  next  Legislature,  and  that  the  letting  now  advertised  for 
clearing  the  same,  be  suspended;  and  the  said  Board  are,  also,  hereby 
directed  not  to  suffer  any  water  to  be  laid  up  in  said  reservoir,  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  until  the  same  shall  have  been  fully  cleared  of 
limber.''  No  provision  whatever  has  been  subsequently  made  by  the 
Legislature,  or  means  provided  for  cleaning  this  reservoir  of  timber, 
nor  have  any  instructions  been  given  to  the  Board  in  relation  thereto, 
other  than  what  may  be  implied  from  the  act  passed  February  .28, 
1843,  entitled  ^an  act  to  provide  for  the  completion  of  that  portion 
of  the  Miami  Extension  Canal  not  now  under  contract,''  and  the 
preamble  attached  thereto.  From  this  act  it  may  be  inferred  that  the 
^gislalure  did  not  contemplate  clearing  the  timber  from  the  reser- 
voir. 

1q  the  month  of  May  last,  during  the  absence  of  the  State  agents, 
the  citizens,  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  or  more,  assembled,  by 
previous  arrangement,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Celina,  (which  town  is 
located  immediately  on  the  west  bank  of  tho  reservoir)  and,  after  la- 
boring two  days,  succeeded  in  making  a  breach  through  the  bank, 
ttbottt  one  mile  south  of  the  town,  sufficient  to  pass  the  streams  aod 
draw  off  what  water  had  collected  in  the  reservoir.    The  board  regret 
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to  state  that  there  were  some  men  of  respectability  ant!  good  stand- 
ing ia  society  engaged  in  this  transaction;  nnen  holding  importaM 
public  stations,  whose  course  of  conduet  should  be  an  example  to 
light  the  paths  of  others.  On  the  a rri val  of  the  Acting  Commissioner, 
a  few  days  after  the  commission  of  the  ofience,  he  caused  some  twenty 
of  the  individuals  concerned,  to  be  arrested,  under  the  prorisions  of 
the  12th  section  of  the  **act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  canals 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,^  &c  ,  passed  March  S3,  1840,  who  were  held  to 
bail  for  their  appearance  at  the  next  term  of  the  court  of  Cemmoo 
Pleas,  then  next  to  be  holden  within  and  for  the  county  of  Mercer, 
and,  at  the  next  term  thereafter,  the  grand  jurors  of  the  county,  al- 
though the  facts  were  clearly  proven,  refused  to  find  bills  of  ii^ict- 
ment  against  the  defendants.  The  Board  are  not  disposed  to  charge 
that  unfair  and  improper  means  were  resorted  to  in  selecting  the 
ffrand  jurors,  but  true  it  is  that  some,  at  least*  of  those  jurors  were, 
directly  or  indirectly,  concerned  in  the  destruction  of  the  bank. 

It  is  said  that  the  breach,  when  first  made,  was  about  eight  feet 
wide  at  the  bottom;  but  the  passage  of  so  large  a  body  of  water,  with 
a  strong  current,  undermined  the  ends  of  the  embankment,  and  car- 
ried off  a  largeamount  of  earth.  It  is  supposed  that  it  will  require 
from  4  to  6,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  repair  it.  This  breach  was 
made  in  a  low,  wet  prairie,  which,  for  two  thirds  or  three  fourths  of 
the  year,  is  inundated;  the  earth  tu  repair  it  will, consequently,  have 
to  be  taken  from  a  point,  at  the  distance  of  from  one  fourth  to  a  half 
mile;  but,  from  the  unfavorable  ground  over  which  it  will  have  to  be 
conveyed,  it  will  cost  the  State  little  short  of  fifty  cents  per  yard. 

The  Board  would  particularly  call  the  attention  of  the  Liegislatttre 
to  this  matter,  and  suggest,  whether  it  would  not  be  proper  to  extend 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  so  that  prosecutions 
may,  for  like  offences,  be  commenced  and  carried  on  in  any  other 
county  than  that  where  the  offence  was  committed?  Whether  the  act 
of  the  Commissioner  in  charge  of  this  work,  in  closing  up  the  bank, 
was  proper  or  improper,  the  Board  does  not  conceive  that  it  gave  to 
the  other  party  any  right  to  violate  a  ki  own  and  positive  law  of  the 
State. 

It  is  important  that  this  matter  bhould  be  finally  determined  by  the 
present  Legislature.  It  will  cost  at  least  $160,000  to  clear  off  the  tim- 
ber and  protect  the  embankment,  which  will  be  rendered  necessary, 
in  consequence  of  the  timber  being  removed.  There  is,  within  the 
Beservoir,  near  seventeen  thousand  acresy  about  four  thousand  of  which 
is  a  low,  wet  prairie,  which  is,  for  a  large  portion  of  the  year,  inunda* 
ted,  and,  at  times,  to  the  depth  of  several  feet ;  the  balance  is  very  heavy 
timbered  land. 

The  objection  urged,  against  permitting  the  timber  to  remain  is,  that 
it  will  create  sickness.  This  opinion  the  Board  do  not  believe  to  be 
well  founded,  although  it  may  be  honestly  entertained.  Experience, 
in  regard  to  this  matter,  has  proved  the  fact  to  be  otherwise.  As  an 
instance,  they  would  cite  the  Licking  Summit  Reservoir.  That  Res- 
erroiry  as  is  well  known  by  those  conversant  with  it,  and  who  reside 
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in  the  viciatty,  so  far  from  creating  sickness^  there  haa  been  a  decided 
improvement  in  the  heahh  of  the  adjacent  country.  This  Reservoir, 
it  will  be  recollected,  does  not  contain  more  than  one  sixth  the  area  of 
(bat  of  the  Morcer  county  Reservoir;  and  no  one  fact  is  better  estab- 
lished, than  that,  the  larger  and  deeper  the  pond,  the  more  pure  will 
be  the  water. 

Tbis  has  been  a  very  expensive  work;  and,  without  it,  the  canal  is 
entirely  useless.  The  entire  length  of  line  intended  to  be  supplied 
with  water  from  this  Reservoir,  is  about  fitly  miles;  and,  in  addition 
to  supplying  the  canal,  a  large  annount  of  water  power  will  be  created, 
which  can  be  used  for  hydraulic  purposes,  which  will  not  only  prove 
valaable  to  the  State,  but  is  of  vast  importance  to  that  section  of  the 
country.  About  fifteen  miles  of  tho  canal  now  completed,  is  entirely 
dependant  on  this  Reservoir  for  its  supply  of  water;  and,  if  the  em- 
bankment cannot  be  closed,  no  navigation  can  be  reasonably  expected 
afier  the  first  of  June,  until  a  rise  of  water  takes  place  in  the  Miami 
river,  during  the  iall. 

AAer  the  passage  of  the  act  of  February  26,  1843,  and  as  soon  as 
the  weather  and  the  condition  of  the  cbuntry  would  permit,  th^  re- 
maining portion  of  this  canal,  and  the  Loramie  Reservoir,  embraced 
in  said  act,  was  carefully  relooated  and  estimated,  and  proposals  invi- 
ted for  its  construction.  The  letting  took  place  at  the  town  of  St* 
Marys,  on  the  15th  day  of  June  last.  Bids  were  received  for  the 
work  by  sections,  and,  also,  for  the  entire  line,  including  the  Reservoir. 
A  large  number  of  bids  were  received;  and,  among  the  bidders,  were 
many  of  the  best  contractors  in  the  State,  as  well  as  some  from  other 
States.  The  entire  work  was  let  to  P.  W.  Taylor  &  Co.,  of  Granville, 
for  the  sum  of  $322,000— being  $45,000  less  than  the  estimate  of  last 
year — to  be  completed  by  the  first  of  November,  1 844.  Of  the  ability 
and  disposition  of  those  gentlemen  to  perform  their  part  of  the  con- 
tract, the  Board  do  not  entertain  a  doubt;  their  known  character  as 
contractors,  and  men  of  energy  and  strict  business  habits,  are  a  suffi* 
cient  guaranty  that  the  work  will  not  only  be  well  done,  but  rapidly 
completed.  Prom  the  present  advanced  stage  of  the  work,  and  should 
the  winter  prove  ordinarily  favorable  for  labor,  boats  will,  no  doubt, 
pass  from  Cincinnati  to  Lake  Erie,  before  the  close  of  navigation  next 
year;  provided,  however,  the  Boafd  are  permitted  to  secure  sufficient 
water  in  the  Mercer  county  Reservoir,  during  the  coming  spring,  to 
fill  the  canal,  after  its  completion.  No  navigation  will,  or  can  be  ex- 
pected, without  procuring  the  necessary  supply  of  water  from  that 
source. 

There  will  be  some  damages  sustained  by  individuals,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  construction  of  the  Loramies  Reservoir,  by  flowing 
their  lands.  It  is  presumed  that  little  or  no  damage  will  be  done  to 
private  property,  on  the  line  of  the  canal.  No  provision  has  been 
made  by  legislative  enactment  to  meet  these  damages,  or  the  contin- 
gent expenses  and  pay  of  engineers  on  the  work,  unless  the  act  au- 
thorizing the  construction  of  the  work  be  so  construed,  as  to  apply  a 
portion  «f  the  unexpended  balance  of  $i5fi00,  to  these  purposes.

This  balance!,  at  wall  as  the  entire  apf>ropriatioi)|  it  will  be  recollected* 
are  payable  in  6  per  cent,  domestic  bonda.  Whether  it  wouM  be  riglit 
or  just  for  the  State  to  pay  thoae  hoods  to  indivtdaals,  as  cash,  for 

Eroperty  destroyed,  is  a  matter  for  the  Legislature^  and  not  for  the 
loardy  to  determine.    It  would  seem  that  some  legislatiTe  enactaieBt 
was  necessary  in  this  case. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  7th«  1858,  entitled  **  an  act 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  compromise  with  the  own- 
ers of  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  Mercer  County  Reservoir,'*'  a 
number  of  tracts  of  land  have  been  conveyed  to  the  State.  The  greater 
portion  of  those  lands  lie  on  the  margin  of  the  Reservoir,  and  portioas 
of  the  tracts  will  not  be  flowed  with  water.  Many  of  those  fractions 
are  valuable,  and  some  of  them  have  improvements  upon  them  which 
are  valuable;  and,  in  order  to  save  them  from  waste,  it  is  necessary 
that  some  steps  should  be  taken  m  relation  thereto.  Some  of  those 
lands  could,  no  doubt,  be  sold  at  a  fair  price,  provided  they  were  au- 
thorized to  be  sold,  as  other  lands  owned  by  the  State,  and  lying  in 
the  same  district.  These  lands,  together  with  their  improvetnents, 
have  cost  the  State  a  large  amount  of  money,  and  it  is  important  to 
save  from  it  as  much, as  possible. 

The  Loramies  Reservoir  will  contain  an  area  of  about  two  thoasand 
acres,  a  large  proportion  of  which  is  very  wet,  swampy  land,  entirely 
unfit  for  cultivation,  and  all,  or  nearly  all  of  it,  heavily  timbered.  N» 
calculation  had  been  made  on  clearing  off  the  timber,  conse^^uently  it 
has  not  been  examiiied  with  a  view  of  estimating  its  probable  cost. 
Should  the  Legislature ,  however,  determine  on  doing  so,  it  ia  fair  to 
presume  that  it  will  cost  from  $12  to  $15  per  acre,  amounting  to  some 
$30,000,  to  which  should  be  added  the  expense  of  protecting  the  banks^ 
should  it  be  cleared. 

In  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Board  to  the  Gieneral  Assembly,  in 
making  up  the  liabilities,  the  following  statement  is  shown:

Since  the  Auditor  of  State,  in  the  plenitude  of  his  power,  has  seen 
proper  to  make  an  attack  upon  the  Acting  Commissioner  on  this  work^ 
charging  him  with  profligacy,  dishonesty  and  incompetency,  it  is 
proper  that  an  explanation  should  be  made;  it  is  alike  due  to  the  Le- 
gislature,  the  public,  and  himself.    The  Auditor  states  that  he  called. 
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w  peraoo,  oaihe  vammhbTs  of  the  Board  for  a  ataiemeiit  of  the  amount 
due,  aod  ii6ce«8ary  to  complete  the  aeveral  works  then  under  contract, 
aod  that  the  amount  reported  to  him  en  tHe  Miami  Bxtenaion,  waa 
fM0,0OO.  Mr.  Brough  did  call  on  the  Board,  sometime  during  the 
last  sesstoo,  for  the  amount  then  du&i  which  was  given  him  as  near 
as  coald  then  be  ascertained,  without  the  expense  and  labor  of  taking 
a  new  estimate,  and  was  stated  at  $500,000;  it  was  the  annount  sup- 
posed to  be  then  due,  and  not  to  tnclude  the  unfinished  work. 

It  is  true*  nevertheless,  that  the  amount  reported,  $677,202  12,  will 
k\\  considerably  short  of  the  actual  amount.  The  amount  of  work 
to  be  completed  on  the  15th  of  November,  1842,  was  underestimated. 
A  large  proportion  of  the  sections  on  the  line,  some  of  which  wer^ 
completed,  and  others  requiring  a  small  amount  of  work  to  complete 
tbem,were  at  that  lime  unsettled,  as  well  as  the  heavier  sections;  con- 
sequently many  items  were  iefi  out  which  ought  to  have  been,  and, 
under  other  circumstances,  would  have  been  included.  The  repairs 
incident  to  fiiiing  the  cnnal  and  Sidney  Feeder  with  water,  the  breach- 
es, &c.^  before  adverted  to,  cost  a  large  amount,  which  was  not,  nor 
could  not  have  been,  anticipated  at  the  time  of  making  up  the  accounts 
of  last  year.  There  is,  also,  the  item  of  damages,  sustained  by  indi- 
viduals, in  conse<)uence  of  the  construction  of  the  canal,  and  lands  in 
the  Mercer  county  Reservoir,  paid  for  under  the  provisions  of  an  act 
of  tbe  Cieneral  Assembly,  passed  March  7,  IS38,  entitled  <^  an  act  to 
aathorixe  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  compromise  with  the  owners 
eClaods  within  the  limits  of  the  Mercer  County  Reservoir;*^  which  was 
not,  uid  could  not  be,  included  in  any  estimate  at  that  time,  for  the 
reason,  that  the  report  of  the  appraisers  of  damages,  was  not  made 
nniil  after  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  was  presented  to  the  Legis- 
lature; nor  was  it  known  what  amount  of  lands  would  be  surrendered 
ID  the  Reservoir.  This  has,  also,  aided  considerably  in  swelling  the 
amount.  These  damages,  however,  were  not  provided  for  in  the  law 
authorizing  a  loan  to  pay  the  domestic  creditors  of  the  State;  never- 
theless, they  have  been  paid  as  other  checks,  and  have,  in  proportion  to 
their  amount,  aided  in  reducing  that  fund.  This,  however,  tho  Board 
are  not  disposed  to  complain  of,  for  those  individuals  were  as  much, 
and  perhaps  more,  entitled  to  their  pay  than  any  others,  as  the  State 
had  taken  their  property  without  their  consent,  and  converted  it  to 
itsowD  use;  yet  they  protest  against  its  being  made  to  operate  injuri- 
ously against  any  member  of  the  Board,  when  it  was  no  fault  of  hia. 
They  would  appeal  to  the  judgment  and  common  sense  of  any  practl- 
"Cal  engineer,  or  other  person  competent  to  take  an  estimate,  whether 
aoy  work  of  the  kind,  situated  as  that  portion  of  the  Miami  Extension 
Canal  then  was,  could,  in  the  short  time  required,  have  been  estima- 
ted so  as  to  comprehend  every  item? 

There  arc  lands  lying  in  the  Mercer  county  Reservoir,  owned  by 
individuals,  that  have  not  yet  been  surrendered;  the  number  of  acres, 
or  amount,  is  unknown  to  the  Board;  but  it  is  supposed  to  comprise  a 
number  of  tracts.  There  are,  also,  damages  done  to  individual  prop- 
erty, on  various  paru  of  the  canal^  that  have  not  been  assessed.  Some 
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of  the  claimtnto  made  their  applications  late  daring  the*pMt  fall,  and 
the  report  of  the  appraisers  has  not  been  received;  others^  it  is  pre- 
sumed, who  claim  damages,  have  not  yet  made  their  applications. 
The  Board  have  no  means  by  which  they  can  judge  of  the  probable 
amount  of  these  claims;  the  amount  may  be  very  small,  or  it  may  be 
otherwise.

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lo  making  up  the  amount  of  checks,  outstanding  oo  the  15th  No- 
vember, 1842,  the  total  annount  of  checks  issued,  from  the  Idth  of 
November,  1841,  to  tho  15th  November,  1842,  was  taken  as  the  cor- 
rect amount,  $371,975  02  of  which  had  been  issued  by  T.  G.  Bates, 
former  Acting  Commissioner,  and  $166,891  68;  and,  also,  $5,653  07 
of  damage  checks,  by  William  Spencer,  the  present  Acting  Commi*- 
sioDer,  making,  in  all,  the  sum  of  $544,519  77;  from  which  was  de- 
ducted the  sum  reported  hy  the  Secretary  of  the  then  Board  of  Fund 
Commissioners,  as  having  heen  redeemed  in  domestic  State  honds, 
1246,469  57,  leaving  a  balance,  outstanding,  of  $299,050  20.  The 
present  Commissioner  having  taken  charge  of  the  work  on  the  first 
day  of  April,  1842,  and  the  former  Commissioner,  Mr.  Bates,  being 
absent  at  the  time  of  making  up  the  last  annual  report,  and  not  then 
having  closed  his  accounts,  it  could  not  be  certainly  known  whether 
there  were  checks  of  an  older  date  than  the  15th  November,  1841, 
outstanding.  Payments,  in  nK>ney,  had  been  made  on  this  work,  in 
Ai^st  or  September,  of  1841 ;  and  it  was  stated,  and  so  believed,  that 
00  checks  had  been  issued  l^  Mr.  Bates,  from  the  period  of  that  pay- 
meut,  up  to  the  15th  November.  If  there  were  any  checks  issued 
between  those  periods,  they  were  outstanding  on  the  15th  November, 
W2,  and  not  included  in  the  estimate  of  debts  duo. 

That  portion  of  the  Miami  Extension  Canal,  which  lies  between 
Dayton  and  the  mouth  of  Loramies  creek,  three  miles  north  of  Piqua, 
oooaprising  a  distance  of  33  miles,  has  been  in  a  good  navigable  con- 
diliofi  during  the  past  year,  except  for  a  short  period,  while  complei- 
tiog  the  aqueduct  across  Mad  river,  near  Dayton.  This  portion  of  the 
caoal  has  heretofore,  in  a  great  measure,  been  unproductive,  and  will, 
18  well  as  that  portion  recently  completed,  remain  so  until  the  entire 
liite,  north  of  it,  shall  have  been  completed  and  brought  into  use.  The 
tolls  collected  during  the  past  year,  however,  have  increased  over  that 
of  former  years.

Of  this  amount,  $6,050  50  was  for,  and  on  account  of,  the  new

naade  by  T.  G.  Bates,  Esq.,  former  Acting  Commissioner.  The  actual 
cost  of  the  ordinary  repairs,  for  the  past  year,  has  been  $2,529  14. 
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WABASH  AND  ERIE  CANAL. 

Navigation  on  this  canal  was  opened  in  the  month  of  May  lasl. 
continued  uninterrupted  on  the  whole  line  during  the  season, 
the  exception  of  a  piece  of  slackwater  navigation  at  the  head  of 
Rapids,  which,  for  the  want  of  a  sufficient  dam  at  that  place,  was 
dered  difficult  and,  at  times,  somewhat  dangerous. 

The  amount  received  by  the  collectors  on  this  work,  for 
finesy  tolls  and  water  rents,  during  the  year  ending

The  above  amount  of  receipts  from  tolls  did  not  fully  meet  tb 
pectation  of  the  Board  at  the  commencement  of  the  season ;  but  ac 
was  the  first  season  of  complete  navigation,  estimates  were  neo 
rily  based  upon  conjecture. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months,  there  was  but  compara 
ly  small  amounts  of  up  freight,  which  consists  principally  of 
chandise,  and  during  the  same  time  the  down  freight,  consisting o 
produce  of  the  country,  was  much  less  than  was  expected— afld 
reason  was  obvious.  Merchants  had  engaged  their  goods  thr< 
other  channels  before  they  could  be  assured  of  the  uninterrupted 
of  the  canal,  and  shippers  of  produce,  apprehensive  of  brcachei 
detentions  incident  to  the  early  navigation  of  all  new  canals,  tc 
other  avenues  for  the  transportation  of  their  property  to  market, 
last  year's  experience  of  ihe  certainty  of  an  uninterrupted  navigi 
^ill  herea(\er  command  all  the  business  legitimately  belonging  t( 
canal.

Much  of  this  amount  has  been  expended  in  protecting  portio 
the  work  most  exposed,  and  in  cutting  drains  to  prevent  the  ovei 
of  the  adjoining  lands.  There  has  been  no  breaches  on  this  ? 
careful  attention  has  prevented  all  accidents  of  the  kind.  All  pa 
the  work — the  reservoir  banks,  the  aqueducts,  the  culverts,  the  I 
and  canal  banks  have  stood  well,  and  promi^se  to  remain  so  wit 
exception  of  about  fifty  chams  of  canal  bank  near  Roche  de  Bou 
miles  above  Maumee  City,  which  at  the  time  the  canal  was  m 
completed  was  discovered  to  rest  upon  earth  of  the  nature  of  q 
sand.  The  weight  of  the  canal  bank  gradually  displaced  this  q 
sand,  and  it  consequently  kept  sinking;  and  in  order  to  prev 
breach  at  this  place  it  was  necessary  to  continue  to  raise  the  bar 
fast  as  it  settled,  hoping  that  it  would,  after  displacing  the  quick 
find  a  permanent  resting  place,  which  it  is  believed  it  has  at  this 
nearly  done. 
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Iir  tba  last  aitoual  report  of  this  Board,  it  was  stated  that  there  were 
some  jobfl  yet  to  be  finished  before  this  work  could  be  considered 
connplete — that  the  following  were  the  pieces  of  work  which  remained 
unfinished,  and  which  were  in  progress  of  construction,  to  wit:  a 
small  amount  of  clearing  on  the  Six  Mile  Reservoir;  also  adam  across 
the  Mauroee  river  at  the  head  of  the  Rapids,  with  some  towing  path 
at  that  place;  and  at  the  outlet  of  the  side  cut  at  Maumee  City,  some 
work  was  necessary  to  complete  the  connexion  with  the  Maumee 
river  and  the  town  of  Perrysburg;  and  that  the  above  was  all  that 
remained  unfinished  on  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal. 

Owing  to  the  sudden  setting  in  of  winter,  which  took  place  about 
the  15th  of  November,  1842,  the  unfinished  work  on  the  reservoir, 
which  consisted  of  clearing  was  not  completed,  and  in  that  situation 
was  taken  possession  of  by  filling  the  reservoir  with  water.  The 
amount  unfinished  was  so  small  that  it  was  of  no  great  importance. 

The  dam  across  the  Maumee  river,  at  the  head  of  the  Rapids,  was 
among  the  work  let  at  the  time  of  placing  the  whole  line  onder  con- 
tract, in  1837.  It  was  commenc»il  and  a  portion  of  the  materials  de- 
livered for  its  construction,  but  owing  to  a  suit  being  commenced  in 
the  circuit  court  against  the  Board,  for  Hae  purpose  of  prohibiting  its ' 
construction,  the  Board  determined  to  suspend  operations  until  the  re- 
salt  of  the  suit  was  known. 

By  suspending  the  work  the  contractor  became  dissatisfied  and 
abandoned  bis  job.  After  the  suit  was  determined,  the  Acting  Com- 
misBtoner  advertised  for  its  letting,  and  again  placed  it  under  contract. 
The  idea  of  abandoning  its  construction  has  never,  for  a  moment, 
been  entertained  by  either  of  the  Members  of  the  Board.  The  only 
difference  of  opinion  that  has  ever  existed,  is  in  its  specefic  location. 
Owing  to  this  cause,  the  Acting  Commissioner,  in  charge  of  the  work, 
has  caused  a  temporary  suspension  until  its  present  location  shall  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Board,  or  another  selected.  The  object  of 
constructing  this  dam  is  the  introduction  of  a  feeder  from  the  Maumee 
river,  to  supply  the  line  of  the  canal  from  this  point  to  Manhattan,  a 
distance  of  SO  miles,  and,  also,  to  raise  the  water  in  the  Maumee  river, 
sufficiently  to  create  slack  water  navigation,  an  additional  distance  of 
14  miles  above. 

During  the  past  summer,  by  means  of  a  temporary  dam  at  this 
place,  and  at  the  expense  of  over  $1,000  the  canal  has  been  supplied 
with  water,  and  with  the  aid  of  lighters  to  unload  and  lessen  the  draft 
of  loaded  boats,  an  uncertain  and  precarious  navigation  has  been  kept 
up  without  much  other  damage  than  injury  to  one  or  two  boats  and 
cargoes. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  to  your  honorable 
body,  he  has  seen  proper  to  state,  among  other  things,  that  a  dam  at 
this  place  is  not  necessary,  and,  also,  that  the  contract  for  the  building 
of  this  dam  was  let  without  competition,  and  at  an  extravagantly  high 
price.  These  statements  are  incorrect  in  every  respect;  and  had  the 
Auditor  taken  the  pains  of  making  the  inquiry  at  the  office  of  this 
Board,  he  would  have  found  twenty  six  difFerent  bids  from  good  and

responsible  men,  most  of  whom  were,  or  had  been,  contractors  on 
public  works  of  this  State,  and  well  aoquainied  with  work  of 
character,  and  he  would,  also,  have  found  that  the  work  was  awan 
to  the  lowest  bidder.  Bids  for  the  construction  of  this  dam  were 
vited  by  advertising  in  several  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  this  S 
and  of  general  circulation,  to  be  received  at  Columbus,  in  the  wii 
of  1841  and  MS,  at  which  time  and  place  the  work  was  let.  Ac 
spection  of  the  bids  will  show  that  there  was  spirited  competition, 
the  contract  will  show  that  the  work  was  taken  at  a  low,  and  no 
extravagantly  high  price. 

In  relation  to  the  work  complained  of  in  the  Auditor^s  repor 
the  outlet  of  the  Maumee  sidecut,  it  was  a  part  of  the  original  dei 
that  this  work  should  be  executed,  both  on  account  of  its  being  ne 
sary  to  complete  the  connection  with  the  Maumee  river,  and,  alsi 
being  the  cheapest  plan  that  could  be  devised.  This  work  belor 
to  a  contract  let  in  1837,  embracing  sections  15  and  18,  aad  the  M 
mee  sidecut,  but  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  means  to  pay  off  con  tract 
and  there  being  no  pressing  necessity  for  finishing  this  portion  of 
canal  until  the  completion  of  the  whole  work,  which,  together  i 
the  high  prices  stipulated  for  in  the  contract  for  work  of  ihis  cba 
ter,  induced  a  delay  in  its  completion.  Early  last  spring,  the  < 
tractors  engaged  in  completing  the  above  mentioned  sections,  15. 
and  Maumee  sidecut,  failed  and  abandoned  this  work — whereu 
bids  were  solicited  for  completing  the  same, and  it  was  awarded  to 
ferent  individuals  at  a  cost  of  more  than  50  per  cent,  less  than 
original  contract  prices  of  1 837. 
The  cost  of  this  work,  according  to  the  contract  prices 

of  1837,  would  amount  to $27,737 

And  the  cost  at  the  present  prices  is 12,989 

Showing  a  difference  in  favor  of  the  State  of--  14,747 
In  addition  to  what  is  stated  above,  this  last  mentioned  work  ctei 
three  fourths  of  a  mile  of  additional  canal  upon  which  tolls  are  char 
and  paid  at  the  same  rate  that  they  are  on  the  other  portions  of 
canal,  making  it  the  cheapest,  in  cost  of  construction,  of  any  ot 
equal  portion  of  the  Wabash  and  Erie  canal. 

It  is  alledged,  in  the  report  of  the  Auditor,  that  there  has  be< 
profligate  expenditure  of  money  on  this  work.  This  is  a  cba 
easily  made,  and  would  be  as  readily  believed  were  there  not  si 
cient  proofs  to  contradict  it.  In  order  to  fully  understand  the  wb 
matter,  it  will  require  a  short  history  of  the  manner  of  the  lettiD 
the  work,  the  mode  of  estimating  the  amount  of  work  performed, 
the  process  of  paying  those  estimates. 

During  the  year  1837,  the  whole  line  of  the  Wabash  and  Eirecs 
was  put  under  contract,  with  the  exception  of  the  Six  Mile  Reserv 
These  contracts  were  made  with  the  lowest  responsible  bidders 
the  work,  after  inviting  bids  by  advertising  in  a  large  number  <  f 
newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  this  State  and  the  neighixtr 
States,  and  the  work  was  taken  as  low,  and,  in  many  instances,  as 
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since  proven,  at  lower  prices  than  the  times  justified.  In  the  year 
1838,  several  contracts  were  abandoned  by  the  contractors,  who  had 
failed  to  prosecute  their  work,  and  after  the  usual  advertising  for  bids 
were  relet  in  the  winter  of  1838  and  '39.  in  the  spring  of  1839,  the 
Acting  Commissioner,  now  in  charge,  took  the  charge  of  this  work  for 
the  fifst  time,  and  during  the  y^ars  of  1840  and  Ml,  a  number  of  sec- 
lions  were  abandoned  by  the  contractors  who  had  failed  to  meet  their 
engagements,  and  after  inviting  bids,  by  advertising  in  a  number  of 
the  papers  of  general  circulation  in  this  State,  the  work  was  relet  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidders,  and  in  all  cases  there  was  a  spirited 
competition;  and  at  the  time  it  was  believed,  by  competent  judges, 
that  the  work  was  let  at  low  prices.  And  it  may  be  here  remarked, 
that  in  the  construction  of  this  whole  work  that  more  money  ha?  been 
lost  by  unfortunate  contractors  than  has  been  made  by  tho  more  for- 
tunate portion. 

The  fbrm  and  mode  of  receiving  proposals  for  work,  is  for  the  bid- 
der to  offer  to  execute  the  different  items  of  work  at  specified  prices; 
for  instance,  so  much  per  cubic  yard  for  embankment  or  excavation, 
aod  so  much  per  perch  for  masonry,  &c.  These  different  items,  with 
the  prices,  are  inserted  in  the  contract;  and  the  Engineer,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  measure  the  amount  of  work  performed,  governed  by  these 
prices  for  work,  estimates  the  sums  due  and  gives  the  contractor  a 
certificate  for  the  same,  which  the  contractor  presents  to  the  Com- 
missioner, andfupon  which  the  Commissioner  issues  a  check,  drawn  on 
the  Treasurer  of  State,  for  the  amount  certified  in  the  Engineer's 
certificate.  The  quantities  of  each  item  of  work  on  each  contract  are 
measared  by  the  Engineers  and  entered  in  a  book  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  cost  of  the  same  carried  out  at  the  prices  specified  in  the  con- 
tract. This  book,  together  with  a  similar  one  containing  the  number 
and  amount  of  certificates  issued  on  the  above  estimates,  are  deposit- 
ed in  this  office  as  part  of  the  records  of  the  same.  These  books, 
together  with  a  book  of  the  Acting  Commissioner,  containing  also  the 
number  and  amount  of  the  oertificates  for  work  issued  by  the  En- 
gineer, and  the  number  and  amount  of  checks  issued  upon  those  cer- 
tificates, are  the  property  of  the  State,  and  subject  to  inspection  and 
examination. 

An  examination  will  show  that  this  line  of  canal,  after  giving  gen- 
eral notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  letting,  was  let  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidders;  that  the  quantities  of  work  executed  by  contract* 
ors  have  been  measured  by  competent  engineers;  that  the  estimates 
of  amounts  due  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  prices  in  the 
contracts;  and  that  the  checks  isssued  in  payment  to  contractors  cor« 
respond  in  amount  with  the  certificates  of  the  Engineer. 

The  high  prices  of  labor  and  provisions,  in  this  section  of  the  State, 
in  the  years  1837-8-9  and  '40,  largely  increased  the  cost  of  oon- 
struction,  and  thus,  consequently,  rendered  the  work  an  expensive 
ooe;  but  was  the  same  work  to  be  executed  again  under  the  sanoe 
state  of  things,  with  all  the  aid  of  past  experience,  it  would  be  diffi- 
calt  to  essentially  lessen  the  cost  of  ocmstruction. 
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This  canal,  for  size  and  strength  of  strQcture,  is  superior  to 
other  work  of  the  kind  in  the  State.  It  is  almoHt  three  times 
capacity  of  the  Ohio  and  Miami  Canals,  consequently,  the  cost  of  < 
structing  the  ninety  one  miles,  to  which  is  added  the  cost  often  ai 
half  miles  of  reservoir  embankment,  and  the  twenty  five  hun( 
acres  of  reservoir  clearing,  swells  up  the  cost  of  this  work. 

The  advantages  of  a  deep  and  capacious  canal,  with  substai 
banks,  will  be  felt  in  the  diminished  cost  of  the  annual  repairs. 

The  plan  adopted  to  keep  this  work  in  repair  is  as  follows: 
whole  line  is  divided  into  three  divisions  of  about  thirty  miles  e 
and  on  each  division  is  appointed  a  superintendent,  at  a  salary  of 
per  month;  each  superintendent  has  charge  of  a  boat  beloogio 
the  State,  on  which  he  lives  and  boards  the  laborers  employed  or 
division.  ' 

The  persons  employed  in  keeping  this  canal  in  repair  are  the 
lowing:  One  resident  engineer,  who  has  charge  of  the  canal 
Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Road,  three  superintendents  ol 
pairs,  five  locktenders,  and  the  common  laborers.  It  will  be  diS 
it  is  believed,  to  adopt  a  more  economical  and  efficient  plan  for  h 
ing  this  work  in  repair  than  the  above* 

The  last  annual  report  shows  the  amount  of  checks  issued  to  < 
tractors  for  the  year  ending  November  15,  1842,  to  l>e  $487,208 
and  it  was  further  stated  in  that  report,  the  amount  then  due  cootr 
ors  was  at  least  8500,000.  It  was  believed  that  an  additional  sui 
$100,000,  making  in  all  $600,000,  would  be  sufficient  to  cover  all 
then  indebtedness  and  complete  the  whole  work.  But  a  final  se 
ment  of  accounts  proved  the  amounts  due,  were  larger  thaa 
estimates  of  engineers  called  for,  or  was  anticipated ;  and  as  it  not 
frequently  happens  in  settlements  of  this  nrmgnitude,  claims  will  a 
which  were  not  expected.  In  preparing  the  canal  for  uavigai 
several  sections,  which  had  been  completed  for  a  length  of  time 
quired  iclearing  from  earth  washed  in;  a  number  of  drains  i 
required  to  be  cut  to  protect  adjoining  property  from  the  leaka^ 
tho  canal,  and  the  raising  the  canal  bank  at  Roche  de  Bout,  all  a 
in  increasing  the  amount  required  to  pay  off  contractors. 

The  several  annual  reports  of  this  board  show  the  amount  of  ch 
issued  in  each  year,  and,  also,  the  sum  total  issued  from  the  ( 
raencement  o(  the  work  to  the  time  of  making  those  reports;  bi 
was  never  known  to  this  board  what  amount  of  outstanding  ch 
remained  unredeemed  at  the  end  of  each  year,  or  how  much  of 
appropriations  (or  the  several  woiks  remained  unexpended, 
fact  was  exclusively  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Fund  Commiss 
ers;  consequently,  it  was  difficult  to  make  an  accurate  estimate  ol 
debledness  on  some  of  the  works.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  il 
the  appropriations  for  the  Wabash  and  Brie  Canal  had  been  oblai 
and  paid  out  on  that  work  as  they  should  have  been,  the  estim 
amount  due  contractors  would  have  covered  all  its  iodebtedoess. 
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There  has  been  dkbursed,  on  this  canal,  in  checks  drawn  on  the 
Treasurer  of  State,  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  15, 1843,  by  Rhodolphus 
OickinsoD,  Acting  Commissioner*—

WESTERN  RESERVE  AND  MAUMEE  ROAD. 

This  work  is  now  completed  from  the  Macmee  to  the  Sandusky 
river,  including  a  bridge  across  the  latter  stream. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  last  annual  report  of  this  board, 
that  there  then  remained  unfinished,  of  work  then  in  progress  of  con- 
struction, the  western  termination  of  the  road  at  Ferrysburg,and  the 
bridge  across  the  Sandusky  river.  Since  that  time,  the  above  work, 
together  with  seventy  rods  of  road  at  Portage  river,  has  been  com- 
pleted. From  the  rotten  and  unsafe  condition  of  the  old  bridge  across 
the  Sandusky  river,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  necessity  of  soon  being 
compelled  to  construct  a  new  one#abutments  and  piers  for  such  bridge 
had  been,  previous  to  the  last  annual  report,  nearly  completed.  In 
the  month  of  April  last,  a  freshet  in  the  Sandusky  river  carried  off 
the  old  bridge  and  interrupted  the  travel  on  the  road,  except  by  means 
of  a  ferry.  It  therefore  became  necessary  that  a  structure  of  some 
kind  should  be  built.  The  opportunity  of  speedily  constructing  a 
good  and  substantial  bridge  in  the  place  of  the  old  one  presented  it- 
self, in  consequence  of  a  large  quantity  of  well  seasoned  and  well 
selected  timber  being  on  the  ground,  which  had  been  prepared  for  a 
bridge  for  a  railroad  company,  but  which  the  company  had  failed  to 
receive  and  pay  for.  This  bridge  across  the  Sandusky  river  is  three 
hundred  and  fifty  five  feet  in  length,  constructed  of  good  and  seasoned 
white  oak  timber,  covered  with  pine  lumber  and  shingles,  and  paint-< 
ed,  and,  for  strength  and  durability,  it  is  believed,  will  compare  with 
any  bridge  in  the  State.  The  cost  of  this  bridge  has  been  estimated 
at  thirty  six  dollars  per  lineal  foot,  making  a  sum  total  of  $12,780. 

The  Fund  Commissioners  declined  paying  for  this  work,  it  being 
ia  the  opinion  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  as  appears  in  his  annual  re^ 
port  to  your  honorable  body,  not  authorized  by  law.  How  the  AiKiitor 
could  suppose  that  a  navigable  river,  which  intersects  the  Western 
Besenre  and  Maumee  Road  at  Low'er  Sandusky,  could  be  made  pass- 
able without  the  convenience  of  a  bridge,  or  that  Lower  Sandusky 
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was  the  eastern  termination  of  the  road,  it  is  difficult  to  determii 
Either  ignorance  or  carelessness  in  the  Auditor,  must  have  led  hi 
into  this  error.  A  proper  knowledge  and  attention  to  the  laws 
this  State,  referred  to  below,  would  have  set  him  right  upon  this  8( 
ject. 

By  reference  to  the  act  of  the  27th  of  January,  1823,  entitled  "* 
act  concerning  a  State  road  from  the  foot  of  the  rapids  of  the  Mia 
of  Lake  Erie,"  and,  also,  to  the  act  of  Congress,  passed  February  i 
1823,  entitled  **an  act  for  laying  out  and  making  a  road  fromt 
lower  rapids  of  the  Miami  of  Lake  Erie  to  the  western  boundary 
the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve,  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  agreeably 
the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  Brownstown,"  it  will  be  seen  ihatt 
Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  Road  extends  from  the  foot  of  i 
rapids  of  the  Miami  of  Lake  Erie  to  the  western  line  of  the  Conm 
ticut  Western  Reserve,  a  distance  of  forty  five  and  a  half  miles,  a 
that  the  bridge  across  the  river  at  Lower  Sandusky  is  thirty  o 
miles  east  from  the  foot  of  the  rapids  of  the  Miami  of  Lake  Erie,  t 
western  termination  of  the  road,  and  fourteen  and  a  half  miles  wi 
from  the  western  line  of  the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve,  the  ea 
ward  termination  of  the  road. 

fiy  referring  to  the  act  of  the  14th  of  March,  1838,  entitled  ^ao  i 
to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  Western  Reserve  and  Msuin 
Road,^'  it  will  be  seen  that  the  first  section  provides,  ''that  the  Wei 
em  Reserve  and  Maumee  Road  is  hereby  adopted  as  one  of  the  pu 
He  works  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  improved,  repaired,  and  ma 
tained,  as  directed  in  this  act.'^ 

The  second  section  provides,  that  ^Hhe  board  of  commissioners,  hi 
in g  charge  of  public  works  in  this  ^ate,  shall  take  charge  of  a 
road,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  thoroughly  drained  and  graded,  a 
take  all  the  proper  steps  to  make  a  firm  and  durable  McAdamia 
road." 

By  referring  to  the  act  passed  the  29th  of  March,  1841,  to  autbi 
ize  the  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  to  borrow  money,  to  p 
amounts  now  due  contractors  on  the  public  works  of  the  State,  a 
for  the  further  prosecution  of  said  works,  it  will  be  seen  that,  af 
providing  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  should  not  enter  into  a 
new  contracts  for  the  completion  or  erection  of  the  wopks  cow 
progress,  under  the  general  improvement  system,  unless  it  should 
necessary  to  do  so  in  cases  where  contractors  had  failed  to  meet  tb 
engagements,  until  the  close  of  the  next  Greneral  Assembly,  it  « 
provided,  that  nothing  contained  in  that  act  should  be  construed  so 
to  prevent  the  putting  under  contract,  and  completing  the  VVaba 
and  Erie  Canal,  and  the  Maumee  and  Western  Reserve  road. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen,  that  up  to  this  time  the  requirements  of  t 
law  were  of  a  positive  character  for  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
go  on,  and  put  the  whole  of  the  Western  Reserve  and  Maumee  ro 
under  contract,  and  complete  the  same,  but  the  financial  embarra 
ments  of  the  State  were  such  that  it  was  deemed  the  more  prude 
course  to  complete  the  work  then  under  contract,  and  finish  the  ro 
to  the  Sandusky  river,  and  leave  the  balance  to  time  and  chance. 
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the  carrying  on  and  construction  of  this  work,  no  known  law  of  the 
land  has  been  vtoiated;  and,  in  all  cases,  where  it  was  practicable  or 
expedient,  competition  by  bids  has  been  solicited,  by  advertising,  and 
there  was  much  competition;  and,  in  no  case,  was  there  an  extrava^ 
gant  or  high  price  paid  for  work. 

The  oiily  other  provision  of  law,  within  the  knowledge  of  the 
Board,  controlling  the  prosecution  of  work  on  this  road,  is  the  third 
seetionof  the  <'act  to  provide  for  paying  the  temporary  liabilities  of 
the  State,  the  interest  on  the  State  debt,  and  for  other  purposes,^' 
passed  March  7,  1842,  which  provides,  ^Hhat  the  further  prosecution 
of  all  the  public  works  of  this  State  shall  be  suspended,  from  and  af- 
ter the  passage  of  this  act,  until  the  close  of  the  next  Greneral  Assem- 
bly, except  the  said  Wabash  and  Brie  Canal,  and  such  other  work  on 
the  canals  as  is  now  under  contract,  and  on  which  the  work  has  actu- 
ally been  commenced.^' 

Even  admitting  that  the  rebuilding  of  a  bridge,  carried  away  by  a 
freshet,  or  completing  a  bridge  by  building  the  superstruction  upon 
piers  and  abutments  already  constructed,  does  come  within  the  pro- 
visions of  the  third  section  last  above  quoted,  still  the  provisions  of 
that  act  have  not  been  violated  in  this  matter,  as  the  bridge  was  com- 
nenced  and  completed  since  the  close  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
1842  and  '43. 

The  amount  due  contractors  on  this  work  was  reported  to  the  Fund 
Commissioners  to  be  $60,000  00. 
This  estimate  was  based  upon  the  belief  that  the  out- 

staoding  checks,  unredeemed,would  amount  to-  $35,000  00 
And  thecost  of  completing  the  bridge,  dec 15,000  00 

Making  a  sum  total  of- 50,000  00 

And  in  stating  that  the  amount  required  for  this  work  was  $15,000, 
the  Auditor  was  mistaken;  it  should  have  been  $50,000;  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  this  amount  will  nearly  cover  all  indebtedness  against  this 
road. 

There  has  been  disbursed  to  contractors,  in  checks  on  the  Treasu- 
rer of  State,  on  this  work,  since  the  15th  November,  1842,  until  the

This  road  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Resident  Bngtneer  on  the 
Wabash  and  Erie  Canal.  There  are  three  gate;*  on  the  road  employ- 
ing three  gatekeepers  at  a  salary  of  $200,  each,  per  annum.  The 
above  is  all  the  expense  now  incurred  on  the  road,  with  theexoeptioo 
of  repairs. 

NATIONAL  ROAD. 

This  road  has  been,  for  the  past  year,  in  better  condition  than  for 
several  years  preceding.  Owing  to  the  very  heavy  rains  during  the 
fall,  and  the  wet  weather  that  has  continued  up  to  this  time,  it  is  some- 
what injured  in  some  places.  Stone  are  now  being  put  on  in  places 
most  liable  to  cut  through,  and  should  the  winter  continue  wet,  it  is 
anticipated  the  road  will  be  injured,  but  not  seriously. 

This  road,  when  received  by  the  State  from  the  General  Grovem- 
ment,  was  in  bad  repair,  having  been  suffered  to  become  roach  worn 
and  injured  for  want  of  attention.  It  has  consequently  been  found  to 
be  a  difficult  matter  to  improve  its  condition  with  the  amount  of  tolls 
collected;  it  has,  however,  gradually  improved  from  year  to  year, and 
the  general  condition  of  the  road  is  now  considered  to  be  as  good,  if 
not  better  than  at  any  former  period. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  passed  March  13, 1843,  entitled  an 
'*act  for  the  preservation  and  repair  of  the  National  Road,  and  for  the 
collection  of  tolls  thereon,''  the  Board  on  the  28lh  day  of  March, 
thereafter,  made  the  following  order  in  pursuance  of  an  arrangenieot 
then  made  with  Neil,  Moore  6s  Co.,  to  wit: 

"Whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  Greneral  Assembly  "for  the  preservation 
and  repair  of  the  National  Road,  and  for  the  collection  of  tolls 
thereon,^  passed  March  13, 1843,  it,  among  other  things,  provides 
"that  every  vehicle  containing  the  United  States  Mail,  or  any  part 
thereof,  together  with  the  driver  of  such  vehicle,  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  pass  along  the  National  Road,  and  through  the  gates  thereof, 
free  from  the  payment  of  tolls;  but  no  passenger  or  person,  other 
than  the  driver,  shall  be  transported  on  any  such  vehicle  without 
the  payment  of  toll  as  hereinafler  provided ;  and  that  for  each  pas^ 
senger  or  person,  and  for  all  property  conveyed  on  any  such  vehi- 
ole,  other  than  the  driver,  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  thereof 
shall  pay  such  toll  as  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  order;  and,  also,  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  may  eooh 
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mute  witk  tbe  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  any  vebide  or  vehicles 
used  for  the  transportation  of  the  United  States  Mail  on  the  Na- 
tiooai  Rosd,  receiving  in  lieu  of  the  tolls,  hereby  authorized,  such 
sum,  annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  they  amy  deetn  fair  and 
equitable,  aad  under  such  rules  and  regulations,  and  oondf tions  fts 
they  may  prescribej'^  therefore,  it  is 

^Ordered^  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  next,  one 
CQtcbofthe  ordinary  size  ana  capacity  of  a  nine  passenger  coach, 
eontainiog  the  United  States  Mail  aad  passengers,  shall  he  permitted 
to  pass  along  and  through  the  gates  of  said  road,  daily,  each  way,  free 
from  the  payment  of  lolls;  provided,  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  there- 
of shall  pay  the  rates  of  toll,  established  by  law  and  the  orders  of  the 
Board,  on  each  and  every  additional  coach  they  may  pass  along  said 
road;  and  provided,  also,  that  payment  be  punctually  made,  in  the  first 
week  of  each  month,  of  the  sum  estimated  by  the  Resident  Engineer 
to  be  then  due  to  the  road;  and,  also,  that  a  full  and  accurate  settle- 
meat  and  payment  he  made  as  often  as  once  in  every  three  months; 
{>rovided,ai8o,  that  if  hereafter  it  shall  be  adjudged  and  decided  by 
the  highest  legal  tribunal  in  which  the  question  may  be  tried,  that  the 
State  has  no  right  to  exact  toll  on  passengers  conveyed  in  coaches 
containing  the  mails  of  the  United  States,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  the 
National  Road,  then,  and  in  that  (»se,  there  shall  be  refunded  to  said 
proprietor  or  proprietors  all  the  tolls  received,  after  the  date  of  this 
order,  upon  coaches  containing  said  mail  or  any  part  thereof.^' 
Colvmlmsj  March  28, 1843.^ 

The  rates  of  toll  charged  on  coaches  with  three  seats,  is  fifty  conts 
at  each  gate,  and  on  coaches  with  four  seats,  sixty  cents.  This  arrange- 
noenthas  been  strictly  complied  with  on  the  part  of  the  Stage  Company. 
It  will  be  recollected  that  for  the  year  preceding,  no  tolls  had  been 
paid  by  Neil,  Moore  &  Ca,  in  consequence  of  a  dispute  as  to  the  ri&ht 
of  the  State  to  collect  toll  on  passengers  transported  in  stages  carry  mg 
the  mails  of  the  United  States.  Smts  were  brought  against  the  com- 
pany for  these  tolls  which  are  yet  pending  and  undetermined.  The 
amount  claimed  by  the  State,  thus  in  controversy,  is  about  $4,700. 
When  these  cases  are  determined,  it  will  settle  the  question  whether 
the  State  possesses  the  right  to  charge  toll  on  passengers  or  property 
transported  on  stages  carrying  the  United  States  Mails  on  this  road. 

A  much  larger  amount  of  material  has  been  put  upon  this  road  du- 
ring rhe  past  year,  than  for  previous  years,  and  at  a  much  lower  rate 
owing  to  the  low  price  of  labor.    In  1842,  the  quantity  of  broken

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  ^  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the 
Monroeville  and  Sandusky  City  Railroad,  under  the  lien  of  the  State, 
and  to  discharge  the  State  of  Ohio  from  all  further  liabilities  to  ee^ 
tain  Railroad  Companies  therein  named,^  passed  March  llth,  1843, 
the  Board  did,  on  the  25th  d,uj  of  May  last,  after  giving  more  than 
thirty  days^  noticei  In  a  newspaper  printed  in  each  of  the  counties  of 
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Richland,  Huron  and  Erie,  ofier  for  sale,  at  the  Court  House  ia  the 
town  of  Mansfield^  and  county  of  Riohland,  all  the  works;  consisting 
of  the  road^  eogines,  cars  and  fixtures;  and  the  capital  stock,  estate, 
and  right  to  future  tolls  and  profits  of  said  Monroeviile  and  Sandusky 
City  Railroad  Company,  or  so  much  thereof  as  should  be  necessary  to 
raise  the  amount  of  the  loan  of  credit  made  to  aaid  Company,  together 
with  the  interest  on  the  same.  And  the  same  was  then  and  there  sold 
to  the  Mansfield  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company,  for  th^  sum  of 
thirty  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty  three  dollars,  they 
being  the  highest  and  best  bidders. 

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  (he  abovemeacioned  act,  the  State  of 
Ohio  is  entitled  to  an  anK>unt  of  stook,  in  said  Mcmsfield  and  New  Ha- 
ven Railroad  Company,  equal  to  the  said  sum  of  thirty  three  thousand 
three  hundred  and  thirty  three  dollars. 

There  has  been  no  offer  for  the  purchase  of  the  Ohio  Railroad,  nor 
for  the  Pairport  and  Painesvi lie  Railroad;  nor  is  there  any  present 
prospect  that,  should  they  be  offered  at  public  sale,  they  would  bring 
more  than  a  nonninal  price. 

The  subject  of  adopting  means  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  tolls 
charged  and  collected  on  turnpike  roads,  to  the  8tt>ck  of  which  the 
State  has  subscribed,  has  excited  some  considerable  interest  for  the 
last  year.  The  State,  at  this  time,  owns  one  half  the  stock  in  at  least 
twenty  five  turnpikes,  traversing  different  sections  of  the  State,  a  few 
of  which  run  nearly  parallel  to  each  other,  and  to  portions  of  the  other 
publie  works  of  the  State.  By  the  present  arrangement  in  their  char- 
ters, and  by  subsequent  laws,  no  provision  is  made  whereby  a  uniform 
system  can  be  adopted,  nor  for  charging  tolls  according  to  the  injury 
done  to  the  roads.  One  of  the  plans  that  has  been  suggested,  and  one 
that  appears  the  most  feasible,  is,  to  permit  each  Company  to  appoint 
an  agent,  to-  meet  an  agent  on  the  part  of  the  State,  who  shall  have 
power,  when  assembled,  to  fix  and  establish  a  uniform  rate  of  tolls  for 
all  the  roads,  so  that  the  interests  of  the  Companies  and  the  State  shall 
be  better  subserved,  and  a  nearer  approximation  to  justice  and  equity, 
Reestablished  between  those  using,  and  traveling  on  these  roads. 

The  Board,  in  calling  the  attention  of  the  Greneral  Assembly  to  this 
subjectj  would  suggest,  whether  some  legislative  enactment  is  not  only 
politic,  but  necessary. 

Some  portions  of  this  report  are  devoted  to  the  defence  of  two  of 
the  members  of  the  Board,  against  an  unwarrantable  attack  by  the 
Auditor  of  State,  in  his  annual  report.  Such  portions  of  the  charges 
and  insinuations  as  necessarily  presented  themselves,  in  making  up 
the  different  items  of  the  report,  and  could,  without  trespassing  upon 
the  patience  of  the  public,  be  answered,  has  been  adverted  to,  and  en- 
deavored to  be  explained  and  set  right.  The  errors  in  the  statements 
of  the  Auditor,  either  from  ignorance,  or  a  disposition  to  misrepresent 
the  acts  of  others,  are  so  numerous  and  varied,  that  a  full  and  explicit 
refutation  of  all  his  charges,  surmises  and  insinuations,  would  require 
a  longer  article  than  perhaps  would  be  proper  in  a  report  of  this  char- 
acter; yet  it  is  the  wish  of  these  two  members,  that  a  full  and  fair 
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uDderftanding  of  all  these  Hiatters  should  be  had,  aad,  if  eaiBidei 
necessary,  that  a  thorough  examiaation  may  be  aaade  of  all  caum 
complaint,  from  whateyer  source  they  may  come.  How  far  it  is  ri| 
or  proper  that  ooe  pablic  officer,  taking  adrantage  of  his  public  i 
tion,  should  be  permitted,  through  the  medium  of  the  public  documei 
to  slander  and  misrepresent  other  public  officers,  it  would  seem  th( 
could  be  but  one  opinion.  But  how  far  it  comports  with  the  just 
aad  djgnity  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  aid  in  uttering  such  slanderi, 
publishing  such  documents,  is  for  others  to  determine.  If  sudi  is 
course  to  be  pursued  in  future,  the  public  documents  must  becotnt 
battle  field  in  which  to  vent  individual  spleen  and  malice.

To  (he  Speaker  cf  the  Senate: 

Sii:  On  Saturday  evening  last,  I  received  a  copy  of  a  reso- 
lution, passed  by  the  Senate,  requiring  the  standing  committee 
OD  the  Penitentiary  to  call  upon  the  Warden  and  require  of  him 
to  take  immediate  and  prompt  measures  in  removing  certain 
gunpowder  deposited  near  the  Penitentiary, 

ihe  building,  in  v^hich  said  gunpowder  is  deposited,  being 

K*  ate  property,  and  in  no  way  connected  with  the  Penitentiary, 
-  >ve  felt  unable  to  take  any  coercive  measures  for  its  removal, 
I  have,  however,  called  upon  the  gentleman  who  has  charge  of 
said  building  and  its  contents,  and  obtained  his  assurance  that 
said  gunpowder  shall  be  removed  without  delay. 

I  am  ghid  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  awakened  to  this 
sobject.  Although  this  building  is  situated  above  one  hundred 
jards  from  the  Penitentiary  buildings,  yet  it  is  very  doubtfol 
whether  the  explosion  of  one  hundred  kegs  of  gunpowder,  even 
at  this  distance,  would  not  cause  great  destruction  of  both  life 
aad  property.

Tb  the  General  Astembly  qftJie  State  of  Ohio: 

This  18  the  sixth  annual  report  of  the  fiatavia  Turnpike  and  Mianii 
Bridge  Company,  as  it  existed  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1844,  made 
in  compliance  with  the  act  of  March  24,  1837. 

The  amount  of  tolls  received  since  January  1,  1843,  the  date  of  my 
last  report,  was  $2,989  40. 

Cash  paid  out  for  repairs  and  gatekeeper,  $1,527  21. 

Cash  paid  on  Samuel  West's  judgment,  August  23,  $350. 

I  will  here  state  that  the  bridge  at  the  east  end  of  the  road,  which 
erosses  the  east  branch  of  the  Little  Miami  River,  near  the  town  of  Ba« 
tavia,  was  burned  down  some  time  in  the  year  1842.  The  Superior 
Court  of  Cincinnati  passed  a  decree,  that  five  hundred  dollars  of  the 
tolls  of  this  company  should  be  paid  towards  the  rebuilding  said  bridge* 
This  ie  the  estimated  cost  of  a  pier  in  the  middle,  which  the^  company 
i^eed  to  build  in  case  they  could  get  the  money;  and  the  Commission- 
ersof  Clermont  County  agreed  to  put  a  good,  substantial  bridge  across 
the  same,  when  the  pier  shall  be  finished.  The  stone  work  was  com- 
menced last  fall,  but  owing  to  the  extreme  wet  weather  and  high  wa- 
ters, there  was  but  little  progress  made,  and  it  was  abandoned  till  a  more 
favorable  season. 

There  has  been  paid  towards  this  work  9390. 

Cash  paid  Wm.  It.  Morris,  attorney  for  the  company,  in  the  case  of 
West,  Fisher  and  others,  $125. 

Total  amount  paid  out  from  the  tolls,  $2,292  21;  which,  deducted 
Irom  tbe  amount  received  for  tolls,  leaves  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer 
$697  19. 

I  will  also  state  that  there  was  more  money  paid  for  repairs  the  past 
year,  than  will  be  likely  to  occur  again  for  years,  on  account  of  there 
having  been  but  Httle  repairs  done  heretofore,  and  the  road  having  be- 
come very  much  out  of  order.  The  bridge  having  been  injured  and 
taken  away  by  the  high  water,  has  also  added  considerable  lo  our  ex- 
pense.

From  the  above  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that,  of  the  amount  which 
was  received  from  the  forcnet  Treasurer,  there  is  still  renMtiniogon 
hand  four  hundred  and  four  dollars.

From  the  above  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  twenty  four 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty  three  dollars  and  forty  five  cents  of 
depreciated  Bank  paper  in  the  Treasury.  The  present  cash  value  is, 
as  stated  above,  fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty  four  dollars 
and  thirty  four  cents.  The  above  statement  embraces  all  the  infor- 
mation I  am  able  to  give  from  this  office.  Should  the  State  receive 
nothing  more  than  the  above  sum,  the  loss  would  not  be  more  than 
ten  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty  nine  dollars;  but  I  am  as- 
sured by  the  Receiver  of  the  Urbana  Banking  Company,  that  the 
Bank  will  pay  the  State  the  full  amount  of  the  claim.  I  have  depos- 
ited the  money  with  the  Receiver,  and  taken  a  certificate  of  deposit 
from  him  for  the  amount,  bearing  interest  from  date.  When  we  take 
into  consideration  the  millions  of  money  that  has  passed  through  this 
ofiioe,  and  that  chiefly  in  Bank  paper,  with  the  several  suspensions 
and  great  fluctuations  in  the  monetary  aflTairs  of  the  country,  for  the 
last  few  years,  the  loss  must  be  considered  comparatively  small,  but 
it  is  my  firm  belief  that,  ultimately,  the  greater  pH[>rtion  of  the  amount 
on  hand  will  be  good.

To  the  circulation  we  have  added  the  deposits,  for  the  plain ' 
reason  that,  in  most  lar^e,  as  well  as  small  transactions,  pay- 
ments are  frequently  made  by  checks.  These  checks  are  drawn 
by  the  purchaser  in  favor  of  the  seller,  thereby  transferring  the 
credit  in  bank  from  the  former  to  the  latter;  consequendy,  it 
may  be  said,  that,  in  mercantile  communities,  the  deposits  are 
made  to  perform,  in  a  measure,  a  part  of  the  circulating  medium 
of  a  community. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  amount  of  circulation,  a  question  of 
much  importance  presents  itself.  Is  this  sum,  together  with  the 
private  capital  belonging  to  individuals,  adequate  to  the  wants  of 
the  country? 

The  importance  of  the  foregoing  inquiry  requires  a  depth  of 
research,  and  an  intimacy  with  all  our  financial  and  commercial 
operations,  which  we  can  hardly  be  supposed  to  liave,  in  order 
to  answer  it  satisfactorily;  but  such  reflections  as  naturally  sug- 

1;est  themselves,  without  reserve,  we  will  communicate,  and 
eave. others  to  draw  their  own  conclusions.  ' 

The  common  and  obvious  impression  is,  that  we  cannot  have, 
loo  much  capital.  The  position  may  be  true  and  will  not  be^ 
Questioned,  if  the  capital  constitutes  a  part  of  the  wealth  and' 
oetongs  to  our  own  citizens;  but  if  we  are  indebted  to  strangers 
for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  our  circulating  medium,  it  presents' 
a  difierent  question,  and  should  be  carefully  examined  and  looked 
mto. 

It  is  well  known  that  money  at  six  per  cent.,  according  to 
banking  principles,  will  double  itself  in  a  little  more  than  eleven 
ycarst    But,  allowing  an  issue  as  well  a  discount  of  three  to  one 
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in  a  little  more  than  one  third  that  tfane^ 

-flkich  beii%  the  c»ie  with  regard  to  the  acdmalaMft  of  k* 
t#re8t,  so  laDff  as  we  uee  foreign  capital,  a  portkai  of  our  iadlBilrf 
goes  to  twell  thn  wealth  of  strangwra  aiid  to  exhauat  oar  cmM 
resources. 

A  certain  amount  of  capital  is  necessary  to  enable  the  fanner 
to  drive  to  market  his  catUe,  and  the  merchant  to  loiy  and  ship 
th;er  produce  of  the  country;  but  none  is  required,  or,  at  least, 
should  be  borrowed  from  abroad  for  the  purposes  of  speculatioB* 

From  the  foregoine  tables,  it  would  appear  that,  in  184S,  we 
b«d  a  b^nkinfl  capital  of  $7,034,083,  apdf  a  circulation,  indading 
deposits,  of  $3,oi92,331  38.  At  the  present  time  we  have  a 
banking  cajpital  of  $3,459,773  74,  ana  a  circulation^  incladiog 
deposits,  of  $2,746,779  03. 

In  looking  at^  the  immense  products  of  our  soil,  at  the  first 
v^w,  we  should  be  led  to  conclude  that  the  above,  in  connectioQ

that,  not  the  loss  of  a  dollar  has  been  sustained ,  and  probably  this  ' 
exchaage  transactions  ki  other  places  hare  been  proportionably 
Iqj^  and  equally  i|uccessful. 

m  our  estknate  of  the  private  capital  of  the  State,  We  have 
Mfcertam  data  apon  which  a  correct  opinion  miy  be  foitt>ed«  * 
l7j)on  this  subiect  capitalists  are  eitremely  sensitive  and  oai^ ' 
tiws.    First,  from  its  liabiHty  to  taxation,  and,  secondly,  froan^ 
tbe  importnnate  wants  and  calls  of  speculators  and  others. 

Bbt  that  we  are  nearly  correct  in  our  estimate,  We  Will  meft*  * 
tion  a  few  &cts  and  chrcumstances  which  have  come  to  our  - 
knowledge. 

In  one  county  rie/ne,  after  the  resumption  of  fipte^  paryments,  ^ 
dnring  the  course  of  six  months,  there  was  p^id  out  for  the  arti>  - 
cfe  of  whent  about  ^136,000,  in  specie.     This  infeimatlon  wo 
have  received  from  an  undoubted  source. 

During  the  spare  of  three  weeks  last  summer,  there  was  paid-' 
oat  at  ftfilan,  as  we  are  informed  by  a  person  present  of  ondoubt-  * 
ed  crediWliiy  more  than  ^500,060,  for  wheat  and  flour. 

An  this  sum  went  into  the  pockets  of  the  farmers  of  Richland 
and  Knox,  excepting  a  small  fraction  that  went  to  a  few  farmers 
in  Delaware,  Marion,  and  Crawford.  1 

These  two  items  we  mention  as  a  fractional  portion  of  the  im- 
mense sums  brought  and  paid  out  at  our  own  doorft  during  the 
kBt  two  years. 

Allowing,  then,  a  sum  equal  in  proDorti6n  to  the  amounts  re* 
ceived  in  the  counties  referred  to,  to  nave  been  received  tiirough 
the  State,  a  nmch  larger  sum  than  ten  mHiions  must  anntraUy  find 
its  way  among  us.  Add  this  to  the  amount  well  known  to  be  in 
t£ie  possession  of  rherchants,  and  men  retired  from  business,  &c., 
and  we  fail  entirely  too  low  in  our  estimate. 

One  other  fact  worthy  of  consideration,  is,  that  a  less  amount 
of  pap^r,  decidedly  good,  during  the  test  year,  has  been  ofiered 
to  the  banks,  than  mey  could  {accommodate  or  discount.  This 
testimony  we  have  in  oor  examinations,  under  the  oath  of  thfj 
oiflicefs  of  tl^  different  bonks  upon  this  subject. 

True,  there  is  a  little  discrepancy  of  opinion  upon  this  sub* 
jeet;  bot  upon  the  examination  of  the  whole  evidence,  we  are 
safe  in  the  facts  above  presented. 

From  this,  it  would,  perhaps,  be  unfoir  to  draw  an  argumei!!^ 
a^inst  the  redundancy  of  money  and  capital.  Such  is  not  otir . 
itttentioit.    Ttk  state  of  Aings,  unquestionably^  has  arisen  from '

TestaieDt  among  us.    How  long  this  may  continue  is  extrefnelr 
uncertain s  M  we  are  oonfident  m^  shall  not  want  the  .meaai 
necessary  to  conduct  a  Jegitimate  and  useful  trade* 

To  the  right  understanding  of  the  present  condition,  of  ooi 
ttieoetary  anairs,  and  our  pros{>ective  wonts,  much  labor  will  be 
re^ittired  by  those  to  whom  this  important  sub^t  shall  be  ia* 
trusted. 

It  is  commpody.  said,  that  the  evidence  of  a  deficiency  of 
banking  capital  may  be  seen  in  the  want  of  punctuality  in  the 
payntent  of  debtSi  the  dishonor  of  bills  of  credit,  and  a  failure 
mneeting  pecuniary  engagements^  and,  on  the  other  hand,  an 
evidence  of  an  excess  of  capital,  or  what  is  considered  capital, 
can  be  fo^nd  in  a  wild  rage  for  speculation,  in  a  love  of  rash  en* 
terprizee ,  and  in  habits  of  dissipation,  he*    . 

If  these  positions  afibrd  any  thing  like  a  correct  criterion  by 
which  we  can  arrive  at  truthf  our  present  ooadition  is  such  as 
all  should  desire  to  see  perpetuated* 

The  taxes  of  the  State,  in  the  aggre^te,  annually  amount  to 
more  than  two  millions  of  dollars.  This  sum,  lame  as  it  is« 
necessarily  passes  from  circulation  into  the  hands  of  the  differ- 
ent county  treasurers,  and  a  certain  portion  into  the  office  of 
Treasurer  of  State.  At  these  two  points,  it  is  disbursed  in. 
various  ways,  and  returns  to  fill  up  the  usual  avenues  of  trade. 

This  stream  may  make  its  annular  meanderings,  and  in  ita 
progress  remove  a  mass  of  debt  which  it  would  be  difficult  to 
computer  and  this  will  and  must  continue  to  revolve  as  loi^  as 
wp  continue  a  people* 

The  importance,  therefore,  of  preserving  this  stream  full  and 
pure,  will  be  the  immi^diate  subject  which  will  claim  the  atten- 
tion of  the  L^islature*

«  Upon  the  probable  amouQt  of  private  capital,  we  have  already 
expressed  an  opinion;  and  the  larger  proportion  of  this  sum  coa^ 
Sfsts,  unquestionably ,  of  coin* 

.  Jf  evidence  should  be  required  to  sustain  this  statemeint,  it  can . 
hji  fqund  in  the  constoAt -demand  for  specie  at  the  counter  .of  iJt 
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iaadst  ferei^  batit  to  the  Suite— in  the  sums  paHfor  the  rerfemp- 
'  tion  of  their  paper,  and  the  artiount  brought  into  the  State  for  the 
purchase  of  our  produce.  This  is  a  subject  which  is  duly  appre* 
ekted,  and  weU  understood  by  the  people;  and  no  arguments 
nor  lo^ic  can  convince  them  that  paper  is  equivalent  to  coin. 

During  the  kst  two  years  much  discussion  has  been  had  upOQ 
the  two  following  important  principles: 

First:    The  security  of  the  bill-holder; 

Second:  The  convertibility  of  paper,  at  aH  times,  iftto  geld 
and  siFver. 

Indeed,  the  importance  of  the  principles  con  tamed  in  these 
tWo  problems,  have  been  such  as  to  excite  much  discussion,  and 
the  most  intense  interest.  And,  may  we  not  add,  that  the  tmo 
eessful  termination  of  these  questions  cannot  foil  to  secure  last^ 
ing  credit  and  permanent  success  to  the  class  of  men  tt^io  shall 
Spouse  and  establish  their  practicability. 

Gold  and  silver  constitute,  as  is  agreed  by  all,  the  money  of 
the  world;  and,  on  them,  is  predicated  all  the  systems  of  credit 
which  the  ingenuity  of  financial  men  have  devised. 

Through  the  agency  of  the  precious  metals,  or  their  represent- 
ative, the  traffic  and  commerce  of  all  societies,  communities  and 
countries,  are  carried  on. 

The  necessity,  therefore,  of  preserving  the  purity  of  thb  stand- 
ard, must  be  apparent  to  every  one.  With  impunity,  none  can 
tamper  with,  or  basely  change  this  standard,  without  drawing 
upon  himself  the  severest  penalties. 

If,  then,  a  paper  currency,  in  this  age  of  improvement,  mu0t 
be  substituted  for  the  precious  metals,  where  is  the  injustice  ia 
making  it  equivalent  to  what  it  purports  to  represent  t — and  how 
can  this  be  done,  without  imposing  suitable  restrictions  and  lia- 
jkilities  upon  ba&kers,  and  throwing  smrh  safe-guards  around 
banks,  as  will  place  it  beyond  their  power,  uiid^  any  ciroom- 
.  tlaiices  or  emei^ncy,  to  wrong  the  community  9 

The  troth  of  this  position  requires  no  lengthy  ailment  in  its 
fevor,  and  appears  to  be  settled  by  the  eommon  acquiesoettcei 
aad  the  united  voice  of  all  who  are  wilUng  and  capable  of  under- 
.  etaodh^  the  subject.  A  sound  currency,  and  the  pernmnent 
good  ofour  domestic  tiMlttutions,' should  claim  the  approval  and 
united  su|>port  of  men  of  all  parties,  without  distinction* 

In  the  discussion  and  the  examination  of  the  banking  question, 

.  Jast  wmter^much  time  was  consumed;  and  in  view  of  the  amount 

of  issues  and  loans  over  the  cajjital  slock  paid  in,  and,  eouso*

Hot 
only  banks  of  discount  and  deposit,  but  banks  of  issue. 

A  history  of  one  may  apply  to  adL  A  bank  of  this  family  ei* 
periments  upon  all  kind  of  depreciated  paper,  and  HtecaDy  tfa> 
▼erses  the  compass  to  create  a  currency  of  its  own» 

The  paper  ot  one  institution,  after  another,  is  adopted,  ck0^ 
lated,  and  repudiated,  just  in  aocordanoe  with  the  tevensh  ax- 
Cftement  of  oie  country. 

And  this  end  is  attained  by  the  purchasing  or  the  proeorinff  a 
controlling  influence  over  a  majority  of  the  stodi  of  6omedoim> 
fbi,  if  not  insolvent,  banking  institution,  in  a  distant  or  acKoiAi^i 
6^te,  and,  subsequently,  as  opportunities  may  present,  &rcio| 
failo  circulation  a  Titiated  description  of  paper* 

In  order  to  promote  the  vie  we  of  these  men,  this  psqper,by 
•ome  hired  press,  is  quoted  at  par,  and  it^  credit  aiui  Us  ci^ 
eolation  is  sustained,  and  kept  up^  jnst  so  long  as  is  found  pmfil* 
able. 

This  we  consider  as  one  of  the  grossest  frauds  which  can  bs 

G*sctfsed  upon  an  nnsospeeting  commimity,  and  should,  if  pml' 
e,  be  arrestNl.  V* 

In  the  foregoing  ramerks  we  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  ss 
imaktng  any  spectfio  charge  a^nst  any  individoal  hank^inn- 
tance  company,  or  savings  institute,  but  that  such  is  tlie  praetie* 
of  soma  of  these  incorporated  bodies,  is  rendered  absolutely  c«^ 
tain. 
To  confine  thei^  banks,  instttotes^  and  companies,  within  ^ 

J  roper  and  legitimate  sphere  of  their  duties,  is  a  snkjeei  wbkh 
BpN^iousIf  claima  the  attention  of  the  Legislature, 
if  these  corporations  have  privileges,  no  objection  ean  hi 
raised  to  their  rati  crxerciseand  enjoyment;  but  the  moment  they 
assume  ri^ts  not  delegated,  and  violate  the  terms  of  the  tdiartar 
tifider  which  dteir  corporate  existence  is  ctaifped,tbey  should  ha 
am  joined. 

For  this  porpose,  flierefore,  permit  us  to  recommend  the  paa* 
aaga  6fa  law  placing  aavinge  institutes  and  insuranpe  companies 
tinder  the  provisions  of  the  general  tavtr^  so  far  astoasibjo^lhesi 
t)o  the innpeotion  and  examiiiation  ^(  public  o$ceri.    y- .    r-l 
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[Dbc.  No.  38.]  li 

The  subject  of  exchange  is  a  matter  which  has  been  so  fiilly 
discussed  in  former  reports,  and  is  so  well  understood,  as  not,  ai 
this  time,  to  require  an  examination. 

Exchange  on  the  eastern,  Atlantic  cities,  is  worth,  at  thi^ 
time,  about  one  per  cent.,  and,  just  so  long  as  the  circulating 
medium  maintains  a  specie  value,  it  cannot  rise  much,  if  any^ 
above  that  rate. 

But,  the  moment  exchange  rises  above  that  rate,  it  conclu- 
sively shows  one  of  two  things:  that  our  currency  has  become 
depreciated,  or  that  we  have  overtraded. 

In  our  last  annual  report  the  General  Assembly  were  inform- 
ed that,  under  the  provisions  of  **an  act  further  to  amend  the  act 
entitled  'an  act  to  prohibit  the  issuing  and  circulating  of  unau- 
thorized bank  paper,'  passed  January  27,  1816,  arid  to  repeal 
certain  acts  and  parts  of  acts  therein  named,"  application  harf 
been  made  to  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  al- 
lowance of  a  writ  of  injunction  against  the  following  bahks,  vizV 

The  Clinton  Bank  of  Columbus; 

Bank  of  Wooster; 

Commercial  Bank  of  Scioto;  and 

Bank  of  Muskingum. 
This  application  was  disallowed. 

Under  the  provisions  of  "an  act  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  board  of  Bank  Commissioners,  and  for  the  regulation 
of  banks  within  the  State  of  Ohio,*'  section  10,  we  read  as  fol- 
lows: "neither  shall  the  actual  circulation  of  the  notes  of  any 
sach  banking  institution,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  three  times  the 
amount  of  specie,  exclusive  of  deposits,  in  the  vaults;  and  acrtoally 
belonging  to  the  -bank;  and,  in  case  of  excess"  in  either  of  these 
particulars,  the  directors,-  under  whose  adminis^tration  it  may 
happen,  shall  be  liable  for  the  same,  in  their  individual  capacities, 
and,  after  them,  the  stockholders." 

Complaints  have  been  heard,  as  uttered  in  the  presence  of  one 
of  the  commissioners,  that  the  law  required  the  instituting  som^ 
proceeding  against  the  banks  for  an  over  issue.  ' 

We  do  not  understand  the  subject  in  that  light.  A  penalty 
attaches,  but  the  right  to  enforce  the  penalty  belongs  to  the  par- 
ties sustaining  the  injury  from  the  over  issue. 

And  here  a  nice  question  arises,  as  to  the  time  when  the  lia- 
bility accrues,  and  how  long  it  continues,  provided,  at  one  time 
there  is  an  excess  of  circulation  over  the  specie  in  the  vault  of 
tke  bank,  and'  subsequently,  before  prooeedings  are  had,<a  don- 
tmction  takes  place,  bringing  the  circulation  within  the  pp^ 
Mibed  anount  off  specie* 
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In  the  discussion  and  the  settling  this  questipn,  the  comous- 

sioners  decline  taking  any  part.  In  all  cases  where  promptness 
of  action  has  been  required,  they  have  discharged  their  duties, 
and  this  they  will  continue  to  do,  so  long  as  the  force  of  obla- 
tion and  law  shall  continue  to  rest  upon  them. 

It  is  due  to  the  banks  to  state,  tnat  in  every  case,  when  an 
over  issue  bcs  taken  place,  a  deposit,  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
deficiency,  was  existing  in  some  Atlantic  bank,  which  was 
equivalent  to  the  amount  of  specie  wanting. 

The  20th  section  of  the  act,  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of 
Bank  Commissioners,  and  for  the  rej^ulation  of  banks  within  the 
State  of  Ohio,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Special  Commissioners 
and  Receivers  to  report  to  the  Bank  Commissioners,  at  the  same 
time,  and  same  manner  that  they  are  required  to  report  to  the 
Courts;  and  the  Bank  Commissioners,  in  then*  annual  report,.are 
required  to  communicate  such  facts  and  proceedings  to  the  Gea- 
eral  Assembly.

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Opo&  thk  subject,  a  coromunioation  has  been  received  fYom 
the  Special  Commissioners  of  the  Bank  of  Cleveland,  to  which 
we  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.

Gendemen — 

You  will  perceive  by  the  closiag  statement,  appended  to 
our  last  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Bank  of  Cleveland,  that  the 
present  liabilities  of  the  bank,  as  far  as  ascertained,  amount  to  $74,- 
65S  91,  and  that  the  remaining  assets  are  valued  at  $139,853  09. 
This  valuation  is  made  in  reference  to  the  state  of  the  times;  and  we 
believe,  with  sufficient  time  to  dispose  of  the  property,  and  collect  the 
debts  due  the. bank,  all  its  remaining  liabilities  could  be  paid.  But  in 
case  the  assets  should  be  subjected  to  a  forced  sale,  to  the  highest  bid- 
der, under  a  decree  of  the  Court,  to  be  rendered  next  Spring  Term, 
when  the  two  years  will  expire,  which  are  allowed  by  the  present 
law  for  closing  the  affairs  of  said  bank,  it  seems  to  us  that  a  ruinous 
sacrifice  of  property  must  be  the  resujt,  and  that,  in  such  an  event,  it 
will  be  very  doubtful  whether  the  assets  would  sell  for  enough  to  pay 
off  the  outstanding  circulation.  Besides,  it  would  be  giving  an  oa- 
merited  advantage  to  the  debtors  of  the  bank,  who  resist  payment, 
with  the  expectation  of  purchasing  at  public  sale,  under  a  final  decree, 
their  liabilities,  at  a  very  easy  rate.  We  think  that  the  rights  of 
creditors  ought  not  to  be  hazarded  by  a  forced  sale  of  the  assets,  and 
hope  that  you  will  suggest  to  the  Legislature,  in  your  report,  or  by 
other  means,  the  expediency  of  extending  the  time  for  cidsiug  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Bank  of  Cleveland,  for  a  further  period  of  12  or  18  months. 
The  number  of  Receivers  might  be  reduced  to  one,  if  the  Legislature 
should  deem  it  advisable,  as  there  will  not  hereafter,  in  our  opinion, 
be  much  need  for  the  services  of  three.

At  this  term  of  said  court,  came  Harvey  Rice»  Benjaraixi  Harringtoa, 
and  William  Williams,  Special  CommifieionerB,  appointed  to  close  up  the 
affairs  of  the  Bank  of  Cleveland,  and  respectfully  make  this,  their  fourth 
Beport: 

That,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  agent  of  the  stockholders,  they 
have,  since  their  last  report,  made  the  following  compounds  of  debts  aad 
change  of  securities,  viz: 

A  judgment  in  Cuyahoga  county  Common  Fleas,  March  Term,  1841, 
aeainst  Thomas  M.  Kelley,  James  Kellogg,  Alexander  L.  Collins,  John 
W.Allen,  Robert  Johnstone,  and  Sheldon  Pease,  impleaded  with  William 
Sargent,  for  $2Z\  40,  damages  and  costs,  upon  which  (93  had  been 
previously  paid.  The  balance  of  damages  was  compounded  by  the  pay* 
meot  of  $25  in  the  bills  of  the  bank,  nnd  by  an  account  of  $50,  of  Jolui 
W.  Allen,  against  the  bank,  for  proieseional  services.  Also,  the  follow- 
ing notes,  which  were  partially  secured  by  an  article  of  contract  relating 
to  the  purchase  of  a  flouring  mill  at  Akron,  viz:  three  notes  executed

•or,  of  same  date^  eeeored  in  the  same  manner,  on  interest  fVom  samo 
time,  one  for  5,000  dollars,  and  the  other  for  4,000  dollars,  both  now  past 
due,  and  which  were  transferred  by  the  bank  in  the  month  of  February,

The  Special  Commissioners  have,  also,  since  their  last  report,  effected 
a  sale  of  seventy  seven  shares  of  stock  in  the  Northwestern  Insurance 
Cempany  at  Oswego,  at  its  par  value,  being  3,8S0  dollars.  Eight  bond* 
T9d  doilare  paid  in  hand,  in  current  funds,  and  an  obligation  w'df^  taken 
for  the  balance,  payable  in  four  months,  without  interest;  which,  being 
a  debt  due  the  bank,  has  since  been  paid  in  the  bills  of  the  bank.  Thie 
aale  was  made  with  the  reservation  to  the  bank  of  the  dividend  for  the 
last  eix  months,  which  is  164  dollars.

the  first  instant,  reference  being  had  to  the  certificate  of  said  Sheriff  and 
Auditor,  of  the  Ist  day  of  March  instant,  now  on  file  in  tlie  Clerk's  effiei 
of  said  county.

gnM08umo(  seven  thousand  and  fifty  six  dollars  and  ninety  five  cenu; 
that  the  current  and  necessary  expenses,  incidental  to  their  trmti 
which  have  been  paid  since  their  last  report,  are  as  follows,  viz:  ier 
the  salaries  of  the  Special  Commissioners,  in  full,  up  to  the  25th  Jano- 
ary«  1843,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  twenty  ox 
cents;  for  taxes  on  Bruce's  house  and  lot,  seven  dollars  and  twenty  cents; 
to  A.  N.and  J.  W.Gray,  lor  advertising  property  for  sale,  in  part,  twenty 
three  dollars;  for  fees  of  appraisers,  in  case  of  sale  of  property,  75  cenli; 
lor  recording  deeds,  eight  dollars  and  eighty  nine  cents;  for  aurveying 
lots,  on  Cuyahoga  riveri  to  Ahaz  Merchant,  |6  50;  for  fees  to  attoroej, 
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foi  coUeetionB,  sixty  seven  dollars  tnd  sixty  three  cents;  to  F.  T.  Backus^ 
for  tmount  allowed  him  by  order  of  Court,  November  term,  184t,  for  bis 
charges,  in  case  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  on  relation  of  the  fiank  Commission- 
ers, against  the  Bank  of  Cleveland,  fif^y  dollani;  for  postage,  eight  dollars 
seventy  five  cents;  amounting,  in  all,  to  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and 
thirty  two  dollars  and  ninety  eight  cents;  that  the  amount  of  current, 
fonda  received  by  the  commissioners,  from  all  sources,  up  to  the  present 
time,  has  not  been  adequate  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  incidental  to 
the  trust;  that  the  amount  of  current  funds  now  on  hand,  and  which  is 
applicable  to  the  payment  of  expenses,  is  nine  hundred  and  sixty  dollars 
and  twenty  cents;  that,  since  their  last  report,  the  further  sum  of  four 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifVy  two  dollars,  in  the  bills  of  the  Batik,  has 
been  presented  for  a  dividend,  which  is  now  on  file,  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  several  proprietors;  that  the  aggregate  sum  now  remaining  on  file, 
for  dividend,  is  eleven  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety  nine  dollars; 
that,  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  instant,  said  commissioners  destroyed,  by 
burning  to  ashes,  in  the  presence  of  the  Sheriff  and  Auditor  of  the  coun- 
ty, as  directed  by  law,  the  sum  of  six  thousand  and  seven  dollars,  in  the 
bills  of  the  Bank  of  Cleveland,  being  the  amount  redeemed  by  said  com- 
missioners, since  their  last  report,  of  the  2d  March,  last,  up  to  the  7ih 
instant,  reference  being  had  to  the  certificate  of  said  Sheriff  and  Auditor, 
of  the  said  7th  day  of  June,  instant,  now  on  file  in  the  Clerk's  office  of 
said  county. 

And  said  Special  Commissioners  further  report,  that  the  amount  of  the 
present  liabihties  of  the  Bank,  for  its  circulating  notes  unredeemed,  as 
appears  from  the  books  of  the  Bank,  is  eighty  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  fifty  three  dollars.  For  certificates  of  deposit,  leger  balances,  and 
for  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  Miami  Exporting  Company,  is  eleven  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  eighty  six  dollars  and  twenty  five  cents,  amount- 
ing, in  the  aggregate,  to  the  sum  of  ninety  two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  thirty  nine  dollars  and  twenty  five  cents.  To  meet  which,  thft 
Bank,  at  the  present  time,  has  assets,  to  the  nominal  amount  of  four 
hundred  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty  two  dollars,  consisting  of 
notes,  bonds,  mortgages,  judgments,  real  estate,  stocks,  leger  balances, 
&e.,  &c.,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Special  Commissioners,  and  of 
other  discreet  and  disinterested  persons,  who  have,  at  the  instance  of 
said  commissioners,  examined  the  same,  are  worth  the  sum  of  one  hund- 
red and  fifty  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and 
ninety  six  cents.

A  certain  judgment  in  favor  of  the  Bank  of  Cleveland,  in  the  Cuyaho- 
c;a  county  common  pleas,  recovered  December  term,  1839,  for  1,031  dol- 
lars damages,  and  1 1  dollars  and  81  cents  costs,  against  James  Boss,  Wil- 
liam Lemen,  David  Griffith,  N.  M  Standart.  and  Mark  Whitelaw.  The 
bank,  by  way  of  compound,  agree  with  said  Mark  Whitelaw,  he  being 
surety  in  the  above  debt,  and  lotally  irresponsible  to  pay  the  same,  to 
forbear  to  inforce  further  collection  of  said  damages  as  against  him,  on 
condition  that  he  pay  to  the  bank,  in  current  funds,  one  hundred  dolltn 
and  interest,  in  one  and  two  years  from  the  6tb  day  of  July,  1843,  for 
which  he  is  to  make  tp  the  bank  his  two  promisor v  notes.  But  the  bank 
expressly  reserves  the  right  to  inforce  the  said  judgment  for  any  balince 
remaining  due  as  against  the  other  defendants,  and  to  use  said  White- 
laws  name,  if  necessary,  for  that  purpose.

known  as  the  "Champion  Corner,"  with  James  Kellogg  and  Moses 
White,  and  with  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Lake  £rie«  all  of  whorn^  togetb-

common  of  the  Mills'  house  and  lot,  so  called,  on  the  east  side  of  Ontario 
street,  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  the  said  Commercial  Bank  being  hereto-

The  Special  Commissioners  further  report  that,  en  examination,  and 
the  production  of  papers  by  O.  M.  Oviatt,  against  whom  there  was  sund- 
ing,  upon  the  books  of  the  bank,  a  charge  of  $151  61,  and  a  credit  of  lOQ 
dollars,  it  appeared  that^  on  the  I5th  day  of  February,  1842,  the  bank  set- 
tled with  said  Oviatt  and  allowed  him  a  balance  of  interest  upon  deposits^ 
to  the  amount  of  ^4  6U  which  was,  at  the  lime,  neglectea  to  be  cred- 
ited, as  it  should  have  been,  and  the  Special  Commissioners  have,  there- 
fore, caused  the  proper  entries  to  be  made  upon  the  books,  balancing  said 
account. 

And  the  said  Special  Commissioners  further  report,  that  they  have  re- 
ceived, since  their  last  report,  by  way  of  collectione,  and  fbr  sales  of 
property,  (including  safes  made  at  auction,  and  including  also  bills  of  the 
bank,  received  upon  sales  at  auction  prior  to  their  last  report,  and  set 
forth  therein,  and  which  have  since  been  confirmed  by  the  Supreme 
Court,]  in  bills  of  the  bank,  in  certificates  of  deposit,  and  in  current  mode, 
the  gross  sum  of  twenty  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy  four 
dollars  and  eighty  three  cents*  That  the  current  and  necessary  expenses 
incidental  to  the  trust,  which  have  been  paid  since  their  last  report,  and 
which  have  now  been  allowed  by  the  court,  amount  to  the  sum  of  l,7ti 
dollars  and  7^  cents.  That  the  amount  of  current  funds  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Special  Commissioners,  and  appHcable  to  the  payment  of  cu^ 
rent  expenses,  is  2,554  dollars  15  cents.  That  the  aggregate  amount  of 
bills  of  the  bank,  now  on  file  with  the  Special  Com  mission  ers  for  divi- 
dend, is  13,452  dollars.  That  on  the  4th  day  of  November,  insunt,3aid 
Special  Commissioners  destroyed,,  by  burning  to  ashes  in  the  presence  af 
the  sheriff  and  auditor  of  the  county,  as  directed  by  law,  the  sum  of 
17,749  dollars^  in  the  bills  of  the  Bank  of  Cleveland,  being  the  amount 
received  and  redeemed  bv  them^  by  way  of  collections  upon  debts,  and 
fox  sales  of  property  as  Wein before  stated,  (including  also  382  dolltxs 
received  in  compound  of  James  Bees  and  ethers,  set  forth  in  report  of 
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7tb  June)  srnee  their  Itst  reports  of  7th  June  last,  up  to  the  4th  iMtant, 
reference  being  had  to  the  certificate  of  said  sheriff  and  auditor,  of  the 
said  4th  NoTember,  inst.,  now  on  file  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  county. 
In  addition  to  the  foregoing  report,  made  to  the  Court  of  Comnion  Pleas 
of  Cuyahoga  County,  the  Special  Commiraioners  append  the  fbllowiog 
statement:

The  substance  of  this  statement  was  given  to  the  public  by  the  Special 
Commissioners,  on  the  18th  day  of  March,  1842,  through  the  Plain  Deal- 
er, published  in  the  city  of  Cleveland,  and  was  the  result  of  as  thorough 
examination  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  at  the  time,  permitted 
them  to  make.

Report  of  ihe  receivers  of  the  Urbana  Banking  Conipaay  to  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  for  Champaign  county,  at  the  April  term,  1843: 

In  our  first  report,  we  made  a  statement  of  the  assets  of  the  Bank, 
which  had  then  come  into  our  hands,  consisting,  principally,  of  some 
real  estate  and  furniture  of  the  Bank,  and  some  certificates  of  stock  in 
the  Mad  Riner  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company.  We  also  stated  that 
E.  B.  Cavalier  and  William  Rianhard,  as  assignees  of  the  Bank,  had 
handed  to  us  certain  policies  of  insurance  of  the  Ohio  Insurance  Compa- 
ny, amounting  to  six  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars;  that  we  it 
first  doubted  the  propriety  of  receiving  said  policies,  but,  in  view  of  all 
the  circumstances  of  the  ca^e,  we  consented  to  receive  them,  subject  to 
any  future  decision  of  this  court,  in  relation  to  the  validity  of  the  par- 
€ik90e  in  which  they  were  given. 

Also,  that,  having  the  general  possession  of  the  banking  house,  ve 
Mfnsed  to  allow  the  alledged  agent  of  the  Ohio  Insurance  company  pos- 
session of  the  front  room,  and  vault  in  the  same. 

In  pur  second  report,  we  stated  that,  on  the  £6th  day  of  July,  1842, 
John  H.  James,  ana  others  claiming  to  be  assignees  of  said  Ohio  Insu- 
rance Company,  took,  by  a  writ  of  leplevin,  from  said  vault,  thirty  six 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety  six  dollars  and  thirty  three  cents,iD 
specie,  said  assignees  having  thus  the  possession  of  all  the  valuable  assets 
of  said  Bank,  and  no  report  having  been  made  as  to  the  validity  of  said 
purchase  by  the  person  to  whom  that  question  had  been  referred,  we 
believed  it  to  be  our  duty  not  only  to  resist  said  proceedings  in  replevin, 
but  all  other  acts  and  claims  of  the  said  Ohio  Insurance  Company,  their 
assignees  or  agents  claiming  under  any  pretended  purchase  of  the  assets 
of  said  Urbana  Banking  company. 

And  the  receivers,  on  the  third  day  of  November,  1842,  instituted  a 
suit  in  chancery  against  the  sa\d  John  H.  James, and  others,  who  claimj 
ed  under  said  pretended  purchase,  charging  that  the  sarne  was  fraudu- 
lent and  void,  and  asking  the  Court  to  enjoin  all  the  defendants  in  nid 
bill  from  ueing,  or,  in  any  way,  disposing  of  the  assets  of  said  bankiog 
company  in  their  hands;  which  said  injunction  was  allowed  by  the 
court.  And  said  cause  coming  on  to  be  heard  at  this  term,  it  was  order- 
ed by  the  court,  by  consent  of  parties,  that  said  defendants  do,  forthwith, 
Upon  oath,  deliver  over  to  William  McDonald  (who  was  appointed  bj 
the  court  to  receive  the  same,)  all  the  assets  in  their  hands,  or  under

And  it  is  f\irther  ordered,  that  said  McDonald  proceed  to  collect,  and 
reduce  said  assets  to  money,  and,  at  ea<*.h  term  of  said  court,  that  he  make 
a  report  of  his  doings,  and  that  be  pay  over  to  the  court  all  money  then 
in  his  hands,  to  be  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  liabilities  of  said  bank* 
Ing  company. 

And  It  is  further  ordered,  that  said  McDonald,  within  sixty  days,  pub* 
lish  a  f\ill  exhibit  of  the  situation  ot  said  banking  company,  the  araount 
of  its  liabilities,  and  how  mnch  thereof  will,  in  his  judgment,  be  paid. 

And  the  injunction  aforesaid  to  stand,  until  this  order  is  conipliea 
with. 
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1$  will,  theredoftt  be  seen,  bj  tbe  court  and  tbe  oommiBsioQers,  that 
the  assets  of  tbe  Bank»  which  have  been. claimed  bv  the  assignees  of 
said  Ohio  Insurance  Company,  and  by  them  withheld  from  the  receiv- 
et8,are,  by  this  order,  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  court,  to  be  appHed 
toward  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  Bank.

In  our  last  report,  we  referred  to  a  suit  in  chancery,  commenced  by  the 
Eeceivers  against  John  H.  James,  and  others,  to  recover  from  defend* 
ants  the  assets  of  said  company,  and  to  the  order  of  the  court  therein,  a 
eopy  of  which  is  hereunto  annexed,  marked  A,  by  a  reference  to  which 
order  or  decree,  it  will  be  seen  that  said  asseui  are  ordered  oul  of  the 
custody  and  control  of  the  defendants  into  the  possession  of  a  special 
receiver,  -appointed  by  the  court,  whose  duty  it  is  made  to  close  up  the 
affairs  of  saia  banking  company,  under  the  control  and  order  of  the  court, 
he  having  given  bonds,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duty. 

The  Receivers,  therefore,  in  making  their  report  to  the  Bank  Commis* 
eioners,  can  only  give  the  proceedings  of  the  special  receiver,  as  reported 
to  the  court  under  that  order, as  the  only  information,  in  their  possession* ' 
not  heretofore  communicated  in  relation  to  the  situation  of  said  banking* 
company,  and  their  ability  to  pay  their  debts.

«•  bill,  answers,  exhibitSy  and  testimony;  and  the  court  being  advised  in

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  said  Receiver,  by  the  first  day  of  next 
term,  and  so  from  term  to  term,  shall  file  with  the  Clerk  of  this  Court,  a 
foil  and  accurate  report  of  idl  he  may  have  done  under  this  order,  and 
showing  as  far  he  can  do,  tlio  true  condition  of  said  assets,  what  he  con- 
siders available,  and  what  not,  the  amount  of  debts,  and  every  other 
thing  which  can  go  to  exhibit  the  true  condition  of  said  assets. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  said  Receiver,  as  soon  as  he  conven- 
iently can,  and  within  sixty  days  from  this  date,  publish  in  some  news- 
paper in  general  circulation,  a  statement  of  the  debts  due  by  the  bank, 
giving  his  opinion,  as  well  as  he  can,  of  the  probable  amount  in  the  end 
that  may  be  realized  from  said  assets  by  the  creditors  and  stockholders  of 
said  bank. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  said  Receiver  shall  keep  the  books  of 
the  Bank,  and  all  papers  and  vouchers,  in  the  company's  office  in  Ur- 
bana,and  shall  transact  his  business  in  said  office;  and  all  said  books,  pa- 
pers and  documents  shall,  at  all  reasonable  hours,  be  accessible  to  all 
parties. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  said  Bank  Receivers,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  the  next  term  of  this  court,  make  out  and  file  with  the  clerk 
their  account  for  expenses  incurred,  moneys  paid  out,  compensation  for 
their  services,  and  all  costs  and  expenses  they  have  incurred  and  been 
put  to  in  performing  the  duties  of  their  office,  said  account  to  be  audited 
by  the  court,  and  paid  by  said  Receiver  on  the  order  of  said  court. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  the  replevin  suit  in  said  bill  mentioned, 
shall  be  continued,  and  if  the  defendants  comply  with  this  order,  then 
the  same  shall  be  entered  as  comf remised,  and  dismissed  at  the  next 
term. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  all  the  bank  notes  of  the  Urbana  Bank- 
ing Company,  now  in  the  hands  of  ttie  complainants,  shall  be  burned  by 
them,  in  conjunction  with  the  said  William  McDonald,  and  that  in  the 
same,  and  in  all  future  burnings  of  notes,  the  defendants,  James,  and 
the  directors  of  the  Urbana  Banking  Company^  shall  have  notice  and  be 
present. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  said  defendants,  on  or  before  the  next 
term  of  this  court,  file  with  the  clerk  of  this  court  any  account  for  expen- 
ses, services,  &c.,  which  they  may  have  to  be  audited  and  settled  by  said 
court,  and  this  cause  is  continued.

The  proposition  was,  for  this  and 
other  reasons,  acceded  to  with  the  consent  of  the  agent  of  the 
stockholders,  and  the  amount  due  1st  December,  1842,  8ay$2^1f 
151  64,  was  paid  in  stocks,  accordingly,  the  oommissioners  ba?iag 
been  unable  to  effect  sales  thereof  in  the  meantime.  The  process  by 
which  the  amount  of  the  State  loan,  notes  and  other  principal  item*

A  stfttofwnc  of  ihe  asMts^  us  Ihey  now  exinu  om^  ^  fouadf  ia  th» 
MfMir  mfti^«d  fi,  and  the  balance  sheets  on  the  paper  marked  F^-etii- 
nibits  the  present  conditioa  of  the  bank*  Items  of  expeoaa,  applkiablo 
to  perioda  prlojr  to  the  !8th  June,  1842,  am  aiated  in  the  paper  mark* 
ed  6;  and  expenses  which  have  accrued  since,  are  found  in  statement 
narked  H.  The  i^ums  paid  to  the  trustees  were  in  conformity  with 
the  terms  made  by  the  directors,  and  confirmed  by  the  stockholders, 
viz:  at  the  rate  of  $1800  per  annum  to  the  acting  trustee,  and  $300 
each  to  the  others.  The  State  having  failed  to  pay  the  amount  due 
en  the  Isl  December,  184S,  in  money,  and  collections  from  other 
sources  being  made  in  notes  and  other  liabilities  of  the  bank,  there 
were  no  funds  on  hattd,  for  distribution,  on  the  18th  December,  184t, 
the  first  dividend  period.  In  consequence  of  this  the  notes  of  the 
bank  were  rapidly  sinking  in  market  value,  and  would  soon  have  beeh 
unconvertible,  except  at  rcinous  losses;  their  downward  tendency 
was,  however,  arrested  by  procuring  them  to  be  received  at  the  coun- 
ty treasury  for  taxes,  which  Was  effected  with  no  little  difficulty.  Ar- 
rangements we  re  made  for  realizing  Ainds  from  sales  of  stocks  as  rapid* 
ly  as  the  noarket  would  allow,  and  $161,935  14  have  been  raised  frotn 
that  source,  at  a  loss  of  $5,216  26,  a  part  only  of  which  will  be  cov- 
ered by  the  exchange,  ft  was  the  earnest  desire  of  the  stookholdera 
that  the  credit  of  the  bank  should  be  sustained,  aiKl  resolutionS|  au- 
thorizing the  Receivers  to  adopt  such  measures  as  they  and  the  agent 
might  deem  conducive  to  that  end,  were  passed  at  an  adjourned  meet- 
ing, on  the  1st  day  of  December,  184t.  Looking  to  the  great  saving 
to  the  creditors  of  the  bank,  and  indirectly  to  the  stockholders,  which 
stotfaisinff  the  credit  of  ka-issttes  baa  produced,  it  is  heHeved  tltat*!! 
concerned  hciTe  aAmdant  came  to  be -satisfied  with  the  measures 
adopted  to  secure  that  object.  An  anK>unt  deemed  sufficient  having 
Heen  rail  bed  in  eastern  funds,  the  Receivers  comnr^nced,  on  the  7lh 
of  February,  1843,  to  apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of  the  note^of 
the  bank,  and,  subsequently,  when  more  funds  were  ohtained^  to  tHe 
^ymeoi  of  certificates  oa  interest.  The  Reeeivers  have  redeemed 
flStfSSQ'of  the  notes  of  the  bank  from  circulation,  and  extinguished 

f5ft,30e  02  of  ether  liabiltties,  as  may  be  seea  by  exhibif  marked  C. 
ifesame  paper  states  the  amount  oK  notes  of  the  bank  burned  at 
^ree  several  times,  being  $282,865,  in  the  aggregate,  as  may  be 
more  fully  ^ti  by  the  returns  of  the  same,  made  by  the  sheriff  and 
auditor  to  your  honorhble  court«  Finding  that  oiaims  under  jtfdg- 
meat  oould  beelesedoaly  by  the  purchase  of  real  property,  or  other 
expedients  distressing  and,  in  some  cases,  ruinous  to  the  debtors,  and 
lElso  ifivolvitig  the  bank  in  difficulty  and  loss,  the  Receivers,  with  the 
coocurrence  of  the  agent,  have,  in  such  cases,  given  time,  taking  care 
to  obtain  ample  security,  for  the  most  part,  by  mortgages  on  real  es- 
tate. Original  debts  not  paid  at  maturity,  have  been  put  in  suit  at 
the  court  following.  The  Receivers  expect  to  be  in  possession,  short- 
ly«  of  funds  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  liabilities  of  the  bank,  and  are 
using  their  best  efforts  to  bring  its  afiairs  to  a  close  as  speedily  an 
possible.

That  there  remains  uncollected  of  debts,  which  they  consider  an- 
doubtedly  secure,  the  sum  of  $68,806  98,  of  which  the  greater  part 
are  in  judgment,  and  execution  in  nearly  every  case  has  been  leried 
on  an  ample  amount  of  real  estate,  of  which,  however,  it  is  difficult  to 
effect  a  sale. 

That,  beside?  these  debts,  the  Bank  has  a  large  amocmt  of  doubtful 
and  bad  debts  from  which  something  may  he  realized,  and  real  es- 
tate which  was  bonajUte  taken  in  payment  of  debts  amounting  to  more 
than  $70,000.  In  every  case  such  real  estate  was  supposed^  when 
taken^  to  be  well  worth  the  price  allowed,  but,  as  times  now  are,  the 
Beceivers  would  not  think  it  safe  to  estimate  the  whole  at  more  than 

J 35,000 — making  a  small  allowance  for  lost  circulation,  the  good 
sbts  due  the  Bank  are  su6^ient  to  discharge  all  its  liabilities,  iode* 
pendent  of  its  doubtful  and  bad  debts  and  its  real  estate;  but  it  will 
be  utterly  impossible  to  collect  enough  to  discharge  those  liabilities 
within  the  twp  years  allowed  by  hiw  for  closing  up  the  affairs  of  said 
Bank. 

The  Receivers  of  said  Bank  have  never  made  any  order  extendiog 
the  time  of  payment  of  any  debt,  or  making  any  compronuse  with  toy 
debtor;  and  have  not  received  current  money  enough  to  pay  the  ne- 
cessary expenses  of  their  trust  which  they  have  endeavored  to  make 
as  small  as  possible.

The  Receivers  cannot  say,  with  any  certainty,  when  they  will  he 
abie  to  close  up  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  aa.the  assets  of  the  Bank 
are  in  litigation  and  must  be  for  some  time  to  come,  as  the  defendants 
will  most  likely  take  their  suits  to  the  highest  judicial  tribunal.

The  undersigned.  Receivers  of  the  Bank  of  Circleville,  chartered 
1818,  respectfully  report:  That  since  their  last  report,  they  have  re- 
ceived, on  account  of  liaUlities  due  to  the  Bank,  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

Other  claims  due  the  Bank,  to  a  large  amount,  are  in  litigation; 
but  as  they  are  prosecuting  in  courts  remote  from  the  theatre  of  the 
operations  of  the  Bank,  the  Receivers  have  no  means  of  ascertaining^ 
with  any  degree  of  certainty,  what  is  the  prospect  of  realizing  the 
whole  or  any  considerable  portion  of  the  amounts  so  in  suit. 

Stockholders  owning  a  majority  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
are,  debtors  to  the  Bank  in  large  amounts.  These  have  hitherto 
neglected  and  refused  to  appoint  an  agent,  on  their  behalf,  to  co-ope- 
rate with  the  Receivers  in  closing  up  the  aflfairs  of  the  Bank;  hence 
little  has  been  done  towards  that  object  beyond  the  prosecution  of 
suits,  which  are  not  yet  completed,  and  receiving  such  sums  as  have 
been  voluntarily  offered  in  payment.  Nor  can  much  more  be  done 
until  the  Receivers  shall  be  enabled  to  realize  a  sufficient  sum  incur* 
rent  funds  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  prosecuting  suits  and 
pairing  current  expenses.

The  undersigoedy  Receivers  of  the  Bank  of  Cincionali,  submit  the 
following  copies  of  two  reports,  made  by  ihom  to  the  court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  Hamilton  county.  They  are  the  only  reports  made  to  the 
court,  here,  since  the  ooe  transmitted  to  the  Bank  Commissioners,  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  These  would  both  have  been  for- 
warded long  since,  had  not  the  Receivers  awaited  the  action  of  the 
court  on  them  here;  and  nothing  has  been  yet  done  with  them: 

To  ike  Court  oj  Common  PUas: 

The  undersigned,  Receivers  of  the  Bank  of  Cincinnati,  report — 
That,  since  their  last  report  to  this  court,  made  16th  November, 
last,  they  have  effected  a  compromiao  with  Adam  Pichener,  one  of  the 
agents  and  debtors  of  the  Bank,  on  terms  similar  to  settlements  io 
similar  cases,  previously  made  and  reported.  The  amount  standing 
against  him,  on  the  books  of  the  Bank,  was  $600.  As  an  agent  of 
the  Bank,  he  was  liable  to  pay,  in  gold  and  silver.  According  to  the 
compromise  made  with  him,  he  paid  $75  cash,  and  $526  Cincinoaii 
Bank  paper,  and,  in  case  collections  are  not  made  withiii  one  year, 
will  remain  liable  for  the  difference  between  the  dividend  to  which 
that  much  paper  of  the  Bank  will  then  be  entitled,  and  specie,  as  per 
following  receipt:

Received  of  Adam  Fichener,  seventy  five  dollars,  cash,  and  two 
hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  Cincinnati  Bank  paper.  Also,  his  note, 
atone  day,  for  three  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars,  which,  when  paid, 
will  be  in  full  of  his  account,  provided  that,  within  one  year  from  date, 
the  Bank  Receivers  of  the  Bankof  Cincmnati  shall  collect,  from  other 
debtors  of  said  Bank,  enough  to  liquidate  its  liabilities,  and,  if  not, 
said  sums  to  be  entered  to  credit  of  said  Fichener,  the  Cincinnati 
Bank  paper  at  the  dividend  to  which  it  may  be  entitled.

The  note  mentioned  in  above  receipt,  has  been  paid,  and  the  com- 
promise ratified,  by  the  agent  of  the  stockholders. 

M.  L.  Moses  subscribed  for  shares  of  the  stock  of  this  Bank,  at  fif^ 
dollars  per  share,  which  was  never  paid.  He  alledges  that  this  saV 
•cription  was,  by  a  tacit  understanding  with  the  directors  of  the  Bank, 
waived,  and  that  he  never  considered  himself,  nor  was,  by  them,  con- 
sidered a  stockholder;  nor  does  he  appear  to  have  been  on  any  of 
the  books,  but  that  for  the  original  subscription  of  stock.    And  he  re- 
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fused,  peremptorily,  to-pay  for  the  said  stock;  and,  not  being  availa- 
ble for  that  amount,  on  legal  process,  the  Receivers,  with  the  advice 
of  the  agent  of  the  stockholders,  compromised  with  him  for  the  sum  of 
|70,  cash,  and  gave  him  a  discharge  in,  full. 

This  Bank  held  the  note  of  E.  S.  Alvord  &  Co.,  of  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  for  three  thousand  dollars,  payable  in  the  paper  of  the  Bank, 
twelve  months  after  date,  and  dated  16th  May,  1841.  Alvord  &  Co* 
were  stockholders  in  the  Bank  to  the  extent  of  twenty  shares,  or  one 
thousand  dollars,  all  paid  up. 

They  claimed  to  settle  the  note  on  the  following  terms: 

1:  To  be  allowed  the  aroountof  a  draft,  drawn  by  them,  on  a  deposit 
made  in  the  Bank,  shortly  before  its  failure,  and  protested  after  iu 
failure,  for  nonpayment,  with  costs  of  protest. 

2:  To  pay  the  residue  in  the  paper  of  ihe  Bank,  exclusively. 

3:  To  be  exempt  from  any  charge  of  interest  on  said  note,  after  it 
became  due,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  here,  ready  to  pay,  on  ita 
maturity,  but  were  prevented,  by  the  want  of  a  competent  board  of 
Receivers,  those  appointed  at  that  time  not  having  given  bond,  ac- 
cording to  law,  thereby  compelling  Alvord  &Co.  to  keep  on  hand,  as 
they  alledge,  a  large  part  of  the  paper  then  held  by  them  for  the 
payment  of  this  note,  and  not  applicable  to  other  purposes,  besides 
subjecting  them  to  the  necessity  of  paying  a  higher  price  now  for  the 
residue,  than  the  market  rate  then. 

Afler  considerable  correspondence  and  negotiation  between  them 
and  the  Receivers,  the  following  terms  were  concluded  on: 

1:  To  receive  of  Alvord  &  Co.,  in  payment  of  the  note,  the  prc^- 
tested  draft,  with  costs  of  protest,  &c. 

2:  Cash,  two  hundred  dollars. 

3:  The  balance  in  the  paper  of  this  Bank,  including — 

4:  Interest  from  the  period  when  they  were  notified,  by  the  first 
letter  of  the  Receivers,  of  authority  to  settle. 

Whilst  the  negotiation  was  progressing,  the  Receivers  ascertained, 
from  the  agent  of  the  stockholders,  that  he  objected  to  a  settlement, 
unless  Alvord  &  Co  would  agree  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  interest^ 
and  also  allow  two  per  cent,  discount  on  the  Bank  of  Cincinnati  paper.< 
This  discount  was  said  to  be  a  stipulation  of  the  note;  but  that  docu- 
ment having  been  stolen,  in  the  robbery  of  this  office,  in  July,  last^ 
could  not  show  for  itself.  One  of  the  Receivers  having  seen  it,  be- 
lieved that  such  a  provision  was  contained  in  it;  but  one  of  the  firm  of 
Alvord  &  Co.  ofiered  to  go,  forthwith,  before  the  proper  officer,  and 
swear  the  contrary.  The  agent  of  the  stockholders,  also,  contended 
that  the  protested  draft  (although  he  was  willing  to  allow  it,)  was 
given  on  a  deposit,  with  other  paper,  of  a  certain  $86,  Hamilton 
county  paper,  worthless  at  the  time,  and  still  in  possession  of  the 
Bank.  But  this,  on  reference  to  the  books,  was  found  to  be  a  mistake, 
the  deposit  having  been  made  in  good  funds. 

The  Receivers,  then,  considering  the  claim  on  Alvord  &  Co.  of  two 
per  cent,  discount  on  the  paper,  receivable  for  the  note,  as  onb  trifling 
in  amount,  and  doubtful  as  to  validity,  and  that  there  being  no  board, 
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legally  authorizedt  to  receiye  payment  of  the  note  at  its  matarity,  ii* 
terest  ought  not  to  be  charged,  rigorously,  from  that  period,  and  thst^ 
in  paying  0SOO,  cash,  Alvord  6t  Co.  bad  conceded  more  tban  tbt 
equivalent  of  any  discrepancy,  concluded  to  settle  on  the  terms  afore- 
said. The  Receirers  not  conatdering  that,  in  thus  doing,  tbey  were 
taking  less  than  was  due  the  Bank,  (or  oompoonding,)  did  not  deem 
the  assent  of  the  agent  of  the  stockholders  necessary  to  the  settle- 
ment. For,  this  claim  was  not  one  for  which,  on  a  dose  scnitiDj  of 
the  law,  gold  and  silver  could  be  required.  The  debtors,  althovgli 
stockholders,  were  not  officers  or  agents  of  the  Bank,  and  the  mode  of 
payment  we  conceive,  in  this  case,  to  be  regulated  by  section  21  of  the 
Resumption  law.  The  parties  Hve^  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
court,  and  in  another  State;  and  of  their  circumstances,  the  Receiv- 
ers were  not  fully  advised. 

A  compromise,  with  Isaac  Young,  has  been  attempted,  but,  so  ftr, 
not  consummated,  and  what  has  been  done,  may  be  rescinded.

The  Sheriff  and  Auditor  claim  an  allowance  of  four  dollars,  for 
counting  and  burning  bank  paper,  in  November,  last.  A  law  of  last 
Legislature  limits  the  compensation  of  Receivers  to  two  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum,  expenses  inclusive.  We  have,  therefore,  reduced,  as 
above,  our  allowance,  accordingly. 

This  report  would  have  been  made  at  an  earlier  day  of  the  term, 
but  from  the  desire  to  include  in  it  the  results  of  the  pending  suits. 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Receivers  (the  undersigned)  to  attend 
daily  in  their  office  from  9  to  12,  and  2  o^cIock,  and,  when  business 
required,  in  the  aflernoon.     The  other  Receiver  has  not  been  at  tbs 
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office  for  the  fast  to^t  months,  orach  more  than  a^  many  hours.  TTn- 
der  these  circumstaDces  the  undersigned  do  not  conceive  that  thd 
corapeasation  allowed  by  the  court  ought  to  be  equally  divided;  but 
chiok  it  ought  to  be  distributed  with  some  refbrence,  at  least,  to  the 
services  performed.  The  other  Receiver,  however,  claims  an  equal 
share  for  his  services  to  the  bank,  in  this  court.  The  undersigned  do 
not  conceive  sneh  services  an  equivalent  for  their  own — 'especially,  as 
those  performed  durins  the  sanne  period  by  the  retained  counsel  of 
the  tieoeivers,  Wm.  M.  Cory,  amount  as  above,  to  only  ||85)  and  are 
at  least  equal  to  those  of  Mr.  Flinn. 

This  court,  however,  can  best  decide  the  value  of  Mr.  F's  le^al  la- 
bors, and  to  it  the  question  is  submitted,  what  proportion  of  the  com- 
pensation allowed  by  the  court  he  ought  to  receive. 

Id  the  foregoing  report,  the  last  allowance  made  by  the  court  is 
assumed  as  the  basis  of  the  present,  and  from  this  is  deducted  all  the 
expenses  of  the  office.  The  court  is  aware  that  even  this  compensa- 
tion is  contingent  upon  collections — and  it  will  be  seen  that,  so  far  as 
the  business  has  progressed,  only  about  half  of  it  has  been  realized. 

The  Receivers  have  kept  their  office  open,  as  before  stated,  for 
about  three  fourths  of  the  period  since  last  report.  The  undersigned 
are  satisfied,  therefore,  that  af\er  deducting  what  Mr.  Flinn  ought  to 
receive  from  the  whole  amount,  the  residue  (both  what  is  already  in 
band,  and  what  is  likely  to  be  realized)  will  not  be  considered  an  ex- 
cessive compensation  for  themselves.

The  Receivers  were  informed  by  Georf^e  Hatch,  agent  of  the  stod- 
holders,  and  by  others,  that  the  moneya  received  by  Young,  and  for 
which  the  above  four  receipts  were  given,  consist^,  amongst  other 
kinds,  of  the  following  uncurrent  funds,  viz:

The  Receivers  understood  from  the  statements  of  the  parties,  aad 
from  examining  the  books  and  papers,  that  the  first  three  notes  given 
by  Young  himself,  in  the  account  first  above  stated,  amounted  to 
$4,100  were  for  the  stock  of  George  Hatch,  G.  R.  Gilmore  and  M.  N. 
McLean,  by  the  purchase  of  which  Young  was  to-have  the  Control  of 
the  bank,  to  dispose  of  its  assets  at  discretion,  to  arrange  its  liabilities 
to  the  best  advantage  of  himself,  we  presume,  and  to  retain  the  residue. 

This  arrangement,  having  been  made  af\er  the  bank  became  insol- 
vent, and  contrary  to  its  bylaws,  was  treated  as  a  nullity  by  the  Re- 
ceivers who  demanded  of  Young  the  restoration  of  the  funds  and  ootei 
belonging  to  the  bank  and  taken  by  him  in  pursuance  of  the  plan  afore- 
said.

Which  reduced  his  liabilities  to  $8,571  89,  and  Gilmore  having 
settled  for  his  note,  $1,000  00,  included  in  the  notes  taken  by  Young, 
left  $7,87 1  89  due  from  Young. 

Young  then  claimed  to  have  the  three  notes  for  $4,100  00  canceled, 
which  he  had  given  for  the  stock  of  Gilmore,  Hatch  6d  McLiean,  and 
which  he  contended  had  been  substituted,  in  the  bills  receivable  of 
the  bank,  for  a  corresponding  amount  of  their  own  paper  withdrawn.

compounding  of  the  claim,  but  payment  of  its  full  and  legal  value,  be 
had  no  legal  righi  to  object  to  it.  It  is  furthermore  doubtful,  whether 
Hatch  ought  to  be  recognized  any  longer  as  agent  of  the  stockhotdera, 
and  entitled,  aasuch,  to  interfere  in  the  adjustment  of  the  bank  claims. 
He  was  acknowledged  originally  by  the  Receivers  as  such,  on  preaeDl- 
ing  a  certificate  of  his  appointment,  signed  by  G.  R.  Gilmore,  M.  N. 
McLean  and  Isaac  Young;  and  all  of  these  have  subsequently  and  re- 
peatedly disclaimed  and  renounced  any  interest  as  stockholders  in  the 
hank,  either  at  the  time  of  its  pretended  appointment,  or  since.  Tbey, 
consequently,  had  no  right  to  appoint  him  as  agent  of  the  stockholders, 
of  the  bank,  to  perform  the  functions  proscribed  by  the  law,  and  he  is 
not  entitled  to  act  by  its  authority. 

A  number  of  suits,  brought  soon  af\er  the  appointment  of  Receivers, 
came  on  for  trial  at  the  present  term.  One  against  William  F.  Ha^ 
risen,  for  $2,049  23,  on  account,  was  met  by  him  with  charges  for 
eograving,  6ec.,  to  the  full  amount,  and  judgment  was,  on  suboiittiog 
the  case  to  the  court,  rendered  in  his  favor.  In  the  suit  against  Peter 
Smith,  judgment  was  rendered,  in  favor  of  the  bank,  for  $t33— a 
balance  standing  on  the  books  against  him.  He  has  entered  a  motioD 
for  new  trial,  and  given  notice  of  appeal,  claiming,  also,  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions. The  suit  however,  we  conceive,  ought  to  have  been  brought 
for  a  much  larger  sum,  as  it  appears  that  the  defendant  received,  after 
the  operations  of  the  bank  were  suspended,  some  two  thousand  dollars. 
And  the  Receivers  are  satisfied  that  all  such  transactions  between  the 
stockholders,  were  without  authority  or  justice.  If  balances  were 
due  them,  they  were  not  entitled  to  payment,  in  priority  and  prefer* 
ence  to  the  noteholders,  and  other  claimants  against  the  bank.  The 
Receivers  will  insist  on  recovering  the  whole  amount. 

The  claim  against  Isaac  Young,  for  four  thousand  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, omitted,  from  the  compromise  with  him,  in  order  to  be  litigated, 
was  not  decided,  the  jury  having  disagreed;  and  the  case  is  ooo- 
tinued. 

In  the  suit  commenced  against  George  Hatch,  at  a  more  recent  pe- 
riod, judgment  has  been  recovered  for  J6,837  86.  His  counsel  has 
made  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  claimed  a  bill  of  exceptions. 

Suit  has  also  been  commenced,  at  Columbus,  against  M.  L.  Sullivant, 
indorser  on  a  draft  drawn  by  J.  L.  Miner,  for  $400;  but  the  result 
has  not  yet  reached  us. 
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Tbe  foHowing  ohnmt,  kvld  agahitt  pencms  or  oorpomtioasy  in  the 
interior,  or  at  a  distance,  or  secured  by  property  therOi  rematOtse 
far,  unattended  to  bf  the  parties.  The  Receivers,  from  an  unwilling- 
ness to  swell  the  expensee  of  their  trust,  and,  in  hope  of  being  call^ 
oniatlrie  city,  have  refrained,  seiar,  from  commencing  legal  pro- 
ceedings, or  from  sending  one  of  their  number  to  eolleet  tlMMD.  They 
will,  however,  proceed,  shortly,  to  visit,  in  person,  the  several  pla- 
ces, for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  final  settlement  of  these  claims*

To  the  House  of  Bepresentaiives: 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  Auditor  of  State,  has  the 
lionorto  acknowledge  the  receiptor  your  resolution  of  12th  in- 
stant, in  the  following  words: 

Resolved^  That  the  Auditor  of  State  be  required  to  report  to 
this  House,  as  soon  as  practicable,  the , dates  and  amounts  of  all 
drafts  drawn  by  the  Auditor  of  State  on  the  State  Treasurer  in 
lavor  of  the  State  Printer,  during  the  fiscal  years  of  1840  and 
1841;  and  how  much,  according  to  the  accounts  then  furnished 
by  the  Stale  Printer,  was  due  by  the  State  to  him,  or  by  him  to 
the  State,  at  the  date  of  each  of  said  drafts,  on  account  of  the 
State  Printing,  or  for  advances  made  to  him  on  account  thereof. 

Annexed  1  hand  you  a  tabular  statement  of  the  date  and 
amount  of  each  bill  drawn  on  the  State  Treasury  during  the  fiscal 
years  1840  and  1841,  in  favor  of  the  State  Printer. 

The  remaining  part  of  your  resolution  cannot  be  answered  witb 
«uiy  accuracy.  In  the  payment  of  the  State  Printer,  I  have  always 
endeavored  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  the  work  done,,  after  the 
advance  was  completed.  To  do  this,  I  have  required  the  Printer, 
when  applying  for  funds,  to  give  me  an  estimate  of  the  gross 
amount  of  work  done  to  date  of  application.  Sometimes  these 
have  been  within  memorandums,  which  have  never  been  pre-

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served  beyond  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  at  others  mere 
verbal  statements.  The  Printer  being  a  sworn  oflScer,  and  under 
heavy  bond  to  the  State,  I  have  always  felt  safe  in  the  accept- 
ance of  these  statements;  and  with  but  two  exceptions,  hare 
never  overdrawn  the  work  upon  them. 

During  the  year  1840,  the  Printer,  not  understanding  the  diri- 
sion  of  appropriations,  embraced  in  his  statements,  the  work 
done  upon  the  Revised  Laws.  Upon  these  the  accounts  for  Stale 
work,  other  than  these  laws,  was  overdrawn  $3,733  20.  The 
work  was  actually  done  on  the  Revised  Laws,  and  the  only  error 
was  the  payment  from  the  wrong  appropriation.  The  law  au- 
thorizes an  advance  to  the  amount  of  one-third  of  the  work.  Bj 
reference  to  the  payments  of  1 841,  it  will  be  seen  that  they  coin- 
mence  on  the  16th  of  January.  Thus  the  overdraft  of  1840  was 
made  to  stand  as  the  advance  of  1841.  These  facts  were  com- 
municated fn  my  annual  report  of  1 840,  page  1 3.  In  that  do€U- 
ment  the  amount  is  stated  at  $3,373  20.  This  was  an  error  ia 
copying  which  was  not  discovered  until  the  report  was  printed. 
The  books  were*  and  are  correct. 

During  the  year  1 841,  an  estimate  for  the  Revised  Laws  was 
carried  to  the  charge  of  State  work,  by  which  the  account  was 
overpaid  $1^2  93.     This  was  corrected  in  the  settlement  of  the 
ensuing  year,  and  the  account  is  now  squared  and  correct.

Th  the  HanardUe  (he  ConmiiUe  on  Colleges  afid  Univeraities 

of  the  Senate  of  ihe  State  of  OMot 

The  uDderrigned,  a  committee  on  behalf  of  the  Ohio  University, 
empowered  to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  assess  and 
collect,  from  the  college  lands,  lots  and  tenements,  a  rent  equal  to  the 
•amount  of  tax  imposed  by  the  State  in  conformity  to  the  12th  and  tSth 
sections  of  the  law  of  Ohio,  passed  February  l8, 1804,  respectfully 
represent — That  the  authority  to  impose  such  a  rent  on  the  lands  is 
conferred  by  said  act,  (section  12)  and  has  been  directly  or  inciden- 
tally confirmed  by  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  in 
the  cases  of  Armstrong  &  others  v$.  Treasurer  of  Athens  county,  Dec, 
1840,  (aee  O.  R.,  vol.  10,  p.  836.)  McVey  and  others  v$.  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, Dec,  1841,  (see  O.  R.,  vol.  11,  p.  286.)  And  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  caseof  Armstrong  &  others  iw.  Treas- 
urer of  Athens  county,  (see  Peter^s  R.,  vol.  16,  page  282.)  And  that 
•o  fas  as  regards  the  right  to  assess  such  additional  rent  on  the  lots 
aad  improvements  of  the  town  of  Athens,  conferred  by  the  13th  sec- 
tion of  said  act,  there  is  nothing  in  the  subsequent  legislation  of  the 
State  which  even  looks  to  a  repeal  or  nK>dification  of  said  13ih  sec. 

We  submit,  also,  that  the  right  to  tax  the  lands,  within  the  limits  of 
Hie  State,  is  an  indefeasible  right,  which  our  Liegislature  cannot  per- 
manently take  away  from  all  future  Legislatures — although,  for  tem- 
•  porary  purposes^  the  right  may  be  suspended  as  in  the  case  of  lands 
used  for  burial  places,  or  the  tax  be  applied,  €ts  in  the  present  instance, 
to  sustain  an  institution  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  community.  But 
the  law  of  Feb.  18,  1804,  although  it  gives  the  University  the  power 
^'to  demand  a  further  yearly  rent  on  the  college  lands  and  tenement^:, 
and  on  the  lots  and  improvements  of  the  town  of  Athens  not  exceed- 
ing the  amount  of  tax  imposed  on  property  of  like  rvalue  and  descrip- 
tion by  the  State,^^  does  not  prescribe  the  mode  of  assessing  the  value 
of  these  lands,  lots  and  improvements,  nor  is  it  settled  whether  the 
act  of  1804,  includes  all  taxes  levied  by  the  Stale  in  contradistinc- 
tion to  taxes  levied  by  the  Untied  States,  or  only  such  taxes  as,  unde^ 
the  existing  laws,  are  applied  to  what  are  now  called  State  purposes, 
yei,  as  the  distinctive  appellations  of  county,  township,  road,  school^ 
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poor  tax,  dec. ,  were  not  known  in  1804,  we  suppose  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  Legislature  to  include  in  that  law,  as  State  taxes,  til 
taxes  lef ied  by  the  State  and  not  by  the  General  Government;  and 
we  only  ask  for  such  further  legislation  as  is  necessary  to  carryout 
the  obvious  intention  of  that  act. 

Two  townships,  or  46,080  acres  of  land,  were  given  in  trust  by 

*the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the  support  of  the  Ohk) 

University.    Of  this  about  1500  acres  have  been  sold  and  deeded  in  fee 

simple  to  the  former  lessees,  and  thus  restored  to  the  tax  list  of  the 

State. 

The  gross  rent  of  the  remainder,  including  town  lots,  is  about  $3,900— 
which,  after  deducting  incidental  expenses  of  collection,  d^.,  lea?e« 
the  net  rent  of  the  lands  and  lots  about $3,600 

From  this  is  to  be  deducted  the  interest  of  the  debt 
of  about  $15,000  incurred  in  erecting  buildings, 
and  other  improvements — interest,  say $900 

The  indebted  state  of  the  institution  has  induced  the 
practice  of  issuing  orders  on  the  treasury  for  cur- 
rent expenses,  including  the  salaries  of  the  pro- 
fessors and  other  officers — which  orders  cannot 
be  promptly  redeemed,  and  circulate  as  a  local 
currency  at  the  rate  of  about  25  per  cent,  dis- 
count, and  falling  into  the.  hands  of  the  lessees  of 
college  lan<ls  are  received  at  par  in  payment  of 
rents — making  a  further  reduction  in  the  actual, 
as  compared  with  the  nominal,  receipts  of  the  in- 
stitution of  at  least ••         500 

The  existing  state  of  the  debts  of  the  institution,  in- 
cluding $5,000  due  the  State  of  Ohio,  require 
that  an  annual  sum  should  be  applied  to  their  ex- 
tinction for  several  years  of  at  least 1,200 

These  several  deductions  amounting,  in  the  aggregate,  to**  ••       2,601 

Would  leave,  as  applicable  to  college  purposes,  only 1,000 

Which,  when  added  to  the  tuition,  fees,  and  all  other  sourcesof  rev- 
enue on  which  the  institution  can  reasonably  rely,  would  be  entirelf 
inadequate  to  sustain  an  institution  proper  for  completing  the  edo- 
cation  of  youth,  and  preventing  the  necessity  of  their  being  sent  to 
colleges  in  distant  States. 

This  is  fully  felt  and  understood,  and  is  manifested  by  the  fact  of 
the  recent  resignation  of  three  of  the  late  faculty  of  the  college,  in- 
cluding the  President,  all  men  of  great  ability  and  reputation,  and  who 
had  drawn  to  the  college  a  larger  number  of  students  than  can  rea- 
sonably be  expected  in  a  series  of  years.  It  is,  also,  shown  by  the 
fact,  that  another  gentlenmn  of  high  repute,  recently  elected  Pretf* 
dent  of  the  College,  has,  on  due  examination,  declined  serving,  unleii 
a  sufficient  assurance  is  given  by  the  assessment  of  the  additional  rent 
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now  proposed  of  a  decent  support  while  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  conceive  that  the  trustees  have  no 
other  choice  than  the  assessment  of  the  tax  now  proposed,  or  the  un- 
pleasant alternative  of  indefinitely  suspending  the  operations  of  the 
college  until  the  outstanding  debt  shall  be  fully  paid.

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No  labor  hayiDg  been  performed  on  the  road  during  the  past  year, 
exception  some  inconsiderable  repairs,  1  respectfully  refer  you  to  my 
report  of  16th  November,  1842,  for  the  condition  of  the  work.  No 
part  of  the  road  being,  as  yet,  McAdamized,  because  of  the  with- 
drawal of  the  State  from  extending  to  it  further  aid,  it  has  been 
deemed  inexpedient,  for  the  present,  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, to  establish  tollgates.  In  the  mean  time,  howe?er»  and  uatil 
toligates  shall  be  legally  established,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to 
the  Legislature  the  propriety  of  making  it  the  duty  of  thesuperyison, 
within  whose  districts  any  part  of  this  road  may  lie,  to  keep  it  in  re- 
pair, as  in  the  case  of  other  roads.  The  road,  as  now  partially  con- 
structed, is  of  much  public  convenience;  but,  from  the  nature  of  the 
country,  aod  the  soil  through  which  it  passes,  it  is  o(\en  in  bad  cod- 
dition,  more  especially  af^er  heavy  rains  and  in  the  breaking  up  of 
winter.  During  those  periods,  which  may  amount  to  about  half  the 
year,  it  woiild  seem  to  be  an  imposition  upon  the  public  to  exact  the 
payment  of  toll;  whilst,  at  the  same  time,  tollhouses  must,  if  onoe 
established,  be  kept  up  permanently.  If  no  toll  shall  be  collected,  it 
would  seem  to  be  a  still  greater  imposition  upon  the  company,  to  re- 
quire it  to  raise  money,  annually,  to  keep  the  road  in  repair.

Pursuant  to  a  Resolution  of  the  Senate,  requesting  the  Warden  of  the 
Ohio  Penitentiary  to  inform  the  Senate,  as  early  as  practicable,  on  the  fol* 
lowing  points: 

Ist.    What  contracts  are  in  existence  for  prison  labor! 

2d.    What  are  the  prices  of  such  labor  under  each  contract? 

3d.    What  kind  of  work  is  authorized  by  each  contract? 

4th.    When  said  contracts  were  made,  and  when  they  will  expire,  re** 


By  whom  the  present  contracts  were  made? 
Whether  any  work  is  done  in  the  prison  which  Is  not  authorized 
by  any  existing  contract,  and  if  so,  what  kind  of  work,  and  by  what  au** 
thority  it  is  done? 

The  Warden  submits  the  following  Abstract,  taken  from  the  books,  and 
from  the  files  of  said  institution,  as  conveying  the  most  authentic  inform 
mation  which  can  be  obtained  in  relation  to  the  1st,  2d,  3d,  4th  and  6th 
inquiries  contained  in  said  resolution. 

On  the  22d  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1840,  a  contract  was  entered  into 
between  William  fi.  Van  Hook,  Warden,  and  Peter  Hayden,for  the  labor 
of  not  exceeding  two  hundred  convicts,  **to  be  employed  by  said  Hayden 
in  the  business  of  saddletree  and  hames  making,  coach  and  harness 
plating,  and  plating  generally,  and  the  manufacture  of  locks,  shovels, 
uid  such  business  as  has  an  immediate  connection  with  the  above  de- 
scribed branches  of  business.*' 

By  the  terms  of  this  contract  Hayden  is  to  pay  thirty  two  cents  per  day 
or  each  convict.  This  contract  is  to  continue  for  the  term  of  five  years 
cVom  the  1st  of  October,  1841.  It  will  therefore  expire  on  the  Ist  of  Octo- 
ber, 1846. 

On  the  1st  of  September,  1842,  an  arrangement  appears  to  have  been 
oade  between  R.  Stadden,  Warden,  and  said  Hayaen,  increasing  the 
articles  to  be  manufactured  under  said  contract,  as  appears  by  an  indorse- 
nent,  made  by  Mr.  Stadden,  on  said  contract,  in  tne  words  following, 
owit:

**It  is  mutually  agreed  and  understood,  that  P.  Hayden  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  manufacturing  carpenters'  and  joiners'  tools  generally,  and 
the  privilege  of  taking  carpenters  and  joiners  on  said  contract  as  thej 
may  come  into  said  prison*      (Signed,)    Richard  Stadden,  W.  O.  P." 

On  the  Ist  day  of  April,  1840,  a  contract  was  entered  into  between  the 
said  Wm»  B.  Van  Hook,  Warden,  as  aforesaid,  with  Wm.  fiordelUfor  the 
labor  of  not  exceeding  fifty  convicts,  to  be  employed  at  the  tailoring 
business,  at  40  cents  per  day  for  each  convict;  said  contract  to  continue 
for  the  term  of  five  years.  It  would  therefore  expire  on  the  Ist  day  of 
April,  A.  D.  1845.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  this  contract  was  re- 
newed on  the  18th  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1842,  for  ^e  term  of  three 
years,  commencing  at  the  termination  of  the  former  contract;  this  would 
extend  it  to  the  1st  of  April,  1848.  The  renewal  of  this  contract  does 
not  appear  upon  the  books  nor  files  of  this  institution,  but  it  is  in  the 
possession  of  Mr.  fiurdell,  signed  by  himself  and  by  R.  Stadden,  Warden, 
and  dated  on  the  18th  of  August,  1843.  There  is  a  paper  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Penitentiary,  which  seems  to  have  been  intended  for  a  re- 
newal of  said  contract,  and  corresponds  with  the  one  in  Mr.  Burdell's 
possession,  except  that  by  this  paper  the  new  contract  is  to  continue  Sot 
five  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  former  contract,  while  the  one  in 
Mr.  Burdell's  possession  extends  it  for  the  term  of  three  years  only. 
The  paper,  however,  in  this  office,  is  not  signed  by  either  party. 

On  the  23d  day  of  December,  1843,  a  contract  was  enterea  into  betweeA 
John  Patterson,  Warden,  and  James  Polhemus  and  John  Morrison,  for 
the  labor  of  thirty  five  convicts,  so  soon  as  they  could  be  furnished,  *'te 
be  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  carpeting,  coverlets,  rugs,  and  in 
preparing  wool  for  the  same;"  said  number  of  convicts  to  be  increased  to 
any  amount  that  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  parties.  The  con- 
tractors to  pay  thirty  two  cents  per  day  for  each  convict.  The  contract 
to  continue  for  five  years,  and  will  therefore  expire  on  the  23d  day  of 
December,  1848. 

A.  H.  Pinney,  having  agreed,  by  consent  of  the  Directors  and  Warden, 
to  take  into  his  employment  the  men  who  had  been  employed  on  the 
cabinet  making  contract,  a  new  contract  became  necessary.  Whereupon, 
by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  a  new  contract  was  entered  into  on 
the  8ch  of  January,  1844,  between  John  Patterson,  Warden,  and  the  said 
Pinney,  consolidating  his  three  several  contracts. 

This  contract  provides  for  the  employment  of  **not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  twenty  convicts,  in  the  business  of  coopering  generally! 
and  also  in  the  manufacture  of  wooden  bowls  and  dishes,  broom  handles, 
tar  buckets,  and  buckets  of  all  kinds  of  pine  cooper*ware,  scythe  snaths, 
cradles,  rakes  and  farminp;  tools  generally,  except  ploughs  and  chains.'' 
For  the  hands  employed  m  coopering,  Pinney  is  to  pay  forty  cents  per 
day.  For  those  employed  in  making  scythe  snaths  and  other  farming 
tools,  thirty  two  cents  per  day;  and  for  the  balance,  twenty  l^ve  cents 
per  day;  provided  that  me  whole  shall  average  thirty  two  cents  per  dar. 
This  contract  is  to  expire  at  time  when  the  several  contracts  previously 
made  with  said  Pinney  would  have  expired,  to  wit:  on  the  let  of  Decem- 
ber, A.  D.  1846. 

There  is  a  verbal  arrangement  with  R.  Ellis  for  the  services  of  foar 
«onvicls,  who  are  employed  at  making  brooms  at  forty  cents  per  day,  until 
their  services  are  called  for  by  the  superintendentof  the  Lunatic  Asylum. 
There  are  also  about  twenty  five  stone  cutters  and  carpenters  at  work,  for 
whose  services  forty  cents  per  day  is  charged  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum. 
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[Doc.  No.  45.]  3 

With  regard  to  the  sixth  inquiry  of  the  Senate,  to  wit:  *«  Whether  any 
work  is  done  in  the  prison  which  is  not  authorized  by  existing  contracts, 
and  if  so,  what  kind  of  work,  and  by  what  authority  it  is  done?"  I  would 
remark  that  there  are  about  ten  men  usually  employed  in  making  collani, 
and  one  partially  employed  in  tanning,  currying,  and  preparing  leather 
for  said  hands,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  are  not  author- 
ized by  any  existing  contract. 

Finding  this  work  carried  on  when  I  took  charge  of  the  prison,  I  was 
naturally  led  to  suppose  that  it  was  authorized  by  Mr.  Hayden^s  contracts 
On  discovering  several  months  afterwards  that  it  was  not,  I  endeavdred 
to  ascertain  by  what  authority  the  work  was  done,  and  was  informed  that 
the  collar  making  had  been  authorized  by  Mr.  '/an  Hook,  while  Warden, 
anil  the  tanning  and  currying  by  Mr.  Stadden.  I  subsequently  learned 
the  same  facts  from  Mr.  Hayden,the  contractor. 

He  informed  me  that  at  the  time  these  privileges  were  extended  ta 
hina,  he  supposed  no  objection  would  be  made  from  any  quarter,  and  he 
gave  assurances  to  both  Wardens,  that  if  any  were  made,  he  would  stop 
the  work.  Mr.  Hayden  gave  me  the  same  assurances.  No  objection  came 
to  my  knowledge,  until  about  the  first  of  the  present  month.  Mr.  Hayden 
was  then  from  home.  I  took  the  earliest  opportunity  on  his  return  to 
draw  his  attention  to  the  subject.  He  assured  me  at  once  that  all  cause 
of  complaint,  so  far  as  he  was  concerned,  should  be  removed.  That  as 
to  the  tanning  and  currying,  he  had  determined  to  abandon  it,  (which  he 
has  done)  and  that  so  soon  as  a  small  amount  of  material  on  hand,  and 
partly  made  up,  was  disposed  of,  he  would  place  the  hands  now  engaged 
in  the  collar-making,  on  the  hardware  business.

^f '  the  institution.  .Ajoong  these,  will  be  the  sale  and  disposd 
0f  a  number  of  bouse  and  outlots,  laid  out  of  the  grounds  des^ 
nated  as  Commons^  on  the  original  recorded  plat  of  the  town  « 
Athens,  potsuanl  to  a  reservalion  inscribed  on  said  plat,  being 
Aew  discharged^  hy  a  jecent  decision  of  the  Suprenie  Court  ii 
Bank,  from  an  injunction  which  had  been  laid  thereon..  The 
fioard  have  also,  by  rMolution,  adopted  at  their  last  meethg, 
i^irected  the  levying  and  collection  of  an  amount  of  addicioaii 
raat  on  die  farm  and  town  lots,  and  the  tenements  and  improi^ 
«ettt8  thereon,  in  the  two  University  townships,  equal .  te  tbs 
lax  imposed  by  the  State  upon  property  ef  iik^  desorintion  sod 
^rahie,  as  provkled  in  the  1^  and  13th  sections  of  tne  actsT 
February  18,  1804,  ^staUishing  an  Uniyersity  in  the  town  of 
'Athens."  Should  this  resolution  be  carried  into  effect,  a  coniMr 
c»td)Ie  accession  to  tho  annual  revenue  of  the  University  would 
4ii  the  coaaeqnence*    It  is  proper  to  remark,  howseveri  that 
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dfiW^ti  exist  ia  the  mindi  of  some,  wbedier  tbe  Boani  ha^e  aiv^ 
thorUy  to  enlcMrod  the  coUectioii  of  guph  additional,  reato — ii  being 
iDj^KMed  by  botii  the  parties  to  the  original  leasesi  at  the  time 
of  ezecutiBg  the  wne,  that  no  more  rent  was  regerved  tbereiov 
er  could  be  aaseseed  beyond  the  amount  of  six  per  cent*  named 
therem,  upon  the  appraised  value  of  the  farm  lots,  and  the  par- 
ehase  pnce  of  the  town  lots;  the  act  of  February  21  ^  ISOAt 
hmg  considered  as  repealing  all  those  parts  of  said  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 18,  1804,  which  provided  for  a  revaluation  of  the  farm 
iotsj'or  any  additional  rent  beyond  the  fixed  amount  of  six  per 
cent*  on  the  valuation.  The  act  passed  March  10,  1843,  to  der 
dare  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  first  section  of  said  uct 
of  1806,  relates  onl^  to  the  question  of  r^a/ua^a,and  leaves  stiU 
open  to  doubt  and  dispute  that  which  relates  to  the  poM^er  of  assess^ 
ing  additional  rents  ^ual  to  the  amount  of  State  taxation.  The 
doubts  and  differences  of  opinion  on  this  point  are  of  so  serious 
a  na,ture  and  involve  pecuniary  interests  to  such  on  extent,  that 
there  seems  but  little  probability  of  n  satisfactory  or  final  settle 
men(  of  the  question,  without  funher  legislative  action,  or  an 
appeal  to  the  judicial  tribunals. 

By  the  17th  section  of  said  act  of  February  1 8, 1 804,  k  is  pro* 
vided  that  the  lands  in  the  two  townships  appropriated  by  coo^ 
pact  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Ohio  Company's  Purchase  with 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  "for  the  purposes  of  an  Uni- 
versity, to  be  applied  to  the  intended  object  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  State,'^  and  vested  by  the  State  Legislature^  by  said  act, 
in  said  Board  of  I'rustees,  with  the  buildings  thereon,  should  fox;- 
ever  be  exempted  from  all  State  taXes.  By  an  act,  passed  Feb* 
ruary  4,  1 826,  the  lessees  of  said  lands  are  authorized  to  surren* 
der  their  leases,  and  re<%ive  deeds  in  fee  simple,  on  payment  of 
the  valuation  thereof.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  latter  act, 
some  six  leases  have  been  surrendered,  cmd  the  money  arising 
tberefirom,  to  the  amount  of  |1,897  33,  yielding  $1 1 3  84,  inter- 
est, per  annunn  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury.  By  acit 
passed  March  31,  1840,  the  lands  so  surrendered  and  converted 
mto  freehold,  are  subjected  to  the  payment  of  taxes,  as  othe^ 
bmda  in  the  State,  It  is  suggested  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
ordinal  purpose  of  the  Legislature,  in  exempting  the  lands  ifi 
said  two  townships  from  all  State  taxe^,  the  taxes  arising  iroip 
said  lands  so  converted,  or  to  be  converted,  into  freehold,  should 
be  jmid  over  lor  the  use  of  the  Uoiversity. 

Owiag  to  the  state  of  the  finances  of  the  University^  produced 
b^  the  prosecution  of  the  improvements  which  were  deemed  de- 
sirable and  necessary,  the  interest  on  the  loan  of  f  6,000,  from 
the  State  sinkii^  fund,  authorized  by  the  act  of  March  7,  1 831, 
has  not  been  paid  for  the  last  four  y ears^    The  liberality  of  Uie 
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Stete  ivappMfcd  i/b  for  MM  ibrther  indulgence — if  not  ^  rettiii^ 
rioti  of  a  pert,  or  tiie  whole' of  the  interest  now  doe*  It  ■  W 
]|0fed  Ihat  after  thb  present  year,  ttie  regular  |>aymeDt  of  Ao 
interest  npon  said  loan  may  be  resumed.  Ckmld  but  the  faistHv* 
tion  b^  provided  with  addition^  means  suflbcient  for  the  paymeat 
of  the  annual  interest  on  its  accmnntated  debt,  and  a  siDkng 
Andf  for  the  gradual  and  ultimate  reduetion  and  payment  of  A» 
prhicipal— or,  couH  the  whole  at  once  be  wiped  away,  by  ado- 
nation,  such  as  the  Legislatures  of  other  States  have  eonfmed, 
at  different  times,  upon  Uieir  cherished  institutiena  of  leanyB^f* 
its  ordinary  means,  aided  by  the  untiring  zeal  and  assiduity  of 
Ha  eminently  qualified  and  talented  instructors^  would  speedily 
place  the  Ohio  University  in  that  elevated  sphere  of  osemnett, 
which,  as  the  oldest  and  first  endowed  inatitution  in  the  Stato^ 
and  bearing  its  name,  it  seems  worthy  and  destined  to  Si. 

The  wisdom  and  foresight  of  the  early  friends  and  gdartal 
of  the  institution,  in  the  measures  adopU^i  for  the  inducement  o( 
tenants  to  accept  leases  of  its  lands,  without  the  power  of  rsvsl^ 
tMttion  or  increase  of  rents,  have  been  severely  questioned)  bat 
when  it  is  considered  how  evidently  it  v?as  the  wish  and  dean 
of  its  fbnnders,  that  its  funds  should,  as  early  as  practicame, 
be  brought  into  emplovment,  and  what  benefits  vrere  confemd 
npon  the  community  by  the  education  of  talented  but  indi^ 
young  men  within  their  own  State,  before  her  odier  institBtiois 
were  Drought  into  operation,  it  may  be  doubted  whether  a  more 
beneficent  or  judicious  course  could  have  been  pur^ied.  How- 
ever it  may  be,  the  time  is  past  when  praise  or  censure  ctfi 
change  the  facts;  and  it  only  remains  to  employ  to  the  best  a^ 
vantage  the  means  lefl  vntbin  control. 

Ten  copies  of  the  last  annual  catalogue  of  the  UniveTsity, 
puUtshed  during  the  summer  of  1843,  are  forwarded  hercwitti, 
for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  reference  is  tfierets 
isiade  for.the  names,  residence  and  number  of  students  in  attead- 
ance  during  the  first  two  terms  of  the  year,  as,  fdsc^  fer  the 
course  of  studies  pursued  in  the  University,  and  varknis  oAer 
iftems  of  information,  which  may  be  deemed  vahiaUe. 

Since  the  publication  of  said  catalogue,  the  Rev.  Wm.  E 
McGuffey,  L«  L.  D.,  on  the  19th  of  September  last,  resigned  Is 
OflSee  of  President  of  the  University,  leaving  a  vacancy  winck 
it  became  the  urgent  duty  of  the  Board  to  ^  with  the  least  pn6 
ticable  delay.  Accordingly,  at  a  called  me^eting  on  the  95*  dwr 
of  November,  t848,  on  information  and  recommendations  of  the 
most  satisfactor}'  kind,  the  Rev,  Alexander  T»  McGSt,  D.  D.,  sf 
Alleghany  City,  was  unanimousljr  elected  President  of  tbeOfcfo 
University ;  which  office  he  has  signified  his  vrillnngness  to  aocepC, 
and  to  enter  upon  his  daties  at  the  oommencemeBtt  of  the-  ncA 
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lefAt,  ill  Maf  tievf ^  pre'rided  Batisfactery  arratigemelits  respect- 
ing his  compensatioB  ean  be  nnidei  and  lie  can  be  assnred  that 
the  burden  of  debt  of  the  institution  may  be  removed  within  a 
reasonable  time*  The  emfaient  character  and  attainments  of 
Dr.  McGiR  excite  the  highest  hopes  and  expectations  of  the 
benefioial  effects  and  influence  which  bis  appomtment  may  exer-* 
cise  over  the  afiairs  of  the  institution. 

On  the  df  St  of  October  last,  D.  Read,  Esq.,  remgned  his  oiKce 
of  Professor  of  Political  Bconomv,  and  Latin  Langoage,  whiefe 
he  had  so  long  and  successfufly  filled  in  the  ittstitotioB* 

The  business  of  instruction  is  conducted,  for  the^  present,  by 
Professors  Ryor,  Kuhn  and  Mather,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
Tutor. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance,  at  present,  is  smdl} 
bat  large  accessions  mav  a^in  be  expected  when  it  shall  be 
generally  known  that  m  me  d^rtments  of  jnstruction  ay* 
eminently  well  filled,  and  are  not  likely,  even  temporarily,  to  be^ 
suspended,  and  that  the  Ohio  University  does  and  will  continue 
to  lumish  the  best  of  means  and  facilities  for  tfioroogb  and  useful 
education* 

An  impression,  injurious  to  the  prospects  of  the  institntion, 
having  prevailed  to  some  extent,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  and  vicinity  of  Athens  were  unfriendly  and  hostile  to  the 
University  and  its  officers  and  members,  a  preamble  and  resolu- 
tions, signed  by  nearly  every  adult  male  citizen  who  was  at 
home  at  the  thne,  expressive  of  the  most  cdtKat  good  feeting^ 
and  wishes,  on  their  pirt,  towards  the  institution,  was  laid  before 
the  Board  at  their  last  meeting,  and  ordered  to  be  recorded 
among  thehr  proceedmgs,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  forwarded^ 

The  Legislature  may  be  assured,  that  no  care  or  pains  will 
be  spared,  on  the  part  of  the  Board,  to  cherish  and  exalt  the  in* 
stitution  intrusted  to  their  care,  to  promote  its  interests  and 
weKire,  and  to  render  it  all  its  liberal  IbuBders  oocdd  have  hoped^ 
or  its  best  friends  desire*

On  motkm,  a  committee  of  three,  ooatkling  of  Messrs.  0.  P. 
Bvowo,  A*  B*  Waliker  aad  John  Wdch,  was  «pp(Mnted  to  report 
resolutions  expressive  of  the  sense  of  this  meeting,  in  reUtioa  to 
the  subjects  presented. 

This  commitlee,  after  consultatioto,  reported  the  following  pis- 
amble  and  resolutions;  which  were  adopted: 

FTAereAff,  the  resignation  of  a  part  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Ohb 
University,  and  other  causes  growing  out  of  the  nnanoial  diffi- 
Qulties  of  the  institution,  have  clouded  its  prospects,  and  have 
had  a  tendency  to  destroy  its  prosperity  and  to  curtail  its  inflo* 
ence;  and,  wliereas,  iinft>unded  reports  have  goa^  abroad,  and 
without  public  contradiction,  from  authentic  sources,  have 
gained  credit,  that  the  difficulties  and  embarrassmenu  of  the  ia- 
stitution  have  grown  out  of  a  cherished  and  bitter  hostility  oq 
the  part  of  our  citizens  towards  the  mstitution; 

Asso/re^That  we,  as  citizens,  and  individually^  feel,  (md 
always  have  felt,  deeply  interested,  in  the  welfare  and  prosperitj 
of  the  Ohio  University,  and  tluit  we  sincerely  regret  that  even 
a  momentary  cloud  should  come  upon  its  prospects,  or  that  any 
difficulty  should  curtail  its  usefulness* 

Bfi9ohed^  That  during  the  pendency  of  questions  recently 
setUed^  which  involved  important  interests,  both  to  the  institu- 
tion and  ourselve%  we  have  endeavered  so  to  aet^  as  that  the 
litigation  of  such  questions  should  be  conducted  amicably,  in  a 
mutual  spirit  of  candor  and  good  will,  that  their  final  decision 
OMgbt  forever  put  them  beyond  the  power  of  exciting  or  uneet- 
tling  our  community,  and  that  the  eood  feeling  heretofore 
always  existing  between  our  people  and  the  institution  might  be 
liilly  and  permanently  established. 

.  Besohed^  That  while  the  conduct  of  a  very  few  individoali 
among  us,  and  those  principally  irresponsible  persons,  and  boy% 
and  many  of  them,  as  we  believe,  students  of  the  Universiqr, 
may  have  given  same  ground  for  complaint,  as  a  body,  we  die* 
claim  any  and  all  participation  in  any  such  personal  difficulties 
or  animosities;  that  we  have  always  discountenanced  them,  and 
witnessed  them  with  regret,  and  that  we  entertain  for  the  Boardf 
and  for  the  University,  the  same  good  feeling  that  we  have,  i^ 
all  times,  manifested  and  felt  before  these  questions  were  sj^ 
tated. 

Resolved,  That  we  are  satisfied  that  the  reports  now  p  circo- 
iation  have  their  origin,  principally^  in  the  opposition  of  the  is* 
habitants  of  the  two  ^College  townships'^  to  the  revalaatioa  of 
&eir  lands,  a  matter  in  which  tlie  citizens  of  the  town,  although 
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Aejr  pdrticiplatad^took  vaodi  lots  inlerMt  than  the  mn6u3kikig 
utbabitafitfl. 

.  RBSohed^  Tlial  the  report!  that  hav^  gained  eredit  abroad, 
tbftt  there  exi^s  here  a  state  of  feeling  hotlile  to  ttie  Ohio  Vw;* 
ra-sity  are^  as  r^ardv  a  very  large  majority  of  our  fellow  ctt»- 
lansy  wholly  destitute  even  of  a  color  of  Ibundatioii  in  troth; 
that  we  disclaim  and  disavow  all  such  feeling,  and  that,  without 
hesitation  or  qualification,  we  unite  in  pronouncing  all  such 
reports,  from  whatever  source  they  may  come,  false,  injurious 
and  uDJust. 

Resolved,  That,  as  an  act  of  justice  to  ourselves,  and  as  a 
means  of  correcting  false  impressions  abroad,  which  are  calcula- 
ted seriously  and  permanently  to  affect  the  interests  of  the  insU- 
tQtion,  we  respectfully  ask  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  unite  with 
us  in  contradicting  these  reports,  and  in  endeavoring  to  do  away 
all  such  erroneous  impressions. 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  confidence  in  the  ability  and 
the  desire,  on  the  part  ot  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  sustain  the 
institution,  and,  by  prompt  and  energetic  action,  to  promote  and 
secure  its  welfare,  and  tender  them  our  best  wishes  for  their 
success  in  so  doing,  and  that  we  offer  them  our  united  assurance 
that  we  will  do  any  and  every  thing  in  our  power  to  sustain 
them  in  such  a  course. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  laid  before  the 
Board,  at  their  present  session,  by  the  chairman  of  this  meeting; 
that  thev  be  signed,  not  only  by  the  chairman  and  secretaiy, 
but  by  all  citizens,  and  that  they  be  published  in  the  Hocking 
Valley  Gazette,  the  Ohio  State  Journal  and  Ohio  Statesman.

In  obedience  to  a  Iresolution  ofthe  Sbaate,  ■'That  the  Bottrd  ofFai» 
lie  Works  be  requested  to  commuDicate  to  the  Senate,  at  aoon  aa  ooO' 
yaoient,  the  names  of  all  persons  to  whom  leases  orsales  of  water* 
power,  arising  from  the  cabals  of  the  State,  have  at  any  time  been 
made;  by  whom  made;  the  amount  of  revenue  accruing  to  the  State 
from  each  waterpower  leased;  whether  said  leases,  or  any  of  them, 
are  permanent  and  cannot  be  renewed  when  their  increased  Talue  and 
the  revenues  of  the  State  may  require  the  same;  and  if  so,  by  virtue 
of  what  authority  of  law  said  permanent  leases  were  made  oa  behalf 
ofthe  Slate  r* 

The  Board  herewith  present  tabular  statements  of  the  various 
leases  for  waterpower  on  the  several  canals  in  this  State. 

The  lease  to  Clark  Williams,  dated  March  6,  1896,  embracing  a 
power  of /or^mns  run  of  millstones,  provides  that  the  rents  shall 
commence,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  water  is  brought  into  use,  the 
whole  amount  to  be  paid  for  ai\er  the  expiration  often  years  whether 
used  or  not.  Mr.  Williams  is  now  paying  for  about  two  thirds  ofthe 
power  leased;  that  amount  having  been  brought  into  use.  In  addi' 
tion  to  the  rent  for  waterpower,  Mr.  Williams  pays  to  the  State  an- 
nually $2,t08  for  rent  of  lands  on  which  the  water  is  used.  There 
are  others  who,  also,  pay  ground-rent  which  is  not  included  in  the 
tabular  statement  of  water-rents,  though  but  a  small  amount. 

On  the  Miami  Canal,  the  leases  stipulate  that  the  power  for  one 
ran  of  stones,  is  understood  to  mean  power  sufficient  to  propel  the  ne- 
oessary  machinery  for  manufacturing  100  bushels  of  wheat  into 
flour  in  twenty  four  hours. 
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On  the  other  worka,  thejr  stipalate  power  toflkieat  to  propel  tmr 
ohioerj  for  RMunufftcturiDg  wheat  into  flour,  with  4i  feet  millstooot,

,  For  th^ettthoritj  erfder  ivhiiah  weterpower  has  been  leased,  the 
Board  would  refer  the  Senate  to  an  act  entitled  ^an  act  in  addition  te 
the  several  acu  for  the  protediea  of  the  Ohio  Canals,  and  for  othir 
DurposeS)^  parsed  February  28, 1850;  ''that  whenever,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Beaidof  Ca^el  Qommtssionersi  there  shall  be  aarpluswater 
in  either  of  the  canals,  or  in  the  foeders,  or  at  the  dams  erected  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  eUher  of  eaid  oanals  with  waler,  or  for  the  par- 
pose  of  improving  the  navigation  of  any  river,  and  constructed  at  the 
expense  or  the  Suite,  over  ud  above  the  qaamiiy  of  water  which  may 
be  required  for  the  purposes  of  navigation,  the  said  Commiesionert 
may  order  such  sufptas'wctef,  mad  any  lands  granted  to,  or  purchased 
by,  the  Bute,  for  the  purpose  of  using  the  same,  or  such  part  thereof 
as  they  may  deem  expedient  to  heaold  for  hydraulic  purposes,  sub- 
jeot  to  such  conditions  and  reservations  as  they  may  consider  neoee* 
^tmrf  atrt  proper,  epthier  ioperpeliuitf  or  for  a  hmf^dinimber  of  years, 
for  a  certain  aoonel  rent  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  deem  most  bene-

During  Iba  construction  of  that  portion  of  the  Ohio  Canal 
extending  from  Clinton  to  Zoar,  a  distanco  of  thirtj  one  miles, 
U  waa  presumed  that  at  a  future  day  the  arraDgemen;s  then  made 
ibf  sopplyiog  that  section  of  the  canaJ  with  water,  would  be  in- 
sufficient, aiui  consecHientljr  the  lower  lock,  near  Massillon^  was 
80  located  that  a  feeder  from  the  Tuscarawas,  could  be  easiljr 
introduced. 

The  rapid  improvement  of  that  section  of  the  country,  the 
deariBf  of  the  waste  lands,  drainmg  of  ponds  and  swamps, 
has  so  much  reduced  the  quantity  of  water  formerly  supplied  by 
the  TuAcarawas  nver,  and  its  tributaries  in  that  vicinity,  that 
the  recent  dry  seasons  induced  the  Board  some  time  since  to  direct 
that  surveys  and  estimates  be  made  of  a  plan  for  furDishing  a 
further  supply  of  water,  for  this  part  of  the  canal* 

Survejii  apd  estimates  were  accordingly  made  for  two  projects. 
Ope  by  constructing  a  dam  across  the  Tuscarawas,  near  tt^ie  town 
a(  Massillon,  and  the  introduction  of  a  short  feeder  from  the  pool. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  plan  was  about  $5,000,  exclusive  of 
the  damages  that  would  be  claimed  for  land  and  lots  overflowed, 
juid  partial  obstructions  to  a  mill  near  the  head  of  the  pool,  and 
aaotMr  near  the  town.  The  extent  of  these  damages  were  not 
estimated. 

The  other  consisted  in  c^iitructia|;  short  embankments  across 
the  ovtleis  of  Sippo  Labe,  and  raismg  the  water  of  said  lake 
about  fourteen  feet,  forming  a  reservoir  of  the  lake,  and  the  low 
DMunh  sitrnmiuiiag  it.    U  wouU  cover,  including  the  lake,  an 
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area  of  about  one  tboosand  aof  et,  and  boi  a  mall  portion  of  which 
ie  tiUabie  land. 

The  astimated  cost  of  constnicting  this  reaerveir,  iockKfiog 
the  damages  claimed  for  land  overflowed,  is  not  to  exceed  ^5,000, 
owing  la  the  fact,  that  abODt  'eight  hmidted  acres  of  this  land  ii 
owned  bj  persons  who  propose  donating  it  to  the  State  for  the 
use  of  a  reservoir,  on  condition  that  they  be  permitted  to  use  the 
water  created  bv  the  reservoir  for  hydraulic  purpose^  on  ha  pas- 
sage to,  and  before  it  reaches  the  canaL  The  residue  of  the  land 
isjprincipaBy  a  tow  wet  niarsKi  and  not  susceptible  of  cultivatioo. 

The  plan  of  constructmg  the  reservoir,  the  Board  b^Hete  to 

be  the  most  feasible  one  of  the  two  plans.    It  will  afford  a  sofi- 

cient  and  certain  supply  of  water;  cost  less  in  its  conatructioB 

than*  the  first  plan^  <M(d  not  oikafe«rdi  :As  fanicli  to  keep  it  in 

'  repair. 

On  iim'  fint  phm  Ihea?  wiN  bo  oo  opportwHy  of  laying  op  aa 
additiomd  supply  for  future  use,  and. should  the  streams  continue 
Co  decrease,  as  they  have  for  a  rew  years  past,  the  water  derified 
from  this  source  may  in  time  be  inadequate. 
.  Ob  the  second  plan,  not  only  an  ample  supply  will  at  all  times 
he  secured^  but  the  water  will  be  brought  on  ibe  MaMiHIott  level, 
twelve  feet  above  the  poiiit  at  whidh  it  can  be  introduced  by  the 
first  plan,  which  will  secure  any  anticipated  defit^cy  on  tlie 
Tevel,  and  add  materially  to  the  waterpower  owned  by  thoStite.

They  would  therefore  suggefst  the  propritfty  of 'fwdndhl^  the 
resolution  referred  to,  and  of  authorizbig'tfie  Boetd  lo^mk^Mrii 
arrangements  for  a  Aiftber  supply  of  Wat^  on  thh  drHstonof  Mb 
canal,  as  they  may  think  best,  having  due  tegaril'fof  the  lafeaWt 
of  the  State.

REPORT. 


Office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Wokks, 
February  5,  1844. 

In  answer  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  ^^That  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  be  requested  to  report  to  the  Senate,  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible,  answers  to  the  following  interrogatories  in  relation  to  the 
National  Road: 

^^First:  The  amount  received  at  each  gate,  and  what  is  the  com* 
pensation  of  the  gatekeeper  of  the  same? 

*<Second:  What  amount,  if  any.  due  on  contracts  made  in  the  year 
1841 ;  likewise,  in  the  year  1842;  and  how  much  is  due  for  the  year 
1843! 

^Third:  What  of  stock,  wagons,  scrapers  and  tools,  of  every  de- 
ecriptton,  came  into  the  Resident  Engineer's  possession*  and  what  use 
has  been  made  of  them,  if  any  such  has  come  into  his  possession? 

"Fourth:  If  any  orders  have  been  given  to  contractors  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  and  receipts  taken  for  the  same,  when  the  amounts 
had  to  be  collected  afterwards? 

"Fifth :  What  amount  each  contractor  has  received,  and  how  much 
due  him? 

"Sixth:  What  amount  has  been  receive^  for  vacated  gatehouses, 
and  the  cost  of  new  ones? 

"Seventh:  A  complete  balance  sheet,  with  the  names  and  the 
amount  that  each  person  has  received,  and  the  labor  that  has  been 
performed  by  each  person?^ 

The  Board  herewith  present  the  following  report.  In  answer  to 
the  first  interrogatory,  they  would,  refer  to  Tabular  Statements  Nos* 
1  and  2.

Third:  There  was  received  by  the  present  Resident  Engineer, 
from  his  predecessor,  3  yoke  of  oxen,  yokes  and  chains,  t  wagon,  2 
carts,  1  hand-cart,  4  or  6  wheelbarrows,  some  old  shovels,  3  or  4  picks, 
2  scrapers,  and  2  plows.  The  oxen,  wagon,  carts,  and  some  of  the 
other  articles,  were  sold  at  public  sale,  at  the  following  prices:

The  remainder  of  these  tools  are  yet  on  hand.  The  sales  were  made 
on  time,  and  to  be  paid  for  in  materials  delivered  for  repairing  road, 
breaking  stone,  &c.,  provided  the  materials  furnished,  and  the  labor  to 
be  performed,  should  be  done  at  prices  not  higher, than  those  paid  to 
individuals,  doing  work  under  contract.  The  individuals  who  pur- 
chased this  property,  are  now  delivering  the  materials,  &c.;  and  it  is 
nearly,  or  quite,  all  completed.  So  soon  as  the  work  is  performed, 
the  materials  measured,  &c.,  the  amount  will  be  regularly  passed 
into  the  accounts,  and  charged  as  so  much  money  paid  to  the  Resident 
Engineer,  and  accounted  for  by  him  as  other  funds.  At  the  time  this 
property  was  disposed  of,  it  could  not  have  been  sold  for  cash,  without 
sacrificing  it;  and,  not  being  needed  for  the  uses  of  the  road,  it  was 
conceived  the  best  policy  to  dipose  of  it  in  such  manner  as  would  be 
most  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  road.  ^ 

Fourth:  It  is,  and  has  been,  customary  with  the  present  and  for- 
mer Resident  Engineers  on  this  road,  to  give  orders  to  contractors,  on 
gatekeers,  for  money,  and  take  their  receipts  therefor.  The  Resident 
Engineer  did,  on  or  about  the  close  of  the  last  /iscal  year,  give  some 
orders  on  the  gatekeepers,  and  take  receipts,  which  receipts  will  be 
mcluded  in  the  accounts  of  the  year  1844.

By  reference  to  former  reports  of  this  company,  it  may  be  seen 
that  debts,  to  a  considerable  amount,  are  existing,  and  that,  by  com* 
men  consent,  a  decree  has  been  obtained,  placing  the  receipts  of  the 
company  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  creditors. 

There  has  been  no  dividend  ordered  by  the  Court,  in  consequence 
of  an  interference  by  the  Auditor  of  State.  This  delay  is  not  only 
oppressive  to  the  creditors,  but  to  the  interests  of  the  company ;  for, 
whilst  the  interest  is  accumulating  upon  the  debts,  their  funds  are 
locked  up  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver.  As  the  right  of  the  creditors 
to  the  whole  proceeds  of  the  road,  until  they  are  paid,  must  ultimate- 
ly prevail,  we  would  suggest  the  prop«*iety  and  justice  of  Legislative 
interference  to  prevent  farther  waste  of  the  means  to  pay  the  debts. 

It  is  a  fact  that  can  be  easily  established,  that  the  contraction  of 
this  debt  was  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  from  total  loss  a  pre- 
vious expenditure  of  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  It  is 
also  believed  that  this  road  is  a  work  of  public  utility,  and  that  the 
tolls  will  sustain  the  road  and  pay  the  debts  in  a  reasonable  time,  if 
managed  with  prudence  and,  under  favor  of  the  Legislature.

The  directors  woQld  suggest  the  {propriety  of  autborizliig  an  la- 
erease  of  tolls  apoo  heavy  loaded  wagons.  It  has  been  ascertaiaed 
that  about  twenty  wagons  pass  down  and  up  upon  the  road,  in  each 
week,  generally  having  broad  tire,  four  to  five  inchesi  drawn  bj 
five  or  six  horses,  carrying  each  from  five  to  seven  tons.  Saeli 
wagons  injure  the  road  by  crushing  the  bridges,  spreading  the  grade 
and  pulverizing  the  metal  to  a  far  greater  eitent  than  all  the  toOi 
that  they  are  liable  to  pav. 

By  calculation  it  may  oe  seen  that  the  transportation  of  one  hoa- 
dred  tons  of  produce  ft om  Dayton  to  Cincinnati,  and  one  hundred  toiu 
of  merchandize,  salt,  iron,  dzic.,  from  Cincinnati  to  Dayton,  in  eaok 
week  of  the  year,  would  pay  about  four  thousand  dollars  in  tolls  to 
the  different  roads,  which,  if  transported  upon  the  canal,  would  paj 
over  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  in  tolls. 

The  directors  of  the  company  are  satisfied  that  it  would  be  for  the 
interest  of  this  compaay,  if  the  transportation  by  so  targe  loads  ooold 
be  entirely  prevented. 

The  method  of  cellecting  tolls  in  proportton  to  the  load,  is  scarcely 
practicable,  nor  would  not  remedy  the  evil .     Another  method  is  saf^ 

fested,  viz:  to  increase  the  tolls  aoeerding  to  the  number  of  horses, 
'or  instance:  a  wagon  and  two  horses,  pay  twenty  &ye  cents  for  tea 
miles;  two  additional  horses  should  pay  twenty  five  cents;  and  for 
each  horse  over  four,  twenty  five  cents,  or  more  if  thought  necessary 
— the  object  being  to  prevent  the  passing  of  any  wagons  carrying  a 
greater  load  than  two  and  a  half  tons.  It  is  thought  that  such  to 
arrangement  would  increase  the  revenue  of  the  canal,  without  inju^ 
Ing  the  interests  of  the  road.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  the  undersigned, 
President,  and  lo  behalf  of  the  said  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
respectfullj  submits,  for  your  consideration,  the  accompanying 
xepc^t  of  the  Superintendent,  which  is  made  part  of  this  com- 
munication, as  furnishing  in  detail  the  statistical  condition  of  the 
Road  and  its  affairs,  for  the  past  year.  Since  the  last  annual 
leport  from  this  office  no  funds  nave  been  received  from  Ike 
State,  and  no  disbursements  made  in  behalf  of  contracts.  It 
win  be  seen  tbat  the  tolls  scarcely  are  sufficient  for  the  payment 
of  incidental  repairs,  and  that  upwards  of  forty  two  miles  of  the 
road  are  yet  ie  be  completed.  In  the  present  condition  of 
moneyed  affairs  there  is  not  the  most  distant  hope,  that  the  neces- 
sary funds  can  be  raised  for  that  purpose,  from  individual  sub- 
scriptions. Without  the  compiettoa  of  the  roai,  the  advantages 
to  the  pubRc,  originally  contemplated  to  be  realised,  will  be  in 
a  great  measure  frustrated,  and  the  large  amount  of  means  now 
invented,  if  not  entirely  lost,  will,  at  leaM,  be  unproductive  to  the 
stockholders.  It  may  then,  perhaps,  be  oantidered'  a  matter  of 
sufficient  gravity  to  inquire,  what  measures  shall  he  adopted  to 
finish  the  work,  and  thereby  protect  the  capital  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, and  tlie  interests  of  the  State,  to  which  subject,  the  attention 
of  the  Legislature  is  respectfully  solicited.

Sir:  In  presenting  the  asual  annual  report  of  the  conditioaof 
the  ZanesviHe  and  Maysviile  Turnpike  Road,  I  have  bat  little  \» 
add  to  the  reports  heretofore  submitted. 

Nothing  has  been  effected  towards  the  further  extension  of  the 
road  since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  with  the  exception  of  aa 
inconsiderable  amount  of  work  done  on  the  graduation  and  nt- 
sonry  of  sections  Nos.  12  and  1 3,  in  the  county  of  Perryy  between 
Somerset  and  Rushville. 

The  work  is  at  tiiis  time  entirely  suspended.  The  entire  length 
of  road  completed  is  eighty  three  miles  two  hundred  and  seventy 
nine  poles,  (83  m.  379  >p.)  leaving  forty  two  miles  forty  one  poles» 
(43  m.  41  p.)  to  finish,  of  which  the  graduation  and  mascMiry  of 
nine  miles  and  eighty  three  poles  is  completed,  and  stone  deliv- 
ered and  prepared  for  laying,  sufficient  for  the  cover  of  two 
miles  eighty  poles.

,  In  addition  to  the  number  of  gates  above  specified,  there  ii 
one  erected  on  the  portion  of  road  completed  (about  3  miles)  in 
the  county  of  Highland;  more,  however,  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  some  protection  to  the  road  than  for  the  collection  of 
the  tolls.  As  the  old  road  remains  open  for  the  travel,  but  little 
more  is  oollected  at  the  gate  than  suffices  to  pay  the  persoDiA 
charge — the  excess  is  expended  on  the  repair  of  the  road  in  that 
county. 
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The  want  of  a  bridge  over  Moxahala,  or  Jonathan's  creek,  in 
the  county  of  Muskingum,  is  a  matter  of  serious  annoyance  to 
the  travel  on  the  road,  the  high-water  in  the  creek  very  frequently 
occasioning  vexatious  delays  or  dangerous  fording,  besides,  the 
ascent  from  the  stream  on  the  eastern  bank  being  very  steep, 
additional  teams  are  required  to  transport  across  the  stream  an 
ordinary  load  on  the  turnpike. 

The  bridge  over  the  Scioto  river,  near  the  city  of  Chillicothe, 
will  require  the  expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum,  as  enrlj  in 
the  ensuing  season  as  practicable,  to  insure  its  permanency.  I 
would  particularly  recommend  the  removal  of  gate  No.  lO,  to 
the  western  extremity  of  the  bridge,  not  only  for  the  benefit  of 
the  tolls  collected  on  the  bridge,  but  for  its  better  preservation 
and  security. 

The  amount  expended  on  the  repair  of  the  road  during  the 
past  year,  from  January  1,  1843,  to  January  1,  1844,  inclusive, 
including  all  incidental  expenses,  is  about  $6,120,  being  nearly 
equal  to  the  amount  of  tolls  collected  during  that  time. 

The  facilities  for  avoiding  the  gates  afforded  by  the  old  State 
road,  and  in  some  cases  by  county  and  township  roads,  in  the 
vicinity  of,  and  running  in  a  parallel  direction  with,  the  turnpike, 
operates  to  diminish,  very  considerably,  the  revenue  that  should 
be  obtained  from  the  road;  in  some  instances,  duripg  the  Hry 
portion  of  the  summer  and  fall  seasons,  the  toll  collected  at  some 
of  the  gates  is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  collectors; 
and  until  the  vacation  of  such  roads  can  be  obtained,  as  are  now 
only  used  to  avoid  the  gates  on  the  turnpike,  the  tolls  collected 
will  not)  in  ail  probability,  be  more  than  sufficient  to  keep  the 
road  in  good  repair.

The  Secretary  of  State,  in  the  discharffe  of  hia  xluty  as  Su- 
pehoiendeat  of  Comcnon  Schools,  has  the  honor  to  submit  his  an*

It  is  a  circumstance  caletilated  to  excite  no  sl^t  degree  of 
mortificatioa^  that,  after  the  Government  of  the  State  has  pro* 
vided  every  facility  for  rendering  the  system  efFectaal  for  the 
aeoomplishment  of  its  object,  the  condition  of  the  Commcm 
Schoiols  is  decidedly  worse  the  present  than  it  was  the  last  year,. 
Daring  that  jear  there  were  received  at  this  department,  partial 
returns  from  fifty  four  counties;  whereas,  during  the  present 
yeari  only  forty  two  counties  have  made  report,  and  letters  have 
oeen  received  from  several  county  superintendents,  stating  the 
ntter  impos^bility  of  making  the  necessary  report,  because  they 
have  not  received  any  thing  from  the  several  township  superin- 
tendents. 

Previous  to  the  distribution  of  the  ♦*  School  0Bicer''8  (Suide," 
prepared  by  this  department,  the  common  excuse  by  all  delin* 
<{uent  officers  was,  tnat  they  were  not  in  the  possession  of  the 
laws,  and  were  uninformed  as  to  how  their  respective  reports 
should  be  made  out.  But  the  placing  of  that  worK  in  the  hands 
of  every  returning  officer,  has  cut  off  all  rrfianoe  upon  that  plea; 
«&d  many  of  the  county  superintendents  frankly  declare  that,  in 
their  opinion,  much  of  the  delinquency  arises  from  the  incompe* 
te&cy  of  subordinate  officers;  and  some  of  them  go  so  far  as  to 
state  that  not  a  fow  of  those  subordinates  lack  the  capacity  to 
make  a  report  with  the  form  before  them  I 

The  Common  School  s vstem,  like  all  other  institutions,  must, 
to  be  successful,  receive  the  aid  and  support  of  the  people  at 
lai^v  I^  therefore,  the  peofJe  in  the  exercise  of  their  power 
in  the  premises^  shall  bestow  their  suffirages  upon  bcompetent 
naen,  success  will  be  ntteriy  hopel^^ss*  If^in  a  business  emphat- 
icaliy  their  own,  remissness  ana  inattention  shall  take  the  place, 
which  zeal  and  energy  should  occupy,  the  labors  of  ^e  legisla? 
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live  and  executive  deparlmeats,  it  is  seriously  appi'ehended,  wlIF 
be  of  little  avail. 

But  it  is  not  for  those  who  are  in  any  way  connected  with  so 
vast  and  important  an  undertabiiigias  the  providing  of  means  for 
the  education  of  all  the  people,  ti>  be  too  easily  discouraged,  or  to 
slacken  in  their  efforts  to  accooTplish  so  great  an  object.  The  , 
undersigned  will,  therefbre,  venture  to  suggest  as  a  means  for  ob- 
viating the  difficulties  in  which  the  subject  seems  to  be  involred. 
that  a  law  be  now  passed,  making  a  nc^ect  of  duty  on  the  part 
of  any  school  officer,  punishable  by  indictment,  action  of  debt, 
or  otherwise;  iind  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  president 
judcc  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  to  give  that  law  in  charge^ 
to  Uie  grand  jury,  at  each  term  of  said  court  m  the  several  coun- ' 
ties  of  their  respective  circuits. 

No  suggestions  have  been  made  from  county  superintendents 
on  the  subject  of  changes  in  the  laws,  which  appear  worthy  the 
attention  of  the  General  Assembly.  But  numerous  appeals  have 
been  made  to  this  department,  by  subordinate  oflScers  and  other 
citi23ens,  on  the  subject  of  what  ought  to  l>e  the  true  construction 
of  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  the  act,  passed  the  7ih 
March,  1842.  That  part  of  the  act  referred  to,  has  relation  to 
the  term  which  school  directors,  appointed  bv  the  township 
clerks,  may  be  entitled  to  continue  in  office.  Tiie  words  of  the 
act  are,  "that  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  hi  said  office,  shaU 
be  filled  for  the  residue  of  said  term  by  the  township  clerk,  made 
in  writing,  and  entered  on  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
directors." 

This  provision  has  been  productive  of  much  dissatisfaction  in 
many  parts  of  the  State,  and  numerous  letters  have  been  ad- 
dressed to  this  department  on  the  subject.  The  principle  which 
lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  our  institutions  is,  that  the  people,  in 
all  practicable  cases,  shall  have  the  selection  of  their  omcersj 
and  when  from  necessity  some  other  mode  than  election  by  them, 
has  to  be  resorted  to  for  filling  of  vacancies,  such  appointments 
should  be  but  temporary,  and  continue  no  longer  than  the  next 
perio(t  for  an  election  by  the  people.  The  provisions  of  the  sec* 
tion  alluded  to  are  imperative,  however  opposed  to  the  principle 
above  laid  down.  Should  the  General  Assembly  in  this  matter, 
coincide  in  sentiment  with  the  undersigned,  it  is  hoJ>ed  tliat  they 
will  so  amend  the  law  that,  hereafter,  appointments  of  directors, 
made  by  the  townshr|)  clerks,  shall  not  continue  longer  than  until 
the  next  annual  election. 

In  the  report  made  from  this  department  m  January,  T442,  as 
'  a  stimulus  to  education,  and   a  means  of  diffhsing  information 
arnong  the  youth  of  the  State,  the  attention  of  the  General  As- 
sembly was  solicited  to  the  **  School  Library,  published  at  Bos- 
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ton,"  under  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State 
of  Massachusetts.  In  that  report  the  character  of  that  work 
was  briefly  noticed,  and  a  purchase  for  the  use  of  the  several 
townships,  under  certain  specified  conditions,  suggested.  This 
proposition  is  respectfully  renewed.  The  work  at  that  time  con- 
sisted of  thirty  five  volumes,  is  elegantl}  printed,  and  neatly 
bound  in  cloth.  A  copy  of  the  work  is  deposited  by  the  pub- 
lishers in  this  department,  where  it  can  be  seen. 

The  usual  tabular  statement  made  by  the  Auditor  of  State, 
showing  the  apportionment  of  the  school  funds  among  the  seve- 
ral counties  for  the  last  vear,  is  appended;  as,  also,  a  synopsis 
of  the  reports  made  by  tne  county  superintendents,  so  far  as 
they  have  been  received.

February,  17,  1844. 

To  the  Hoiwrdble  House  of  Representativea: 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  House  ''that  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  be  reqqested  to  furnish  the  House  of  Representatives  with  a 
copy  of  the  report  of  the  Resident  Engineer  of  the  National  Road," 
the  Board  herewith  present  a  copy  of  the  report  called  for  in  the 
resolution. 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  National 
fioad,  the  Board  would  remark,  that,  however  much  they  may  respect 
the  opinions  of  the  Engineer  in  other  matters,  they  would  dissent 
very  materially  from  sonoe  of  the  views  and  conclusions  be  has  su))- 
mitted  in  his  report. 

In  the  first  place,  they  do  not  believe  justice  and  equity  require  that 
any  alteration  be  made  in  the  laws  of  last  winter  in  relation  to  the 
National  Road,  unless  it  be  to  authorize  the  collection  of  toll  from 
every  person  or  thing  traveling  on  the  road,  except  the  United  States 
Mail.  It  is  believed  that  strict  justice  and  equity  require,  that  np 
exclusive  privileges  be  granted  to  any  man  or  set  of  men  by  an  ex- 
emption from  tolls.  The  reasons,  it  is  presumed,  are  obvious  to  every 
reflecting  mind.  If  one  man  is  so  fortunate  as  to  reside  ia  a  situation 
where  he  can  make  useof  this  road  in  going  to  mill,  election,  training 
or  church,  should  he  not  pay  a  reasonable  amount  for  the  advantages 
of  a  good  road,  when  his  neighbor,  living  three  or  four  miles  distant, 
has  to  do  all  his  ordinary  traveling  over  a  "mud  roid*'  which  he  as- 
sists in  constructing,  himself,  besides  being  one  of  *nhe  Public'^  who 
constructed  this  National  Road  which  his  more  fortunate  neighbor  is 
permitted  to  use? 

In  the  second  place,  the  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  tolls 
should  be  so  regulated  as  to  charge  those  using  the  road,  as  near  as 
may  be,  in  proportion  to  the  injury  the  road  sustains  by  such  use; 
therefore  that  light  travel  should  pay  less,  and  heavy  travel  more, 
than  the  present  rates;  and  as  the  road  is  now  more  than  $^0,000  in 
(lebt,  and  as  the  present  winter  has  been  one  of  more  than  ordinary 
severity  on  the  road,  by  the  almost  incessant  rains,  the  Board  are 
forced  to  the  conclusion,  that  the  only  alternative  that  can  be  resorted 
to  for  the  purpose  of  gradually  liquidating  this  debt,  and  at  the  same 
time  placing  and  keeping  the  road  in  gocKl  repair,  is  to  increase,  by 
some  means,  the  aggregate  of  collections  for  a  few  years  until  these 
results  are  obtainea,  otherwise  the  debt  will  have  to  be  paid  from  the 
State  Treasury.  Respectfully  submitted,

By  reference  to  the  tabular  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  b 
soVne  diminution  in  the  amount  of  toll  collected  at  gates  Nos.  2, 3, 4, 
6,  6  and  7,  since  the  month  of  July.  Sometime  in  the  month  of  An- 
gust,  I  adopted  a  system  of  permitting  all  persons  traveling  fron 
ZanesvUle  to  Wheelings  or,  vice  versa,  (who  desired  to  do  so,)  to  pey 
at  either  of  the  end  gates  for  the  whole  distance,  which  has  not  oaly 
advanced  the  interest  of  the  road,  but  proved  satisfactory  to  the  travei- 
'  ing  community.

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In  the  month  of  Septennber  last,  t  changed  the  location  of  gale  No. 
6,  from  the  42d  to  the  47th  mile.  The  former  location  was  such  that 
it  could,  without  difficulty,  be  avoided  by  a  great  portion  of  the  travel- 
ing community,  being  located  immediately  adjoining  to  the  town  of 
Washington,  in  Guernsey  county.  In  addition  to  the  facilities  af* 
forded  for  passing  around  the  gate,  it  was  to  a  ^eat  extent  oppressive^ 
to  the  citizens  of  the  town.  On  the  removal  of  the  gale,  the  old 
house  and  lot  was  sold  for  about  the  cost  of  the  new  one;  but  not 
having  power  to  convey  the  property,  the  contract  is  subject  to  be 
canceled  if  a  deed  is  not  made  by  the  first  day  of  April  next.  There 
was  niso  an  old  gatehouse  and  lot  at  Norwich,  sold  by  General  Pat- 
terson, former  Engineer,  for  which  no  deed  has  been  made,  and  I  am 
not  aware  that  any  officer  of  the  State  is  authorized  to  make  the 
necessary  conveyances,  without  some  legislative  action  on  the  subject. 
Would  it  not  be  well  that  the  Legislature  should  empower  some  officer 
to  execute  these  deeds. 

In  consequence  of  the  dilapidated  condition  of  many  af  the  stone 
britjges  and  culverts,  many  of  the  latter  being  down,  others  being  en- 
tirely filled  up  by  the  wash  and  deposits  of  sand,  &c.,  so  as  to  prevent 
the  passage  of  the  water,  and  the  roofs  and  floors  of  many  of  the 
wooden  bridges  having  become  so  much  worn  and  rotten,  as  to  render 
them  unsafe,  and  expose  them  to  injury  from  the  rains.  This  being 
the  case,  I  deemed  it  prudent,  and  indeed  indispensable,  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  their  repair;  owing  to  the  season  not  being  very  fii- 
vorable  tor  that  kind  of  work,  1  was  not  able  to  get  as  much  done  as 
I  could  have  desired,  consequently,  a  portion  of  these  repairs  will 
have  to  be  deferred  until  next  summer. 

There  was,  however,  six  new  culverts  built,  thirty  oW  ones  reburtt 
and  repaired.  The  parapet  walls  and  abutments  of  eight  stone  bridges 
repaired,  and  some  of  them  rebuilt,  and  new  roofs  put  on;  floors,  paint- 
ing and  other  necessary  repairs  done  to  eight  wooden  bridges  during 
the  last  summer. 

At  the  time  I  took  charge  of  the  road,  there  came  into  my  posses- 
sion, three  yoke  of  oxen,  one  wagon,  two  carts,  and  one  handcart, 
some  four  or  five  wheelbarrows,  some  old  shovels,  four  or  five  picks, 
two  scrapers  and  two  ploughs.  The  oxen,  wagon  and  carts,  and  some 
of  the  other  articles,  were  disposed  of  at  public  sale,  and  sold  to  the 
following  individuals  on  the  following  terms,  payment  to  be  made  by 
bawling  stone,  and  labor  on  the  road,  at  such  prices  as  the  same  kind 
of  work  could  be  done  for,  or  should  be  paid  for  like  work  under  con* 
tracts,  made  by  public  letting:

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This  property  beisff  unneoetMry  for  the  use  of  the  road,  it  vas 
thought  advisable  to  dispose  of  it  od  such  terms  as  would  prove  most 
advantageous  to  the  interest  of  the  road,  and  as  it  oould  not  be  sold 
for  cash  without  a  very  great  sacrifice,  it  was  thought  most  advisable 
to  sell  it  on  the  terms  alxive  stated,  and  on  time.  The  amount  agreed 
to  be  paid  by  the  purchasers,  in  labor,  dec.,  is  now  nearly  performed. 
Should  the  present  winter  continue  unfavorable,  the  amount  of  repairs 
for  1B44,  will,  in  all  probability,  exceed  that  of  the  past  year;  during 
the  fall,  and  up  to  this  time,  the  road  has  suffered  much,  owing  to  the 
continued  wet  weather. 

I  estinaate  that  the  following  amount  of  broken  limestone  and  gravel 
will  be  required  for  the  year  1844: 

On  the  first  74  miles  east  60  rods  per  mile.

This  material  will  probably  cost  from  26  to  $30,000;  shoald  the 
amount  of  tolls  collected  not  exceed  that  of  the  past  year,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  above  amount  of  material,  together  with  other  neoessa 
ry  repairs  and  expenses,  the  debt  of  the  road  will  be  increased  rather 
than  diminished. 

It  is  scarcely  probable  that  the  tolls  will  be  increased  under  the 
present  rates,  as  there  are  many  roads  constructed  within  the  last  year 
or  two,  which  divert  much  of  the  travel ;  among  these,  are  the  Sieo* 
benville,  Cadiz  and  Cambridge  road.  The  Zanesville  and  Maysville, 
and  London  and  Xenia  Turnpikes. 

During  the  last  spring  the  road  became  much  cut  and  injured,  ow- 
ing to  the  unusual  quantity  of  rain,  and  to  the  fact,  that  the  road 
had,  in  many  places,  become  very  flat,  and  in  some  instances  concave 
in  the  centre.  Experience  had  satisfied  me  that  it  was  ueeless  to  at- 
tempt keeping  it  up  unless  the  ceutre  of  the  road  was  so  raised  as  to 
permit  the  water  to  pass  ofl*  freely,  and  entirely  prevent  it  from  stand- 
ins  upon  any  portion  of  the  M^Adamized  part  of  the  road.  To  efleet 
this  object,  I  adverti.sed  for  proposals  for  delivering  large  quantities 
of  limestone,  and  to  be  broken  to  the  size  of  eight  ounces  in  weight 
This  size  I  adopted  because,  from  experience,  1  had  become  convinced 
of  the  utter  inutility  of  stone  broken  to  the  ordinary  size  in  repairiog 
a  road  when  cut  up  into  deep  ruts,  and  depressed  in  the  centre.  Stone 
of  this  size,  in  my  opinion,  forms  a  much  stronger  substratum  than 
those  of  a  smaller  size.  These  stone  were  thus  used.  Stone  to  be 
broken  to  the  size  of  five  ounces  weight  are  now  under  contract, 
which  is  intended  to  form  a  covering  to  the  eight  ounce  stone  placed 
on  the  road,  which  will  form  a  smooth  and  even  surface,  and  permit 
the  water  to  pass  ofiT  without  obstruction. 

The  contractors,  to  whom  the  delivery  of  stone  was  let,  during  the 
last  spring,  failed  in  delivering  the  requisite  quantity  until  late  in  the 
fall,  and  the  actual  quantity  delivered  falls  short  of  the  amount  antici- 
pated. All  the  material  thus  delivered,  will  be  placed  on  the  road 
before  next  spring;  most  of  which  has  already  been  put  on.  On 
that  portion  of  the  road  west  of  Columbus,  the  travel  had  generally 
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<!oiifiii6d  itself  to  tbe  oeatre  of  the  road,  which  had  heoome  mach 
ivoTDy  while  the  tides,  or  shoulders,  remained  in  about  the  same  con* 
ditioD  as  when  the  road  was  completed,  with  tbe.  ezoeptiou  that  the 
stoDo  from  the  centre,  or  many  of  them,  had  been  gradually  worked 
oat  on  the  sides,  thtis  leaving  some  inches  oi'  surplus  stone  on  the 
shoulders*  thereby  causing  much  water  to  lay  upon  the  road,  during 
wet  weather.  During  the  last  spring,  the  stone  that  was  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  road  was  thrown  into  the  centre*  thereby  raistog  it 
and  depressing  the  sides.  The  travel,  since  then,  has  been  much 
more  uniform,  traveling  on,  and  wearing  down,  tbe  sides,  as  well  as 
the  centre,  and  preventing  the  water  from  laying  upon  the  road. 
This,  too,  saved  the  necessity  of  putting  on  a  considerable  quantity  of 
new  stone,  which,  otherwise,  would  have  been  required. 

I  have  lately  let  contracts  for  delivering  stone  on  that  portion  of 
tbe  road  from  Zanesville  to  Wheeling,  which  includes  all  the  neces- 
sary stone  for  the  year  1844.  I  have  reserved  the  right,  in  these 
contracts,  to  increase  or  diminish  the  quantity  to  be  delivered,  as  may 
be  found  necessary.  Contracts  can  be  made  in  the  fall  to  much  bet- 
ter advantage,  than  at  any  other  season  of  the  year.  Many  farmers, 
and  others,  who  are  engaged  at  other  business,  duVing  the  summer 
season,  can^  during  the  winter,  employ  their  teams,  and  hands,  at 
quarrying  and  hauling  stone  on  to  the  road,  when  they  would  other- 
wise be  idle,  while,  at  the  same  time,  those  who  follow  that  khid  of 
business  for  a  livelihood,  have  an  opportunity  of  procuring  work  for 
the  ensuing  year.  By  letting  these  contracts  in  the  fall,  it  has  a  ten- 
dency to  secure  the  necessary  materials  on  the  road,  at  all  times,  and 
more  particularly,  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  to  repair  any  holes,  or 
breaks,  that  may  occur  during  the  winter  and  spring.  There  are 
portions  of  this  road,  that  passes  over  districts  of  country,  that  are 
liable  to  be  much  affected  by  the  frost  during  the  winter,  and,  so  soon 
as  the  frosts  leave  the  ground,  springs  break  out,  immediately  under 
the  bed  of  the  road,  thereby  causing  wagons  and  carriages  to  cut* 
through  the  stone.  By  having  the  necessary  materials  at  hand,  to 
repair  those  sof\  places,  so  soon  as  they  make  their  appearance,  much 
can  be  saved,  in  the  cost  of  material,  and  labor.  When  places  thus 
break  through,  and  are  permitted  to  remain,  without  being  repaired, 
until  stone  could  be  procured,  under  contracts  let  in  the  spring,  it 
invariably  costs  three  or  four  times  as  much  as  when  the  materials 
are  at  hand,  as  it  prevents  .further  injury,  and  keeps  the  road  in  good 
traveling  condition. 

Contracts  could  be  advantageously  made  for  a  longer  period  than 
one  year,  and,  perhaps,  for  three  or  four,  for  delivering  materials,  at 
specified  prices,  to  be  delivered  at  such  times,  and  in  such  quantities, 
as  naight  be  eonsidered  necessary.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  con- 
tracts could  thus  be  made  for  materials,  at  a  much  lower  rate  than 
under  the  present  system.  An  individual  contracting  for  the  delivery 
of  stone,  for  a  short  period,  is  subjected  to  the  same  expense,  in  open- 
ing quarries,  purchasing  tools,  dsc,  as  though  his  contract  contmued 
for  a  longer  period. 
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The  pretetit  contri^ts  ar^  all  let  by  reooiTiog  sealed  propooaU,  for 
the  various  kinds  of  work,  and  the  coDtraots  awarded  to  the  lovest 
reAponsible  bidder.  The  work  is  divided  into  three  classes  of  eoo- 
tracts.  The  delivery  of  the  stone  on  the  side  of  the  road,  forma  ooer 
contract;  the  breaking,  another;  and  putting  on,  a  third.  CoQUact- 
ing  for  work,  in  this  manner,  enables  all  classes  of  individuals,  along 
the  road,  to  become  competitors^  which  never  fails  to  secure  the  low- 
est possible  prices.  This  system  has  had  the  effect  to  much  dkranisk 
the  cost  of  repairs.  It,  however,  makes  the  duties  of  the  Engineer  ex<» 
iremely  laborious.  But,  the  interest  of  the  road  requires  that  il 
should  be  so,  and  may,  therefore,  be  considered  as  a  minor  considera- 
tion. 

The  arrangement  made  by  the  board  with  the  stage  company  oa 
the  first  of  April  last,  has  been  strictly  complied  with  on  the  part  of 
the  company.  They  have  made  payments  promptly  every  month; 
and,  in  some  instances,  they  have  made  payments  in  advance,  when 
the  necessities  and  wants  of  the  laborers  and  contractors  required  it 

The  passage  of  the  law  of  last  winter,  by  the  Legislature,  oa  the 
subject  of  the  ^oad  charging  ministers  of  the  gospel  passing  through 
sates  on  other  days  than  on  the  Sabbath,  has  produced  some  dissatis- 
faction with  many  who  use  the  road,  and  others.  I  believe  myselfi 
and  recommend,  that  they  should  be  permitted  to  pass  free  every  day 
to  and  from  their  appointments,  within  their  immediate  circuits  and 
stations;  but  the  privilege  should  so  be  defined  and  guarded  as  to  pre- 
vent fraud  upon  the  revenues  of  the  road.  I  am  inclined  to  think  it 
was  overlooked  by  the  Legislature,  and  such  privilege,  properly 
guarded,  coukl  afiect  the  revenue  of  the  road  but  little,  if  any. 

In  relation  to  the  rates  of  toll,  i  believe  no  increase  should  be  mtds 
beyond  that  of  the  present  rates  in  the  aggregate.  The  present  finaa* 
oial  condition  of  the  road,  and  the  revenue  derived  from  the  toll% 
should,  at  the  same  time,  indicate  that  no  reduction  should  be  madSb 
The  public,  I  believe,  are  generally  satisfied  with  the  present  rates; 
at  least,  I  have  heard  but  little  complaint. 

in  conclusion,  I  would  say,  that  no  course  should  be  taken  to 
diminish  its  revenues  until  the  road  is  put  in  repair  and  oat  of  debL 
and  that  the  best,  most  efiectual  and  speedy  system  should  be  adopted 
to  effect  the  object,  and  that,  too,  in  the  shortest  period  of  time.  Tbeo 
the  intermediate  and  compound  travel  might  be  permitted  to  pass  free 
of  toll^  and  the  road  kept  in  repair  with  the  revenue  derived  from  tbt 
general  travel,  thereby  doing  but  justice  to  those  residing  on  the  road, 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  their  market  towns.

The  Trustees  of  CincioDati  Towosbip  are  required  by  law  to  ref 
pprt  to  your  hooorable  body  respecting  the  medical  attendance  and 

Ceral  condition  of  the  Commercial  Hospital  and  Lunatic  Asyluo)) 
ited  in  Cincinnati.    To  a  few  preliminary  remarks  will  W  annex- 
ed A  tabular  statemefit  of  the  several  kinds  of  disease  which  have 
been  subjected  to  medical  care,  in  the  different  Vards  of  the  hospital; 
and  a  general  summary  of  the  deaths  and  cures*    We  have  reason  to 
believe,  that  the  number  of  recoveries  in  this  hospital^  propo'rlioned 
to  the  cases,  will  bear  a  favorable  comparison  with  the  success  of  any 
flimilar  institution.     In  estimating  the  comparative  advantages  of  pri« 
▼ate  and  hospital  practice,  it  would  be  proper  to  take  into  cottsidera-* 
tion  the  fact,  that  our  hospitnl  patients  are  not  only  made  up  from  the 
indigent  residents  of  our  township,  and  strangers  whose  lot,  for  the 
time  being,  may  be  cast  among  us,  but  from  the  boatmen,  who  become 
sick  at  distant  places,  and  whose  diseases,  before  they  reach  us,  are 
rendered  unmanageable  for  want  of  tiniely  treatment  and  care,  and 
from  those  whose  constitutions  have  becooM  impaired  by  every  species 
of  debauchery. 

The  trustees  have  duties  to  perform,  both  to  the  sick  and  the  desti- 
tute, and  to  the  public  They  are  expected  to  relieve  the  sufferings  and 
the  wants  of  the  one,  and  to  protect  with  scrupulous  care  the  funds  of 
the  other.    In  a  large  city,  and,  especially,  at  a  time  of  general  pe- 
cuniary embarrassment,  the  demands  of  the  poor  beconrM)  numerous, 
and  cannot  be  granted  bat  to  a  limited  extent^  and  it  is  even  difficult 
to  relieve  them  of  their  pressing  wants.    If  it  were  otherwise — if  the 
viKleraigned  could  control  a  sufficient  amount  of  funds — they  would 
deefn  it  important  to  enlarge  the  hospital  buikiingS|  commensurate 
with  the  increasing  denoands  of  the  sick.    The  Lunatic  Department 
iK>wever,  is  more  crowded  than  any  other.     All  the  rooms  la  it  are 
ill,  and  were  originally  intended  for  one  person,  but  we  are  now

oUiged  to  haTO  two  to  sleep  to  each,  and  MTeral  to  lie  ia  the  haN; 
and  it  is  ardently  desired  that  many  of  its  unfortunate  inmates  may 
be  noore  comfortably  situated,  and  their  minds  more  rapidly  improred 
by  a  removal  to  the  State  buildings  now  being  erected  at  Columbos. 

The  Professors  of  the  Medieal  GoUege  of  Ohio  are  the  atteadtag 
physicians  and  surgeons  at  the  hospital.  They  receive  do  oompensa- 
tioo  for  their  services,  except  subh  as  may  be  derived  from  the  privi- 
lege of  introducing  their  pupils  into  the  institution  as  a  place  for  dia- 
ieal  instruction.  Their  datleB  are  divided  aad  ceateed  to  differeat 
departments.  A  rule  adopted  by  themselves  as  a  faculty,  as  we  are 
mformed,  requires  a  daily  attendiMiea  upon  aome  of  the  departmentii, 
and  upon  all,  when  there  are  cases  on  hand  requiring  such  attend- 
ance. The  (avorable  terninatton  of  the  mimevoua  cases  under  their 
charge,  and  the  readinesa  with  which  the  (acuity  comply  with  all  the 
necessary  regulations,  is  the  best  evidence  we  can  have  of  their  anx- 
iety for  the  welfare  of  the  sick,  and  the  correctness  of  their  practies. 

There  is  alao  a  resident  physician,  who  is  required  to  be  a  grado- 
ate  in  medicine,  chosen  annually  by  the  faculty,  from  among  those 
who  may  beconrte  candidates  for  the  situation,  and  who  subject  them- 
selves to  the  necessary  test  of  qualification.  The  duties  of  the  resi- 
dent physician  are  confined  exclusively  to  the  hospital.  He  is  re- 
quired to  be  punctual  and  active  in  executing  and  enforcing  the  rega-* 
lations  of  the  Faculty. 

In  addition  to  the  services  of  competent  physicians,  the  house  if 
supplied  with  careful  purses  and  an  active  and  vigilant  steward,  whe 
preserves  cleanliness,  enforces  discipline,  and  superintends  the  general 
legulations  of  the  institution.

This  evening  you  celebrate  the  tehlh  Anniversary  q(  the  Or- 
phan Asylum.  Before  you  are  the  interesting  objects  of  its  char- 
ities^ raised  by  your  liberality  from  a  state  ordestitution  and  neg- 
lect, to  the  comfort  of  a  home  and  the  enjoyment  of  friends. 

Many  portions  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  sufficiently'indicate  to 
man,  the  revealed  Will  of  the  Creator,  with  regard  to  the  father- 
less child  of  want.  Thus  far,  you  have  yielded  obedience  to  th^ 
requisition  of  that  great  and  good  Being,  whose  commands  tend 
always  to  promote  the  happiness  of  hi&  creatures,  and  who  per- 
mits your  Managers,  in  this  interesting  scene,  to  exhibit  to  you 
the  result  of  your  benevolent  efforts. 

What  higher  gratification  could  be  afforded?  What  language 
urged  to  solicit  a  continuance  of  your  sympathies,  more  power- 
ful than  the  mute,  yet  eloquent,  appeal  of  helpless  orphanage^ 
which  now  meets  your  view!  In  the  provision  thus  made  for 
these  friendless  children,  design  is  ec^ually  manifest,  as  in  all 
the  works  of  that  Omnipresent  God,  without  whose  knowledge 
"not  a  sparrow  falleth  to  the  ground  i**  and  who,  in  the  govern- 
ment of  a  vast  infinity  of  worlds,  the  creation  of  his  hands,  is 
yet  not  unmindful  of  these  little  ones.  That  the  helpless  years 
of  infancy  may  be  protected,  the  parent  is  iipbued  with  a  love 
for  his  offspring  which  knows  no  bounds — stronger  than  life  itself. 

But  here  are  those  who  have  never  felt  the  curresses  of  a  fond 
father — never  been  lulled  to  rest  upon  the  bosorn  of  an  idolizing 
mother — for  these  he  has  implanted  an  emotion  in  every  human 
breast,  a  chord  which  vibrates  at  the  very  name  of  orphan;  and 
deeply  enshrined  in  its  own  selfishness  must  that  heart  be  which 
responds  not  to  the  appeal. 

Since  the  board  last  reported  the  state  of  the  Asylum,  its  af- 
fairs have  been  uniformly,  prosperous.  Under  the  superinte^- 
dence  of  a  judicious  matron  and  steward,  the  cares  of  the  man- 
agers have  been  materially  lessened. 
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The  health  and  happiness  depicted  on  the  ooonleoaiices  of  Iht 
children,  give  ample  evidence  of  the  enjojnaent  of  every  cooi- 
fort,  which  the  nature  ofsoch  aa  inititnlioa  will  admit,  while  a  fiutb- 
ful  nurse,  in  the  infantile  department,  supplies,  as  far  as  practica* 
ble,  the  absence  of  maternal  solicitude* 

Nojr  is  their  education  neglected,  for 

All  the  pious  duties  which  we  owe 
Our  parents,  friends,  our  country,  and  our  Oody 
The  seeds  of  ev'ry  virtue  here  below, 
From  Education  first  and  early  culture  fiow. 

They  enjoy  the  sagie  privileges  as  the  children  of  many  of  our 
respectable  citizens,  the  school  being  enrolled  among  the  common 
schools,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  same  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  boys  are  instructed  the  same  number  of  hours,  and  on  the 
same  plan  as  in  all  the  public  schools  of  the  city;  and  the  girls, 
who  assist  in  the  domestic  department,  have  a  proportionate  time 
allotted  to  their  improvement. 

The  Asylum,  at  the  present  moment,  extends  its  protection  to  a 
larger  number  of  children  than  has  ever  sought  its  charities  at  this 
season  of  the  year. 

It  is  probably  known  that,  by  provision  of  the  charter,  the  des- 
titute children  of  the  township  are  entitled  to  its  privileges;  and 
It  has  been  found,  from  observation,  that  the  number  has  always 
increased  towards  the  winter  months;  while,  during  the  summer, 
the  average  number  in  the  Asylum,  including  those  who  are  strict- 
ly orphans,  has  scarcely  ever  exceeded  fifty.  At  the  present  pe- 
riod there  are  seventy  in  the  Institution — forty  seven  boys  and 
twenty  three  girls.  This  change  may,  no  doubt,  be  attributed  to 
the  exigency  of  the  times,  which  bear  so  severely  upon  the  labor- 
ing classes  of  the  community;  and  here  the  managers  would  di- 
rect the  attention  of  the  citizens  tn  the  advantages  they  derive 
from  the  Asylum.  Many  families,  unexpectedly  reduced  to  pov- 
erty, whose  children  must  have  suffered  from  want,  unless  sap- 
ported  at  a  considerable  expense  to  the  township,  have  found  a 
temporary  home^  at  a  trifling  cost  to  the  city,  by  the  facilities  thui 
afforded  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Township.  Seventy  four  have 
been  admitted  since  June,  1842,  many  of  them  the  offspring 
of  respectable  parents,  who,  with  the  greatest  reluctance,  have 
found  themselves  compelled  to  consign  their  children  to  a  pubfic 
institution;  and  who  have  applied  for  them  so  soon  as  their  re- 
sources have  enabled  them  to  resume  the  charge  themselves. — 
This  fact  will  account  for  the  number  given  up  to  parents,  which, 
during  the  past  year,  has  been  thirty  four.  Seven  have  beeb 
bound  out  in  situations,  where  their  future  prospects  wear  the 
most  promising  aspect;  pine  have  been  adopted,  and  three  ia- 
fants,  the  suffering  victims  of  degraded  parents^  have  ended  their 
sorrows  in  the  orphan^s  grave. 
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'  f  hb  generirt  beatth  of  thefmmiily  hfis,  however,  be^n  uliiriler- 
mpted;  nnder  the  care  of  an  attentive  and  skilful  physician,  flfdc« 
nesg  has  been  almost  a  stranger  to  the  Asykmu  All  its  regula* 
tions  tend  to  promote  the  best  physical  as  vreM  as  mentni  develop- 
ijnents  of  the  children.  The  building  contains  convenient  bath* 
rooms,  and  the  spacious  groonds  which  surround  it,  afibrd  ample 
space  for  exercise  and  for  their  childish  amusements  during  the 
time  of  recreation. 

.  The  older  boys  are  now  employing  their  leisnre  hours  with 
g^reai  interest  to  themselves,  and  it  is  hoped  with  8om6  utility  also^ 
in  the  culture  of  silk.  ^ 

The  upper  apartments  of  the  building,  entirely  unoccupied  and 
so  desirable  for  the  purpose,  together  with  the  number  of  boy* 
who  might  be  profitably  engaged  in  it,  seemed  to  offer  facilities^ 
which  have  long  called  the  attention  of  the  managers  to  the  sub- 
ject; but  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  obtaining  a  suitable  per^ 
son  to  instruct  the  boys  in  all  the  minutise  of  the  process,  and  oth- 
er necessary  arrangements  for  commencing,  deterred  them  from 
prosecuting  their  plans.  During  the  present  year  an  opportunity 
has  offered  which  the  board  deemed  advisable  to  embrace.  Ah 
individual  who  has  been  for  some  lime  actively,  and  very  success- 
fully occupied  in  the  business,  has  undertaken  to  conduct  the 
management  of  it  and  instruct  the  boys  gratuitously,  one  year: 
the  total  expense  of  fixtures,  &c.,  not  to  exceed  thirty  dollars. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  board  thought  proper  to  make  Ihe 
experiment.  If  successftfl,  it  may  be  a  source  of  revenue  to  the 
asylum,  and  an  employment  to  the  hoys  from  which  they  may 
berciifter  derive  considerable  advantage;  and  even  should  it  prove 
a  failure,  the  loss  will  be  trifling,  and  the  boys  will  at  least  have 
learned  a  business  by  which  they  can  at  ail  times  earn  a  subsis- 
tence. 

Although  the  resources  of  the  institution  have  been  consider- 
ably lessened  by  the  existing  pecuniary  pressure,  so  that  the  list 
of  annual  subscribers  is  not  more  than  one  fourth  the  original 
number;  and  no  donations  to  any  considerable  amount  have  been 
received,  except  from  the  gentlemen  of  Fifth  street  Market,  who 
still  so  liberally  continue  to  convey  their  daily  supply  of  meat  and 
vegetables  to  the  Asylum,  yet  the  receipts  have  met  the  expendi- 
tures, and  no  liabilities  have  been  incurred.  This  is  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  fund  appropriated  by  the  charter,  which,  during 
several  years  was  partly  expended  in  cofnpteting  the  necessary 
appendages  to  a  new  institution,  has,  for  the  last  year,  been  ap- 
plied solely  to  the  maintenance  of  the  family;  all  expenses  not 
absolutely  and  immediately  required  having  been  avoided,  that 
the  Managers  might  not  be  compelled  to  call  on  the  citizens  for 
ftid  while  the  depressed  state  of  financial  affairs  should  continne^ 
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I(  will  be  wH^^k  (1*001  tbif  fttateoi^U  thai  lb#  flactoMpog 
a^ppljr.  by  tQdivi4«ial  cootribuUoBS  would  be  entirely  inadequai/B 
t^  the  support  of  tb9  femily,  and  that  Ibe  fund  derived  from  the 
Auction  Dvtiea  is  nacedsary  to  the  very  existence  of  ibe  Asylum. 
Should  this  be  discontinued,  it  must  sink  at  the  very  moment 
when,  from  the  rapid,  increase  of  popiilationf  it  is  q^nst  needed; 
lor  the  unporiain  dependence  which  a  precarious  charity  migbl 
afford,  would  by  no  means  answer  its  demands. 

U  clwm  public  protection,  from  the  fact  that  it  is  founded 
up^n  th^  bro^d  basiit  of  universal  chari^.  Orphans  are  received 
from  all  parts  of  the  Stale,  and  no  child,  whatever  may  be  the 
»#ligfou8  d^eed  of  its  parent,  is  refused  admittance.  Unfettered 
by  religious  bisotry,  it  aims  not  to  inculcale  securian  principles. 
Its  inmates  are  instructed  in  the  great  truths  of  the  christian  reli- 
gion, and  thus  prepared  to  search  the  scriptures  for  themselves,  at 
a  more  mature  age,  praying  for  the  iufluence  of  that  Holy  Spirit, 
vbo  \iiill  always  direct  tba  humble  inquirer  to  a  knowledge  of  tbe 
truth. 

To.  preserve  it  thus  free  from  sectarian  influence,  ijta  directresses 
are  selected,  as  ijar  as  possible,  from  all  the  dlfierentdenomioa* 
lions  in  the  city.  The  present  Board  is  composed  o(  individoals 
from  the  Methodi^U  Presbyterian,  Baptist,  Episcopal,  and  Unita- 
rian churches,  and  from  the  Society  of  Friends. 

The  building  is  capable  of  admitting  two  hundred  and  fifty 
children,  nearly  four  times  the  number  of  its  present  inmates; 
and  is  so  constructed  as  to  admit  of  wings  being  added,  which 
WQiiid  be  an  ornamental  addition  to  the  main  edihce,and  accom^ 
modate  liny  number  of  children;  so  that  it  is  amply  sufficieotto 
answer  all  tbe  purposes  of  a  permanent  State  institution. 

Viewed  in  this  light,  the  Board  feel  <K>nfident  that  not  onljR 
will  the  present  provision  be  continued,  but  every  facility  bs 
afibrded  by  tbe  Ijegislature,  calculated  to  promote  the  objects  of 
an  inalitution  which  does  honor  to  their  councils;  yet,  the  n*cent 
attempt  naade  to  induce  that  body  to  divert  the  fund  inU>  another 
ebannel,  and  the  voice  of  shmder  so  loudly  raised  by  those,  who, 
from  selfifh  views,  are  inimical  to  its  interests,  sutbcientlj  indi- 
cate the  necessity  for  its  friends  to  exert  their  combined  influence, 
to  prevent  any  measures  tending  to  fetter  its  operations,  and  tliue 
diminish  its  useiulness.  The  Board  allude  to  the  publicatiooi 
which  have  been  issued  from  the  Catholic  pre8«.  These  they  ditf 
not  condescend  to  refute.  The  citizens  have  an  opportunity  to 
test  the  truth  or  injustice  of  sqcb  invidious  attacks,  by  frequent 
visits  to  the  Asylum,  every  department  of  which  i^  open,  at  si 
times,  to  the  inspection  of  strangers;  and  tbe  Ai^aniigers  earoesil; 
solicit  its  patrons  to  manifest  this  personal  interest:  they  oud)t  ta 
ayAHrc;  then^selTea  th^t  the  resources  tlv^y  stipply  are  propffflj  t^

plied;  their  sympathies,  too,  would  befeome  iaore 'deeply  enlisted; 
and  those  on  whoin  devolves  tb«  care  of  superintending^  wouU 
have  the  satisfaction  to  know  that  their  labors  were  appreoiated. 

The  peculiar  characteristics  of  the  institution  render  it  more 
especially  an  object  of  regard,  than  many  others  equally  benevo- 
lent in  their  tendency',  its  inmates  are  the  family  of  Cincinnati, 
and  demand  from  her  a  pro|>ortionato  care*  They  are  her  sons 
and  daughters,  whom  she  sends  forth  to  the  world,  both  mentally 
and  nMrally  trained  to  virtue,  the  palladium  of  a  free  oonstitu- 
tion — the  missionaries  who  will,  by  their  example,  dtfiude  tbd 
spirit  of  Christianity,  the  foundation  of  every  charitable  associa- 
ttoo. 

Well  may  the  christian  exult  io  the  triumph  of  his  faith,  ovar 
the  dar%  superistiticms  and  savage  practices  of  Pagan  national 
The  historic  page  of  heathen  countries  may  record  examples  6t 
patriotism,  of  heroism,  of  fortitude,  but  the  power  to  call  forth 
the  noblest  impulses  of  our  nature,  is  reserved  for  Christianity 
alone.  .  You  see  it  in  this  Orphan  Asylum.  You  see  it  hi  every 
benevolent  institution:  they  are  but  emanations  of  that  universal 
love  which  Christ  himself  inculcated;  the  glorious  results  of  that 
faith,  whose  dawn  was  as  the  feeble  star,  that  every  vapory  cloiid 
might  obscure,  but  which  has  burst  forth  in  the  splendor  of  the 
noonday  son,  and  earth's  remotest  boundaries  now  feel  the  influ- 
ence of  its  genial  rays. 

Could  your  Managers  conduct  you  but  a  few  paces  from  the 
place  you  now  occupy,  to  the  narrow  alley,  where,  in  a  desolate 
chamber,  on  a  bed  olf  sickness,  liea  the  dying  mother,  a  stranger 
ID  a  strange  land,  whose  helpless  children,  now  in  your  presence, 
she  but  yesterday  c6nsigned  to  the  arms  of  the  Mamigers.  Could 
you  have  seen  the  hectic  flush,  the  feverish  excitement  wheb 
those  infants  entreated  her  for  bread  which  she  had  not  to  give, 
and  have  heard  her  tell  of  the  weary  nights  and  days  passed  in 
aewing,  to  earn  for  them  a  scanty  subsistence,  until  her  strength 
fittted  in  the  efibrt,  your  tears  would  have  mingled  with  hers  at  the 
agonizing  moment  of  separation  from  htv  children;  imd  freely 
would  you  have  promised  the  continued  protection  of  the  Asylum, 
as  far  as  your  means  or  your  influence  Would  subserve  its  inter- 
ests. That  mother  may  meet  you  on  the  day  when  an  account 
of  your  stewardship  will  be  required;  and  when,  for  all  that  yoa 
have  done  in  the  cause  of  suffering  humanity,  you  shall  receive 
'^  an  hundred  fold;''  and  this  Orphan  band,  whose  strains  of  prayer 
and  praise  call  forth  the  tear  of  sympathy  to-day,  may^in  tar  no* 
]&1ersonffsof  gladness,  welcome  you  into  the  presence  of  Him  . 
who  hath  declared,  that  ^  even  a  cup  of  cold  water  given  in  His 
name,  shall  not  lose  its  reward.''

To  the  Speaker  of  the  Hcuee  of  Representatives: 

Sm — A  call  has  been  made  upon  the  Rank  Commissioners,  in  the'- 
following  words: 

*^  Resolwdj  That  the  Bank  Commissioners  inform  this  House, 
forthwith,  in  what  county  it  was  that  $136,000,  in  specie^  was  paid 
OQt  for  wheat,  in  six  months,  after  the  resumption  of  specie  payments, 
as  stated  in  their  last  annual  report;  also,  who  paid  it  out,  and  to 
whom  the  same  was  paid;  also,  whether  the  $500,000,  which  they 
state,  in  their  said  report,  was  paid  m  Milan,  for  wheat  and  flour,  was 
paid  in  specie,  and  by  whom,  and  to  whom,  it  was  paid,  and  upon 
what  authority  said  commissioners  made  said  statements;  also,  who 
are  the  men  of  whom  it  is  said,  on  page  seven  of  said  report,  that,  *  to 
complain  of  the  tardy  accumulation  of  wealth,  the  hardness  of  the 
times,  the  derangement  of  our  public  and  monetary  affairs,  the  con- 
fusion and  distress  which  threatens  to  overwhelm  us  all,  is  the  pecu- 
liar province  of  some  men;^  also,  what  company,  'organized  under 
the  title  of  a  bank,'  is  referred  to,  on  the  16th  and  16th  pages  of  said 
report,  of  which  company  it  is  there  said,  'an  impression  has  gone 
abroad  that  it  is  actually  engaged  in  purchasing  depreciated  paper, 
with  the  means  of  one  of  the  insolvent  banks  of  this  State,^  and  as  to 
the  'correctness  of  which  statement,^  said  commissioners  say,  ^they 
have  no  means  of  knowing,  but,  from  the  recklessness  of  the  parties 
implicated,  they  have  no  reason  to  doubt  its  truth  ;^  also,  to  what  in- 
corporated bodies  said  commissioners  refer,  on  the  16th  page  of  said 
report,  as  engaged  in  a  practice,  is,  by  said  commissioners,  considered 
one  of  the  'grossest  frauds  which  can  be  practiced  upon  an  unsus- 
pecting community,'  and  the  evidences  of  which  frauds,  they  say, 
ts  'rendered  absolutely  certain.'" 

The  foregoing  resolution  embraces,  if  correctly  understood,  five 
distinct  propositions,  or  inquiries,  which  shall  be  considered  according 
to  their  relative  importance.

S.  The  authority  upon  which  the  following  statement  was  made: 
during  the  space  of  three  weeks,  last  summer,  there  was  paid  at  Ml- 
laOy^dsa 
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4.    The  name  of  the  county  in  which  $186,000  wbm  paid  oittt  m 
the  purchase  of  wheat,  d^;. 
6.    To  whom  reference  was  made  bj  the  sentence,  ^to  eomplab,* 

Nothing  could  have  afforded  the  commissioners  greater  pleasore 
than  to  find  a  disposition  in  the  House  of  Representatives  to  iDTOsti- 
gate  the  character  of  the  abuses  incidentally  alluded  to  in  our  annasl 
report  Accordingly,  we  shall  proceed  to  consider  each  propositioo* 
separately,  and  trust  that  the  expectations  of  the  distinguished  body, 
calling  for  information,  will  not  be  disappointed. 

In  entering  into  this  vindication  of  the  character  of  the  report*  the 
commissioners  beg  leave  to  say,  that  no  unkind  feeling  is  entertaioed 
towards  any  one.  That  inappropriate  language  may  have  been  used, 
will  be  readily  admitted,  but,  that  there  has  been  an  intentional  per- 
version of  facts,  or  a  desire  to  sustain  error,  at  the  sacrifice  of  truth, 
no  one,  who  has  the  slightest  acquaintance  with  the  commissioDers, 
will  pretend. 

Ln  the  first  proposition  under  review,  we  are  called  upon  to  point 
out  the  institution  to  which  allusion  was  made,  in  our  annual  report. 
In  doing  so,  we  are  constrained  \o  name  the  Mechanics*  Savmgi  Lud- 
tulion^  of  Columbus. 

As  the  '^evidence^'  and  authority  are  also  demanded,  upon  which 
the  statements  were  made,  the  following  depositions  and  papers  have 
been  taken,  which,  without  comment,  are  submitted  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Gone  rah  Assembly: 

To  Bbla  Latham, 

Bank  Ccnnmisaioner  of  Ohio: 

Statement  of  Wm.  Dennison^  Jr.<t  respecting  certain  supposed  frauMad 
practices  of  the  Mechanics^  Savings  Institute^  a  hanking  insliiuHou 
in  ColtmbuSf  Ohio: 

On  or  about  the  fifth  day  of  August,  1843, 1  was  in  the  city  of  New 
York — and,  on  or  about  said  day,  Wm.  Sheldon,  of  the  firm  of  Sheldon, 
Phelps  &  Co.,  hardware  merchants  in  that  city,  informed  me  that, a 
lew  days  previous  to  that  of  our  conversation,  a  draft,  I  think,  for  the 

sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  drawn  by Moodie,  cashier  of  the 

said  Mechanics^  Savings  Institute,  payable  to  the  order  of  Warren 
Jenkins,  had  been  presented  for  discount  to  the  American  Bank,  loca- 
ted in  New  York  city,  and  of  which  the  said  Sheldon  was  one  the  di- 
rectors. Said  Sheldon  also  mentioned  to  me,  according  to  my  pre- 
sent impression,  that  the  said  bill  of  exchange  was  not  discounted  by 
the  said  bank.  Said  Sheldon  further  mentioned  to  me,  that  another 
draft,  drawn  and  payable  as  above,  for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollan, 
had  been,  a  day  or  two  previous  to  our  conversation,  offered  to  himi 
at  such  rates,  that  if  the  said  Institute  was  responsible,  the  purchaie 
would  be  a  profitable  one.  I  do  not  recollect  whether  I  was  infornnd 
by  Sheldon  what  the  rates  were  at  which  he  was  offered  said  dreA 
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for  §5^000;  m^r  impresflioa  is  that  he  did  not  state  to  me  the  terms, 
nor  is  my  reoollecttoD  dear  as  to  whether  Sheldon  mentioDed  that  the 
^6,000  draf\  had  been  offered  to  him  by  Warren  Jenkins  in  person. 
He  spoke  of  Jenkins,  but  whether  as  having  met  with  him  f  cannot 
say;  my  impression  is,  that  Sheldon  informed  me  that  Warren  Jen- 
kins was  in  New  York  city  at  that  time.  The  reason  why  Sheldon 
roenttoned  the  foregoing  to  me^  was,  as  he  said,  to  iearn  from  me 
wiiate?er  I  might  know  touching  the  responsibility  of  the  said  Me^ 
chanics^  Savings  Institute.  I  gave  him  my  opinion  as  to  the  solven- 
cy and  character  of  the  same,  and  also  communicated  to  him  the  data 
on  which  my  opinion  was  formed.  From  (he  facts  as  above  stated, 
my  attention  became,  in  some  degree,  directed  to  the  Mechanics'  Sav- 
ings Institute.  A  day  or  so  subsequent  to  that  on  which  the  above  con« 
versation  took  place  between  Mr.  Sheldon  and  myself,  i  left  New 
York  for  Philadelphia.  At  this  latter  place  I  fell  in  with  J.  M.  Linn, 
formerly  a  citizen  of  Ohio,  but  then  staying  or  residing  in  PhiladeN 
ptiia.  In  the  course  of  a  conversation,  he  mentioned  that  Warren 
Jenkins,  of  Columbus,  had  left  Philadelphia,  a  few  days  before,  for 
New  York  city — that  the  said  Jenkins  had  been  in  and  (possibly)  about 
Philadelphia  for  some  weeks;  that  he,  Jenkins,  was  in  that  part  of  the 
country  for  the  purpose  of  making  some  negotiations  in  behalf,  and 
for  the  benefit,  of  the  Mechanics^  Savings  Instilute,  aforesaid.  Linn 
informed  me  that  he  had  seen  Jenkins  frequently,  and  had  heard  from 
him  all  his  plans,  i  can  not,  at  this  distance  of  time,  give  any  thing 
nK>re  than  the  merest  substance  of  that  conver^tion:  Linn  mention^ 
ed  that  .Tonkins  had  informed  him  that  a  negotiation  could  be  made 
with  a  banking  institution  in  Pennsylvania  or  New.Jersey,  the  former 
I  tliink — and,  also,  with  a  banking  concern  in  Maryland;  that  he,  Jen- 
kins, had  been  at  both  of  these  banks — had  examined  their  concerns, 
and  entertained  no  doubt  but  that  he  could  conclude  an  arrangement 
with  either,  or  both,  of  them,  if  he  found  it  desirable  to  do  so.  The 
names  of  these  banks  Linn  did  not  communicate  to  me.  He  did,  how> 
ever,  state  that  neither  of  them  enjoyed  any  credit,  that  they  were 
severely  crippled  and  embarrassed.  Linn  further  mentioned  tome,' 
that  Jenkins  also  mentioned  to  him,  that  he  had  some  negotiations* 
pending  with  the  Clinton  Bank  of  New  York,  and  that  he  expected  to 
conclude  an  arrangement  with  this  bank,  by  which  the  Mechanics^ 
Savings  Institute  would  reap  very  great  advantages.  The  arrange- 
ment, which  I  learned  from  Linn,  Jenkins  proposed  to  conclude,  was, 
eobelantially^  that  the  Mechanics^  Sayings  Institute  was,  through  him, 
to  purchase  stock  in  the  Clinton  Bank,  which,  at  par  value,  would 
have  amounted  to  $160,000.  For  this  stock  he  was  to  pay  only 
$16^000 — saki  stock  being  worth  only  ten  per  cent  on  the  nominal 
value,  which*  I  think ,  was  $100  per  share.  AAer  this  stock  was  pur- 
chased, the  Mechanics^  Savings  Institute  was  to  have  a  large  amount 
of  the  paper  of  said  bank,  which  it  was  to  put  in  circulation  in  Ohio.' 
I  then  mentioned  to  Linn  the  facts  above  detailed,  in  respect  to  the* 
two  draAs  of  $10,000  and  $6,000,  and  remarked  to  him,  that  I  sup- 
posed the  arrangement  with  the  Clinton  Bank  had  been  concluded,  and 
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\hfii  the  prooeeds  of  the  two  dra(Ui  were  to  be  «f  psoprialfid  to  due  pty- 
ment  of  the  $150,000  stock.  In  reply,  Lidd  said,  that  such  waa  pro^ 
ably  the  case,  but  that*  as  he  bad  not  bee|i  informed  by  Jenkipa  in  whta. 
tnaaoer  be  proposed  to  pay  for  this  stock,  further  than  ibe  price  he  waa 
to  give,  he  could  furnish  me  no  information  on  that  point.  Lino  men- 
tioned  to  me  that  Jenkins  was  then  in  New  York  city*  on  that  busiaeaa; 
that  he  had  left  Philadelphia  but  a  few  days  beforehand,  that  lie,  Lisa^ 
expected  tj  know,  in  a  very  few  days,  whether  the  arrangement  wa*y 
or  was  not,  concluded.  Linn  mentioned,  that  from  what  he  bad  learn- 
ed from  Jenkins,  he  presumed  the  latter  would,  in  case  he  failed  id  hia 
negotiations  with  the  Clinton  Bank,  eonclude  some  arrangentent  with 
one  or  both  of  the  other  banks  aforesaid. 

^  Linn  also  informed  me  that  he  had  learned  that  a  negotiation  wes 
on  foot  between  Jenkins,  in  behalf  of  said  Institute,  and  the  Cliotoa 
Bank,  from  one  Collins,  who  was  the  principal  stockholder  in  the 
said  Clinton  Bank;  and,  it  is  my  impression,  that  Linn  also  mentwood, 
that  Collins  had  informed  him,  that  the  $150,000  stock  which  Jen- 
kins thought  of  purchasing,  he  was  to  sell  to  Jenkins  out  of  his  own. 
If  my  recollection  is  not  at  fault,  Linn  informed  me  that  the  amewit 
of  shares  owned  by  Collins  in  said  bank  waa  nearly,  if  not  little  over, 
two  thirds  of  the  whole  capital  stock  of  the  same.  On  my  inqniring 
of  Lion  whether  he  was  acquainted  with  the  character  of  said  CUatoii 
Bank,  dtc,  he  said,  substantially,  that  he  was  intimately  acquainted 
with  her  condition — that  he  had  examined  her  affairs  somewhat  mi- 
nutely, and  that  he  personally  knew  the  principal  stockholders.  He 
then  related  to  me  that  he,  Linn,  had  lately  resided  in  St.  Louia,  Mis- 
souri, that  he  there  became  acquainted  with  the  said  Collins,  who,  as 
I  learned  from  him,  Linn,  was  a  general  speculator,  a  reviver  of  ex- 
ploded banks,  dec.  That  Collins  had  expressed  to  him,  Linn,  his  de- 
termination to  revive  the  said  Clinton  Bank;  that  he  thought  arrange- 
ments might  be  made  with  persons  residing  in  St.  Louis,  in  Michigan, 
and,  I  think,  in  Ohio,  (probably  Cleveland,)  by  which  a  very  large  and 
extensive  circulation  uf  the  issues  of  that  bank  might  be  gotten  in  the 
west—aod  that  all  that  was  needed  to  perfect  his  plans,  was  to  have 
an  active  and  efficient  cashier  of  the  bank;  for  this  office  Collins  in- 
formed Linn  that  he  wished  him — that  he  would  assure  hiH>,  Linn, 
that  if  he  would  accept  this  position  he  might  have  almost  any  salary 
he  would  demand.  In  pursuance  to  this  proposition,  Linn  went  to 
New  York  for  the  purpose  of  examining  into  the  condition  of  the 
bank,  with  the  determination,  that  if  he  found  every  thing  correct,  to 
accept  the  proposal  of  Collins.  On  investigating  her  condition,  he 
found  that  she  was  not  the  kiod  of  a  concern  that  be  would  be  williag 
to  have  any  thing  to  do  with.  He  found  that  her  reaourcos  wars 
very  small — that  she  was  in  no  credit — that  odium  was  attached  to 
her,  and  that  there  was  little,  if  any  thing,  in  the  reputation  of  Col- 
tins,  or  of  his  colleagues,  that  was  calculated  to  relieve  her  from  her 
embarrassments,  or,  that  could  placo  her  in  an  imposing,  or  even  t 
respectable,  position.  For  these  reasons  he,  Linn,  declined  connect- 
ing himself  with  the  bank.     He,  however,  freqM9ntly  met  CoUiasiA 
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PhiladdlpbU  or  New  York,  and  was  by  turn  advised  of  the  inoT^meii4 
and  purposes  of  biioself  and  coUea^uea.  Oq  my  expressing  to  Linn 
nay  desire  to  asoertatn  whether  Jenkins  had  concluded  his  arraoge«> 

roents  with  the  bank,  he,  LiaOt  gaye  me  a  letter  to Merrill,  the 

president  of  this  bank,  who,  as  Linn  assured  me,  would  furnish  me 
wilh  all  the  infonnation  I  might  want.  This  letter  you  will  find,  mo 
companying  this  statement,  marked  (A.)  This  letter  I  did  not  pre- 
sent.    ^ 

On  my  return  to  New  York,  which  took  place  on  the  same  day  with 
that  of  said  conversation  with  Linn,  1  called  on'  Messrs.  Wilson  and 
Butler,  of  the  house  of  Wilson,  Builer  &  Baldwin,  and  remarked  to 
them  that,  inasmuch  as  they,  in  common  with  many  other  New  York 
coerchantS)  were  directly  interested  in  preventing  a  fraudulent  and 
irresponsible  circulation  from  obtaininff  in  Ohio,  and  as  I  had  heard 
that  negotiations  were  on  foot  to  introdaoe  such  a  circulation  in  that 
State,  I  wished  them  to  assist  me  in  collecting  such  information,  in 
respect  to  the  said  Clinton  Bank,  as  would  enable  me  to  make  such  a 
statement,  that  would  apprise  the  people  of  that  State  of  the  true 
character  and  condition  of  that  Bank,  and  thereby  prevent  the  issues 
of  the  same  from  obtaining  any  extended  circulation  in  Ohio.  These 
ffentlemen  responded  to  the  request,  and  introduced  me  to  James  H» 
Kaymond,  an  attorney  at  law  in  that  city,  who,  in  the  course  of  his 
practice,  had  had  occasion  to  examine  into  the  affairs  of  that  Bank. 
Mr.  Raymond  informed  me  that  this  was  one  of  the  banks  that  had 
been  started  under  the  General  Banking  Law  of  New  York;  that  she 
had  ever  been  regarded  as  a  mere  speculating  bubble;  that  she  had 
never  enjoyed  a  respectable  credit,  and  that  her  principal  stockholders 
were  not  men  who  could  give  her  any  character.  He  spoke  of  Collins 
as  being  a  man  in  whom  little  or  no  confidence  could  be,  or  was, 
placed;  that  he  was  a  mere  speculator,  in  the  odious  sense  of  that 
term.  He  also  mentioned,  that  some  of  his  (Collins')  colleagues  were 
not  unlike  himself,  'i'he  idea  I  got  from  Raymond's  language,  was, 
that  he  regarded  the  Bank — inasmuch  as  she  was  under  the  control 
of  such  men  as  Collins — as  unworthy  of  credit.  On  my  stating  to 
him  that  I  had  learned  from  Linn  that  the  Bank  was  then  under  an 
injunction — which  he  (Linn)  informed  me  Collins  had  assured  him  he 
could  have  dissolved  whenever  he  wished  it — he  (Raymond)  sug- 
gested, that  information  on  that  point  could  be  gotten  from  a  lawyer 
by  the  name  of  Merrill.  We  were  unable  to  find  this  latter  person 
during  my  stay  in  New  York,  which  only  continued  one  day,  or  rather, 
part  of  a  day,  after  my  interview  with  Raymond.  The  substance  of 
Merrill's  communication  will  be  found  in  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by 
the  said  Raymond,  marked  (B.) 

From  Mr.  Butler,  I  learned  that  the  reputation  of  this  Bank  was 
about  the  same  that  Raymond  gave  me.  Butler  also  stated,  thai  the 
notes  of  ihis  Bank  had  never  been  taken  in  any  of  the  respectable 
City  Banks,  either  on  deposit,  or  in  payment  of  discounted  paper.  I 
spoke  also  to  some  others,  whose  names  I  now  forget,  in  respect  to 
this  Bank.    The  replies  I  received  were  substantially  the  same  I  had 
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from  Raymond,  6tc*  I  made  no  farther  inquiries  touching  this  matter 
in  New  York  City .  Being  satisfied  that  I  had  learned  sutficteDt  to 
authorize  a  publication  of  her  irresponsibility,  I  thought  nothing  far- 
ther was  necessary  to  anticipate  and  IbrestalJ  any  effi)rt8  that  might 
be  made  to  put  her  notes  in  circulation  in  Ohio.  While  in  Albany, 
however,  on  my  return  home,  I  called  on  one  of  the  clerks  io  the 
Comptroller's  office,  for  the  purpose  of  learning  the  amount  of  seen* 
rities  she  had  deposited  in  the  hands  of  that  officer.  This  statement 
was  forwarded  to  me  by  a  letter,  which  you  will  find,  marked  (C.) 

Whether  any  arrangement  was  finally  concluded  between  the  Clin- 
ton Bank  and  the  Mechanics'  Savings  Institute,  I  am  not  advised,  far- 
ther than  what  Linn  stated,  as  above. 

iSome  months  after  my  return  to  Columbus,  I  again  met  with  Linn. 
I  mentioned  to  him  that  reports  were  in  circulation,  ihat  some  ar- 
rangement between  said  Institute  and  the  Delaware  New  Hope 
Bridge  Company  Bank  of  Pennsylvania,  and  between  said  Institute 
and  the  Parnners'  and  Millers'  Bank  of  Maryland,  had  been  concluded. 
My  recollection  is  not  clear  as  to  his  reply.  My  present  impression, 
however,  is,  that  Linn  said  to  me,  that  no  arrangement  had  been  de- 
termined on  between  the  Clinton  Bank  and  this  Institute,  (or  that  the 
arrangement  had  failed,)  but  that  an  arrangement  had  been  concladed 
by  the  latter  with  the  Delaware  New  Hope  Bridge  Company 
Bank.  I  have  no  impression  at  this  time  as  to  what,  if  any  thing, 
was  said  by  Linn  in  respect  to  the  Farmers'  and  Millers'  Bank  of 
Maryland,  further  than,  I  think,  he  informed  tne,  that  this,  and  the 
Delaware  New  Hope  Bridge  Company,  are  the  two  Banks  he  al: 
luded  to  in  our  conversation  in  Philadelphia,  with  which  Jenkins  had 
had  some  negotiations,  and  which  were  pending  at  that  time,  as  before 
stated.  Linn  did  not,  at  this  time,  speak  of  these  Banks  in  any  terms 
different  from  those  he  used  in  our  Philadelphia  conversation,  which 
terms  are  before  referred  to.

New  Yobk,  August  9, 1843, 

Sir:  I  called  on  Mr.  Merrill  this  morning  to  ascertain  the  facts  in 
regard  to  the  Clinton  Bank.  Mr.  M.  informs  me  that  he,  as  the  at* 
torney  of  Exchange  Bank  of  Gennessee,  recovered,  against  the  Clin« 
toa  Bank  of  this  city,  a  judgment  for  upwards  of  ^3,300.  The  Clin- 
ton Bank  failed  to  pay  this  amount,  and  an  execution  was  issued, 
which  was  returned  unsatisfied.  Upon  which,  Mr.  Merrill  filed  a  bill 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery  to  obtain  satisfaction  of  the  judgment,  and 
obtained  an  injunction  against  the  bank.  After  a  protracted  negotia* 
lion,  the  case  has  been  finally  settled  by  Mr.  Eli  Merrill,  President  of 
the  Clinton  Bank,  and  Mr.  Collins,  with  Mr.  N.  Merrill,  the  Attor- 
ney for  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Gennessee.  Mr.  Merrill  told  me  this 
morning  that  he  had  given  the  Clinton  Bank  gentlemen  a  consent  to 
dissolve  the  injunction. 

This  judgment  was  recovered  several  months  since,  and  the  in- 
juDcton  was  issued  some  time  ago.  This  is  probably  the  injunction 
against  the  bank  of  which  you  spoke  yesterday.  Mr.  Merrill  has 
had  considerable  to  do  with  the  Clmton  Bank  in  the  way  of  litigation, 
and  gives  the  concern  about  the  same  character  that  you  get  from 
others  in  this  city.

Dear  Sir:     I  received  this  nK>rning  yours  of  14th,  and,  as  yoa  re- 

JuesI,  I  will  give  you  all  the  information  I  have  in  relation  to  Nev 
lope  Delaware  Bridge  Company,  acquired,  as  it  has  beei>,  by  a  re«- 
deooe  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  by  subsequent  conversstioss 
with  those  acquainted  with  its  history. 

As  well  as  I  can  ascertain,  this  institution  was  chartered  in  1811, 
by  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
bridge  over  the  Delaware  River,  from  Lambortsville,  on  the  JerKj 
side,  to  New  Hope,  Pennsylvania.  Subsequently,  the  Legislature  of 
Pennsylvania  conferred  upon  the  company  the  power  of  employisg 
in  some  way  its  surplus  capital,  and  under  this  act  it  claimed,  sod 
used,  at  New  Hope,  the  privilege  of  Banking. 

In  a  short  time,  its  president  and  cashier,  whose  names  were  Urn- 
ris  and  Smith,  absorbed  in  private  speculations  so  large  a  portion  o( 
its  funds>  that  it  was  compelled  to  suspend  operations,  receiving  bot 
little  from  these  parties,  and  that  in  the  shape  of  depreciated  real  st- 
tate.  It  then  lingered  on  for  some  years,  and  was  again  started  aoise 
two  or  three  times,  till  it  fell  into  the  hands  of  one  St.  John,  a  broker 
of  New  York,  under  whose  control  it  continued  in  business  as  other 
institutions  till  the  general  suspension  of  1837  and  1839,  when  it 
again  suspended  specie  payments. 

In  the  meanwhile,  its  reputation  had  been  very  bad,  and  its  notes 
were  sold  with  difficulty.  At  the  time  of  the  last  general  suspeosioo, 
its  circulation  was  large,  and  when  the  banks  of  the  neig^hbonof 
States  resumed,  it  refused  to  join  them,  prefering,  it  was  thought  at 
the  time,  to  redeem  its  circulation  at  the  office  of  Mr.  St.  John,  ia 
New  York,  at  a  large  discount.  Since  that  time  I  have  not  heard 
much  of  the  institution,  but  have  understood  that  it  did  not  resume 
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payDnentv  agatn  tU]  within  tiz  montlm  since,  when  h  became  in  souie 
way  connected  with  an  institution  in  Columbus. 

This,  I  understand,  is  under  the  control  of  a  broker  in  Cincinnati, 
who  redeenos  the  notes  of  New  Hope  Delaware  Bridge  Company  at 
5  per  cent,  discount,  returns  them  to  Columbus,  where  they  are  again 
put  in  circulation  to  again  undergo  this  shaving  operation.

Personally  appeared  before  Belm  Latham,  Bank  Commissioner  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  Samuel  Medary,  who,  being  first  duly  sworn,  de- 
poses  and  ssys: 

That,  having  published  in  the  Ohio  Statesman,  some  time  hist  fall, 
an  article  relating  to  the  introduction  of  foreign  and  suspicious  paper 
into  this  State,  deponent  was  called  upon  by  Warren  Jenkins,  Esq., 
and  by  him  invited  into  the  office  of  the  Columbus  Insurance  CompB" 
ny.

with  the  privilege  of  increasing  the  amount,  if  it  was  desired,  accord- 
ing to  their  wants,  and  that  which  notes,  theWthe  Mechanics'  Savings 
Institution,)  were  to  mark  with  the  letter  «W,**  when  they  put  them 
into  circulation.  The  manner  of  redeeming  said  notes,  either  at  the 
Delaware  Bridge  Company,  or  the  Mechanics*  Savings  Institution, 
deponent  does  not  recollect,  as  far  as  the  contract  was  concerned;  but 
Mr.  Jenkins  verbally  assured  him  that  they  would  be  redeemed  at  the 
Savings  Institution,  in  specie.  Mr.  Jenkins  said  there  was  no  danger 
to  the  public  m  issuing  that  paper.  Deponent  replied  that  he  did  not 
doubt  that  the  Institution  was  sufficiently  able  to  redeem  that  amount, 
being  much  smaller  than  the  amount  which  he  had  understood  they 
had  brought  on  for  circulation,  having  heard  that  they  had  brought 
on  between  three  and  four  hundred  thousand.  Further,  deponent 
said  that,  even  supposing  that  no  loss  should  occur  to  the  public,  in 
ihie  particular  instance,  yet  it  was  opening  the  door  for  every  corpo- 
ration in  the  State  to  do  the  same}  which  would  result  in  flooding  the 
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State  witb  a  spurious  and  depracialsd  paper,  and,  finally,  great  tost 
to  the  people.

Deak  Sir — I  have  received  your  communication  of  14th  inataat, 
requesting  me  to  state  the  conversation  that  took  place  between  my- 
self and  Mr.  Warren  Jenkins,  of  Columbus,  some  time  in  September, 
last. 

I  hasten  to  give  it  to  you,  as  near  as  I  can  recollect.  On  the  even- 
ing of  the  18th  September,  1843,  Mr.  Jenkins  arrived  here,  fron 
Cleveland,  and  called  at  this  Bank,  with  $1,500  of  our  notes,  re- 
questing me  to  give  him  specie  for  it.  After  having  given  him  the 
coin,  I  asked  him  if  the  report  that  the  Mechanics^  Savings  Listitu- 
tion,  of  Columbus,  had  purchased  the  New  Hope  and  Delaware  Brid|8 
Company  Bank,  of  New  Jersey,  was  true,  to  which  he  replied  in  the 
affirmative,  stating  that  they  would  use  some  of  the  notes  at  Colam- 
bus.  Whether  Mr.  Jenkins  had  any  of  these  notes  with  him,  or  how 
much,  I  am  unable  to  say.  He  did  not  m^e  any  arrangement  with 
me,  in  regard  to  our  receiving  the  notes  of  that  bank,  nor  do  I  recol- 
lect that  he  wished  to  make  any  arrangement  in  regard  to  it. 

The  above  is,  I  think,  as  near  the  substance  of  our  conversation,  as 
I  can  recollect.

Previous  to  the  receipt  of  your  letter  our  attentioD  had  been  called 
la  the  error  complained  of  ia  your  official  report  as  Bank  Conunis^ 
•ioDers,  and  we  supposed  you  acted  in  good  faith*  but  had  acted  under 
erroaeous  statements.  The  amount  of  produce  purchased  at  this 
place  has  greatly  increased  each  year  since  the  Canal  was  put  mw 
operation,  say  July,  IBSO,  and  as  this  section  of  our  State  is  daily  in- 
creasing, and  the  £&cilities  to  produce  wheat,  and  other  produce,  are 
ftlao  augmenting,  we  anlieipate  a  much  larger  amount  of  irade  tbaa 
we  already  possess. 

The  amount  of  wheats  and  other  produce,  purchased  and  ahipped 

Sour  merchants  during  the  season  of  1843,  would  fall  bul  little  short 
seven  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  importation  of  naercbaadise^ 
lar  the  year  past,  has  beea  large,  but  we  have  no  means  to  get  at  tbe 
p#eciee  amount.

The  fourth  inquiry  asks  upon  what  authority  the  following  stable- 
oient  was  made:  ^*In  one  county,  alone,  after  the  resumption  of  spe- 
cie pay  meats,  during  the  course  of  six  months,  there  was  paid  out, 
for  the  article  of  wheat,  about  $136,000,  in  specie,*^  &c. 
.  in  answer  to  the  call,  I  reply,  that  it  was  made  from  the  i^ecollection 
^^f  a  conversation,  between  Charles  K.  Skinner,  President  of  the  Mas- 
aillon  Bank,  E.  W.  Hubbard,  Fund  Commissioner,  and  myself. 

In  that  conversation,  Mr.  Skinner  spoke  of  a  transaction,  which  in- 
volved the  disbursement  of  a  very  considerable  sum  of  money,  in 
which  a  Mr.  Miltinberger,  the  agent  or  partner  of  a  house  in  Canada, 
if  I  recollect  aright,  was  concerned. 

In  the  course  of  the  conversation,  Mr.  Skinner  stated  that  the  Mas- 
•illon  Bank  had  paid  out  the  sum  of  $136,000,  in  specie,  or  about  that 
earn,  in  the  redemption  of  its  paper,  iivhich  bad  been  applied  to  the 
l^urchaseof  wheat,  in  the  county  of  Stark,  during  the  six  months  suc- 
ceeding the  resumption  of  specie  paynnents. 

In  confirmation  of  the  correctness  of  the  foregoing  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  money  paid  out,  we  transcribe  the  following  statement, 
from  the  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  pages 
46  and  47. 

The  names  of  the  purchasers  and  sellers  of  produce,  dec,  in  the 
county  of  Stark,  cannot  be  given,  as  we  have  no  means  of  obtaining

is  substantially  correct.    I  then  said^  aod  was  sustained  by  facts,  that 
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this  Institutioil  paid,  in  t)i»«|Mfl»  of  eigkl  i»oiiU»  AMeeding  the  »« 
mmption,  in  1842)  in  the  redemption  of  its  own  paper,  oae  hondred 
tnd  thirty  six  thousand  dollars  in  coin,  and  on  reflection  feel  safeia 
patting  H  as  high  as  one  hundredand  fif^y  thousand  in  the  abo^e  time, 
and  am  confident  in  asserting  that  nine  tenths  of  the  last  named  sum 
went  to  farmers  in  paymenlof  produce  raised  in  Stark,  and  the  ad- 
joining counties  of  Holmes,  Wayne,  Carroll  and  Columbiana,  each  of 
which  make  heavy  sales  of  produce  at  this  place;  and  permit  me  to 
assume,  as  a  fact,  that  about  one  half  of  the  above  sum  remained  ia 
tMs  county. 

Relatiye  to  the  arrangement  with  Messrs.  Miltenbergers,  they  be* 
tog  desirous  to  invest  in  produce,  at  a  specie  value,  and  at  the  sane 
time  avoid  the  trouble  of  frequent  aaoves  of  so  cumbersome  an  artide, 
deposited  with  us  some  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  dollars  in  silver,  on 
which  thoy  drew,  and  disbursed  a  like  sum  of  the  noteeof  this  bank; 
•and,  as  far  as  I  know,  -resulted  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties. 

It  may  be  relevant  here  to  remark,  that  when  resumption  occurred 
at  the  4th  of  March,  1842,  our  circulation  was  below  $40,000,  asd 
near  that  anoount  of  .coin  on  hand;  yet  such  was  the  fever  for  cchd 
that  the  first  issue  of  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  the  paper,  w% 
put  in  circulation,  retnroed  at  the  rate  of  from  seven  to  ten  tbouksd 
dollars  per  week-— and  as  our  cireulation  increased  the  call  for  metal 
kept  pace  for  some  six  to  ten  months,  in  all  of  which  time  we  have 
nhrown  out  near  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  coin;  and  aow  ifaa 
individual  in  this  section  has  money  it  rates  as  cash. 

I  delay  this  one  mail  in  order  to  give  you  the  following  atatnnent 
of  the  amount  of  wheat,  flour,  die.,  bought  at  this  place  during  the 
preceding  year,  1843:

The  wheat  reoei?ed  from  canal  boats  was  principally  from  CltAtoo* 
Fiihon,  MassilloD,  Navarre,  and  Bolivar;  but  the  amount  ftom  eaeh 
plaee  cannot  be  ascertained  with  any  degree  of  certainty.

Other  descriptions  of  produce  have  been  paid  for,  mostly  in  goods, 
salt,  plaster,  shineles,  6cc.i  and,  inasmuch  as  several  eastern  mer- 
chants and  manufacturers  stood  in  our  streets  last  summer  and  fall, 
and  purchased  wool,  clover  and  grass  seed,  who,  on  the  close  of  navi- 
gation, returned  home,  and  cannot  now  be  consulted,  it  is  impossible 
to  form  a  very  correct  idea  of  the  amount  of  cash  paid  for  any  descrip- 
tion of  produce,  except  wheat,  flour,  dec.

The  Bhh  interrogatory  ^'to  complain  of  the  hardness  of  the  times,^ 
^M^,  involves  nothing  anecting  the  rights  or  liberties  of  any  one,  be 
the  position  true  or  false;  but  as  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  have  seen  proper  to  call  for  its  meaning,  it  is  entitled, 
and  shall  receive  a  respectful  consideration. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  a  correct  understandipg  of  the  objectionable 
sentiment,  it  will  be  necessary  to  present  the  whole  subject  in  con- 
nection; accordingly,  the  following  quotations  are  made: 

^The  dark  hour  of  panic  and  distress,  arising  from  bank  failures 
and  a  deplreciated  currency,  has  passed  by,  and  if  we  are  not  mistaken, 
a  better  and  a  more  prosperous  state  of  things  will  reward  our  citi- 
Eens  for  their  forbearance  under  the  greatest  evils  that  could  visit 
a  people,  honestly  and  perseveringly  prosecuting  their  lawful  avoca- 
tions. 

**Many  causes,  it  is  true,  may  have  combined  to  produce  this  happy 
result;  but,  in  our  estimation,  it  is  principally  to  be  attributed  to  the 
resumption  and  faithful  maintenance  of  specie  payments*  The 
grounds  of  our  opinion  it  is  unnecessary  to  review  at  this  time. 
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*<Ttie  law  compeUiDg  the  muniptioii  of  speaie  pftymeDt,  it  om 
Cme,  was  a  fruitful  topic  of  abuae  araoag  a  large  and  teapeetaUedaM 
of  eitiseDt;  but  that  time  haa  goD#  by,  and  the  meaaare  is  now  ra* 
garded  aa  oue  amooff  the  moat  salutary  which  oould  have  been  eotct- 
ed.  To  complain  of  the  tardy  aocumulatton  of  wealth,  the  hardiMs 
of  the  tiroes,  the  derangement  of  our  public  and  moeetary  a&in, 
the' confusion  and  distress  which  threatens  to  overwhelm  us  all,  is  tk 
peculiar  province  of  some  men,^  dec. 

In  the  foregoing  quotations  no  imputation  was  cast  or  intended  to 
be  cast  upon  any  claas  of  men  or  party.  If  the  language  used  imy, 
by  a  forced  construction,  be  interpreted  into  a  latent  design  to  sMil 
the  whig  party,  and  presses  opposed  to  the  passage  of  the  resuinptiQi 
law,  it  was  more  than  was  intended.  We  most  eraphattoallj  aad 
positively  deny  that  such  was  the  design  of  the  Ckmimissionen. 

If  it  is  admissible  to  speak  upon  this  subject  in  general  tema,  it 
can  only  be  done  by  the  use  of  another  term,  perhaps  equally  ofajtt- 
tionable,  viz:  that  we  referred  to  that  class  of  men  who  wish  to  life 
by  their  vtte,  rather  than  the  practice  of  honest  industry.

7b  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio: 

Gentlbhen:  In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,^  that 
the  Board  of  PuMic  Works,  be  requested  to  examine  the  memo- 
rial of  Lyon,  Buck,  and  Wolf,  recently  presented  to  this  Getieral 
Assembly,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended,  and  report  to  the  Senate 
the  reasons  why  the  Agents  of  the  State  have  neglected  and  re- 
fused to  settle  the  accounts  of  the  memorialists,  as  contractors, 
on  the  Muskingum  Improvement;^'  the  Board  have  examined 
the  memorial  of  Lyon,  Buck,  and  Wolf,  and  herewith  submit  the 
following  report: 

From  April,  1840,  to  July,  1841,  Nathaniel  Medbery  was  the 
Resident  Engineer,  and  WUliam  McAboy,  Assistant  Engineer 
on  the  Muskin^m  Improvement,  and  during  that  time,  they 
carefully  exammed  the  claims  of  Lyon,  Buck,  and  Wolf,  and 
the  work  performed  by  them  as  contractors,  on  sections  Nos.  5, 
9  and  12,  on  the  Muskingum  Improvement,  and  determined  upon 
the  principle,  tipon  which  the  final  accounts  have  since  been 
made  out  by  William  McAboy,  the  present  Resident  Engineer. 

The  final  accounts,  as  made  out  by  the  Engineers,  are  believed 
by  the  Board,  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  most  liberal  construc- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  contracts. 

The  memorialists,  it  is  presumed,  do  not  pretend  but  that  they 
have  had  certified  copies  of  these  final  accounts;  but  with  such 
final  accounts  as  they  have  demanded  should  be  made  out,  inclu- 
ding their  ckims,  which,  it  was  believed,  have  no  foundation 
under  their  contracts,  the  Engineer  has  not  deemed  it  proper  to 
present  them. 
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For  the  balances  due  the  contractors  on  their  woriE,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  certified  account  of  the  Resident  Engineer, 
checks  were  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  State,  by  the  Acting 
Commissioner,  and  paid  over  to  them  in  June  last. 

The  principal  items  claimed  by  the  contractors,  and  which  the 
Engineers  have  refused  to  insert  in  the  final  accounts,  are  the 
following: 

First*  An  additional  allowance  on  cast  iron  windlasses  used 
on  the  lock  walls,  in  opening  mid  closing  the  main  gates  of  die 
lock* 

The  contract  says,  ^  for  iron  sixteen  cents  per  pouad*'^  Ii 
addition  to  the  iron  worb  used  about  the  lock  and  gates,  there 
were  10,840  pounds  of  casting  required  for  paddle  gates,  fram^ 
rollers,  &:c«,  lor  each  lock;  fuso,  eight  cast  iron  windlasses  for 
opening  and  closing  the  main  gates  K)r  each  lock,  weighing  alxmt 
27,000  pounds. 

The  contractors  claimed  that  they  were  entitled  to  16  cents 
per  pound,  for  all  these  castings,  as  well  as  for  the  wrought  iron 
work. 

In  making  up  the  final  account,  the  Engineers  determined  that 
as  it  was  anticipated  at  the  time  of  the  letting,  that  cast  paddk 

S.tes,  frames,  rollers,  &c.,  would  be  required  for  the  locks,  that 
ese  mi^t  be  paid  for  at  the  contract  price  for  iron;  but,  as  it 
was  not  determmed  at  the  time  of  letting  the  work,  whether 
wood  or  cast  windlasses  should  be  used,  but  that  it  would  be  an 
after  consideration,  the  windlasses  were  estimated  and  paid  for 
at  their  actual  cost. 

The  difference  between  the  amount  paid  and  claimed,  is  about 
|2,800  for  each  lock,  making  for  the  three  locks,  $8,400. 

Second.  The  contractors  further  claimed  an  additional  price 
of  35  cents  on  1 3,880  perches  of  protection  stone,  placed  on  the 
banks  of  the  lock  and  canal  on  section  No.  5. 

In  determining  upon  this  claim,  although  it  appeared  that 
during  the  construction  of  the  work,  the  contractors  had  in- 
duced the  former  engineer  to  agree  to  allow  them  some  twenty 
or  twenty  two  cents  per  perch  extra;  yet  it  was  considered  that 
he  had  no  right  to  change  the  terms  of  the  contract,  especially 
when  the  work  in,  the  aggregate  was  taken  at  very  high  pricei; 
therefore,  the  contract  price  was  adhered  to  in  the  final  w> 
count. 

Third — They  claim,  also^  an  alio  war  ce  for  a  large  amcMintof 
stone  washed  from  the  dam  on  section  No.  9,  during  its  coor 
giruction,  which  is  not  included  in  the  final  account. 

The  reasons  for  not  making  this  allowance,  are  contained  ip 
the  following  extract  from  the  notice  to  bidders,  exhibited  at  tli^ 
letting  of  the  work:     ^All  work  will  be  considered  at  the  risk 
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of  the  contractor  until  the  ^ob  is  finished  and  accepted;  and  no 
remuneration  will  be  made  for  losses  sustained  by  floods  or  other 
events  which  may  be  reasonably  anticipated." 

Fourth — They  further  claim  payment  for  removing  the  water 
from  the  chamber  of  the  locks,  and  keeping  it  out^  for  the  pur« 
pose  of  removing  stone  and  other  deposit  thrown  in  during  the 
construction  of  the  lock  walls,  and  to  facilitate  the  hanging  of 
the  gates  and  laying  the  railways. 

The  contracts  contain  this  provision:  '*The  contractor  agrees 
to  furnish  hands  and  utensils  for  excavatmg  lock  pits  below  low 
water,  at  the  actual  cost,  deducting  therefrom  his  own  services; 
the  State  paying  all  costs  appertaining  to  bailing  pits."  As  this 
provision  was  presumed  to  apply  to  the  excavatmg  of  the  pits, 
and  not  to  removing  water  from  the  lock  chamber  after  the 
walls  were  erected,  this  expense  was  not  included  in  the  final 
account. 

They  have  several  other  claims  of  small  amount,  and  of  a 
similar  character,  which  have  not  been  allowed. 

The  memorialists,  some  two  years  since,  commenced  a  suit  in 
Morgan  county  common  pleas  a^inst  the  Resident  Engineer, 
Mr.  McAboy,  in  which  they  set  forth,  among  other  things,  that 
he  had  not  only  neglected  to  make  out  the  final  accounts  of  their 
work,  but  that  he  had  wilfully  and  maliciously  refused  to  make 
and  certify  such  accounts  according  to  the  terms  of  their  several 
contracts.  The  suit  came  on  for  final  hearing  and  determina- 
tion, m  the  Supreme  Court  of  Morgan  county,  in  November 
last,  when,  after  a  laborious  trial  of  two  days,  and  the  examina- 
tion of  all  the  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  amounting 
to  some  twenty,  and  before  a  witness  was  examined  on  the  part 
of  the  defendant,  a  motion  was  made  on  ihe  part  of  the  defend- 
ant's counsel  for  a  nonsuit;  which,  after  being  ably  argued  by 
the  counsel  for  both  parties,  was  sustained  by  the  court,  and  the 
jury  were  accordingly  dismissed.  On  a  subsequent  motion  on 
the  part  of  the  plaintiff's  counsel,  for  permission,  at  some  future 
day,  to  show  cause  why  the  motion  for  nonsuit  should  not  have 
been  sustained  by  the  court,  leave  was  granted  for  such  show- 
In  settling  these  accounts,  much  difiSiculty  and  embarrassment 
has  been  experienced  by  the  agents  of  the  State,  who  had  them 
in  charge,  from  the  commencement  to  their  final  close;  and  it  is 
believed  that,  if  any  errors  have  been  committed,  they  have  re- 
sulted in  favor  of  the  contractors  rather  than  against  them*

1q  answer  to  the  following  resolution  of  the  Senate,  *^That  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  be  requested  to  report  to  the  Senate  a  list  of 
the  bids  made  to  their  board  by  individuals,  with  the  amount  of  each, 
for  clearing  the  timber  fVom  the  Mercer  County  Reservoir^ — 

The  Board  herewith  present  an  abstract  of  the  proposals  for  dear* 
ing  the  timber  from  the  Mercer  County  Reservoir,  received  after  giv- 
ins  due  notice  in  newspapers  of  genera!  circulation  in  the  State. 

The  number  of  acres  for  which  the  proposals  were  received  (8,912) 
does  not  comprise  the  entire  clearing  of  the  reservoir,  the  eiterior 
boundaries  of  which,  is  a  line  which  was  run  four  feet  below  <Hop 
water  line;^  consequently  when  the  water  is  raised  to  its  proper  highth 
it  will  flow  about  three  thousand  acres  more  than  would  be  included 
in  the  former  estimate  of  clearing.  The  timber  00  that  part  of  the 
reservoir  which  lies  outside  the  former  line  has  not  been  girdled,  and 
is  consequently  all  green  and  more  expensive  to  clear  than  that  for 
which  the  proposals  were  received. 

The  lowest  bid,  it  will  be  perceived,  is  that  of  Golden  and  Talbert, 
at  $16  66  per  acre.  These  men  are  entirely  irresponsible.  It  is 
supposed  that  the  firm  of  M'Laughlin,  Riley  &  Co.,  are  the  lowest 
that  can  be  considered  responsible.

In  reply  to  a  Resolution  of  the  Senate^  relative  to  the  Joes  siutained  by  the 
CUizene  ofthie  Slale^  hy  ihefculure  of  Banks  and  the  de- 
preciation of  Bank  Paper,  smee  the  year  1881, 4^. 


In   Senate — February    14,    1844. 


To  the  Senate  of  Ohio: 

The  resolution  of  the  Senate,  adopted  on  the  5th  instant,  call- 
ing upon  the  Bank  Commissioners  ^To  report  to  this  General 
Assembly  the  amount  of  losses,  as  near  as  the  same  can  be  as- 
certained, which  the  citizens  of  this  State  have  sustained  by 
the  failure  of  banks,  and  by  the  depreciation  of  bank  paper, 
which  has  been  used  as  a  circulating  medium,  since  1831,''  was 
communicated  to  me  a  few  days  a^o* 

I  have  given  the  subject  my  undivided  attention*  since  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  resolution,  and  must  acknowledge  that  I  have  discov- 
ert no  means  by  which  the  information  asked  can  be  obtained. 

The  circulation  of  this  state  has  consisted  of  the  notes  of  the 
chartered  and  unchartered  banks  of  Ohio,  and  the  surrounding 
States;  of  the  notes  of  other  corporations;  of  the  notes  of  indi- 
viduals, and  of  gold  and  silver  coin.  What  the  paper  circulation 
has  amounted  to  at  any  one  period,  or  during  the  time  specified  in 
your  resolution,  cannot  now  be  ascertained. 

From  bank  failures  our  citizens  have  been  severely  injured  in 
their  property,  and,  from  the  depreciation  of  bank  paper,  the 
losses  must  have  been  immense.  If  we  add  to  this  the  discount 
to  which  the  notes  of  the  solvent  banks  are  constantly  subjected, 
and  the  injury  inflicted  upon  every  branch  of  industry,  by  the  con- 
tractions and  expansions  of  a  paper  currency,  we  have  an  amount 
of  loss  that  would  appear  really  incredible.  Yet  this  is  a  loss  to 
be  felt,  rather  than  a  loss  to  be  estimated  in  dollars  and  cents. — 
I  cannot  find  a  man  who  knows  his  own  loss. 

To  make  the  attempt  to  trace  out,  in  the  various  channels  of 
our  paper  circulation,  the  waste  of  property  occasioned  by  this 
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substitute  for  money,  would  be  a  waste  of  time  and  an  ooiMeei- 
sanr  sacrifice  of  the  public  money.  I  could  not,  in  a  year's  time, 
make  a  statement  that,  to  my  mind,  would  eren  approximate  th« 
truth. 

In  this  opinion  I  difier  from  my  colleage,  Mr.  Latham.  He 
supposes  an  estimate  can  be  made,  and  is  making  eztennye  prep> 
arations  for  the  work.  I  have  never  shrunk  from  the  perroriD- 
ance  of  any  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  the  law  under  which  I 
have  assumed  to  act,  and  I  snould  now  proceed  to  answer  tl» 
cM  of  the  Senate^  did  I  not  believe  it  to  imposmble  to  obtun  aaj 
satisfactory  information  in  rep[ard  to  it. 

I  hme  the  Senate  may  relieve  me  from  the  further  consideTS> 
tion  of  this  subject

It  will  be  seen  that  the  business  and  revenue  of  this  Canal  aM 
steadily  increasing,  while,  on  many  of  our  public  improveiseDli^ 
there  is  a  falling  off  in  both. 

The  revenue,  however,  accruing  directly  to  the  State  from  Ae  j 
annual  dividends  declared  on  the  stock,  forms  but  a  small  portiil  V 
of  the  advantages  resulting  to  the  State  from  this  improvemefit 
The  additional  business  it  introduces  to  the  main  line  of  the  Ohio 
Canal,  which  passes  from  the  junction  at  Akron,  either  nordi  oc 
south  upon  that  line,  augments  the  revenues  of  the  State  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  the  income  derived  from  divideodsi 
and  constitutes  no  inconsiderable  item  of  business  on  the  maio 
line  of  the  Ohio  Canal. 

There  have  been  four  dividends  declared  since  the  navigation 
wag  partially  opened  in  1840.  The  first,  of  one  per  cent;  tbe 
second  and  third,  one  and  a  half,  each;  and  the  fourth,  of  oae 

Cer  cent*,  declared  on  the  first  of  January  last,  ail  of  which  beie 
een  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State.  The  funds  on  bnd 
would  have  been  sufficient  to  have  warranted  a  dividend  of  tfvo 
per  cent,  in  January  last,  had  it  not  been  deemed  indisf>eD8atde 
oy  the  Board  of  Directors  to  carry  out  the  original  design  of  the 
officers  of  the  State,  by  the  construction  of  feeders  from  Muddy 
and  Sandy  Lakes,  which  had  been  suspended  only  from  year  to 
year,  at  the  recommendation  of  Col.  Dodge,  the  principal  engin- 
eer of  the  work.  Deeming  a  further  postponement  of  this  work 
unwise  and  hazardous,  at  his  earnest  solicitations,  the  wortc  htf 
been  put  under  contract,  and  it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  the 
funds  on  hand,  together  with  the  accruing  tolls,  will  be  adeqotte 
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for  its  completion  in  due  season,  to  meet  the  increasing  business 
of  the  Canal. 

By  reference  to  the  precediog  statement  of  the  current  ex* 
penses  of  the  company  for  repairs,  and  contingencies  for  the  last 
two  years,  it  will  be  perceived  that  they  fall  far  short  of  the  ordi- 
nary amount  required  on  other  public  works  of  the  State,  to  keep 
them  in  order  for  navigation,  the  whole  line  of  improvement 
opened,  including  main  line,  sidecuts,  navigable  feeders,  and  slack- 
water  created,  being  nearly  one  hundred  miles  in  extent. 

The  whole  amount  expended  for  construction  and  repairs  up  to 
the  present  time,  being  the  fourth  year  since  it  was  partially  open- 
ed for  navigation,  including  contingent  expenses,  falls  short  of 
thirteen  thousand  dollars  for  each  mile  of  navigation  created,  and 
the  contingent  expenses  less  than  ten  per  cent,  on  the  cost  of  con- 
struction. 

The  unprecedented  flood  which  occurred  in  June  last,  along 
the  whole  line  of  the  Canal,  which  occasioned  immense  damages 
to  mills,  bridges,  highways,  and  other  property,  throughout  the 
Cuyahoga  and  Mahoning  vallies,  and  their  tributary  streams, 
"whiGh  covered  the  entire  embankments  of  the  Canal  for  miles, 
passed  off  without  doine  essential  injury  to  many  of  our  perma- 
nent structures,  and  the  injury  sustained  by  the  banks  was 
promptly  repaired,  without  a  long  interruption  of  the  navigation. 
So  far  as  the  work  has  been  tested  by  time  and  occupation,  it  will 
bear  comparison  with  any  of  our  public  improvements  for  strength 
and  durability.  This  report  has  been  delayed  for  some  weeks,  in 
order  to  close  some  foreign  accounts  on  the  books  of  the  Treas- 
urer, that  they  might  be  presented  in  a  more  condensed  and  sim- 
plified form.

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Kioety  two  coHeges  witkia  the  States  and  parts  ef  States  wbeMe 
tl»U  Inatitution  has  been  wont  to  draw  Us  studeRts.  True,  nriaay  of 
these  exist  ooly  on  paper,  but  many  of  iheoi  have  a  practical  exist- 
^eoce.  and  true,  also,  several  others  not  en4jmerated  la  the  census  of 
1^40,  hav«  sprung  up  since  that  date,  as  Asbury  University,  Indiana* 
acolle§e  iii  Delaware  county,  Ohio,  one  near  Columbus,  and  one  in 
Abbeville  District,  South  Carolina.  There  are  fowr  colleges  within 
t^rty  two  miJesof  us,  in  successful  operation,  ^Z^v^  others  withia 
one  hundred  and  tiiirty,  and  two  others  withta  one  hundred  and 
seventy  five^  seventeen  colleges  ia  operation,  besides  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, within  ooe  hundred  and  seventy  Hve  milesl  This  may  ac- 
^VMint,  in  some  degree,  for  the  diminished  numbers  in  this  Insttiuiioo. 
But  it  may  be  asked,  does  not  this  very  multiplication  of  colleges 
in  its  vicinity  argue  ineHiciency  and  want  of  confidence  in  the  State 
Institationt     Why  have  *io  many  rivals  sprung  upf 

We  thiak  there  must  be  three  distinct  answers  returned  to  this 
question, each  of  which  is  true  in  its  proportion: 

l»  Because  oC  local  interest  and  local  jealousies.  History  has  re- 
eorded  i^,  that  the  attempt  of  the  Cincinnati  influence  to  remove  the 
Miami  University  to  the  vicinity  of  that  city,  were  partly  the  results 
of  justice,  partly  of  jealousies,  and  that  these  attempts  ceased  only 
with  the  conception  and  fixed  purposes,  in  the  minds  of  that  people, 
of  building  up  a  college  of  their  own.  So  it  has  been  in  other  places. 
Every  man  wishes  to  have  every  convenience  possible.  This  feeling 
the  people  have  indulged  ia  to  their  own^reat  disadvantage,  not  per- 
ceiving that  this  excessive  multiplication  of  colleges  is  a  most  im- 
provident waste  of  oapitaL  An  excess  of  colleges,  like  an  excess  of 
banks,  must  lead  to  disastrous  consequences. 

2.  Another  stimulant  to  the  establishment  of  new  colleges,  is  found 
in  the  spirit  of  ultra-abolitionism  in  almost  all  the  free  States,  but* 
perhaps,  especially  in  Ohio.  This  movement  has  given  offence  to  the 
•euth.  A  great  majority  of  southern  young  men  were  formerly  seat 
north  for  education,  for  the  avowed  reason  that  their  parents  wished 
them  to  be  educated  where  labor  is  honorable,  and  far  off  froin  the 
malign  influences  of  slavery.  But  after  this  unhappy  movement  hsui 
furoduced  an  irritated  state  of  feeling,  the  south  determined  to  avoid 
the  opportunitiee  of  provocation  by  building  up  colleges  of  iUelv  own. 
For  example^as  bearing;  directly  upon  Miami  University,  Er^deine 
College,  in  Abbeville  District.  South  Carolina,  has  cut  ofl*a  large  nup* 
ply.  Nearly  one  in  thirteen  of  our  graduates  have  been  frutn  that 
State,  and  nearly  one  in  nine  from  Kentucky.  Now  we  have  only 
one  Carolinian,  and  not  one  Kentuckian.  The  same  operation  is  oc- 
ouring  by  Oakland  College,  Mississippi.  The  probabilities  am,  that 
we  sball  not  long  show  any  patronage  from  slaveholding  States. 
This  cause  of  non intercourse  is  permanent.  We  have  compelled  the 
south  to  build  colleges  in  self  defence,  and  they  will  not  pull  them 
down  to  please  us.  Thus  it  is  that  we  have  cut  ofl*  the  springs  that 
it  water  to  our  own  roilL 
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9.  Bttt  the  chief  eauM  of  the  mufttpltCAtkm  of  eoMegefl  ie  to  be  Aimi 
ift  the  jealousies  of  the  yarious  religtovs  denominations.  The  pre^ 
lem  is  yet  to  be  solved,  whether,  in  our  eoantry,  a  State  iiterarf 
Institution  can  be  sustained.  The  praettoal  difficulty  lies  here:  The 
College  musi  and  the  State  muit  net  have  a  religion.  It  is  «ot  nov  a 
problem  for  solntion  whether  or  not  a  college  can  prosper  i^itbeal 
religion.  That  it  cannot,  ts  a  theorem  sestained  by  the  roosi  orsr* 
whelming  eTidenee.  Witness  the  splendid  conception  asd  the  shait 
fn\  abortion  of  the  Virginia  UniTerstty.  Money  by  mtllioBa,  in  tie 
absence  of  religion,  eould  not  make  a  college,  but  religion  witboeta 
dollar  of  endowment  has  made  scores  of  them.  The  reaaen  is  ob- 
vious: Christianity,  the  only  true  religion,  easnol  prosper  withesi 
literature;  for  the  labor  of  her  teachers  consists  simply  in  the  inte^ 
pretation  of  language.  Literature,  moreover,  ie  the  handmaid  of 
Science,  and  Religion  is  the  foster  parent  of  both.  This  theorem  ts 
settled  and  registered  among  the  axioms  of  educational  scieace. 

But  whether  a  college  under  the  direct  eontroT  of  the  Slate,  cae 
permanently  prosper,  we  say,  is  a  problem,  the  issue  of  wtiose  sitoa- 
tion  is  doubtful  f  and  we  have  pointed  out  the  intrinsic  difficulty  which 
creates  the  doubt.  The  State,  as  ttif^can  have  no  religion^  If,  there* 
fore,  a  State  (or  a  body  of  trustees  created  by  the  State,)-  attempt  t» 
conduct  a  eoUegCt  like  itself,  without  religion,  it  must  fail.  The  eoa> 
fidence  of  the  religious  community  in  it  will  be  withdrawn,  and  it 
must  expire. 

But  if  a  college  must  have  religion,  it  must  have  some  refigiom 
men  in  its  Faculty,  and  they  must  have  some  religtoos  belief,  aai 
therefore  a  creed.  Hence  sectarian  jealousies.  Unless  the  Presideit, 
to  whom  the  moral  and  religious  department  is  intrusted,  belongs  ts 
no  sect.  Christian  or  Jew,  Pagan  or  Mahomedan,  he  mujJt  believe  tte 
creed  of  his  sect.  And  it  is  highly  probable,  if  he  could  be  withoata 
creed,  he  would  be  of  the  most  bigoted  and  unacceptable  of  all  sects. 
Bat  if  he  do  belong  to  a  seet,  then  he  will  have  to  encounter  rht 
watchful  jealousy  of  all  other  sects,  and  especially  of  those  whoaie 
most  deeply  infected  with  contracted  views  and  the  sectarian  spiritr 
and  who,  influenced  by  this,  have  established  colleges  of  their  o«b« 
h  is  this  spirit  of  denominational  jealousy  which  has  produced  mort 
of  the  efficient  colleges  within  the  circuit  we  have  mentioned.  The 
two  we  have  named  as  resulting  from  reaction  against  abolitioaisav 
are  also,  in  the  sense  here  intended,  sectarian  institutions;  Brskise 
College,  S.  Car.,  being  under  Associate  Reformed,  and  Oakland^Mi^ 
sissippi,  under  Presbyterian  auspices.  We  may  nanoe  also,  as  uadff 
this  latter  denominational  power  and  patronage,  Center  College,  Ke^* 
tucky,  and  South  Hanover,  Indiana;  whilst  at  Urawfordsville,  ioditai, 
Blendon,  near  Columbus,  and  Marietta,  are  Colleges  under  theoootrol 
ef  New  School  Presbyterians.  Then  there  is  the  College  at  Augusta, 
and  the  Transylvania  University,  in  Kentucky,  a  State  IneiitutioSt 
and  the  new  establishment  in  Delaware  county,  Ohio,  and  the  Asboty 
University,  Indiana,  all  four  Methodist  Institutions.  We  have  tlis 
College  at  Covington^  and  one  at  Georgetown,  Ky.^  under  Baptitt 
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gsvernineat  and  auspices.  St.  Xavier,  CtDciDnati,  k  (lie  Romta 
Catholic.  Here  are  twelve  colleges,  all  within  about  one  hundred  and 
thirty  miles  of  us,  and  all  sectarian  in  Ibrm  and  fkct,  avowedly  under 
the  control  and  auspices  of  particular  denominations.  Nor  are  we 
sure  our  enumeration  is  complete;  but  it  will  be  sufficient  to  show 
the  practical  working.  Now,  to  say  these  things  ought  not  to  be,* 
will  not  alter  the  facts.  So  they  are;  and  all  but  one  or  two  of  these 
colleges  began  to  struggle  into  lifb  when  Miami  University  had  not 
much  declined  in  the  number  of  her  students;  yet  it  was  not  for  some 
time  we  felt  their  influence.  It  is  easy  to  see  how  they  affect  ou^ 
numbers.  The  different  sects,  of  course,  will  make  special  efforts  to 
fill  up  the  classes  of  their  sectarian  colleges,  respectively.  New 
School  Presbyterians  will  not  send  students  to  South  Hanover  or  Cen- 
tre, but  to  Crawfordsville,  Marietta, or  Blendon .  Old  School  Presby- 
terians will  not  send  to  these  last  named,  but  to  Centre  or  South 
Hanover.  Baptists  will  not  send  to  either  class,  but  to  Covington  or 
Georgetown.  Methodists  will  not  send  to  either  of  the  above  men- 
tioned, but  will  concentrate  all  their  forces  upon  Augusta,  Asbury, 
Lexington  and  Delaware.  Such  is  the  actual  spirit  of  the  age.  Thus 
State  Institutions  have  to  compete  with  a  party  feeling  of  immense 
power,  without  the  possibility  of  counter-working  with  a  similar 
spirit. 

Bui  the  nM>st  serious  aspect  of  the  case  is  not  that  which  regards 
numbers  only  and  directly.  It  will  be  easily  perceived  that  the  power 
of  denominational  feeling  will  be  strongest  with  the  more  decidedly 
pious  part  of  denominations.  The  young  men  most  likely  to  be  sent 
to  an  Old  School  Presbyterian  College,  as  such,  will  be  precisely  the 
most  sober,  pious  and  moral.  Young  men  most  likely  to  be  sent  to 
Augusta,  Delaware,  Asbury,  and  now  to  Lexington,  because  they  are 
Methodist  Institutions,  are  their  most  pious,  moral  and  devoted  youth, 
&c  &c. 

Moreover,  at  such  colleges,  mostly  some  provision  is  made  for 
tuition  gratuitously,  or  at  diminished  cost;  and  not  unfrequently, 
ecclesiastical  boards  or  committees  offer  gratuitous  aid  to  this  class  of 
youth,  on  condition  that  they  resort  to  the  college  of  tAtf  sect.  Obvious- 
ly, therefore,  the  tendency  is  X9  draw  off  that  class  of  students  who 
are  most  easily  governed,  because  their  moral  habits  are  settled  and 
fixed,  and  who  constitute  the  salt,  who  embody  the  antiseptic  power 
in  a  college;  without  whom,  in  the  mass,  it  could  not  be  governed  at 
all,  but  my  military  law,  that  is  brute  power. 

Here  is  the  philosophy  of  the  undoubted  fact,  that  since  sectarian 
Colleges  sprung  up,  State  institutions  are  more  difficult  to  govern. 
The  internal  conservative  power  is  diminished.  The  proportion  of 
pious  young  men  is  too  small.  Hence  the  University  of  Virginia, 
about  four  or  five  years  ago,  made  provisions  for  the  gratuitous  in- 
struction of  a  large  number  of  this  class  of  young  men,  and  this  policy 
was  dictated  by  the  experience  and  practice  of  most- Colleges.  Such 
beneficence  gains  more  in  moral  power  than  it  loses  in  pecuniary 
force. 
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Persuaded  we  are  that  the  gratuitous  instruction  of  forty  or  fifty 
jroung  men  of  all  the  religious  denomiuatioos,  to  be  admitted,  upoa 
proper  testimonials  of  their  respective  sects,  in  the  order  of  their  ap- 
plications, would  soon  enlarge  the  receipts  for  tuition  in  this  College. 
At  first,  indeed,  they  would  dimipish.  But  such  increment  to  its  monl 
power  would  speedily  be  felt  in  the  growing  confidence  of  the  con* 
nauntty,  and  thus  react  favorably  upon  its  funds. 

Another  cause  of  great  perplexity  to  us,  though  not  peculiar,  is  the 
vending  of  intoxicating  drinks  in  our  vicinity.  Some  of  our  citixeot, 
regardless  of  the  interest  of  the  College  and  the  comonunity,  snd  sunk 
below  the  influence  of  wholesome  public  sentiment,  still  minister  tot 
vicious  appetite,  and,  in  consequence,  the  reputation  of  the  iostitatioB 
suffers.  At  South  Hanover  College  by  a  vote  of  the  township,  takeo 
according  to  law,  the  sale  of  alcoholic  drinks  is  forbidden  in  the 
township.  The  consequence  is,  a  growing  conndence  of  the  public  in 
the  moral  character  of  the  institution.  If  our  Legislature  would  pesi 
a  law  authorizing  and  directing  such  a  vote  to  be  taken  io  Ozfori 
township,  we  should  be  able  to  carry  the  measure,  and  it  would  have 
a  n)ost  happy  eflTect. 

We  are  persuaded,  that  should  these  two  suggestions  be  embodied 
in  a  law,  we  would  be  able  in  the  term  of  a  year,  to  give  a  better  ac- 
count of  the  growth  and  vigor  of  your  foster-child. 

We  turn  now  to  the  bright  side  of  the  picture.  It  is  not  our  desigBj 
by  the  foregoing  dark  allusions,  to  produce  in  the  minds  of  the  Ugw> 
lature  the  apprehension,  that  this  institution  is  in  a  torpid,  dall,laB- 
guid  state — struggling  for  life  and  fainting  through  depletion.  Porths 
would  not  be  a  true  impression.  The  facts  are  far  otherwise.  Froie 
the  foregoing  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  institution  is  out  of 
debt,  although,  by  the  addition  of  one  professor  and  a  teacher  of  mod- 
ern languages,  its  expenditures  for  salaries  for  the  last  three  jetis 
(inclusive)  have  been  $1,100  more  than  formerly.  Within  that  spsoe^ 
also, there  have  been  eidded  to  the  library  two  hundred  and  thirtjtvo 
volumes. 

Beside,  such  impression  would  be  incorrect,  because,  though  tbeie 
was  H  diminution  of  students  for  three  sessions,  from  July,  1839,  to 
March,  1841, of  thirty  nine  per  cent.,  add  in  six  sessions,  from  the  latttf 
period  to  the  present,  an  average  diminution  of  the  half  of  one  per 
cent.,  and  an  absolute  diminution  of  six  and  a  half  per  cent.,  yets 
the  tone  of  discipline  vigorous,  and  the  spirit  of  emulation  high,  aad 
of  course,  of  study  diligent,  and  8S  nearly  universal  as  can  reasooaUy 
be  expected,  and  wiih  the  great  majority,  as  severe  as  is  coDsisteat 
with  health,  and  their  ultimate  prospects  of  usefulness. 

Still  further,  whilst  there  is  much  over  which  we  mourn  in  our  moral 
atnoosphere,  whilst  many  of  our  youug  men  rise  not  to  the  mark,  hd 
fall  far  below  perfection,  yet  truth  requires  it  to  be  understood, «e 
have  placed  the  standard  high.  By  lowering  the  moral  mark, «« 
might  bring  our  young  men  up  to  approximate  perfection.  We  think, 
however,  the  ends  of  discipline  and  moral  purity  are  better  answered 
by  an  elevated  standard;  the  effect  of  which  is,  bj  the  law  of  ooo* 
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trast,  to  produce  that  self-abasement,  which,  the  b}bfe  assurfs  us,  pre- 
cedes exaltation.  A  haughty  spirit  goes  before  a  fall;  whilst  he  that 
bumbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

One  other  thought  and  we  close.  For  the  last  ten,  perhaps  fifteen 
years,  College  education  has  descended  very  much;  the  standard  of 
requisition  for  degrees  has  been  imperceptibly  and  practically,  though 
not  formally  and  avowedly,  lowered.  This,  we  think,  is  the  opinion 
of  the  educational  corps,  generally,  in  the  whole  west.  The  cause 
we  have  already  touched  upon,  viz:  the  excessive  multiplications  of 
Colleges.  Steamboat  explosions  are  more  frequent  upon  the  western 
waters  than  any  where  else,  because  the  vast  growth  of  the  trade  out- 
strips the  ability  of  the  country  to  supply  skillful  and  trust-worthy 
engineers.  So  the  vast  growth  of  Colleges,  numerically,  outstrips 
the  growth  of  educated  talent.  It  is  not  possible  to  procure  competent, 
at  least  thoroughly  educated,  men  as  processors  for  all.  Hence,  a 
lowered  standard*  Besides,  the  competition  for  students,  m  order  to 
make  up  the  necessary  salaries,  leads  to  cheaper  diplomas.  Not  un« 
frequently  a  young  gentleman  comes  to  us,  determined  to  graduate  at 
a  given  term.  We  tell  him,  "  No,  sir-*it  is  impossible.  Here  is  our 
course  for  mental  training;  do  you  really  believe  you  can  gt)  ihrough 
this,  and  understand  it  thoroughly  by  the  dale  you  mention  f  '*  No, 
sir;  I  don't  suppose  I  could;  but  they  will  give  me  a  diploma  at  that 
time  at  College,  if  I  go  there;  and  if  you  won't,  I  can't  help 

it;  I  have  only  that  much  time  and  money  to  spend,  and  I'll  go  there." 
How  strong  the  temptation  to  sell  diplomas  cheap!  If  a  Faculty  are 
suffering  for  want,  because  their  last  sessions'  salaries  are  not  paid, 
the  temptation  is  too  strong  for  poor,  weak,  human  nature.  Now  we 
beg  leave  to  say,  that  here  is  the  proper  positions  for  State  institutions, 
and  particularly  for  Miami  University  (for  we  understand  the  oiher  is 
considerably  involved)  to  keep  up  the  standard.  Our  endowment! 
while  it  will  not  support  sinecures,  and  sluggards,  is,  nevertheless, 
sufficient  to  lift  us  above  the  fear  of  such  threats.  We  think  we  per- 
ceive our  duty  to  the  commonwealth,  and  wo  purpose  to  discharge  it. 

A  copy  of  our  laws,  and  one  of  our  last  annual  catalogues,  are  ap- 
pended to  this  report. 

Nine  copies  of  our  last  Triennial,  for  distribution  among  the  mem- 
bers, are  mailed  with  this,  addresned  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  and  three  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate— alt  we  can 
spare  out  of  an  edition  of  nine  hundred.  Also,  the  same  numbers, 
similarly  addressed,  of  our  last  Baccalaureate,  all  we  can  now  spare, 
out  of  an  edition  oi  two  thousand. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  the  public^s  humble  servants.

LAWS   OP   MIAMI    UNIVERSITY, 

lOR    THB  OOYSBNHSlfT    OF    TBI    FACCLTT   AHD   STOIWIVTB 


CHAP.   I«*-OP  THB  OOVEBMMBNT  OF  THB  IKffriTnTION. 

Section  1.  The  immediate  government  of  the  Inatitutloa  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Faculty,  who  shall  put  into  operation  the  statutes  cd- 
aoted  by  the  Truslees,  and  adopt  proper  measures  for  their  enfoice- 
raent;  and  who  may  also  enact  such  other  bylaws  and  ordinances,  not 
contrary  thereto,  as  nmy  to  them  seem  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  Professors  and  Principal  of  the  Graimnir 
School,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty  of  the  University.  They  shall 
hold  their  meetings  as  often  as  a  majority  may  direct,  and  the  Presi- 
dent may  summon  special  meetings  at  his  discretion.  In  the  absence 
of  the  President,  the  senior  professor  shall  preside. 

Sec.  3.  The  Faculty  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceediogSf 
which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Trustees  at  every  annual  and  adjourned 
meetings 

CHAP.   II.— OF  TEE  ADMISSION  OF  8TUPBNTS. 

1.  No  person  shall  he  admitted  into  the  College  Classes,  but  bj  a 
vote  of  the  Faculty,  taken  for  that  purpose  after  his  examination. 

2«  Every  applicant  for  admission  shall  furnish  written  ejrideoce 
to  the  Faculty  that  he  sustains  a  good  moral  character,  which  shall 
be  kept  on  file  by  the  P/esident. 

3.  The  requisites  for  admission  into  the  Freshman  or  lowest  class, 
are  a  knowledge  of  common  Arithmetic  and  Algebra,  through  qos^ 
draties,  of  Geography,  of  English,  Latin  and  Greek  Grammar,  iBdii- 
ding  Latin  prosody;  and  ability  to  sustain  a  satisfactory  examinatiofl 
in  CflBsar's  Commentaries,  Sallust,  Virgil,  and  the  Orations  of  Cicero 
affainst  Cataline,  and  for  the  poet  Archias;  in  the  Historical  works 
of  the  Greek  Testament  and  DalzePs  Collectanea,  Giseca  Minora,  or 
Jacob's  Greek  Reader. 

4.  Students  from  other  Colleges,  with  credentials  of  their  ffoi 
character  and  standing,  may  be  admitted,  ad  ev^ikden^  but  their  places 
are  to  be  held,  cumperictilo,  that,  if  they  shall  not  be  able  to  keeppeoe 
with  their  class,  the  Faculty  shall  assign  them  to  a  lower  station. 

6.  No  student  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  at  a  later  period  of  the 
course  than  the  commencement  of  the  first  session  of  the  Senior  y«if* 
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S.  No  penon  ahan  be  mimitted  from  another  College- or  UfiiTer- 
etty,  without  a  certificate  from  the  President  or  Faculty  of  sueh 
College  or  University,  that  he  has  left  it  without  censure. 

7.  Every  person,  before  he  is  admitted  to  actual  standing  in  any 
class,  shall  obtain  from  the  Treasurer  a  receipt,  by  which  it  may  ap- 
pear that  he  has  complied  with  the  ordinance  of  the  Trustees,  regard- 
ing expenses;  and  if  any  officer  admit  to  hb  recitations  a  student  who 
has  not  paid  up  bis  tuition*  fuel,  rent,  and  damage  bills,  such  officer 
shall  beheld  responsible  for  said  bills. 

8.  Every  student,  upon  admission,  shall  sign  his  name  in  the^ 
Matriculation  book,  under  a  written  pledge  to  obey  the  laws  of  the 
Institution. 

9.  If  any  student  shall  be  admitted  af\er  the  beginning  of  a  session, 
and  before  the  middle  of  it,  he  shall  pay  the  room  rent,  library  and 
damage  feea^  accruing  on  the  whole  session*  If  admitted  after  the 
Diiddle  of  the  session,  he  shall  pay  the  half  thereof;  provided  students, 
who  enter  for  the  first  time  after  the  session  has  commenced,  shall 
pay  in  proportion  to  the  time. 

10.  Every  student,  on  admission,  shall  receive  a  copy  of  these 
laws. 

CHAP.   III.— OP  STUDY. 

1.  Every  student  shall  diligently  apply  himself  to  the  studies  pre* 
scribed  by  his  teachers,  and  attend  all  the  recitations  of  his  class. 

2.  If  a  student  shall  be  absent  from  recitation  without  permission 
of  his  instructor,  he  shall  be  called  to  account  for  it;  and  if  he  have 
not  an  excuse  sufficient  to  justify  the  absence,  he  shall  be  reprimanded 
by  his  instructor;  and,  if  such  absences  become  frequent,  he  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Faculty,  and,  by  their  decision,  subjected  to  such  puu- 
ishraent  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary. 

5.  Ten  hours  per  day  (except  on  Saturdays^  shall  be  devoted  to 
study  and  recitations.  Their  particular  distribution  shall  be  an- 
nounced by  the  Faculty  at  the  opening  of  each  session. 

4.  Every  instructor  shall  keep  a  roll  of  his  class,  which  shall  be 
called  over  at  the  hour  of  recitation,  and  absences  noted.  He  shall 
also  mark  the  performances  in  every  exercise.  This  mark  shall  be 
common  to  all  the  instructors;  and,  in  connection  with  other  circum* 
stances  which  the  Faculty  may  deem  important,  shall  determine  the 
relative  standing  of  the  students  at  such  stated  times  as  the  Faculty 
may  appoint. 

6.  The  students  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes,  each  class  to 
continue  one  year.  The  first  class  shall  be  denominated  Freshman^ 
the  second,  Sophomore;  the  third,  Junior;  the  fourth.  Senior. 

6.  Any  person  desirous  of  studying  any  particular  branch  taught 
in  the  University,  without  pursuing  the  full  College  eourse,  may  be 
admitted  to  prosecute  such  study  with  the  class,  provided  that  he 
oonform,  in  other  respects,  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
University. 
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7.  Bat  no  studMit,  who  has  been  regular!  j  adfmttod  to  the  cl 
•haU  be  permitted  to  drop  any  of  his  regalar  studies,  bat  by  a  wriuea 
request  from  his  parent  or  guardian. 

8.  The  course  of  study  is  published  in  the  annual  Catalogue. 


CHAP.  IV.— OP  BXAxniAnoiis. 

1.  There  shall  be,  at  the  end  of  each  session,  a  general  ezauMoa- 
tion  upon  all  the  studies  prosecuted  during  that  session. 

S.  Those  who  shall  appear  to  the  Faculty,  upon  examinatioo,  de- 
6cient  in  their  studies,  shall  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  extent  and 
nature  of  the  deficiency.  If  the  deficiency  be  great,  the  student  is 
whom  it  appears  shall  be  put  into  a  lower  class.  If  it  be  such  as  rosy 
be  remedied  by  a  few  weeks  of  diligence,  the  Faculty  may  allow  the 
ensuing  vacation  to  make  it  up,  and  examine  the  student  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  succeeding  session. 

3.  If,  after  a  fair  and  liberal  trial,  a  student  shall  be  found  tncoa- 
petent,  his  parents  or  guardians  shall  be  requested  to  withdraw  hia 
from  the  Institution. 

4.  In  awarding  all  literary  honors  and  distinctions,  regard  shall 
be  had  to  the  moral  conduct  and  orderly  behayior  of  the  candidates; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Faculty  shall,  on  no  suitable  occasioa, 
withhold  the  proper  attestation  in  regard  to  the  literary  atlainineots 
of  each  student. 

5.  Revision  of  the  studies,  pursued  through  the  session,  shall  take 
place  preparatory  to  every  examination. 

6.  The  examination  for  degrees  shall  be  upon  all  the  studies  of 
the  course. 

7.  The  examination  of  the  Senior  class  shall  take  place  four  weeks 
before  commencement. 


CHAP.   V. — OP  THE  DBFOaTMBirr  OP  STVDBNTS. 

1.  The  students  are  to  consider  themselves  as  yoong  gentlefnsa 
associated  for  the  purpose  of  improvement,  and  to  conduct  tben.8elv«s 
accordingly,  avoiding  all  such  behavior  as  may  be  inconsistent  with 
the  respect  which  a  gentleman  owes  to  others,  and  to  himself. 

2  They  are  to  treat  the  President,  professors  and  other  instruct- 
ors,  on  all  occasions,  with  profound  respect,  obeying  all  their  la*ful 
commands,  and  on  every  occasion  so  demeaning  themselves,  as  those 
who  know  that  their  character  for  correct  behavior  is  not  lens  iai- 
poriant,  nor  less  at  stake,  than  their  character  for  intellectual  acquire- 
ments. 

3.  No  student  shall  allow  noise  or  disorder  in  his  room,  or  make 
it  in  or  about  the  College  buildings. 

4.  No  student  shall  wear  about  bis  person,  pistol, dirk,  stiletto, or 
other  dangerous  weapon. 
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5.  It  IS  recomtnended  to  the  students  to  be  plain  in  their  dress,  bat 
always  neat  and  cleanly;  and,  if  any  shall  be  grossly  negligent  in 
this  rttspect,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  College  officers  to  admonish 
him  for  it,  and  see  that  he  preserve  a  decent  appearance. 

6.  The  students  shall  not  hold  any  public  or  general  meeting 
among  themselves  for  any  purpose,  except  that  purpose  be  made 
known  to  the  Faculty,  or,  at  least,  to  the  President,  and  leave  be 
granted. 

CHAP.   VI.— LOCATION  OP  STITDBNTS. 

1.  The  Faculty  may  and  shall  permit  students  to  room  in  such 
place  or  places  as  they  may  think  suitable,  except  that  no  student 
shall  be  allowed  to  room  or  board  at,  or  frequent  any  tavern,  grocery, 
or  other  place  where  intoxicating  drink  is  sold  t»r  gratuitously  given; 
provided  that  students,  whose  parents  or  relations  reside  in  the  vi- 
cinity, or  who  may  be  located  by  their  parents  or  guardians  in  some 
family  approved  by  the  Faculty,  where  they  shall  be  under  family 
discipline,  are  allowed  to  do  so. 

2.  After  the  beginning  of  each  session,  no  student  shall  change 
his  room,  put  up  or  take  down  any  fixtures  in  his  room,  without  per-' 
mission  from  one  of  the  Faculty  or  the  Superintendent. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty  to  cause  all  the  rooms  of 
students  to  be  frequently  visited,  by  some  one  or  more  of  the  members, 
with  a  view  to  detect  improprieties,  and  to  see  that  they  be  kept  neat 
and  clean. 

4.  If  any  student,  or  occupant  of  any  of  the  rooms  in  the  College 
buildings,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  open  the  door  of  said  room,  on  the 
request  of  the  visiting  officer,  reasonable  notice  having  been  given,  or 
shall  in  any  manner  obstruct  the  entrance  of  said  officer,  the  said  offi- 
cer is  authorized  to  cause  said  door  to  be  opened,  and  the  obstructioD 
to  his  entrance  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  occupant,  who  shi^ll 
aUo  be  called  to  account  for  his  improper  conduct. 

6.  In  all  cases  of  disorder  at  the  rooms,  the  occupant  shall  be  hekl 
responsible. 

6.  Students  living  out  of  College  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules 
as  those  who  reside  on  the  premises* 


CHAP.  YII. — SBUGIOVS  DOTIBS. 

1.  Every  student  shall  attend  worship  in  the  College  Hall  every 
day,  at  the  appointed  hour,  and  shall  behave  with  gravity  and  rever- 
ence during  the  whole  service. 

8.  Rvery  student  shall  attend  public  worship  once  oo  the  Sabbath, 
as  the  Faculty  shall  appoint,  unless  the  parent  or  guardian  shall  direct 
otherwise;  in  which  case,  such  parent  or  guardian  shall  have  privi- 
lege of  making  such  specific  re^alatioa  with  the  Faculty,  within  the 
first  moatb  of  eadi  ■essioo. 
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3.  AH  •tudants  thftU  atteDd  Biblical  reciutton  on  eodi  Sabbai^at 
8uch  hour  and  place  as  the  Faculty  shall  desiguate. 

4.  Bvery  student  shall  be  required  to  obMrve  a  religious  aad  be- 
comiug  deportmeDt  on  the  Lord^s  day. 

6.  No  student  shall  propagate  principles  subvetaiveof  religioe 
and  morals. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty  diligently  to  waUcfa  oawr  tbe 
morals  of  the  students,  recommending  to  them,  both  by  preoepi  mad 
example,  an  orderly  and  virtuous  life,  and  a  devout  attention  to  tbe 
public  and  private  duties  of  religion. 

7.  Monitors  may  be  appointed  from  the  respective  classes,  to  nott 
down  the  absentees  from  the  exercises,  as  often  as  the  Faculty  naay 
think  proper. 

CHAP.   VIII.--OF  COKMBNGBMBNT. 

1.  The  Commencement  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Thursday  ifi 
August,  and  the  usual  degrees  conferredi 

2.  On  the  day  of  Commencement,  such  candidates  as  the  Faculty 
shall  have  previously  selected,  shall  perform  the  exercises  assigned 
to  them,  under  peril,  in  case  of  noncompliance,  of  being  refused  iimr 
degree. 

3.  Candidates  for  the  second  degree  must  give  proof  of  their  de- 
serts, either  by  some  public  exhibition  of  talent,  or  by  submitting  to 
auch  tests  as  the  Faculty  may  appoint. 

4.  Students  appointed  to  perform  at  Commencement,  shall  lodge 
copies  of  their  exercises  with  the  Prqfeuor  of  RketoriCy  at  least  two 
weeks  before  tbe  close  of  the  session;  and  if  any  one  shall  make  sbj 
additions  !o  the  copy  approved  by  the  Professor  of  fihetoric,  or  speak 
any  thmg  in  public  which  he  has  been  directed  to  omit,  he  shall  forfeit 
bis  degree. 

5.  The  Commencement  exercises  shall  be  wholly  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  Faculty. 

CHAP.   IX. — OF  VACATIOHS. 

1.  There  shall  be  a  vacation,  or  suspension  of  all  reoitation%  frsn 
Commencement  till  the  first  Monday  in  October. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  recess  of  two  weeks  at  the  Christmas  holidaja 

3.  The  Spring  vacation  shall  be  three  weeks  immediately  follow- 
ing the  second  Thursday  of  March. 

4.  The  students  who  remain  at  Oxford  during  the  vacation  lo^ 
recess,  shall  be  answerable  to  the  Faculty  for  conduct,  as  during  tbe 
session  of  College. 

CHAP.  X.— OP  ABSBROBS  AUB  HOHOBABLB  MSKUMtOlli. 

1.  No  student  shall  be  absent  from  College  in  term  time,  wilhoiK 
leave  of  the  President  or  one  of  tbe  Profte8or%  Mid  anyefiet  ab- 
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seotiog  himself^  without  leave,  shall  be  punished  as  the  Faculty  may 
deem  proper. 

2.  If  auy  student  shall  prolong  his  absenoe  beyond  the  time  for 
which  leave  is  granted,  or  having  been  refused  leave  of  absence, 
shall  absent  himself,  he  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty. 

8.  No  student  shall  be  dismissed  from  College  but  by  a  vdte  of  the 
Faculty. 

4.  In  every  certificate  of  honorable  dismission,  the  reasons  of  dis- 
noission  shall  be  specified,  and  the  student^s  standing,  as  a  scholar, 
particularly  mentioned. 

CHAP.  XI. — MISPEMEANOBS. 

1.  No  fttudent  shall  use  profane  or  obscene  language,  or  keep 
company  with  persons  of  doubtful  oharactertor  be  guilty  of  fighting, 
striking,  quarrelling,  turbulent  words  or  behavior. 

2.  The  Faculty  are  authorized  and  enjoined  to  break  up  any  and 
every  combination  that  may  be  formed  to  resist  the  government  of 
the  Uollege,  and  to  punish,  with  severity,  the  instigators  of  such  com- 
bination. 

3.  No  student  shall  bring,  or  cause  to  be  brought  into  College,  or 
on  any  occaaion  keep  intoxicating  liquors,  unless  the  same  may  have 
been  recommended  by  a  physician. 

4.  Playing  at  cards,  dice,  or  any  game  of  chance,  ia  strictly  pro- 
hibited; also,  the  possession  of  cards,  backgammon  boards,  or  any 
impLenoents  used  in  games  of  chance. 

6.  No  student  shall  make,  or  be  present  at  any  festival  or  convi- 
vial  entertainment  provided  by  students  on  the  College  premises,  or 
in  the  town  of  Oxford;  and  the  student,  at  whose  room  such  enter- 
tainment may  and  shall  be  made,  shall  be  liable  to  the  severest  pun* 
iahment  in  the  power  of  the  Faculty.  Also,  riotous  and  noisy 
behavior,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  College  or  inhabitants  of  Oxford, 
•hall  be  considered  a  high  offence,  and  punished  accordingly. 

6.  Any  student  who  shall  send  or  accept  a  challenge  to  fight  a 
duel,  or  shall  carry  such  challenge,  or  be  second  in  a  duel,  or  in  any- 
wise aid  and  abet  it,  shall  be  immediately  expelled  from  College. 

7.  Whoever  shall  quarrel  with,  insult  or  abuse  a  fellow  student, 
or  any  person  whatever,  or  be  guilty  of  stealing,  destroying,  or  tres- 
passing on  the  property  of  any  person  in  the  town  or  elsewhere,  shall 
be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  fault. 

8.  No  student  slmU  possess  or  exhibit  any  indecent  picture,  or 
purchase  or  read  any  lascivious,  impious  or  irreligious  books;  be 
guilty  of  uncleaoness  or  other  gross  immorality,  or  associate  with 
persons  of  known  vice  and  dissoluteness,  on  pain  of  dismission  or 
ei^ulaioD. 

9.  Any  person  detected  in  wilfully  defacing  or  injuring  the  Col- 
lege property,  or  engaged  in  putting  off  fireworks  or  other  combusti- 
ble matter  on  the  College  premises,  shall  be  punished  according  to  the 
nature  of  his  (rfbnce* 
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10.  No  student  shall,  during  Urm  time,  attend  any  hall,  danciai 
school,  theatrical  exhibition,  horse  race,  or  any  place  of  similar  resort 

1 1.  Persons  shall,  also,  be  careful  to  arotd  loud  talking,  singiDfi 
playing  on  musical  instruments,  or  other  noisy  instrument,  in  any  of 
the  College  buildings  during  study  hours. 

12.  No  student  shall  bring  into  any  of  the  buildings,  or  on  ^ 
College  premises  any  cannon,  musket,  pistol,  or  other  species  of  firs- 
arms,  or  powder  in  any  onode  of  preparation,  without  the  oooaentof 
the  Faculty. 

13.  Aiso  idleness,  want  of  cleanliness  in  dress,  room  or  habits,  asi 
in  general  all  behavior  inconsistent  with  comfort  and  good  order  sksfl 
be  considered  as  misdemeanors  and  visited  with  suttaUe  penalty. 

14.  If  any  student  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime  for  which  an  ia&> 
mous  punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  the  laws  of  the  state  he  maybi 
expelled. 

CHAP.  XII.— OP  PENALTIES. 

1.  The  government  of  the  College  shall  be  wholly  ot  a  patervl 
nature,  and  when  the  usual  methods  of  private  and  public  admonitiM 
shall  fail  to  secure  the  entire  reformation  of  any  student,  that  stodetf 
shall  be  suspended,  dismissed  or  expelled,  as  the  case,  m  the  opiDioi 
of  the  Faculty,  may  warrant;  but  expulsion  shall  in  no  case,  be  oonsirf- 
ered  as  final,  (as  all  the  other  punishments  are)  unless  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  The  Faculty  shall  not  entertain  a  request,  so  as  to  take  isli 
consideration  the  restoring  of  a  dismissed  student,  unless  he  and  In 
parent  or  guardian  shall  have  fully  complied  with  the  reqaisiCiQM 
contained  in  his  sentence. 

3.  ExpuUion  shall  in  no  case  be  inflicted,  except  fbr  offeocas  if 
a  highly  aggravated  nature,  or  on  account  of  obstinacy  in  etSeaob, 
a(\er  the  milder  punishments  have  been  tried.  It  being  undertfoW 
that  no  student,  after  he  has  been  dismissed  twice,  or  expelled,  shtU 
be  re  admitted. 

4.  I'he  grades  of  punishment  shall  be  the  following: 

1.  Private  admonition  or  reprehension  of  a  student  by  a  Proftswr 
or  Instructor  in  any  department  of  the  Institution. 

2.  Admonition  of  the  offender  before  the  Faculty. 

3.  Formal  admonition  before  the  class  of  the  offender,  or,  iathi 
presence  of  a  select  number  of  persons  of  any  description. 

4.  Official  notice  of  delinquency  to  the  parents  or  guardian  of  ths 
offender. 

6.  Public  admonition  and  reprehension  in  presence  of  all  tbssti- 
dents  of  the  Institution. 

6.  Degradation  in  the  class  to  which  the  delinqueat  balongt  or 
transferring  to  a  lower  class. 

7.  If  the  circumstances  of  the  case  require  it,  suspeasioci  fVomthi 
privileges  oi  the  Institution  for  a  limited  time-^putting  the  party  si 
a  Slate  of  probationi  so  that  on  the  next  offence  be  may  he  wholly  ^ 
missed. 
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8.  Dismission  from  the  Institution,  and  ordering  the  offender  to 
leave  the  College  grounds  without  a  public  expulsion. 

9.  Public  and  forma)  expulsion  from  the  Institution. 

The  first  mode  of  punishment  may  be  applied  by  any  Professor  or 
Instructor  in  the  Institution  as  he  shall  judffe  necessary  and  proper. 
The  remaining  modes  of  punishment  shalfbe  inflicted  only  in  virtue 
of  an  act  ot  the  Faculty — except  the  last,  Public  Expulsion,  which 
shall  in  no  caee  be  inflicted  until  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
— in  the  meantime,  however,  the  Faculty  may  dismiss  or  suspend  the 
oflWiog  party,  and  exclude  him  from  all  connection  with  the  Insti- 
tutfM.  In  deciding  on  all  cases  of  offence,  the  Faculty  shall  take  into 
consideration  the  circumstances  of  the»case,  and  judge  whether  they  , 
extenuate  or  aggravate  its  nature  and  proportion  the  penalty  accord- 
ingly. The  repetition  of  offences  shall  always  be  considered  as  an  ag- 
gravated eircumstmnce. 

B.  ki\  oomplaiBtfl  against  any  student  for  a  violation  of  the  laws 
and  rules  of  the  University,  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  be  made  to  the 
Presklent  or  some  eneof  the  Professors,  who,  unless  the  offence  be  so 
flagrant,  as  ha  his  judgment  to  require  the  itlterference  of  ihe  Faculty, 
ehsUl  privately  admonish  the  offender,  who.  on  failure  of  success,  or, 
if  the  offence  be  of  a  flagrant  nature,  shall  lay  the  subject  before  the 
Faculty. 

6.  When  it  may  faeoome  necessary  for  the  Faculty  to  decide  on 
the  case  of  any  student  for  a  violation  of  the  laws  and  rules  of  the 
UoSverstty,  the  person  charged  with  such  offence  shall  have  due  no- 
tice, not  less  than  two  hours,  of  the  time  and  place  of  its  meeting,  and 
sbail  be  allowed  to  be  heard  in  his  defence,  and  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  introducing  testimony  before  the  Faculty  to  exculpate  himself 
froBQ  the  charge  preferred  against  him. 

?•  VVhen  a  charge  of  misconduct  may  ho  preferred  against  any 
student  of  the  Institution,  the  Faculty  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
attendance  of  any  other  student  to  testily  in  the  case,  and  it  shall  be 
the<luty  of  soch  witness  to  dtsdose  his  knowledge  of  all  facts  touch- 
iog  said  charge,  on  pain  of  being  guilty  of  contumacy  in  case  of  bis 
refusal;  provided  no  student  shall  be  required  to  give  evidence  which 
may  criminate  himseli. 

.  8.  All  sentences  imposing  poblic  punishments  shall  be  written  and 
adopted  by  the  Faculty,  and  shall  be  relid  aloud  by  the  President,  or 
one-of  ihe  Professors,  and  ahall  be  entered  on  the  records  of  the  Fac^ 
ulty,  with  their  proceedings  had,  relative  to  the  case. 

9.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty,  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  to  report  and  lay  before  the  Board,  all  cases  of 
Mublic  punishment  infliotcKl  on  any  student,  by  order  of  the  Faculty 
liuriog  the  preceding  year,  together  with  the  nature  and  degree  of 
^id  puniahment,  and  the  cause  or  offenee  fer  which  the  same  was  in- 
Kcted.

RELIGIOUS  INSTRDGTION. 

The  Miami  Uniybbsitt  is  established,  according  to  the  first  son- 
tence  in  its  charter,  ^for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  all  the  variooi 
branches  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  for  the  promotion  of  good 
education,  virtue,  religion  and  morality.^ 

The  preceding  oeurse  of  studies  exhibits  the  means  we  employ  to 
discipline  the  mind  in  the  various  party  of  its  intelleetiial  ehaWtw* 
Our  object — that  is,  our  leading  object — in  carrying  students  ottr 
and  through  the  above  course,  is  not  to  cOjpnpQunici^tea  iaiw  aovwi^ 
of  knowledge.  This  we  suppose  every  sensible  Educator  understaodi 
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to  be  a  oontingenej  and  a  minor  matter,  the  grand. design  being  to 
iMflCiPZiiia  the  tnteUectnaf  powers  to  regular  systematk  action,  aiid 
tblis  to  form  habits  of  <Uilnng  which  will  continue  to  bear  the  youth 
along,  a  studeni  through  alt  his  future  life.     Thinking  is  one  thing, 
mod  kaviwg  thcmghU  ts  quite  a  different  matter.     If  thoughts  are 
pumped  into  a  young  man^  head,  like  water  into  a  tub,  like  water, 
tbey  will  run  out  or  evaporate  and  leave  the  skull  empty;  but  if  he 
baa  learned  to  think,  he  is  no  longer  a  tub  pumped  Aill  of  water,  but 
a  spring  whose  mpply,  though  not  large  at  one  time,  forever  flows. 
But  DOW,  to  the  formation  of  these  habits,  it  is  of  great  importanee 
that  the  irregular  and  debasing  influences  of  vice  be  excluded.    If  ttie 
f^reon  is  the  subject  of  depraved  passions,  he  is  a  ship  without  balast, 
ODfopaea  or  helm,  the  sport  of  every  wind,  and  a  high  degree  of  men- 
tal diecipline  ie  out  of  the  question.    Hence  the  exceeding  great  im- 
portance of  giving  due  heed  to  the  charter  provision  relative  to,|^vir- 
tue,  religion  and  moralhy.'' 

We  are  not  sure  whether  this  has  been  done.    We  know  the  ten- 
dency always  in  colleges  to  err  in  neglecting  it.    In  our  country,  re- 
ligious sects  are  so  numerous  and  sectarian  feeling  so  strong  often, 
tlMrt  Faculties  of  Colleges  are  always  tempted  to  omit  that  minuteness 
of  religious  teaching  and  closeness  ef  application  of  religious  truth, 
which  is  indispensable  to  insure  succebs.    To  omit  every  thing  that 
oooatitutea  a  doctrine  of  any  seet,  ie  to  give  up  religion  altogether. 
This,  however,  we  feel  no  disposition  to  do.    Should  it  be  done,  a 
fearful  declension  of  morals  must  ensue,  and  such  a  state  of  anarchy 
as  would  nullify  all  law,  and  put  an  end  to  all  order  and  regular 
study.    L  UnolpoBsible  to  canduet  a  College  oa  infidel  or  eoen  on  ekep-^ 
Heal  prineiplee.    No  doubt  this  very  belief  induced  the  Legislature  of 
Ohio  to  lay  religion  down  in  the  very  foundation  of  this  University. 
We  are  bound  by  our  oath  of  ofike  io promote  it;  and  in  discharging 
our  oath  to  the  public  we  are  bound  to  promote,  not  Mohanunedism 
or  Paganism,  but  Christianity — the  reliffion  which  the  charter  meant. 
We  feel  infinite  coa^dence  in  the  belief  that,  if  we  succeed  in  bring- 
ing our  pupils  to  undeistand  the  pure  doctrines  of  the  Bible  and  toaet 
them  out  in  their  conduct,  we  will  experience  little  difficulty  in  either 
government  or  instruction.    Our  experience  is  a  happy  proof  of  our 
theory.     We  rejoice  to  be  able  to  assure  our  patrons,  that  our  prayer 
hall  is  as  orderly  and  decorous  a  place  of  worship  as  there  is  in  the 
State  of  Ohio.    In  all  our  religious  instructions,  the  Biblb  is  our  only 
text  book,  and,  with  the  higher  classes,  we  run  up  to  the  pure  sooree 
of  the  original  Greek  of  the  New  Testament,  the  critical  reading  of 
which  is  a  part  of  the  Bible  class  exercises.    It  is  our  aim  alwaya  to 
enable  the  class  to  understand  and  apply  its  doctrines,  and  in  explain- 
ing it  to  them,  we  do  it  according  to  the  measure  of  our  ability;  and 
it  18  highly  probable  our  vi^ws  of  some  parts  might  differ  from  the 
views  of  different  persons.    But  it  is  a  free  country,  and  every  man 
is  bound  to  think  for  himself.    We  are  not  to  be  cramped  up  by  any 
framework  of  naan's  erection.     We  take  the  Bible  as  it  is,  and  as  we 
think  it  is.    ^actarianism  will  no  doubt  be  sometimes  dissatisfied,  hut 
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the  caviliDgfl  of  this  bigotry  we  muet  eubmit  to.  We  hava  no  ddbt 
but  honesty  it  the  best  policy;  and  an  enlightened  pablic  will  ilwji 
at  least  respect  a  man  who  uses  kU  ^vm  under^anding  io  aMUtertW 
religion,  and  fearlessly  teaehes  what  he  honestly  believes;  wheiw 
extreme  anxiety  to  please  every  body  is  very  likely,  in  tbe  eiidyt« 
heave  the  ass  over  the  bridge^  and  leave  the  manpleaser  ataadingytb 
ob|ect  of  pity  and  (torision. 

Our  system  of  religions  worship  and  instmction,  n — 

First:  Worship  every  rooming  at  a  quarter  before  eight  oVdodi 
This  consists  of  singing,  reading  the  scripture*  and  prayer. 

Second:  Bible  Class  exercises  on  Sabbath  morning.  For  this, the 
classes  are  distributed  among  the  Professors,  in  their  roonas,  wbetst 
portion  of  scripture  is  read  and  explained  in  a  farotUar  oonversatiois 
lecture. 

Third :  A  public  lecture  upon  some  portion  of  the  Bible. 

Fourth:  The  students  are  required  to  attend  upon  one  other  pa\& 
discourse,  in  such  church  in  tbe  town  as  they  and  their  panrti 
choose.  Many  of  them  attend  two  others,  which  they  always  hiR 
an  opportunity  to  do;  lor  the  President's  Lecture  is  at  each  an  km 
MB  not  to  interfere  with  tbe  public  exercises  at  any  of  tlie  chnrcbes. 

This  series  of  means,  combined  with  a  system  of  close  inspsctki 
and  vigilance,  is  our  dependence  *^for  the  promotion  of  virtoe,  reUgin 
and  morality.'^ 

STUDENTS. 

It  is  required  of  all  applicants  for  admission  to  the  InstitntioDjIlift 
ibey  present  written  testimonials  of  good  moral  character,  whicbm- 
timonials  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  President.  For  admissioiiaA 
any  of  the  classes,  the  applicant  shall  stand  an  examination  sstiJA^ 
lery  to  the  Faculty,  and  shall  in  no  case  be  admitted  unless  theyi* 
folly  satisfied  that  he  is  able  to  keep  his  work  before  him.  We  worf 
urge  on  parents  and  guardians  most  earnestly  not  to  encourage  tie 
sons  and  wards  to  enter  higher  in  the  classes  than  their  snbstasii 
attainments  will  justify.  A  young  man  enters  at  a  stage  in  tbe  covtt 
of  studies  in  advance  of  his  real  attainments.  By  necessity  hsii 
therefore^  compelled  to  make  extraordinary  exertions  even  fromdt 
begianrng.  He  braces  himself  ap  for  a  time  to  these  extra  e£M; 
but  with  his  most  persevering  diligence,  he  finds  himself  nnaUt* 
aake  any  advances  upon  his  dass,  or  which  is  more  freqoentfyl^ 
aliaed,  he  is  mortified  with  the  conviction  that  he  is  relatively  kifli| 
ground.  He  is  speedily  shut  up  to  tbe  dire  necessity  of  abaados&l 
the  pursuit  altogether,  dropping  into  the  class  next  behind  \k\m^^ 
occupying  a  degraded  standing  in  his  class;  either  of  which  altsrtfr 
fives  is  sufficient  to  break  tbe  spirit  of  a  youth  of  ordinary  firmnes' 
eharacter.  And  thus,  annually,  many  young  men  of  noble  profli^ 
who,  but  for  this  unhappy  mistake,  would  have  run  tbe  entire  Cditf 
course  with  honor  to  themselves,  their  parents,  and  the  Institute 
and  have  secured  to  themselves  extensive  usefulness  in  professM 
life,  are  driven  away  with  a  spirit  chafed  and  disappointed,  and  asftf 
overcome  the  injuries  of  the  first  mistake. 
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UNNECESSARY  EXPENDITURE. 

By  our  advertisement,  (See  page  20)  parents  and  guardians  will  be 
mabled  to  form  a  pretty  accurate  estimate  of  necessary  cost,  beyond 
i^bich  the  expenditure  of  money  is  not  only  unnecessary  but  injurious. 
[t  is  not  possible  for  a  young  man  to  squander  away  large  amounts 
>f  money,  and  at  the  same  time  to  acquire  large  amounts  of  informa- 
ion  and  mental  discipline,  and  to  secure  his  own  moral  character. 
Beyond  simple  necessities,  the  profiting  of  a  student  is  inversely  as 
be  nK)ney  lavished  upon  him.  If  parents  will  be  guilty  of  this  indis- 
nretion,  the  Faculty  cannot  be  responsible  for  the  attainments  of  their 
ions  or  their  moral  standing. 

In  order  to  cut  off  all  plea  leading  to  extravagant  indulgence,  the 
faculty  would  earnestly  recommend  that  each  minor  student  shall 
lave  a  guardian  in  the  borough,  to  whom  his  funds  shall  be  intrusted, 
md  who  shall  have  a  veto  on  their  disbursement.  This  guardianship 
he  President  and  each  member  of  the  Faculty  are  willing  to  exercise 
n  all  cases  where  no  acquaintance  or  friend  of  the  student  is  resident 
D  Oxford.  We  are  persuaded  that  such  an  arrangement  will,  in  the 
ourse  of  a  few  years,  save  thousands  of  money,  and  hundreds  of  val- 
lable  young  men. 

WHAT  IS  YOUR  OBJECT  IN  COMING  TO  COLLEGE! 

If  a  young  gentleman  cannot  promptly  answer  this  question,  his 
esitancy  prompts  our  fears  on  his  behalf.  Some  come  to  acquire  a 
jU  and  thorough  collegiate  education,  with  a  view  to  professional 
fe.

he  want  of  a  definite  object  of  pursuit,  is  a  sad  bar  to  success.  If  a 
>uog  man  do  not  know  what  he  has  come  for,  how  can  he  get  it?  or 
»w^  can  he  know  whether  he  has  or  has  not  succeeded?  If  he  shoot 
DO  mark,  his  striking  something  is  no  evidence  of  skill.  If  he  has 
)  end,  how  can  he  adopt  means  to  its  accomplishment?  If  sensual 
sasure  is  his  object,  he  had  better  not  come  near  a  College.  He 
[US  at  a  moveable  mark,  and  be  will  attain  his  end  best,  by  livinff 
lere  there  is  no  law.    Let  us  entreat  parents  to  direct  their  sons^ 
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atteDtioQ  to  toRiethiiig  definite.  Iiet  their  aim  be  high,  if  yon  wiA 
their  morels  pure;  let  their  oourte  of  studj  be  fixed  and  not  fluctaft- 
tiogy  if  joa  with  them  to  beoome  men  of  firm  uerife  and  reaohite  pv-

At  Ihe  annoa)  eleodon  m  October  last,  for  Directors,  there  was  ft 
geooral uttendaaoe  of  the  alookhoklerfly  and  a  larger  number  of  votes 
were  giv«ny  tliaii  on  anjr  fornier  like  occasion.  An  entire  new  Board 
of  Directors  were  chosen.  The  Board,  on  entering  on  the  duties  as-' 
sigoed  then*  found  every  part  of  the  road,  and  the  whole  of  the  gates, 
in  tlie  eocupaaey  of  men,  who  reitised  to  own  the  authority  of  the 
oonsfaav  over  the  road,  «r  eomfiy  with  the  dfreetion  or  requirements 
of  tie^  Direotors* 

On  ejcaMaalkNi  of  the  books,  papers  antf  procasedings  of  the  fornfier 
Bo««ds.of  Direetors,  lor  several  years  past,  the  pretent  Direct6rs 
found  so  much  apparent  fraud  and  inconsistency,  as  to  preclude  them 
from  makiog  what  had  heretofore  been  done,  the  basts  of  this  roport. 
If  mmf  thing  stated  can  be  relied  on,  it  is,  that  there  has  been  paid  by 
iodividwil  stockhoklers  about  fifly  three  thousand  dollars,  and  by  the 
State  forty  seven  thousand  six  hundred  ninety  seven  dollars  seventy 
£v6  cents.  The  whole  amount  of  stock  subscribed  by  individuals,  is 
said  to  be  $66,000,  and  the  same  amount  by  the  State.  The  present 
Bosurd  of  Directors  have  little  or  bo  faith  in  any  of  these  statements; 
tbey  have  not  been  able  to  discover  by  any  satisfactory  vouchers, 
who  aro  really  stockholderB,  or  how  much  has  actually  been  jNtid  by 
iheBH  on  aooount  of  their  stock;  one  thing  found,  that  the  affairs  of 
ibe  company  appeared  a  total  wreck,  and  loss  to  all  the  stockholders, 
txHk  filale  and  individuals.  Three  of  the  gates  were  in  the  hands  of 
iiKliTi<lual  persoas,  who  claimed  the  same  as  their  own  private  pro- 
perty, by  virtue  of  liens  or  mortgages  given  by  former  Presidents  of 
he  Boards  or  by  Constable  sales  on  judgments  had  before  Justices  of 
be  Psttce;  and  the  one  other  gate  was  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  ap- 
soiifttfid  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Clermont  county.  All  of 
rhom  claimed  the  right  to  appoint  their  gatekeepers  or  follgatherers, 
ind  to  control  and  repair  the  road,  each  acting  for  hitnself,  upon  the 
oad  contiguous  \t  what  he  called  his  own  gate.  Thus  was  the  whole 
lovreref  the  company^  and' their  BoaM  of  Directors,  nullified,  and 
kald  for  naught  by  this  discordant  trio. 

The  present  Board  of  Directors,  believing  that  the  whole  proceed- 
mgm  by  whksh  the  company  had  been  thus  divested  of  their  rigbtSy 
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was  fraudulent,  illegal  and  void,  tbejr,  therefore,  commenced  a  Dumber 
of  suits  before  Justices  of  the  Peace,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  troe 
state  of  facts  upon  the  oaths  of  witnesses,  and  also  to  test  the  validitj 
of  the  claims  before  mentioned,  which  seemed  to  place  the  road  without 
their  control;  in  all  of  which  they,  so  far,  have  been  successful;  and, 
aided  by  public  opinion ,  they  have  obtained  the  possessioo  of  the 
road,  and  the  gates  thereon.  The  road,  however,  is  so  much  out  of 
repair,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  present  Board,  that  it  will  require  the 
entire  tolls  of  one  year  to  put  it  la  a  proper  and  permanent  ocmditiaB. 
A  strict  and  full  account  of  all  the  money  received  as  tolls  or  other- 
wise, on  the  road,  and  expended  in  repairing  the  same,  will  be  made 
to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  Clermont  county,  pursuant  to  their 
order. 

It  is  with  regret  we  inform  the  General  Assembly,  that  there  ap- 
pear^ to  be  a  large  amount  of  outstanding  orders  upon  the  company, 
apparently  legally  issued,  and  that  the  company  is  eaid  to  be  in  dek 
beyond  the  whole  amount  of  its  subscribed  stock,  the  sum  of  $tBfil^ 
or  upwards.  The  whole  costs  of  making  the  road  is  said  to  l^  $13^- 
000.  We  are  not  disposed  to  acknowledge  the  truth  of  any  of  these 
statements,  whether  they  appear  on  the  books  of  the  company,  or  oa 
scraps  of  paper  found  on  file.  There  is  about  twenty  and  half  mrlss 
of  road,  and  we  are  inclined  to  believe  the  cost  of  making  the  same,  ti 
it  was  made,  could  not  exceed  four,  probably  three  thousand  ddlan, 
per  miU.  And  we  further  believe,  that  the  stoek  said  to  be  sebaeribsd 
and  paid  by  individuals,  has  not  all  been  so  subscribed  wad  paid,  and 
that  gross  imposition  has  thus  been  practised  upon  the  State. 

All  the  efibrts  of  the  present  Board  of  Directors,  have  been,  and 
will  be  exerted,  to  free  the  road  from  the  incuoibraDces  thrown  upos 
it  by  the  injudicious,  or  fraudulent  management  of  those,  who  formerly 
conducted  the  afilairs  <Kf  the  company,  in  the  first  place,  we  believe 
that  no  claim  is  obligatory  upon  the  company  beyond  the  amoantof 
stock  actually  subscribed,  and  even  not  to  that  amount,  if  the  Direc- 
tory failed  lo  collect  the  same,  after  using  due  diligence,  if  we  are 
Correct  in  ihis  opinion,  and  finally  succeed  in  freeing  the  nmd  from 
the  claims  now  set  up  to  it  by  individuals,  we  fully  believe  that  the 
road,  after  the  present  year,  will  produce  an  annual  income  of  six 
thousand  dollars,  or  upwards;  this  will  be  six  per  oent.  upon  $\QOfl^ 
If  the  Slate  has  not  already  advanced  the  sum  of  060^)00,  we  respect- 
fully suggest,  that  the  balance  be  advanced  ta  aid  in  the  recovery  of 
the  common  property  of  the  State  and  individual  stockholders,  and  ia 
repairing  that  property  to  make  it  productive,  it  seems  impossiMe 
to  us  to  ascertain  what  sum  the  roaa  actually  cost,  but  if  it  will  pro- 
duce an  income,  as  above  stated,  individual  stockholders  will  be  satis- 
fied, and,  it  seems  to  us,  the  State  ought  also.

Sir — The  ibllowing  resoUtioa  was  duly  reomved: 
*^Re8oio^^  That  the  Board  of  Caaal  Fund  Comimssioners  be  re* 
quired  lo  report  to  this  House,  without  delay,  the  amount  of  bonds,  or 
t)ther  evidences  of  debt,  of  the  State,  which  ha«  been  issued  since  the 
Wlh  day  of  April,  1841,  stating  where  the  principal  and  interest  is 
payable,  and  how  much,  if  any,  of  said  issues  have  been  cancelled, 
the  rate  of  interest,  and  the  time  when  payable,  stating  each  issue  in 
the  order  of  time  in  which  it  was  made,  the  person  or  persons  to 
whom  each  issue  was  negotiated,  the  expense  attending  each  negotia- 
tion, and  showing,  in  regular  connuction,  the  net  balance  paid  in,  or 
-ficcming  to,  the  Treasury,  from  each  issue,  stating  every  issue, 
throughout,  separate  and  distinct  from  every  other  issue,  and  refer- 
ring to  the  law  ander  which  each  and  every  issue  was  so  made;  and 
stating  the  names  of  the  persons  composing  the  Board  of  Fund  Com- 
missioners, at  the  time  when  each  issue  of  such  bonds  was  made;  and 
'further,  stating  in  what  manner  each  loan  or  sale  was  ejected, 
whether  by   wdtten  communications,  or  by  personal  attendance,  in

•compeasatioo,  for  his  or  tbetr  aid  in  negotiating  the  loan  of  one  and  a 
half  millions  of  seven  per  cent,  stock,  issued  during  the  last  summer, 
-copies  of  the  coHtracts,  with  the  persons  who  took  said  leant  and  the 
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net  amount  of  Mid  loan  paid  into  the  Treatury,  after  dedoctiDg  atl 
•apenses  attending  the  negotiation,  and  whether  the  amount  was  pai4 
into  the  Treasury  in  cash,  or  in  evidenees  of  debt  of  ike  State,  and,  if 
paid  in  in  eridenecs  of  debt,  by  whom,  and  whaiamouat  by  e«ck,  aad

the  bonde  of  the  State  are  hypothfocated,  when,  and  to  whom  hypothe- 
cated, and  for  what  sum  of  money;  and  copies  of  all  contracts  reiatioc 
thereto;  and  whether,  tft  any  time  since  their  hypothecation,  the  said 
stocks  could  have  been  sold  at  a  price  above  par,  and  the  reaaons  wky 
they  were  not  sold  at  the  time  when  they  commanded  such  priet; 
whether  they  were  made  negotiable,  and  in  whose  hande  they  ace  now 
held,  and  whether  they  can  be  reclaimed,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board,  by  paying  the  amount  due  thereon,;  and  whether  th^y  veie 
pledged  during  a  certain  period;  and  whether  the  said  stocks  have, 
or  have  not,  been  used  by  the  persons  to  whom  they  were  hypotk-

of  the  Ohio  agency  in  the  city  of  Mew  York,  and  the  namee  of  ihs 
agents,  or  their  deputies,  so  employed,  and  whether  any  of  suck 
agents  are  brokers;  and,  (urther,  to  report  whether  the  tax  now  levied 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  interest,  together  with  the  revenues  da^ 
rived  from  the  public  works  of  the  State,  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  it- 
terest  on  the  public  debt,  as  it  becomes  payable,  and,  if  not  sufficieatt 
what  amount  of  additional  tax  is  neoessary  to  be  levied  (or  that  pa^ 
poae." 
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111  answer  to  thrls  re§o{«tion.  we  submit  tlie  following  report: 

Schedule  A  is  a  tabular  statement,  in  oonsecutive  order,  as  regis^ 
tered  on  the  books,  of  the  warrants  for  the  issue  of  transferable  certi- 
(neates  of  Ohio  Canal  stock,  principal  and  interest,  payable  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  drawn  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Ohio  Canal  Fund^ 
on  and  since  the  tOth  day  of  April,  1^84 1,  with  the  date  of  each  war- 
rant; a  reference  to  the  act  uader  which  each  issue  was  made;  in 
what  name  issued;  the  rate  of  interest;  the  time  when  the  principat 
it  reimbursable;  the  amount  of  each  warranty  and  the  eames  of  the 
commissioners  signing  the  same. 

Schedule  B  furnislies  a  description  of  the  canceled  warrants,  as 
ascertained,  and  on  file  in  this  office. 

Schedule  C  exhibits  the  amount  of  Domestic  Bonds  issued  by  the 
tate  Commissioners,  Messrs.  Kelley,  Swayne,  and  Swan,  under  the 
act  of  March  7,  1842,  and  the  amount  of  said  bood^  redeemed. 

Schedule  D  exhibits  the  amount  of  Domestic  Turnpike  Bonds  issued 
by  the  present  Board  of  Canal  Fund  Commissi  one  rs,  under  the.  act  of 
March  13,  1843,  and  the  amount  of  the  same  redeenoed. 

Schedule  B  is  a  statement  of  Ohio  Domestic  Bonds,  issued  by  the 
present  Commissioners,  under  the  act  of  February  28, 1843,  provid- 
ing for  the  completion  of  the  Miami  Extension  Canal. 

Schedule  P  is  an  exhibit  of  the  sales  of  stock  by  ihe  late  Commts- 
sioners,  giving  the  amount  sold,  the  discount  or  ioss  on  each  sale^ 
and  the  proceeds  of  each  sale,  separately,  from  the  20th  day  of  April, 
1941,  to  the  fOih  day  of  March,  1d43,ecnbracing  a  period  of  one  year 
and  eleven  months. 

This  schedule,  under  the  head  of  ^proceeds,^  shows  the  net  balance 
paid  in,  or  accruing  to,  the  treasury, of  each  sale,  during  the  period 
before  mentioned;  and,  as  correctly  as  we  have  been  able  to  asoer- 
tain,  the  name  of  the  individual,  oroompany,  by  which  each  sale  was  ' 
made.  Some  errors  may  have  occurred  in  naming  the  agents  em- 
ployed by  the  commissioners  to  e'fiect  the  sales;  but  the  amount  sold, 
the  discount  and  proceeds,  are  stated  from  the  books,  and  the  aceounta 
rendered,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Ohio  Life  insurance  and  Trust 
Company.     The  brokerage  on  those  sales  was  one  fourth  per  cent. 

in  farther  answer  to  that  branch  of  the  resokrtion  which  inquires^ 
**tn  what  manner  each  loan  or  sale  was  effected,  whether  by  written 
communications,  or  by  personal  attendance  in  the  city  of  New  York,  of 
one  or  more  of  -the  members  of  the  Board,  at  the  time  the  sales  were 
•eMected,^  a  communication  from  the  cashier  of  the  Ohio  Life  Insu* 
ranee  and  Trust  Company,  says:  *^h  is  impossible  to  state  which,  if 
«ary,  of  the  commissioners  were  present  at  these  sales.  We  have  no 
means  of  stating  during  what  periods  the  commisnioners,  or  any  of 
them,  were  here.  Sales  wero  made,  sometimes  by  the  commissioner&i 
sometimes  by  tiie  agent  here,  and  sometimes  by  Mr.  Winslow,  acting 
«0  their  brewer." 

That  large  amounts  of  stock  were  sold  by  written  communications 
to  the  cashier  of  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  will  a^ 
fiear  from  the  following  facts:     - 
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First:  The  letter  ef  iietmetioas  to  Mr.  Ferjtiiiey  by  MeMr*.  Kelkf 
aod  Lake,  dated  New  York«  Janyary  6^  1842,  was  aooompanied  by  a 
warrant  for  $200,000,  Obio  Oasal  0M)ek,  which  he  was  authorized  lo 
•ell,  in  whole  or  im  pert,  to  eover  enfagemente  entered  kii»  hy  tke 
Fund  Comnissiooers. 

Second :  The  letter  of  N.  R.  Sway ne,  Es^.  Coamiissioaer,  to  Mr. 
Perking  dated  June  21,  1842,  enclosing  a  warrant  for  $200,000,1* 
he  need,  if  necessary. 

I'hird:  A  letter  from  the  cashier  ef  the  Ohio  Life  lesnrasceand 
Trust  Company,  dated  New  York,  Janvary  6^  1843,  in  which  he 
says,  Mr.  Winslow  sold  for  the  State,  he  believes,  as  nouch  as  $160,* 
000.  This  letter  alludes  to  sales  made  while  Mr.  Kelley  was  on  bi» 
visit  to  London. 

Fourth:  The  written  authority  of  Mr.  Kelly  ^acting  for  the  Board 
of  Commissioners,  to  Mr.  Perkins,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  stock  in  his 
hands,  as  would  pay  two  certain  drafts,  one  of  $]6,00#,  and  one  of 
$2^,000,  in  case  said  drafts  were  not  paid  at  maturity. 

Fifth:  From  the  accounts  rendered  at  sundry  times,  of  stock  sokl 
hy,  or  in  which  the  proceeds  of  sales  were  paid  to,  the  Ohio  Life  In- 
surance  and  Trust  Company,  amounting,  in  the  aggregate  of  stock 
sold,  to  $701,^00.  This  mm  does  not  embrace  $436,000  to  Baring, 
Brothers  and  Company — $200,000,  sold  on  account  of  the  Bank  of 
Wooster — .$168,779,  on  account  of  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Celumhos,. 
and  $326,502  20,  on  account  of  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe. 

Sixth:  From  the  sale  of  $216,000  of  Ohio  Stocks,  by  the  Trail 
Company,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Kelley,  while  he  was  abeent  to 
London,  in  1842.  This  sum  forms  a  part  of  the  $70^,200,  above  BjeD* 
lioned. 

In  answer  to  inquiries  upon  the  subject  of  sales,  we  are  informed  by 
the  cashier  ef  the  Ohio  Life  and  Trust  Company,  New  York,  that  J.  N. 
Perkins  was,  at  various  time^,  employed  by  the  Commiaaioners  to 
sell  stocks  f6r  them,  sometianes  by  letters  from  Colurabue,  at  others, 
hy  verbal  request  of  the  Commissioners.  Baring,  Brothers  and  Ccna- 
pany,  sold  large  amounts  in  London,  or  received  large  amounts  of 
stocks,  at  a  heavy  discount,  for  advances  made  to  the  Coanroisaionsrv 
and  R.  H.  Winslow  was,  at  various  times,  employed,  as  a  hrokeF,to 
make  sales  of  stock.  Sometimes  he  received  his  orders  directly  froa> 
the  Commissioners,  when  in  New  York,  and,  at  other  times,  from  the 
agent  of  the  Commissioners,  in  their  behalf.  Prime,  Ward  d(  Kiag 
were  employed  by  Mr.  Kelley,  on  the  26th  January,  1842,  to  ssU 
$75v006^proeeeds  $62,312  60. 

To  trace  these  sales  separately,  under  the  written  or  verbal  ia- 
structions  ef  the  Commissioners  to  their  agents — to  ascertain  in  what 
cases  the  Commissioners  were,  or  were  not,  present  in  New  York, 
and  to  determine,  definitely,  on  what  warrant,  and  at  what  time  each 
parcel  of  stock  was  sold,  would  appear  to  be  a  matter  involved  ia 
much  difficulty. 

Large  amounts  of  stock  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  agent,  ia 
New  York,  who  sold  from  time  to  time,  rendering  the  accouot  of  pK^ 
feeds*  in  whole,  or  in  part,  of  such  stock,  as  sales  were  efected. 
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la  Mareki,  1M2,  the  advaoees  roade  by  the  Obio  Life  Insufaaee 
and  Trust  Ceispany,  N«  Y.,  to  the  CoaiKnissioDers  of  the  Canal  Fund^ 
with  other  liabilities,  incurred  for  them,  amounted  tp  $200,000.  To 
reimburse  the  company,  the  cashier  sotd*  at  public  auction,  on  the  8th 
day  oC  March,  1842,  $100,000  Ohio  six  per  cent,  stock,  redeenr^able 
in  1860,  the  proceeds  of  which,  as  credited  to  the  State,  amounted  to. 
$50,068  47.  The  conunissions  paid  on  the  sale  at  auction,  were 
9160  00,  to  the  auctioneer,  and  the  diuy  and  tax,  to  the  State  of 
New  York,  $784  03. 

The  books  in  this  office  show  two  other  sales  at  auction:

The  agent  in  New  York,  sold,  at  private  sale,  before  Mr.  Kelley's 
arrival  in  that  city,  on  the  31st  of  March,  1842,  $94,000,  charging  a 
commission,  or  brokerage,  of  one  fourth  per  cent.  If  $100,000, 
only,  were  sold  at  auction,  the  above  $70,000  form  a  part  of  the  $94,* 
000,  at  private  sale,  the  remaining  $24>000  yielding,  as  proceeds  to 
the  State,  $15,140. 

The  sales  to  Bnring,  Brothers  &  Company,  or  the  slock  left  in

The  warrants  issued  to  railroad  companies,  were  loans  of  credit  by 
the  State,  under  the  act  of  March  24,  1837.  The  Sinking  Fund 
stock  was  issued  in  lieu  of  the  same  amount  of  money  drawn  from 
the  Treasury. 

The  real  sales  of  stock,  with  one  exception,  were  made  at  a  great 
sacrifice,  some  of  which,  after  deducting  brokerage,  and  charges, 
yielded  the  State  less  than  fifty  per  cent. 
The  whole  amount  of  stock  sold,  as  stated  in  Schedule

In  some  cases,  the  proeeeds  only  are  entered,  withoot  refe^ 
encetothe  commissions  or  brokerage;  and  in  others,  the  prooeedi, 
less  brokerage,  or  less  one  fourth  brokerage.  In  the  sale  at  auction,

Two  months  and  three  days  after  this  authority  was  given,  ea^ 
bracing  former  negotiations,  and  providing  for  new  ones,  the  sales  at 
public  auction,  above  referred  to,  of  $100,000,Vnd,  immediately  there- 
after^  of  $70,000  more,  either  at  auction  or  private  sale,  were  made 
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to  reiVnlmrse  the  comfitny ;  and  the  loans,  advances,  dsc.,  upon  which 
commMsions  and  all  other  charges  were  allowed,  were  paid  by  a  sale 
of  stock)  yielding  the  State  less  than  fifty  per  cent,  on  the  dollar.

John  Ward  &  Co.,  Prime,  Ward  d&  King,  and  R.  H.  Winslow,  are 
brokers.  J.  N.  Perkins  was,  at  the  above  dates.  Cashier  of  the  Ohio 
L»ife  Insurance  and  Trust  Company.  Shipman  6c  Ay  res,  and  W.  B. 
Oddie  are  not  known  to  the  Commissioners. 

In  answer  to  that  part  of  the  resolution  which  inquires  the  ex- 
pense attending  each  negotiation,  we  cannot  at  present  give  the  exact 
amount  of  each  separately.  Stocks  were  sometimes  hypothecated  as 
aeeurity  at  the  time  loans  were  made,  and  sold  at  subsequent  periods; 
at  other  times  placed  in  the  hands  of  agents  to  sell  as  circumstanoes 
should  require.  The  expense,  including  the  loss  on  the  sales  of 
$1,942,981  20  Ohio  Canal  stock,  between  the  20th  day  of  April, 
1841,  and  the  20ih  day  of  March|  1843,exceeded  thirty  four  per  cent. 
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or  the  whole  amount  told.  Oa  that  portien  of  the  loana  nede  of  Iht 
Ohio  Life  Inau ranee  and  Trast  Company,  and  A>r  which  the  oompMf 
was  responnible,  in  March,  1848,  the  expense,  inchiduig  the  leeiaB 
the  sates  of  stook  to  pay  it,  was  about  fifty  per  oent. 

As  stated  in  oor  annual  report,  a  commission  of  one  per  cent,  wif 
allowed  to  such  brokers  as  aided  in  the  negotiation  of  the  loan  of 
$1,500,000.  This  commission  was  paid  by  the  agency  in  New  York, 
to  A.  H.  Winslow,  for  himself,  Jacob  Little,  Drew,  Robinaon  A  Ca, 
ssid  Eetehum,  and  other  brokers,  taking  and  aidhig  in  the  negotiatios 
of  said  loan. 

A  copy  of  the  original  contract  for  the  seven  per  cent.  1«mui,  as  mads 
on  the  IStb  day  of  May,  1843,  was  submitted  in  the  annual  report  oT 
December  last.  It  is  hereto  attached,  together  with  the  subsequent 
one  of  September  14,  1843,  marked  A.  B. 

By  the  contracts  abo^e  referred  to,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  lose 
was  laken,  payable  in  ninety  days,  for  the  full  amount  of  $1,500,000. 
and  the  drafts  of  the  Commissioners  were  drawn  on  the  partiestakis; 
the  loan;  the  exchange,  of  one  and  one  half  per  cent.,  being  deemed 
equivalent  lo  the  interest  for  that  period.

No  proposition  was  made  to  the  Commissioners  to  receive  any  evi- 
deuces  of  the  debt  of  Ohio,  in  payment  of  any  portion  of  this  loan, 
and  no  contracts,  either  written  or  verbal,  express  or  implied,  w«re 
entered  into  to  that  effect. 

On  the  80th  day  of  November,  1843,  under  the  aet  of  Mftreh  ttr 
1841,  a  warrant  for  $100,000,  Ohio  Canal  stock,  was  issued  to  W. 
M.  Vermilye,  Cashier  of  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Comps- 
ny,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  in  payment  of  contractors  oa  the  War 
bash  and  Erie  Canal.  This  stock  bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  par 
cent,  principal  and  interest  payahle  in  the  city  of  New  Yorkt  and  wsi 
sold  at  par,  with  a  charge  of  one  fourth  per  cent,  brokerage. 

The  proceeds  of  this  loan  were  substituted  for  other  Siods  is  tbs 
Treasury,  and  left  in  New  York,  for  the  payment  of  the  January  i»* 
terest,  and  the  interest  fund  charged,  with  the  one  fourth  per  caotM

work.  On  the  Ihh  day  of  December,  last^  the  OottuniBsioaers  sok!, 
in  the  city  of  Colombus,  to  Joseph  S.  Lake  &  Ca,  one  hundred  thou^ 
sand  dollars  of  Ohio  six  per  cent,  stock,  uoder  the  act  of  March  £9, 1841, 
principal  aod  interest  payable  in  the  city  of  New  York.  This  Bk)ek  was 
sold  at  par,  without  any  allowance  of  commissions,  or  brokerage,  ana 
the  full  amount  of  |^]00,000  was  paid  into  the  Treasury,  as  per  re- 
ceipt in  this  office,  on  the  day  that  interest  commenced  on  the  stock 
issued.     No  competition,  by  advertising,  or  bids,  was  invited. 

The  reasons  which  influenced  the  Commissioners  to  make  these 
sales  were  a  firm  conviction  and  belief  that  the  best  interests  of  the 
Slate  would,  thereby,  be  promoted;  and  they  regarded  the  time  as  the 
most  favorable  one  that  could  be  embraced  for  the  promotion  of  those 
interests.  An  error  had  occurred  last  winter,  in  estimating  the 
amount  due  contractors,  which  left  a  considerable  amount  of  floating 
checks,  without  the  means  of  payment,  ft  was  not  only  the  duly 
and  interest  of  the  Slate  to  discharge  these  liabilities  to  her  o^jva  citi- 
zens, but  such  a  course  was  imperiously  denuinded,  to  preserve  the 
credit  of  our  stocks,  and,  by  a  timely  act  of  justice  at  home,  prevent 
depreciation  abroad. 

There  are  no  stocks  in  the  hands  of  any  individual,  broker,  eeai- 
pany,  or  bank,  pledged  or  hypothecated  by  the  preseat  Commt8sk>n- 
ers;  nor  is  there  any  broker  now  employed  by  them,  either  directly 
or  indirectly.  Of  stocks  hypothecated  by  the  late  Conftmissioaers, 
thereare  still  unredeemed  one  hundred  and  twenty  seven  thousaad 
dollars.  Of  this  sum,  |^90,00U  are  pledged  to  R.  H*  Winslow,  ona 
kMin  of  $35,000.  He  has  received  the  entire  amount  of  interest  on 
the  stock  pledged,  to  be  accounted  (or  When  the  loan  b  paid.  Thirty 
seven  thousand  dollars  pledged  to  J.N.  Perkins,  on  a  loan  of  $<5,- 
090.  This  loan  becomes  due  May  6,  1844,  and  the  interest  is  paid 
to  that  date.  The  interest  on  this  stoc^  has  been  credited  to  the  Ca- 
nal Fund  Commissioners. 

No  directions  have  yet  been  given  for  the  sale  of  these  stoeks, 
to  pay  the  loans.  They  can  be  reclaimed  by  the  State,  at  any  tinae, 
wten  payment  is  made.  Wo  suppose  these  hypothecated  stocks  were 
issued  under  the  act  of  March  89,  1841,  or  March  7,  1848. 

The  interest  on  that  portion  of  the  public  debt,  payable  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  is  paid  by  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company, 
from  foods  deposited  by  the  Fund  Cemmissioners  for  that  purpose. 
The  interest  fond  is  principally  derived  from  the  revenue  for  canal 
purpoees,  and  the  tolls  on  the  canals  and  other  puUie  works. 

Aside  from  the  loans  of  one  million  and  eighty  one  thousand  dol- 
lars of  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe  and  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus, 
in  April  and  May,  1841,  there  have  been  large  amounts  obtained  in 
New  York  and  Philadelphia,  of  banks  and  individuals.  What  por- 
tions of  these  loans  were  made  to  pay  interest  we  are  not  at  present 
aWe  to  state.  The  temporary  liabilities  in  New  York  appear  to  have 
amounted,  in  February,  1842,  as  per  letter  of  Messrs.  Swayne  and 
Kalley  to  Baring,  Brothers  di  Co.^  ""to  aome  #200,000.'^

■o  stock  has  been  aold,  within  our  knowledge,  to  raise  funds  spsdfi^ 
ally  for  the  paymeat  of  lateDeet  on  the  panie  debt*    Portiooa  of  tbe 
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iDterest  fund  were  appropriated  or  applted>  by  the  late  oomnnaaieverst 
to  paymeota  on  the  public  works,  and  stocks  were  subsequently  sold 
for  the  restoration  uf  that  fund  by  their  orders;  but  no  stocks  have 
been  sold,  as  we  believe,  to  create  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  interest. 
A  temporary  loan  of  $26,028  04,  with  iatere^^  at  6  per  cent.,  was 
made  by  the  present  Fund  Goinait8sioners,of  the  Ohio  Life  and  Trust 
Company,  New  York,  April  29,  1843;  for  the  purchase  of  $33,000 
Ohio  6  per  cent,  stock,  as  an  investment  of  the  sinking  fund.  This 
.  stock  was  left  with  the  company  until  the  loan  became  due,  February 
14y  1844,  at  which  time  it  was  paid,  and  the  certificate  of  stock  for 
1^35,000  is  now  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  State.

In  the  settlement  with  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe,  as  stated  in  the  an- 
nual report,  a  loan  of  $281,000  was  obtained  of  the  Ohio  Life  and 
Trust  Company,  New  York,  on  which  a  commission  or  brokerage  of 
one  fourth  per  cent,  was  allowed.    This  loan  was  paid  in  thirty  days. 

To  avoid  the  possibility  of  any  defalcation  in  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  the  public  debt,  $290,000  of  the  7  per  cent,  loan  were 
transferred  to  the  interest  fund  for  the  July,  and  $377,000  for  the 
payment  of  the  January  instalment. 

Temporary  loans  were  obtained  of  sundry  banks  in  Ohio,  as  given 
below,  in  brief  anticipation  of  funds  certain  to  accrue  to  the  treasury. 
They  were  necessary: 

First — Because  the  tolls  and  revenues  collected  and  available  at 
those  periods,  were  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  as  it  became 
due,  though  amply  sufficient  for  the  year  in  the  aggregate. 

Seoond^ — To  prevent  the  double  transmission  of  about  one  million 
of  dollars  to  and  from  New  York,  when  the  interest  must  be  paid. 

These  loaos  were  all  effected  at  an  interest  of  six  per  cent.,  with- 
out  commission  or  brokerage,  and  have  all  been  paid,  either  at  the 
banks  or  at  the  State  Treasury.

No  change  has  been  made  in  these  offices,  nor  in  the  compensatioo  of 
the  officers,  since  the  organization  of  the  present  Board  of  Caail 
Fund  Commissioners. 

We  are  not  aware  that  any  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  above  named  duties,  are  brokers,  except  so  far  tstiie 
instiiutions  to  which  they  soTerally  belong  transact  business  of  tlai 
kind. 

The  tax  levied  iast  year  for  canal  purposes,  and  applicable  to  the 
payment  of  interest,  was  five  mills  on  the  dollar.  It  is  thou|httke 
aggregate  amount  of  taxation  need  not  be  increased  over  that  of  184}. 
We  are  advised,  from  the  proper  official  source,  that  a  small  rerfoc-

•  This  measure  will  make  the  fund  certain  for  its  purposes;  vi 
probably,  after  1844,  effectually  relieve  it  from  the  erobarrassnfftts 
under  which  it  has  labored  for  several  years,  rendering  necessary  i 
Teaort  to  temporary  loans.

GbofTLBMfiv— The  undersigned,  Auditor  of  State,  has  the  honor  to 
scknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  resolution  of  27th  inst.,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words  t 

Resolved^  That  the  Auditor  of  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested 
ta  furnish  this  House,  forthwith,  with  a  statement  of  the  annuai 
salaries  paid  to  hisse¥eral  clerks  during  the  time  that  he  has  held 
his  present  office,  and  by  what  authority  he  has  paid  his  chief  derk 
more  than  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  if  any  greater  sum  has 
been  paid. 

And  in  reply  thereto  respeotfuUy  submits  the  following  report: 

That,  from  the  time  pf  his  taking  possession  of  the  office  of  Au- 
ditor of  State,  there  have  been  four  permanent  clerkships,  at  seven 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  During  the  whole  of  such  period,  a 
fifxh  clerkship  has  been  filled,  a  portion  of  the  time  at  six  hutidred, 
and  the  balaoee  at  seven  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  making  an  aver* 
age  of  about  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  In  addition 
to  these,  there  has  been,  since  the  commencement  of  my  administra- 
tion, a  principal  olerki  at  a  salary  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum,  and  since  the  first  day  of  April,  1840,  a  chief  clerk  in 
the  department  of  Public  Works,  whose  salary  is  fixed  by  law  at 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
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In  aotwer  to  your  inqiiiry,  bj  what  authority  a  cfakf  derk  baa  be« 
MLtd  more  tbaa  six  bun^red  dollats  per  anounn  I  anwer,  that  if  tba 
interrogatory  it  intended  to  apply  to  tbe  cbief  clerk  in  the  ofiot 
proper,  at  dittinguttbed  from  tbe  cbief  clerk  in  tbe  departmaat  ei 
rnblic  Workt,  no  abaolme  requisition  ever  existed  upon  rae  to  an- 
point  tucb  an  officer,  and  no  sucb  appointment  bat  ever  been  omt 
under  my  adroiDittration.  I  cannot  better  respond  to  your  inqairy 
in  tbis  particular,  tban  by  quoting  from  my  first  anoual  report  to  tke 
General  Assembly,  in  tbe  year  1839. 

^Chisp  Clbkksrip. — I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  tbe 
matter  of  tbe  cbief  olerfcship  of  tbis  department.  When  I  came  into 
the  office  I  found  no  sucb  officer  in  existence,  and  none  sucb  has  ex* 
isted  during  the  period  of  my  adniinistratioQ.  The  salary  of  the 
chief  clerk  is  fixed  by  law  at  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  He  is 
subject  to  nearly  the  same  liabilities  as  the  Auditor,  and  bound  to 
give  bond  to  the  same  amount,  viz:  ten  thousand  dollars.  When  tbe 
kw  was  enacted,  this  was,  in  all  probability,  a  sufficient  salary^  and 
certainly  a  good  one  when  compared  to  salaries  then  paid  to  clerks  in 
public  departments,  as  weU  as  by  private  individuals;  but^  at  tbe  pres- 
ent time,  it  does  not  hold  out  sufficient  inducements  to  secure  tbe  ser- 
vices of  a  competent  person.  One  qualified  for  sucb  a  situattoa  weuki 
also  be  qualified  for  the  first  positions  in  mercantile  houses,  in  baakSy 
or  any  other  of  tbe  many  situations  of  business,  where  salaries  vary 
from  tjeven  to  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and,  consequently, 
tbe  public  service  is  but  second  or  third  bidder  in  the  market.  In 
taking  possession  of  the  office,  I  found  Mr.  Griffith  performing  tbe 
duties  of  chief  clerk,  though  not  holding  the  situation,  at  a  salary  ef 
nine  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  per  annum.  I  was  not  able  to  fix 
opon  any  one  whom  1  deemed  competent  for  the  station  who  woakl 
accept  of  the  legal  salary,  and  was  lef\  no  discretion  bat  to  follow  tbe 
course  of  my  predecessor,  and  appoint  a  principal  clerk,  with  eomp^ 
tent  pay.  One  was  therefore  selected,  and  has  been  retained,  at  tbe 
rate  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  He  is  not  by  rank 
er  tit^  the  cbief  clerk,  and  has  been  paid  oat  of  tbe  coattngent  fund, 
the  appropriation  of  six  hundped  dollars  fdr  cbief  derk  being  report- 
ed as  unexpended.  It  would  greatly  equalise  the  labors  of  the  officoi 
and  advance  the  public  convenience,  if  tbe  salary  of  tbe  chief  clerk- 
ship should  be  so  far  increased  as  to  enable  the  head  of  tbe  depart- 
ment to  fill  it  with  a  oompetent  individual.  I  shoitld  deem  the  sua 
of  nine  hundred  dollars  no  more  than  a  sufikient  compensation,  t 
trust  tbis  sutfsct  will  receive  yoo^  favorable  coneideratien.* 

Again,  in  my  Annual  Report  of  1840,  tbe  sobfect  was  brought  fa 
ihe  attenticHi  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  tbe  fbllowing  wordst— 

«  Ghirf  Clehksrip.— The  28d  section  of  th«  act  of  January,  leSI, 
provides  that  Uhe  Auditor  of  State  may  appoint  a  Chief  Clerk,  whose 
appointment  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  certificate,^  dec ;  and,  when  so 
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i|t|eio|ed|.bi8  salary  U  fixed  at  jix  jbiwdred  dollars.  Tlie  amount  of 
this  salnry^  wh«a  compared  with  ^e  salaries  paid  to  cleric  in  the 
other  public  departooeots,  as  well  as  in  the  ordinary  branches  ofhusi- 
oess,  rendered  it  impracMcable  to  procure  the  services  of  a  competent 
person  m  that  situation. 

^  «  Whan  I  cf^ina  into  the  office  I  (ouxid  m  Chief  Clerk}  and  I  con- 
tinued the  course  of  my  predecessor^  in  payinj|r  a  clerk  eight  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  to  discharge  the  general  duties  of  the  office,  except 
the  signing  of  bills  and  draliSs  which  was  always  dene  by  niyselfl — 
These  (acts  were  submitted  to  the  Legislature  ip  my  last  anaual  re- 
port. 

'<  As  no  action  was  bad  upon  the  subject,  and  a  consequent  tficit 
assent  given  to  the  course  pursued,  I  required  the  present  Principal 
Clerk,  immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  that  body,  to  enter  into 
bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  requisition  he  promptly 
complied  wiih.  Under  these  circumstances  he  has  been  continued;  all 
bills  and  drafts,as  before,  being  signed,  and  all  accounts,  save  those 
fixed  by  law,  audited  by  myself.  The  views  expressed  in  my  last 
report  on  this  subject,  remams  unchanged,  and  the  whole  matter  is 
respectfully  submitted  for  your  consideration.^ 

I  have  only  to  add  that,  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas,  as 
Principal  Clerk,  on  the  18th  of  JauMary  last,  his  place  was  filled  by 
Mr.  J.  M.  Armstrong,  at  a  salary  of  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
which  continued  up  to  the  taking  effect  of  the  Setrenchment  bill  of 
the  present  session. 

In  relation  to  the  general  clerkships  of  the  office,  I  owe  it  to  the 
young  men  who  have  so  faithfully  discharged  their  trusts  in  this  de- 
partment of  the  public  service,  as  well  as  myself,  to  state  some  addi- 
tional facts,  to  those  already  communicated.  When  I  came  into  the 
office  I  found  eight  clerks  in  the  service,  in  addition  to  the  Principal 
Cferk,  at  salaries  of  five  and  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  I  re^ 
duoed  the  number  to  five,  and  proposed  to  those  to  give  them  the  sala* 
riee  I  have  since  paid,  upon  condition  that  they  discharged  all  the 
dutifis  of  the  office.  This  stipulation,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
their  labors  have  been  largely  increased,  they  have  strictly  fulfilled. 
[  found  the  office  in  a  condition  that  required  great  labor  to  restore  it 
to  order  and  system.  The  accounts  between  the  State  and  counties 
bad  not  been  balanced  and  closed  for  eight  to  ten  years.  Defalcations 
>xisted  in  the  school  funds  of  rising  forty  thousand  dollars,  and  heavy 
lefalcations  also  existed  in  the  taxes  upon  bank  dividends. 

^rhese  accounts  have  all  been  closeid  up— the  large  amount  of  the 
efalcations  collected,  and  additional  checks  and  balances  established, 
3  ^uard  against  such  things  in  the  future.  In  all  this,  very  heavy 
uties  have  been  imposed  upon  my  clerks;  they  have  become  inti* 
lately  acquainted  with  all  the  details  of  their  several  departments; 
nd  the  office  is,  consequently,  in  a  condition  that  reflects  the  highest 
-edit  upon  those  connected  with  its  details,  and  that  will  sustain,  with 
edit  and  honor,  the  most  critical  investigation.    To  accomplish  this. 
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it  h«8  been  neoemry  to  secare  the  serrioes  of  competent  derkt,  ifid 
to  p«7  them  a  compensation  at  least  equal  to  that  giyen  for  likesem- 
ces  in  banks  and  mercantile  establishments.  The  result  hasdemoo- 
•trated  that  the  public  service  has  gained,  rather  than  lost,  bjr  the 
operation. 

I  avail  mjselfof  this  occasion  to  say  to  you,  in  the  most  respectful 
manner,  that,  whilst  I  shall  endeavor  to  conform  the  clerkslupsof  tbe 
office  to  the  recent  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  I  have  strong  reasom 
to  fear  that,  in  this  branch  of  the  public  service,  that  measure  will 
work  most  serious  injury.  The  present  able  and  efficient  clerks  ht?e 
consented  to  remain  until  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Aiseroblj; 
beyond  that  time  they  are  not  committed.  When  the  qualificatkHU, 
experience  and  integrity,  that  are  required  for  this  service,  are  takes 
into  consideration,  together  with  the  fact  that  such  qualifications  are 
much  better  compensated  in  other  branches  of  business,  it  is  scaredy 
to  be  expected  that  the  State  will  be  able  to  command  them  at  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  or,  that  young  men,  who  cancoromaotf 
more  eligible  situations,  will  give  the  prime  of  life  in  the  di8char§[e  of 
heavy  and  responsible  duties,  for  a  compensation  that  will  barely  m- 
cain  them  from  day  to  day.  This  is  by  far  the  most  laborioas  ui 
responsible  branch  of  the  public  service;  and,  if  I  know  myself,  mj 
sole  object  is,  and  has  been,  to  administer  it  for  the  public  good-  I 
trust  that,  in  this  particular, my  fears  may  not  be  realized;  bat, odd- 
sidering  the  heavy  responsibility  devolving  upon  me  astbehradof 
the  Department,  I  have  felt  it  my  duty,  in  the  most  respectful  tennii 
to  communicate  them  to  you. 

It  may  be  that,  in  adding  these  remarks,  I  have  surpassed  the  scope 
of  your  inquiry.  If  so,  I  trust  you  will  find  a  sufficient  apology  is  the 
•ubject  matter  itself,  with  the  assurance  that  such  transgresstcn 
springs  from  no  other  motive  than  the  governing  one  of  your  ovi 
action,  an  earnest  desire  to  protect  the  public  service,  and  promote  tbe 
pubKc  advantage.

To  ^  H(nae  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  State  of  Ohdo: 

The  undersigned,  officers  of  the  Columbus  Insurance  Company,  and 
of  the  Mechanics'  Savings  Institution  of  Columbus,  in  behalf  of  them- 
selves, and  the  stockholders  and  directors  of  said  corppany,  feeling 
themselves  aggrieved  by  a  report  made  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, by  Bela  Latham,  Esq.,  Bank  Commissioner,  and  printed  by  or- 
der d'the  Senate,  on  the  26th  day  of  February  last,  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit to  your  honorable  body  the  accompanying  affidavits  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Columbus  Insurance  Company,  and  of  the  Cashier  of  the 
Mechanics'  Savings  Institution,  and  pray  that  the  same  may  be  per- 
mitted to  accompany  said  report,  that  both  sides  of  the  question  may 
be  heard  and  understood. 

While  the  undersigned  are  not  disposed  to  blame  any  public  officer 
for  the  exercise  of  a  prudent  vigilance  in  protecting  the  currency  of 
the  country  from  deterioration,  whereby  distress  might  be  brought 
upon  our  citizens,  they  think  they  have  just  cause  of  complaint  at  the 
course  pursued  in  this  instance.  The  officer  seems  to  have  gone  far 
to  raise  a  complaint  against  us,  and,  in  the  investigation  of  the  matter, 
to  have  overlooked  the  best  and  most  reliable  sources  of  information. 
The  proceedings  are  carried  on  in  an  exparte  and  inquisitorial  man- 
ner. No  opportunity  is  given,  either  to  crossexamine  the  witnesses, 
arrayed  against  us,  or  to  explain,  or  to  counteract  their  testimony. 
The  first  notice  we  have  of  the  character  of  the  proceedings,  is  the 
reading  of  the  Commissioner's  report  in  the  House  of  Representatives, 
where  we  are  arraigned  and  condemned  by  the  Commissioner,  with- 
out a  hearing.  These  Companies  have  nothing  in  their  dealings 
which  they  are  anxious  to  conceal  from  the  Legislature,  or  the  pub- 
Kc,  and  about  which  it  is  proper  for  them  to  inquire.  They  are  only 
anxious  that  the  <tti(A  should  be  known  and  stated,  being  conscious 
that  if  judged  by  their  integrity  they  will  not  be  condemned.  They 
da^  however,  ob^ct  to  much  of  the  testimony  which  has,  in  this  in- 
stance, been  arrayed  against  them.  The  whole  of  the  affidavit  of  Will^ 
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iam  Denoisoiiy  jr.,  is  ciDfair  and  improper,  becaose  it  does  not  i 
one  trait  or  quality  which  would  entitle  it  to  admiasion  in  a  ooort  ef 
justice.  It  is  entirely  hearsay — consisting  of  the  unfounded  specola- 
tions  and  conjectures  of  himself  and  other  idlers  io  New  York  aad 
Philadelphia.  It  has  not  ereu  the  oierU  9f  probability;  nor  does  it 
stand  sustained  by  a  single  fact. 

The  affidavit  of  H.  M.  Hubbard  is  of  a  diffi»rent  character.  Tins 
witness,  through  some  strange  obliauity,  has  fallen  into  errors,  as 
regards  bets,  b  is  not  the  wish  of  the  lUKtersigised  to  altrilKile  iei- 
proper  or  criminal  motiyas  to  this  witne^  They  dp,  however,  sup* 
pose,  that  if  they  had  been  apprised  of  his  examination,  and  had  hoot 
permitted  to  question  him,  an  entirely  different  result  would  have  oo- 
curred,  because,  they  could  have  satisfied  the  Comraissioiiert  that 
many  tbta^  which  he  has  related  have  mH:  a  shadow^of  foaodation  ia 
truth. 

The  undersij^ned  explicitly  deny  that  either  of  these  companies  have 
been  engaged  m  any  of  the  fraudulent  practices  alledged  against  m 
by  the  Bank  Conraitssioners,  in  their  annual  report,  and  attempted  to 
be  supported  by  the  special  report  above  referred  to. 

With  these  remarks  the  undersigned  submit  this  memorial,  trusting 
that  you  will  do  them  the  justice  to  permit  it  to  accompany  the  re- 
port, that  it  may  exercise  its  due  influence  in  counteracting  the  unjost 
charges  to  which  these  companies  are  subjected.

any  individual  for  the  benefit  of  this  company,  one  oent  in  the  pm^ 
cliase  of  the  stock  of  said  bank,  fior  Mas  thif  ^cNPfMy  AIJ»cmii|ic|m 
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wkh,  or  ii9tdr68t  in  mid  Bsok,  as  an  owner  orproprieter  of  its  stoek, 
or  in  any  other  btiflines  capacity.  Add  deponent  says  that,  to  the  best

Deponent  for ther  says  that,  as  to  the  Mechanics*  Saving  Institution, 
be  believes  the  answer  of  said  Hubbard  to  be  equally  untrue,  and  un- 
founded in  fact. 

Deponent  further  says,  that  the  Columbus  Insurance  Company  has 
invested  a  portion  of  its  fhnds  in  the  stock  of  the  New  Hope  Delaware 
Bridge  Company,  and  that  he  believes  said  company  to  be  a  sonnd  and 
safb  banking  institution,  and  fully  able  to  meet  all  its  engagements 
firomptly  and  punctually,  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 

Deponent  further  says,  that  the  Columbus  Insurance  Company  has 
is^ver  had  any  connection  with  the  several  banks  and  companies  men- 
tkmed  in  the  first  interrogatory  of  said  Bank  Commissioner,  except 
khe  New  Hope  Delaware  Bridge  Company, above  named;  and  except- 
inff  that  it  has  received  and  paid  out  the  paper  of  some,  and  perhaps 
dlFof  them,  in  the  transaction  of  its  l^itimate  business,  while  said 
companies  were  in  good  standing,  and  not  since. 

And  deponent  further  says,  that  this  company  has  no  connection, 
Whatever,  with  any  broker  In  the  city  of  Cincinnati;  excepting  that 
F.  Ontcalt,Esq.,  has  been  the  agent  of  this  company,  to  effect  Fire  and 
Marine  Insurance,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever;  that  no  ar-

BelaHve  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  people  of  this  State  by  the 
failure  of  BaTiks^  Sfc. 


I^peaher  of  ihs  SencUe: 

The  following  resolution  has  been  received,  and  duly  considered: 

^'Resolved,  That  the  Bank  Commissioners  be  itistructed  to  report 
to  this  General  Assembly  the  amount  of  losses,  as  near  as  the  same 
can  be  ascertained,  which  the  citizens  of  this  State  bare  sustained  by 
the  failure  of  banks,  and  by  the  depreciation  of  bank  paper,  wbicb  has 
been,  and  is,  a  circulating  medium,  since  the  year  1831.^ 

The  foregoing  resolution,  ia  its  extent,  embraces  the  whole  amount 
of  the  losses  sustained  by  the  citizens  of  Ohio,  ^  by  the  failure  of  do- 
mestic and  foreign  banks,  during  the  last  eleven  years. 

The  amount  of  losses  sustained  during  the  suspension  of  specie 
payments,  by  the  depreciation  of  bank  paper,  and  the  failure  of  l^nks 
during  the  same  period  of  time,  and,  also,  the  premiums  paid  banks, 
brokers  and  others,  on  all  exchange  purchased,  over  a  specie  value, 
during  the  above  period  of  time. 

We  have  no  means  within  our  reach  by  which  we  can  arrive  at  any 
thing  like  a  correct  estimate  of  the  actual  loss  sustained  by  our  citi- 
zens in  the  failure  of  foreign  banks,  and  the  depreciation  of  bank  pa- 
per of  other  States — but  we  cannot  refrain  from  the  conclusion,  that 
the  sum  must  be  very  large,  and  must  amount  to  thousands,  if  not  mill- 
ions. 

From  the  reports  and  examinations,  as  made  by  the  Rmk  Commis- 
sioners during  the  hst  few  years,  we  are  enabled  to  collate  such  facts 
as  will  furnish  a  tolerably  correct  estimate  of  the  losses  sustained  by 
our  citizens  in  the  failure  of  domestic  banks. 

This  information  we  shall  proceed  to  communicate  in  tabular  state- 
ments. The  estimate  of  the  amount  paid,  dsc.  is  founded  upon  inform- 
ation received  from  others,  and  the  affidavit,  on  file  in  this  office,  of  a 
gentleman  who  has  been  engaged  in  the  purchase  of  the  paper  of  in- 
solvent and  broken  banks  for  a  number  of  years. 
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The  following  table  presents  the  names  of  the  faanks,  which  haf« 
failed  within  the  period  named  in  the  resolution;  the  amount  of  paper, 
as  nearly  as  could  be  ascertained  at  the  time  of  failure,  in  cfrcaladoo; 
the  highest,  lowest,  and  average,  prices  paid  by  brokers,  and  oibeis, 
and  the  consequent  loss  lo  the  community.

With  this  view  of  the  subject  we  might  suspend  all  further  investi- 
gation, but  this  we  cannot  do  in  justice  to  truth.^ 

In  the  purchase  of  merchandize,  by  the  depreciation  of  the  paper, 
which  constituted  the  circulating  medium  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
the  high  rates  of  exchange  for  Eastern  drafts,  heavy  losses  must  have 
been  sustained.  But  how  to  arrive  at  the  amount  of  eichange  sold, 
and  the  premiums  paid,  is  a  more  difficult  task  than^  by  a  superficial 
view,  may  at  first  be  apprehended. 

By  the  means  of  circularst  we  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  exchange  sold,  and  the  premiums  received  by  the  banks  of 
the  State,  for  the  last  eleven  years;  thinking  that  Xhe  difference  be- 
tween the  cost  of  transporting  coin  to  the  Eastern  cities,  which  is 
about  }  per  cent.,  and  the  premium  received*  would  afford  something 
like  a  correct  data  upon  which  to  form  an  estimate. 

In  reply  to  these  circulars,  the  information  received  has  been  so 
uncertan  and  vague,  as  to  compel  us  to  abandon  all  hopes  of  present- 
ing any  statement  exhibiting  the  actual  amount  of  losses  sustained  in 
this  most  lucrative  part  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  bankers, 
brokers,  and  money  changers  of  Ohio,  which  can  be  relied  upon. 

The  only  possible  clue  by  which  we  can  approach  to  any  thing  like 
a  correct  conclusion  upon  this  subject,  is,  to  look  to  the  amount  of 
merchandize  imported  into  our  State  during  the  period  above  nanrKHl. 
Accordingly ,  we  have  taken  from  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  the  amount  of  clearances  from  three  points,  viz:  CIeveland| 
Cincinnati  and  Portsmouth.

In  estimating  the  value  of  the  merchandize  imported  into  the  State, 
we  have  no  rule  to  govern  us  but  the  opinion  of  merchants  and  men  of 
business.  The  value  placed  upon  every  1000  pounds  by  theiri,  varies 
from  $330  to  $360;  b^t,  as  a  matter  of  safety,  we  have  fixed  the  esti- 
mate at  $300  upon  every  1000  pounds.  Accordingly,  we  shall  present 
a  table  showing  the  am'ount  of  clearances,  and  the  value,  during  the 
period  named,  at  Cleveland :

In  our  intercourse  with  nrien  of  experience  and  business,  an  opinion 
lias  been  expressed  that  the  amount  of  clearances  from  Clevelaod 
would  be  about  one  fifth  of  the  merchandize  imported  into  the  State, 
and  others,  that  it  would  not  nruich  exceed  one  fourth.  In  looking 
over  the  immense  amount  of  goods  brought  into  the  State,  by  the 
way  of  Lnke  Krie,  at  alt  the  ports  of  entry  from  Conneaut  to  Toledo; 
the  amount  received  by  the  way  of  the  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  Canal, 
and  tt)e  whole  length  of  the  Ohio  River,  by  steamboats,  dsc,  and  we 
are  compelled  to  adopt  the  largest  estimate.  Accordingly  the  fol- 
lowing table  has  been  calculated:

Personally  appeared  before  Bela  Latham,  Bank  CommissioDer, 
Charles  B.  Flood,  of  lawful  age,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  saith:  Tliat 
at  the  tiofie  of  the  suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the  Innks  of  Ohio, 
in  May,  1837,  he  held  the  office  of  Register  of  the  Land  Office  at  Ma- 
rietta, and  that,  during  that  suspension,  he  has  frequently  koowo  per- 
sons who  wished  to  enter  land  at  (aid  office^  give  what  the  brokers 
there  called  20  per  cent  premium,  in  exchange  of  Ohio,  and  other, 
bank  paper  for  silver,  that  is,  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  in 
bank  paper  for  eighty  dollars  in  silver.  Purchasers  finding  it  easier 
to  buy  silver  elsewhere,  and  transport  it  to  Marietta,  than  to  pay  sach 
a  price,  it  compelled  brokers  to  come  down,  and  the  rate  of  exchaags 
gradually  iell  toabout  10  percent. 

The  amount  of  land  entered  during  the  year  1837,  at  that  office, 
was  quite  large,  and,  from  his  recollectton,  this  depooeat  believes  that 
most  of  the  land  entered  during  that  year,  was  purchased  whh  ooia 
procured  in  Marietta,  at  the  rates  above  mentioned.

It  will  here  be  recollected  that  we  have  not  taken  into  the  estimate 
the  losses  sustained  by  foreign  banks,  and  the  vast  amount  of  shin- 
plasters  which  flooded  the  State  during  the  suspension  of  spWie  pay- 
ments. If  these  sums  could  be  ascertained,  we  should  not  hesitate  in 
saying  that  the  losses  sustained  by  the  citizens  of  Ohio,  during  the 
last  eleven  years,  wouki  more  than  double  the  capital  stock  of  the 
twenty  three  banks  doiRg  business  in  1842,  which  was  $7,034,083  46^ 
and  go  far  toward  the  extinguishment  of  the  State  debt.

That,  when  said  deponent  was  subpoenaed  by  Bela  Latham,  Esq.,

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The  deponent  further  saith,  that  he  not  only  understood,  from  one 
of  the  directors,  that  they  had  the  controlling  influence  of  the  Clinton 
Bank  of  New  York,  hut  that  said  Moodie  showed  to  this  deponent  a 
package  of  the  Clinton  Bank,  N.  Y.,  notes,  and  called  the  attention  of 
this  deponent  to  them,  saying,  in  substance,  that  the  notes  of  the  New 
Hope  Delaware  Bridge  Company  would  be  redeemed  in  New  York, 
with  said  Clinton  Bank  of  New  York  notes;  and  said  Moodie,  Cashier, 
wanted  to  know  of  deponent  if  they  were  not  excellent  Jinanciers  (as

Baith:  That  in  a  conversation  this  deponent  had  with  Thomas 
Moodie,  Cashier  of  the  Mechanics^  Saving  Institution,  he  informed 
said  Moodie  in  reference  to  the  preparation  of  testimony  and  charges 
against  said  institution  and  the  Columbus  Insurance  Company,  and 
that  the  Commissioners  had  no  unkind  feelings  in  the  matter,  and,  as 
evidence  thereof,  stated  that  he  was  willing  to  not  go  on  with  it  if 
Mr.  White,  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  would  dismiss  the  call 
on  him;  and  that  White  had  called,  at  deponent^s  request,  at  his  of- 
fice, seen  and  read  the  charges  and  exhibits.

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

Relative  to  the  claim  of  Frederick  Lyon. 


Office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
CoUmbne^  March  2y  1844. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  State  of  Ohio: 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  be  requested,  as  soon  as  convenient,  to  communicate  to  the 
Senate  whether  the  claim  of  Frederick  Lyon,  of  Paulding  county,  for 
work  done  on  the  Wabash  and  Erie  Canal,  is  a  claim  which  ought  to 
be  settled  according  to  the  principles  of  equity  and  justice,  and  not  in 
accordance  with  his  contract  and  the  existing  law  upon  the  subject; 
and  if  so,  to  report  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  amount  that  would  be 
coming  to  the  said  Frederick  Lyon,  for  said  work  and  labor,  upon 
principles  of  equity  and  justice;  the  Board  report. 

That  the  claim  of  Frederick  Lyon  has  been  fully  examined  by  the 
Board,  and  decided  that  the  law  in  relation  to  extra  allowances  does 
not  recognize  this  claim;  and  as  the  contractor  has  been  paid  for  all 
the  work  performed  by  him,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
contract,  the  Board  do  not  consider  that  equity  and  justice  require 
any  further  allowance  to  be  made. 

The  claim  of  Mr.  Lyon  appears  to  be  this — that  in  the  summer  of 
1839,  he  contracted  for  this  work  at  a  time  when  it  appeared  to  be 
dry,  and  that  subsequently,  the  wet  weather  set  in  and  the  character 
of  the  work  was  changed  from  dry  to  wet,  and  so  continued  during  its 
construction ;  as  a  consequence  he  asserts  that  he  lost  money,  which 
is  supposed  to  be  true. 

This  is  one  of  those  cases  which  frequently  occur  on  all  public 
works,  and  if  recognized,  it  appears  to  the  Board  that  there  would  be 
no  end  to  the  claims  that  would  be  presented.
